i F ke 1968 might be characterized as the year 
Lansing, Michigan when Lansing came to realize that many 
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of the changes in thought, action, and 
behavior that have taken place in recent 
years represent challenges which must be 
faced. In this, my fourth annual State 
of the City message, I am able to report 
to you that Lansing is meeting the chal- 
lenge, that during the past year we have 
translated many planning phases into 
action programs on a variety of problem 
fronts, and that we are making solid and 
substantial progress through the cooper- 
ative endeavors of the government team 
and large numbers of our concerned citi- 
zens, 


Concern with the Public Safety has 
required continuing study and analysis 
leading to the reorganization of our Police 
Department during the last twelve months. 
A full program of comprehensive written 
and oral examination promotional pro- 
cedures utilizing the merit principle is now 
operational, Last June our Police Depart- 
ment was awarded a $15,000 federal grant 
under the Law Enforcement Assistance 
Act to establish a Planning and Research 
unit within the Department. On September 
25, 1968, the City of Lansing was recog- 
nized by the National Safety Council as 
one of the nation’s safest cities and was 
the recipient of the Trustees of the Safety 
Council “Flame of Life’ award symbolizing 
accident preventions goal of saving lives, 
During 1968, our Police Department at- 
tained full authorized strength for the 
first time since 1968. Consideration is 
now being given for authorization of ad- 
ditional personnel. Further refinements 
in the areas of manpower planning and 
activity organization according to functions 
will enhance the effectiveness of our law 
enforcement operations in the months 
ahead. Planning now, for our future needs 
includes the appropriation during 1968, of 
monies within the Capitol] Improvements 
budget for site acquisition leading to the 
ultimate construction of a new Police 
Building at such time as the existing facil- 
ity becomes inadequate. 


The Lansing Fire Department during the 
past year has purchased a new diesel 85 
foot aerial ladder truck. One new squad 
truck and two new pumping engines, both 
diesel powered, have been ordered and will 
be in service early in 1969. All apparatus 
and equipment are now being purchased on 
a scheduled replacement basis assuring our 
Fire Department adequate tools with which 
to provide maximum levels of protection 
to our community. The Department’s 
Training Division has been increased to 
three full time instructors and now uti- 
lizes accredited course work in Fire Science 
provided by Lansing Community College. 
A new training van is now operational 
and serves as a dual function emergency 
vehicle for large fires and emergencies. 
During 1968 funds have been allocated for 
a Fire Training Academy to be erected in 
the 3100 block of Alpha Street. This mod- 
ern facility will include a training tower, 
classrooms, hydrant and static water sup- 
ply ‘as well as areas for training under 
simulated fire conditions. Our Fire Pre- 
vention Bureau now conducts comprehen- 
sive fire safety courses at Lansing Com- 
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munity College for nurses, apprentice 
craftsmen, and truck drivers. 


Our Parks and Recreation operations 
during 1968 reflects Lansing’s continuing 
growth and the influx of new residents, 
with increasing emphasis on the creation 
of more Park lands and expanding recre- 
ational programs. We acquired sixteen 
parcels of land totaling 258 acres, bringing 
our ratio of park and golf course lands 
to 15.6 acres per thousand of population. 
Under the new Open Space Program, the 
acquisition of an additional 169 acres is 
planned for the near future, At Potter 
Park, a new lift station and sewer system 
is now operational and serving to correct 
a long existing pollution problem on the 
Red Cedar River. This modernization in- 
eludes a new visitor’s center with expanded 
office space and modern public rest rooms. 


In cooperation with the Board of Edu- 
eation and the Office of Economie Oppor- 
tunity, our Parks Department completed 
a second successful year of providing 
healthy and meaningful summer employ- 
ment and training for forty underprivileged 
boys between fourteen and sixteen years of 
age. 


The Parks Department, working with 
our Human Relations Department, opened 
three community drop-in centers during 
the past year. These programs are sup- 
plemented with federal funds and served 
large numbers of disadvantaged young 
people with informal recreation, counseling, 
and a variety of out-reach experiences in- 
eluding special trips through the area and 
state. 


The Recreation Division assumed full re- 
sponsibility for our twenty-nine school 
playgrounds in 1968, operating a total 
of sixty-two summer playgrounds, and 
phasing the Board of Edueation out of 
these activities. New and expanded Senior 
Citizens drop-in facilities and programs 
have been provided at Miller Road and 
Maple Grove Halls during the past twelve 
months. 


With an increasing emphasis and at- 
tention to recreational needs being planned 
at the state and federal levels, the pros- 
pects appear favorable for Lansing to avail 
itself of new proposed matching funds 
programs providing for the sound and 
timely expansion of our park lands pop- 
ulation ratio as our community grows. 


We can now record 1968 as the year 
during which our extensive preparation 
and planning for a Model Cities grant bore 
fruit. On October 14, Lansing joined a 
select group of cities receiving notice of 
federal authorization and funds for a Model 
Cities planning grant to become opera- 
tional. The program provides for grass 
root citizen participation from within the 
areas of the city which are directly affected. 
Specific attention will be directed to those 
areas which exhibit blighted or potentially 
blighted living conditions with remedial 
measures being initiated for the improve- 
ment of housing, job opportunities, educa- 
tional facilities, health standards, and the 
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entire broad spectrum of human life. While 
Lansing is fortunate in that the majority 
of our residents enjoy a much higher 
living standard than average, it is timely 
now to attack such substandard conditions 
as do exist and thus improve our quality 
of urban life. 


During the past year our Public Service 
Department completed several major im- 
provement projects designed to keep pace 
with the growth and expansion of the 
City. The Department constructed 30,000 
lineal feet of curb and gutter and added 
thirteen miles of new blacktop surfaced 
streets during this period. Five contracts 
were entered into for the repair of existing 
sidewalks, and three miles of new sidewalks 
were constructed. Four new pedestrian 
overpasses were put into operation, giving 
the City a total of seventeen of these maxi- 
mum safety facilities. 


All street and auxiliary improvements 
connected with the Capitol Development 
areas were completed during 1968 enabling 
the state to proceed with their expansion 
program on schedule. The extension and 
realignment of West Mount Hope was 
commenced and the widening of Delta 
River Drive was accomplished, utilizing 
funds of the Street Bond Issue. 


Work continued on our expanding sewage 
program with some twenty-one contracts 
for sewer and interceptor construction 
being completed, Our modernized Sewer 
Treatment Plant now has a primary treat- 
ment capacity of 50 million gallons per 
day for critical peak periods. Our average 
treatment flow for the new facilities now 
amounts to 25 million gallons per day. 
The Department’s utilization of improved 
equipment and methods has been reflected 
by substantially improved and more timely 
performance in the daily housekeeping 
areas of street, roadway, and sidewalk 
maintenance during 1968. 


In co-operation with state and federal 
agencies, Lansing’s Civil Defense activity 
made progress during the year. Our area 
now contains 246 shelter facilities with 
accommodations for 120,000 persons in the 
event of emergency. A comprehensive 
Adult Training program has been om- 
pleted with some 14,000 people including 
all municipal personnel having partici- 
pated in education for personal and family 
survival under disaster conditions. Our 
Weather Alert and Warning System has 
been expanded to include all municipal 
departments and surrounding localities un- 
der a single master communications net- 
work. 


Human Relations Committee personnel 
were leaders and active participants in our 
new drop-in center programs during the 
year. The detached worker activity has 
assumed year around status through the 
efforts of our Human Relations Office, with 
every expectation that such continuity of 
programs will be of substantial benefit to 
the whole community. Our Human Rela- 
tions staff has co-operated with a variety 
of public, governmental, and _ private 
agencies during 1968 in their never ceas- 
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ing attempts to further the cause of good 
human relations and to eliminate prejurice, 
tensions, and intolerance before such feel- 
ings develop into serious problems. 1968 
was a good year for Human Relations in 
Lansing with every prospect for even bet~ 
ter years in the future. 


The City’s showcase, our Civic Center, 
was host to more events and larger audi- 
ences than ever during the past twelve 
month period. Highlights of 1968 include: 
Golden Gloves—13,000 persons ; Home Show 
— 11,000 persons; Hospitaler Circus— 
30,400 persons; Snort and Boat Show—- 
21,000 persons; Basketball 11,800 persons ; 
Stage Shows—8,000 persons; and Ice Show 
-—18,000 persons. Oldsmobiles new model 
announcement shows bring approximately 
23,000 people to the Civic Center each fall. 
Several large trade shows using the entire 
Exhibit Hall area were in progress during 
the year, A stellar attraction and annual 
fall event drawing large audiences and out- 
standing participation by broad segments 
of the community is the Fine Arts Festival. 


Substantial refurbishing and refinishing 
of the Civic Center facilities were com- 
pleted during the past year as important 
aspects of a continuous maintenance and 
improvements program. 


All municipal progress begins with an 
idea and a plan, and comprehensive plan- 
ning plays the role of the catalyst which 
determines if and when the idea will be- 
come a reality, Our Planning Department 
highlights several major areas of accom- 
plishment during 1968. The advance plan- 
ning division completed data leading to 
the approval of a grant from the Federal 
Department of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment to purchase the Red Cedar Park. 
Other activities culminated in the comple- 
tion of the Municipal Market Study during 
the year, Under the precepts of our cur- 
rent Community Renewal Program, Plan- 
ning completed a ten year Renewal Action 
Plan for the refinement of that activity. 
The Department was also instrumental in 
providing extensive data and analysis for 
the application of our successful Model 
Cities Planning Grant in 1968. The an- 
nual Capital Improvements Program was 
again a major aspect of the departments 
work with priorities being assigned to a 
variety of sewer, streets, bridges, parks 
and municipal buildings projects. 


The Current Planning division processed 
nearly three hundred rezoning or related 
actions ranging from vacating public 
streets to the development of a 130 acre 
housing complex. A host of other recom- 
mendations encompassing both public and 
private land usage and ways and means 
of financing the same were recorded dur- 
ing the year, 


The keeper of the City Seal and custodian 
of the vital statistics for our City—the 
Office of City Clerk, issued 2,460 licenses, 
and produced 7,800 copies of birth and 
death records during the past year. Pri- 
mary and general elections in 1968 created 
the need for massive voter registrations 
with a gratifying final total of in: excess 
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of 60,000 registered voters being recorded. 
The Clerk’s office is already engaged in 
similar activities in preparation for sched- 
uled elections coming up in February and 
April of 1969. 


As the city grows, the activities of our 
Finance Department expand and become 
more complex. A major endeavor of this 
department has involved the refinement and 
expansion of the data processing function 
during 1968. Data processing techniques 
are now operational for Municipal Court 
complaints and warrants and for personal 
property tax procedures and market value 
study information. The complete munici- 
pal payroll has now been converted to data 
processing operations providing timely rec- 
ords and eliminating the need for increas- 
ing the clerical work force in this area. All 
preparations have been made to provide the 
Income Tax Division with electronic data 
processing services. This activity will in- 
clude the rapid processing of basic audit- 
ing information for all accounts. 


The past year finally gave birth to a 
State Municipal and Justice Courts Reor- 
ganization Bill which many Cities view 
with mixed emotions, In Lansing the de- 
cision has been to continue our Municipal 
Courts system until such time as the reor- 
ganization procedures have matured and 
undergone the operational changes which 
are sure to be forthcoming. Our Municipal 
Courts have been expanded during 1968 
in anticipation of increased case loads dur- 
ing the coming year. A fourth Court Room 
has been provided together with an addi- 
tional Associate Judge and staff for this 
purpose. Increased courts staff are also 
handling the probation case load with an 
August 1968 total of sixty-two probationers 
under active court supervision. 


The City’s Traffic and Parking Depart- 
ments have recorded increased levels of ac- 
tivity and elements of success in coping 
with their many problems during the year. 
Traffic flow control operations are begin- 
ning to be automated with the installation 
of twelve solid-state pre-timed signal con- 
trollers and six solid-state actuated signal 
controllers during recent months. In the 
same period, new signa] installations were 
completed at Jolly Road and Washington 
Avenue and at Cavanaugh Road and Penn- 
sylvania Avenues. The State Highway 
Department has also instituted new timing 
sequences for trunkline signal systems 
within the City, A program of overhead 
signing in advance of intersections with 
heavy turning movements and multiple 
turning lanes is now in operation and 
should expedite the proper channelization 
and flow of traffic as motorists become ac- 
customed to reacting to the advance in- 
formation. Annual traffic counts were auto- 
mated during the year with the installation 
of fifteen new solid-state counters which 
print and code tape for the rapid evalu- 
ation of existing and potential traffic prob- 
lem areas. In addition to operating our 
off-street parking lots and the two munici- 
pal parking ramps, the Parking Division 
was engaged in a variety of related ac- 
tivities during the year, Our South Grand 
and South Capitol Avenue parking ramps 
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received final modifications and were offi- 
cially accepted by the City in 1968. Usage 
and revenues of these facilities are increas- 
ing monthly and at satisfactory levels. 
Plans for the construction of two addi- 
tional ramps in the Urban Renewal area 
have proceeded on a timely basis. Two 
hundred and sixty new parking meters 
are being installed in the area bounded 
by Saginaw, Pine, Washtenaw, and Wal- 
nut Streets. The Washington Avenue Mall 
shopper parking facilities are in constant 
and heavy usage providing a vital service 
to these areas, As our areas automobile 
ownership and usage grows, so must our 
provisions for effective traffic movement 
and adequate parking expand in future 
years, 


The City’s Urban Redevelopment pro- 
gram as of October 1, 1968, closed the files 
on the purchase of the one hundredth 
parcel of property within Project One. 
Total purchase costs for this project now 
stand at the five million dollar mark. 
Since its inception date of February,, 1965, 
twenty-one families, one hundred and 
seventy-nine individuals and one hundred 
and twenty-one businesses have been re- 
located from the Project One area. In 
the beginning, there were 106 structures 
designated for clearance from the Project 
One area; at the close of 1968, 81 of these 
have been removed leaving 25 structures 
scheduled for removal in the months ahead. 
Now in the final stages of completion with- 
in Project One is the new five million 
dollar Lansing Community College class- 
room building fronting on Washington 
Avenue. In 1968, Michigan Bell Telephone 
Company and Leonard Wholesale Distrib- 
utors purchased Urban Renewal land in 
the 200 and 300 blocks of North Washing- 
ton and commenced construction of over 
seven and one-half million dollars worth of 
new facilities in those blocks. Additional 
proposals have been received and are cur- 
rently in process for a total value of 
some twenty-two millions of dollars worth 
of retail, office, motor hotel, and high- 
rise residential construction within the 
area. Actual sales of land and construction 
starting dates for these massive renewal 
proposals should take place within the 
next twelve months. 


In addition to the Community College 
and Bell Telephone Company structures, 
it is now estimated that private redevelop- 
ers will invest some thirty millions of 
dollars in new construction within Project 
One and that this investment will generate 
approximately $11,800,000 in assessed val- 
uation of real property. Applying current 
tax rates, property tax revenues after com- 
pletion of the project will be in excess of 
$720,000 annually. This amounts to more 
than five times the $136,200 annual prop- 
erty tax revenues for the same area prior 
to redevelopment, 


During the past year significant planning 
for Urban Redevelopment Projects Two 
and Three has taken place. I am par- 
ticularly gratified to report that we are 
making progress regarding the relocation 
and retention of the White Motors Corpor- 
ation facilities within Lansing’s borders. 
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It is of vital importance to our economy 
and to our people that this manufacturing 
complex, employing in excess of two thou- 
sand persons, continues to prosper and ex- 
pand as a Lansing industry. During the 
next few months I anticipate that our 
efforts in this direction will become final- 
ized to the ultimate benefit of our entire 
community, 


The City Personnel Department during 
1968, negotiated the City’s first two year 
collective bargaining agreements with each 
of our employee groups having representa- 
tion. These longer term agreements are 
helpful in stabilizing our labor relations 
process and expediting the City’s fiscal 
budgetary forecast functions. With close 
to the lowest unemployment rate in the 
entire state during the past year, the re- 
cruitment of qualified personnel continues 
to represent a difficult endeavor. Our 
maintenance of a competitive wage and 
benefits structure for municipal personnel 
requires constant attention and effort and 
must always be balanced by the City’s 
ability to finance reasonable progress 
during an inflationary era, The Personnel 
Department now has in operation a pho- 
tographic identification system which will 
provide all municipal personnel with a 
Positive and readily usuable means of iden- 
tification for personal purposes and mu- 
nicipal security requirements. During the 
past year our municipal work force estab- 
lished new improvement records in the 
area of employee safety with both accident 
frequency and accident severity rates 
showing substantial reductions. Our em- 
ployee turnover rate for 1968 amounted to 
5.2% of the work force excluding regular 
retirements, 


The construction activity of our City 
is reflected by the increased dollar volume 
of statistical records maintained by our 
Assessment Division. During 1968, the 
total amount of special assessment billings 
increased from the previous years figures 
of $768,602 to $1,354,939. Real and per- 
sonal property assessment rolls increased 
by $31,317,915 to a total state equalized 
assessed valuation of $426,601,925 the 
highest in the City’s history. Adjusting 
for imflationary factors, approximately 
ninety percent of the increased valuation 
is attributable to new construction in 
Lansing. State legislative changes con- 
tinue to increase the amount and kinds 
of property tax exemptions, thus reducing 
municipal sources of revenue and placing 
heavier burdens on non-exempted prop- 
erty owners. In Lansing we have averted 
the very real possibility that such burdens 
would have soon become confiscatory 
through the implementation of the Uni- 
form City Income Tax and the resulting 
broadening of the revenue base. 


While it is difficult to single out any 
given aspect of municipal progress during 
one year as being our most accomplish- 
ment, I believe that Lansing’s program 
of fiscal reform during 1968 does belong 
near the top of the list. Through our adop- 
tion of the Uniform City Income Tax, we 
have both broadened the tax base on a fair 
share basis and, at the same time, found 
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it possible to reduce the City’s property 
tax rate down to pre-World War II levels. 
Before fiscal reform, only 40,000 taxpayers 
supported the costs of municipal govern- 
ment. After fiscal reform, which includes 
the Uniform City Income Tax, 100,000 
taxpayers share the costs making it that 
much more equitable for all taxpayers. 


The Income Tax Division was created by 
Ordinance Number 160 on June 3, 1968, 
and, after proper staffing, was set up 
with office space in the Poxson Building 
at 208 East Michigan Avenue. Procedures 
have been established for collections by the 
City Treasurer and the processing of all 
returns through existing data processing 
facilities. Auditing of returns will be 
accomplished through the services of quali- 
fied personnel employed by the Income Tax 
Division. It is gratifying to note that the 
Income Tax process has been handled 
competently and with a minimum of tax 
payer complaints. 


1968 has been a year of substantial ac- 
complishments for our Municipal Housing 
Commission. This body has entered into 
an Annual Contribution Contract with the 
Federal Government to provide housing for 
families of low-income in privately owned 
accommodations under provisions of the 
Housing and Urban Development Act of 
1965. A total of one hundred dwelling 
units have been put under lease as of 
September 30,’ 1968 with the federal gov- 
ernment to provide housing for three- 
hundred low-income, non-elderly Lansing 
families. This program includes the Froh 
Townhouse project on Reo Road now com- 
pleted with 100 units occupied. The Hilde- 
brandt Park Townhouse project on Turner 
Street is scheduled for completion during 
December of this year providing an ad- 
ditional 100 units. The Commission has 
scheduled a final delivery date of De- 
cember 31, 1968 for 100 scattered site 
individual homes throughout the City 
under the same program. The Federal 
Department of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment has tendered a contract to the 
City for a loan not to exceed $2,901,640 
covering a proposed new 188 unit project 
for elderly housing. To be located in the 
8100 block of South Washington Avenue, 
this facility will be completed in early 
1970. While much remains to be done, a 
year of sound and substantial progress 
has been recorded for the City’s public 
housing program. 


Lansing’s Department of City Utilities, 
our Board of Water and Light, expanded 
and modernized its services and facilities 
to the public on a timely basis during 
1968. In October, the Board purchased 
Consumer Power electric power facilities 
used by residents of recently annexed 
areas providing them with rate and service 
advantages inherent to the City Utilities 
operations. All residents of Lansing now 
are provided with electric power through 
municipal operation. During the year, an 
IBM electronic data computer became op- 
erational in the areas of customer billing, 
stores inventories, general accounting, and 
engineering planning. In 1968 a new all 
time one hour high of 272,000 kilowatts 
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of electric power usage was recorded. A 
peak water delivery of 36,000,000 gallons 
on a single day also established a new 
record for the utility. Four new water 
wells were put into operation during the 
year adding 2,500,000 gallons to the sys- 
tem and nine additiona] wells are projected 
for the near future with additional capacity 
for 6,000,000 gallons. The Eckert electri- 
eal power generating stations capacity was 
increased by 80,000 kilowatts during Aug- 
ust with an additional 80,000 kilowatts 
generator scheduled for service in Jan- 
uary, 1970. The price tag for these ex- 
panded services will approximate $23,400,- 
000. A third generating station unit with 
a 150,000 kilowatt capacity and costing 
$32,000,000 is planned for service in 1972. 
During the year, 289 new modern street 
lighting units were installed and 393 
street lights converted to modern units. 
The Board of Water and Light added 3141 
new electric power service customers and 
628 new water service customers during 
1968. 


The year just passed has been a good 
year for Lansing. Progress has been made, 
but of course, the task is far from being 
finished. I believe that our future will 
depend more and more on the personal in- 
volvement of all of us. The success of 
our municipal enterprise depends upon 
people, not just the few at the top, but 
upon all of the people from top to bottom. 
Each of us has to be willing to give of our 
talents, our understanding, our courage 
and concern. Let it be said in future 
years that all of us tried

Section 1. That the Code of Ordinances 
of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be 
amended by adding a section to be num- 
bered 28-19 to read as follows: 


Sec. 28-19. Same—Correcting and con- 
firming roll, warrant for collection: install- 
ment payment; funds for payment of bonds. 


Every assessment, so ratified and con- 
firmed by the City Council as aforesaid, 
shall be final and conclusive. Within five 
days after such assessment is ratified, the 
Mayor shall affix to such assessment and 
tax roll his warrant for collection thereof. 
The Mayor’s Warrant shall direct the City 
Treasurer to collect the assessment on or 
before the due date, which date shall be 60 
days from the date of confirmation by the 
Council. The Mayor’s warrant shall further 
direct the City Treasurer to initiate special 
assessment collections on the basis of the 
estimated figure provided him by the City 
Assessor and such assessment and tax roll, 
with the warrant of the Mayor so annexed, 
shall be delivered to the Treasurer within 
ten days after such warrant is annexed to 
such roll. 


In the event the Treasurer is unable to 
collect these assessments as directed, the 
Treasurer shall be authorized to levy and 
collect the same by distress and sale of any 
personal property in the possession of the 
person chargeable with such tax, 


It is also provided, that, if a majority of 
the resident taxpayers owning property in 
any paving or sewer district wherein any 
paving, curb and gutter, tree removal, side- 
walk, building razing or sewer is ordered 
pursuant to the provisions of this article 
and liable for taxation for any such paving 
or sewer, shall, prior to the order of the 
City Council directing the Mayor to attach 
his warrant to such tax roll for the col- 
lection of such taxes, petition the City 
Council for an extension of time of pay- 
ment of such taxes, it shall be within the 
power of the City Council by resolution to 
extend the time of payment of any such 
special assessment so that the same may be 
levied, collected and paid in three, five, or 
ten installments, as shall be determined by 
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the City Council in such resolution, It is 
provided further that, the City Council 
may, by a two-thirds vote of the council- 
men-elect, grant the extension of time for 
the payment of taxes herein provided for 
without any petition therefor when such 
action shall be deemed necessary, and may, 
by a two-thirds vote, upon request of any 
resident taxpayer owning property in any 
assessment district, grant the extension of 
time for payment of special assessments in 
the manner hereinafter stated with the 
following provisions: 


A. If the total amount of the special assess- 
ment is less than $75.00, the assessment 
shall be paid in ful] on or before the 
due date. 


B. If the total assessment is $75.00 or more, 
but less than $150.00, it may be divided 
into three equal installment payments. 


C. If the total assessment is $150.00 or 
more, but less than $300.00, it may be 
divided into five equal installment pay- 
ments. 


D. If the total assessment is $300.00 or 
more, it may be divided into ten equal 
installments. 


E. A resident taxpayer, to follow the intent 
of the ordinance and the policy of the 
City, shall be any Lansing resident who, 
in regard to the specific property being 
assessed, is not using the property for 
a commercial, professional or industrial 
enterprise. Any land being subdivided 
or used for community unit or multiple 
dwelling (except “C’’? Two-Family Dis- 
trict) shall not be eligible for the in- 
stallment special assessment program, 


Following confirmation of a special as- 
sessment roll, a billing of the estimated 
assessment (original estimated billing) shall 
be rendered either to the property owner 
or taxpayer as known. The words “esti- 
mated billing” shall be denoted on the 
original estimated billing and the total 
assessment shall be due within sixty days 
from the date of confirmation. There shall 
be no interest or penalty charged if the en- 
tire assessment is paid within sixty days 
from the date of confirmation. 


If the estimated assessment is $75.00 or 
more, the taxpayer may select the install- 
ment option by paying the first installment 
within sixty days of confirmation. Interest 
at 7% per annum will be collected on the 
unpaid balance from date of roll confirma- 
tion to the due date of second instal]ment. 


If neither the total assessment nor the 
first installment is paid within sixty days 
of confirmation, the taxpayer, eligible for 
installment payments, is automatically ob- 
ligated to pay on the installment basis, and 
is delinquent as to the first installment. A 
penalty of 4% of the installment due will 
be charged on all delinquent installments. 


Subsequent installment payments shall be 
billed with a due date of July first, coincid- 
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ing with the City of Lansing’s due date for 
summer taxes; provided, that the first two 
installments shall not become due within a 
period of less than one hundred twenty 
(120) days of each other. Where the date 
of confirmation of the special assessment 
rol} oceurs less than one hundred twenty 
(120) days preceding July first of any year, 
the second installment shall be due on the 
first of July one year hence, and succeeding 
installments annually thereafter on July 
first. Succeeding installments in either case 
shall bear interest at 7%, payable in ad- 
vance on the due date with the exception 
of the final annual installment, which shall 
be interest free. If any installment, other 
than the first, becomes delinquent it will 
be processed in the same manner as a de- 
linguent tax and will accrue the same 
penalties and interest as does a delinquent 
tax. Payments made to the City Treasurer, 
on accounts which have been kept current, 
between annual installment billings shall 
be interest free as interest has been pre- 
viously collected in advance on the current 
installment. Annual installments will be 
payable on July first of each year regard- 
less of pre-payments, 


Prior to any change of ownership of 
those properties on the installment payment 
special assessment program, certification 
must be presented to the Assessor proving 
all specia) assessment taxes have been paid. 


Administrative procedures, which require 
a deadline date for the preparation of the 
current tax roll, will require the special 
assessment being placed on that tax roll 
with interest payable in advance. Assess- 
ment balances, paid in full by the taxpayer 
between this roll preparation date and the 
date tax billings are mailed, will result in 
an interest remaining unpaid on the tax 
roll. When this situation arises, the City 
Treasurer, after substantiating the tax- 
payer’s interest charge, shall request a war- 
rant from the Controller’s office to effect 
the elimination of such interest from the 
tax roll. 


It shall be the responsibility of the City 
Engineer to begin work or cause work to 
begin on a special assessment project on 
or before the first designated due date of a 
specia] assessment roll. If for some unavoid- 
able circumstances, the City Engineer can- 
not commence this work within the desig- 
nated 60 days, he must make a special re- 
port to the City Council stating these cir- 
eumstances in detail. 


Once the installment option has been 
selected, the City Assessor shall provide for 
the accounting function, which shall allow 
the specia] assessment to be paid in three, 
five, or ten approximate equal payments, 
subject to the installment provisions as 
stated above. 


The City shall have a lien for the total 
amount of special assessment taxes, interest 
and penalties, which lien shall attach to 
the property liable for the same, from and 
after the date of the warrant for the col- 
lection of the whole or any installments 
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thereof, and shall remain unti] al] install- 
ments are fully paid. 


If the City Council shall have borrowed 
money and issued its bonds to pay for any 
paving or sewer, for which extension of 
time of payment of taxes therefor has 
been granted by the City Council, such 
taxes annually paid by the property owner 
benefited, together with such sum raised 
and collected by the City for that purpose, 
shall be received and kept by the City 
Treasurer in a special fund to be known as 
is ise ...Street Paving 
Fund,” or “.. _..Sewer Fund,” 
and the taxes so collected and placed to the 
credit of such fund shall be used for the 
purpose of paying the bonds issued for such 
paving or sewer, and for no other purpose, 
and shall be applied as the City Council 
shall direct.

ORDINANCE NO. 184 


(Special Assessment Hardship Cases and 
Special Assessment Relief Board) 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
LANSING, MICHIGAN, PROVIDING 
THAT THE CODE OF ORDINANCES, 
CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, BE 
AMENDED BY ADDING SECTIONS 
NUMBERED 28-19.1 to 28-19.6, BOTH 
INCLUSIVE, PROVIDING FOR THE 
PAYMENT, BY THE CITY OF LANSING, 
OF SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS IN CASES 
OF HARDSHIP, TO AUTHORIZE THE 
TAKING OF REAL ESTATE MORT- 
GAGES FROM PROPERTY OWNERS TO 
SECURE REPAYMENT; AND TO CRE- 
ATE A SPECIAL ASSESSMENT RELIEF 
BOARD AND TO DEFINE ITS POWERS 
AND DUTIES. 
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The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1, That the Code of Ordinances 
of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be 
amended by adding sections to be numbered 
28-19.1 to 28-19.6, both inclusive, to read 
as follows: 


Sec. 28-19.1 A Special Assessment Re- 
lief Board is hereby created. The term 
“Board” whenever used herein, shall mean 
the Special Assessment Relief Board. The 
Board shall consist of the following mem- 
bers who shall serve by virtue of their 
offices and without compensation: The 
Executive Assistant to the Mayor, the 
City Assessor, the Director of Finance and 
the City Attorney. 


Sec. 28-19.2. The administration of this 
special assessment relief project shall be 
the duty of the Assessor’s Office. This 
office shal] annually check on each parcel 
of property granted special assessment re- 
lief and determine if said property has 
been sold or transferred. 


Sec. 28-19.3. The Board shall investigate 
and review all requests made by any prop- 
erty owner assessed for relief from the 
payment of special assessments or any part 
or installment thereof. 


Sec. 28-19.4. If the Board determines 
that the collection of any special assess- 
ment, or part or installment thereof, at 
the time and in the manner provided by 
law, would, by reason of age, indigency or 
any other factor affecting ability to pay, 
tend to cause the assessed property owner 
to become a public charge or would other- 
wise work undue hardship upon the as- 
sessed property owner and shall further 
determine that to grant relief from the 
collection of such special assessment would 
be in the best interest of the City of 
Lansing, said Board shall make a report 
of its finding together with its recommen- 
dation to the City Assessor. If the Board 
denies the requested relief, it shall also file 
a report with the City Assessor stating 
its reasons for said denial. 


See. 28-19.5. After receiving the report 
from the Board, the Assessor shall make 
a recommendation to either grant or deny 
the requested relief. If the Assessor rec- 
ommends to grant the relief, this recom- 
mendation, along with the Board’s recom- 
mendation, shall be forwarded to the City 
Council. The City Council shall forward 
these reports to the Council’s Finance 
Committee and, subsequent to receiving 
the Finance Committee’s report, the City 
Council may grant the requested relief. 


Sec, 28-19.6. The City Council, of the 
City of Lansing, may order the payment 
of any special assessment or installment 
thereof from funds available for that pur- 
pose, Provided, however, that no such pay- 
ment shall be authorized unless the prop- 
erty owner, together with his spouse, if 
any, shall execute a note, for a period 
not to exceed ten (10) years, secured by a 
real estate mortgage to the City of Lan- 
sing, to secure the eventual repayment of 
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such funds to the City of Lansing in full. 
Such note and mortgage shall be a first 
mortgage upon the real estate pledged, 
except to those instances where the balance 
due upon the first mortgage is sufficiently 
low, in the opinion of the Special Assess- 
ment Relief Board, the City Assessor and 
the City Council, that the taking of a 
second mortgage, together with a note, will 
be adequate protection to the City of Lan- 
sing to secure the eventual repayment 
aforesaid, and may bear interest at a rate 
to be determined by the City Council not 
to exceed 7% per annum. The note shall 
be payable in such number of years as the 
Council may determine, not to exceed ten 
(10) years, but, in any event, shall be due 
and payable in full upon the death of the 
mortgagors or the sale or transfer of the 
property, and shall provide that failure 
to pay other taxes upon the mortgaged 
property may be grounds for acceleration 
of the due date of said note and mortgage 
and shall require the mortgagor to keep 
buildings insured in companies and in an 
amount acceptable to the City of Lansing. 
No installment payment shall be accepted 
unless said installment is equal to or 
greater than 10% of the total special as- 
sessment. If the note and interest is not 
fully paid within the ten year limitation 
the property owner may petition the Board 
for further relief. This petition must fol- 
low the same procedures, and is subject 
to the same requirements as any original 
application. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of 
ordinances ineonsistent with the provisions 
hereof are hereby repealed.

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The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1, That Chater 2 of the Code 
of Ordinance of the City of Lansing, 
Michigan, be amended by adding a new 
article to be numbered IX and by adding 
sections numbered 2-89, 2-90, 2-91 and 2-92 
to read as follows: 


ARTICLE IX 
CITY DEMONSTRATION AGENCY 


See, 2-89, Created; general powers and 
duties 


(a) Pursuant to Public Law 89-754 of 
the Federal Demonstration Cities and Met- 
ropolitan Development Act of 1966, See. 
117.4 (j) of Compiled Laws ’48 and Chap- 
ter 7, Sec. 7,24 of the City Charter, there 
is hereby created an agency to be known 
as the “Lansing City Demonstration Agen- 
ey,” which shall hereinafter be referred 
to as the “Agency.” 


(b) The Agency shall have the powers, 
duties and limitations set forth in the 
Program Guide, Model Neighborhoods in 
Demonstration Cities, the Demonstration 
Cities and Metropolitan Development Act 
of 1966; the agreements between the De- 
partment of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment, known as “HUD” and the City of 
Lansing ; and the Model Cities Application 
as submitted to HUD, approved and granted 
by HUD to the City of Lansing. 


See. 2-90. Membership; terms; vacan- 
cies. The Agency shall consist of a Direc- 
tor, to be appointed by the Mayor, and a 
staff assembled by the Director having the 
requirements set forth in the Model Cities 
Application in Part V-A, page 1, The 
Citizens Advisory Council, known as the 
Policy Board, shall be composed of twenty- 
one (21) members, consisting of the follow- 
ing: Ten (10) citizens, appointed by the 
Mayor, representing the community as a 
whole, including, but not limited to, in- 
dividuals in the fields of health, educa- 
tion, social services, employment, business, 
industry, labor, finance and construction ; 
ten (10) regional citizens participation 
chairmen; and one (1) citizen appointed 
by the City Council. The members of 
the Policy Board shall serve without com- 
pensation. Where financial problems are 
a barrier to effective participation, finan- 
cial assistance (e.g., baby sitting fees, re- 
imbursement for transportation) may be 
extended to neighborhood residents to as- 
sure their opportunity to participate. The 
initial term of the ten (10) citizens, ap- 
pointed by the Mayor, shall be for one 
(1) year. All subsequent appointments 
by the Mayor shall be for two (2) year 
terms. The initial appointees and all sub- 
sequent appointees by the Mayor may be 
reappointed. The ten (10) regional citi- 
zens participation chairmen shall serve ini- 
tially for a term of two (2) years and may 
be re-elected for additional terms of two 
(2) years, The one (1) citizen appointed 
by the Council shall serve for a term of 
three 8) years. All vacancies shall be 
filled in the same manner as outlined above 
and persons filling the vacancies shall 
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serve for the unexpired term of the in- 
dividual whose term they are fulfilling, 
and may be reappointed or re-elected to 
subsequent terms. 


Sec. 2-91. Director; powers; duties. The 
general powers and duties of the Policy 
Board are as outlined in the Program 
Guide, Model Neighborhoods in Demonstra- 
tion Cities, the Demonstration Cities and 
Metropolitan Development Act of 1966; 
the Model Cities Application as approved 
and granted by the Department of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development; and the 
agreements between the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development and the 
City of Lansing. 


The Director shall act as liaison be- 
tween the Mayor, the ten (10) regional 
advisory committees and the Policy Board. 
He shall make recommendations to the 
Policy Board regarding all plans neces- 
sary to carry out the objects and purposes 
of the Model Cities Grant. 


The Director shall have authority to enter 
into contracts according to the provisions 
of the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development, except all contracts, involv- 
ing implementation of the plans recom- 
mended by the Policy Board shall first be 
approved by the Lansing City Council. 


Sec, 2-92. Policy Board; powers; duties. 
The general powers and duties of the 
Policy Board are as outlined in the Pro- 
gram Guide, Model Neighborhoods in Dem- 
onstration Cities, the Demonstration Cities 
and Metropolitan Development Act of 1966, 
the Model Cities Application as approved 
and granted by the Department of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development; and th 
agreements between the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development and the 
City of Lansing. The Policy Board shall 
act as liaison between the ten (10) regional 
advisory committees, the functional com- 
mittees, the Director, and the Mayor and 
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City Council of all plans approved by the 
City Demonstration Agency. All such 
plans, appropriations or contracts shall 
be finally approved by the Lansing City 
Council. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of 
ordinances inconsistent with the provisions 
hereof are hereby repealed.

The Planning Board’s position on this 
matter however is that such a rezoning 
to a D-1 Professional Office District should 
not be granted but that the hospitals ex- 
pansion program be facilitated by a Spe- 
cial Use Permit pursuant to Section 36-42 
(2). This Board so recommends that such 
Special Use Permit be granted upon ap- 
proval of site development plans. 


The Board recommended that the expan- 
sion be permitted through the vehicle of 
a Special Use Permit subject to the fol- 
lowing conditions: 


1. The development be carried out in sub- 
stantial accordance with the site plan 
dated March 12, 1968. 


2. The parking areas and drives be set 
back at least ten feet from all property 
lines. 


3. Dense evergreen plantings, consistent 
in mature heights and size with the 
existing plantings be provided along 
the most southerly line to Stabler Street.

The Planning Board recommends that the 
petition by Fredrick Properties to rezone 
property at 923 E. Paulson from A-1 fam- 
ily to H light industrial be denied as filed. 
The Board also recommends to the Council 
that the Zoning Ordinance be amended to 
permit sanitary land fills through a Spe- 
cial Use Permit subject to certain regula- 
tory measures which will control the man- 
ner in which such sanitary landfill is car- 
ried out. Furthermore, the Board recom- 
mends that Sheridan Road be extended to 
permit access to those areas used for dump- 
ing of refuse and garbage in the event a 
sanitary land fill operation is approved. 
Truck traffic on all other streets lying east 
of North East Street should be prohibited. 


Rehabilitation of these pits is in the 
best interest of the adjacent community 
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for at present they constitute an “attrac- 
tive nuisance.”’ While the law of attractive 
nuisances provides that such be made se- 
eure from endangering life and property 
we find that it is invariably difficult to 
eonstantly keep on top of these nuisances. 


In respect of the long term use of this 
property it is our opinion that we should 
encourage a residential development in the 
entire area from and including the City 
owned Paulson Park through to Sheridan 
Road to the present east city boundary. 
The present residential community needs 
numbers to service and enjoy a reasonable 
level of community facilities. 


If this property were zoned industrial the 
small community would almost be forced 
to give in to the seeds of decay and blight 
and therefore lose their property invest- 
ment. 


The residents in this area are fighting 
valiantly under very adverse conditions and 
they wish to retain their residential en- 
vironment and to this end have expressed 
a desire to have the property herein de- 
scribed developed with higher density hous- 
ing in the hope that such added numbers 
will encourage the provision of a shopping 
center and other amnities that other peo- 
ple in Lansing enjoy. 


To the east of the area described may 
be located the future home of Diamond 
Reo. The location of a major industry in 
the north end is going to require the provi- 
sion of land to meet housing needs. These 
needs would be met by the Township if 
no land is made available for housing in 
the north end. The development of this 
area then for housing would serve a three 
fold purpose. 


1) Land for housing in the north end 
will be met, 


2) An increase in population will pull the 
north end out of the deficiencies they 
now experience, namely inadequate 
services and facilities due to the low 
population which exists at the mo- 
ment. 


3) The development of this area for 
housing would provide a _ desirable 
buffer area between the proposed Dia- 
mond Reo site and the existing resi- 
dential area. 


It is claimed that much of this area 
now consists of land filled areas and there- 
fore may be unsuitable for building at least 
until full compaction and settling has 
occurred. Of course, this same problem 
would affect industrial development and 
therefore this argument can not be given 
serious consideration in determining land 
use. Hopefully reclamation work would 
be carried out properly so that the land 
could be put to use in the future. 


The immediate problem however, is to 
permit the land fill without having to re- 
zone the property. Once again, due to the 
inadequacy of our Zoning Ordinance, we 
lack the tools to do this, Ordinarily a sani- 
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tary land fill would be permitted through 
a Special Use Permit subject to cut and 
fill requirements which would be spelled 
out in the ordinance. We therefore rec- 
ommend that the Zoning Ordinance be 
amended to require a Special Use Permit 
for sanitary land fills together with gov- 
erning standards. This would permit the 
property in question to be rehabilitated as 
the petitioner wishes while retaining the 
land for residential use. 


Another problem which deserves atten- 
tion is that concerning the heavy truck 
traffic which has to go through residential 
areas to get to these refuse dump areas. 
A continuation of this practice should be 
stopped. We suggest that Sheridan Road be 
constructed and extended to the areas in 
question and used as the sole means of 
access to all the dumping areas lying east 
of North East Street. The City of Lan- 
sing should likewise make arrangements to 
trespass private property to get to Paulson 
Park or better yet, they should use the 
land in question in this petition for dis- 
posal of D.E.D. trees,

This would make Balzer a kind of collector 
road. Its intensity of use should not even

No street necessarily is guaranteed an 
exclusive single family character particu- 
larly if that street is not so designed for 
such use and particularly in the event a 
street becomes a collector road. ‘The 
amount of trip generation from the few 
apartments that may develop in this south- 
ern portion of Balzer extended are very 
unlikely to have and adverse affect. 
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It therefore seems unreasonable to neces- 
sarily hold the division line between the 
existing industrial use and these platted 
lots. On the other hand it is perhaps not 
fair to the single family homes to the north 
of these vacant lots to have to contend 
with an apartment house when they rea- 
sonably expected all the existing lots on 
Balzer Street to be for single family de- 
velopment.

At its meeting of January 14, 1969 the 
Planning Board considered the petition filed 
by Shell Oil Company to rezone property 
at 409-4138 E. Mt. Hope Avenue from C-2 
family to E-2 drive in. The Planning 
Board did not recommend this rezoning for 
approval in view of the fact that it lacked 
six (6) affirmative votes. The actual voting 
position of the Board was three (3) yeas 
and three (8) nays. 


The Zoning Committee report to the 
Board was as follows: That the petition 
be denied. The site requested for rezoning 
is located at the intersection of two major 
streets (Mt. Hope Ave. and Cedar St.) 
which becomes highly congested with traf- 
fic, especially at peak hours, 


The existing use of the property is not 
of a high intensity and does not appear 
to contribute to the traffic congestion. 
Whereas the proposal to construct a ser- 
vice station at this location would by its 
very nature encourage additional traffic 
movements and therefore disrupt the flow 
of traffic. 


This proposed development will increase 
the amount of left turn movements at the 
intersection of Mt, Hope and Cedar Street, 
and prohibits direct access to the site when 
approaching from the south. 


The Walter French Jr. High School lo- 
cated immediately south of the site is an- 
other factor that must be given considera- 
tion. Students would be required to cross 
the points of ingress and egress to the 
service station site, which would require 
automotive traffic to hesitate when enter- 
ing, and further contribute to the traffic 
congestion. More important would be the 
danger imposed upon the pedestrian traffic 
when crossing the path of automobiles. 
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At the present time there is approxi- 
mately seven (7) service stations within 
a 14 mile radius, which is adequate to serve 
the area. 


The Public Service Department has in- 
dicated that an additional 17 ft. of right 
of way will be required to widen Mt. Hope 
Avenue from Herbert Street East to Penn- 
sylvania Avenue. This is programmed for 
the year 1969, in the Capital Improvements 
Program. This widening could be achieved 
much easier if the property were rede- 
veloped. 


The widening however, could be accam- 
plished through the use of eminent domain 
which is more logical than warping zoning 
principles to accomplish some other ends. 


Insofar as the oftentimes quoted reasons 
for permitting service stations, namely 
that they open up the corners. An in- 
spection of existing service stations would 
prove that the way the leasee uses the 
property and the way they are portrayed 
in promotional material is always con- 
tradictory. Price signs invariably encroach 
upon the public right of way; tires are 
stacked upon portable displays up to the 
property line; and the general confusion 
usually ends up being just as bad as a 
building located up to the corner,

Section 36-5 of the Zoning Ordinance 
established the existing zoning of the 
property as A-1 family residential at the 
time of annexation.

The area located south of Jolly 
Road and east of Aurelius Road has been 
recommended as an area of industrial ex- 
pansion. At the present time the area 
north of the sanitary landfill and the sub- 
ject property are not within the City, It 
is believed that before extensive develop- 
ment occurs the property will be annexed 
in order to take advantage of the public 
utilities and facilities offered by the City. 


Due to the existing landfill and the fact 
that the area has been designated by the 
Master Plan for industrial development, 
the rezoning at this time will be in con- 
formance with the long range plans for 
the area, and would help to preserve the 
area for industrial development. 


This recommendation was by unanimous 
approval.

Enclosed is the 1969-74 Capital Improve- 


ments Program, recommended for your 
adoption, The program was recommended 
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to the Planning Board by the Mayor’s 
Capital Improvements Technical Coordinat- 
ing Committee. 


The Planning Board has reviewed the 
six year Capital Improvements Program 
and recommends the program as submitted 
to City Council for approval with the 
following exceptions: 


1. Public Service Street Project #21—Lake 
Lansing Road Extension. The Planning 
Board has gone on record as approving 
the extension of Lake Lansing Road to 
David Street. After recent considera- 
tion of this route compared with other 
alignments the Planning Board believes 
that the David Street solution is ade- 
quate in meeting the needs of a North 
Lansing cross town arterial. The Plan- 
ning staff, with the aid of the North 
East Street Citizens Advisory Commit- 
tee, is currently studying a possible 
alignment from Lake Lansing Road to 
Chilson Street and west from North 
East Street along the Chilson Street 
alignment to Logan Street. It is felt 
that this route would create less dis- 
ruption of existing residential develop- 
ment. General obligation funds of 
$131,000 will be available for financing 
this project when most efficient align- 
ment is determined. 


2. Parks and Recreation Project #74 — 
Michigan Ski Hill. The Planning Board 
does not recommend the completion of 
the Michigan Ski Hill beyond sodding 
of existing hill, The Board does not 
believe that the investment for this 
seasonal facility is necessary and sug- 
gests that these funds could be spent 
to expand and improve park facilities 
in the Model Cities Neighborhood. The 
project costs of $63,000 from the General 
Fund can be rescheduled for other park 
uses which will coincide with neighbor- 
hood improvement programs, 


8. Parks and Recreation Project #81— 
Evergreen Cemetery Development. The 
Planning Board does not believe that 
cemetery development should be financed 
from the General Fund. The Board 
recommends an investigation of City 
vs. private cemetery lot fees in the 
Lansing area to detrmine if it is feasible 
to inerease the price of City lots for 
providing sufficient funds for future 
maintenance and development costs. 
The reduction in cost from the six- 
year program is $10,000 from the Gen- 
eral Fund. 


4. Parks and Recreation Project #101 — 
Potter Park Train. The Planning Board 
does not recommend this project in the 
six year program, If future plans are 
to acquire additional park land, nature 
trails should be established to encourage 
walking not riding. This is a cost of 
$40,000 from the General Fund. 


5. Public Service Project #56—-Grand Ave- 
nue Widening, St. Joseph to Lenawee 
Street. The Planning Board recommends 
this project be scheduled during the first 
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year of the program, It is felt that this 
section of Grand Avenue should be com- 
pleted prior to the completion of I-496. 
The intersection of St. Joseph and 
Grand Avenue is a dangerous crossing 
and by widening Grand Avenue it is 
hoped to alleviate some of the accidents. 
The cost of $155,000 would switch to 
1969-70 and be funded under Act 51. 


6. Parking Ramp Project #6—Capitol Un- 
derground Parking. The Board believes 
that this project is beyond reality at 
this point in time. The State govern- 
ment has made no indication to follow 
through with the City in constructing 
the parking facility. However, the 
possibility of continuing with the proj- 
ect at a future date should not be ruled 
out and State aid should be encouraged 
as a suplement to City revenue bonds 
if the project is necessary. The total 
City costs would be $2,695,000 financed 
by revenue bonds. 


7. Public Service Sewer Project #27—-Weig- 
man Drain Relief Sewer. The Board 
does not believe this project should be 
financed this fiscal year since it serves 
primarily vacant land. It is felt that 
needs for adequate drainage is greater 
in older sections of the City. This is, 
also, the first year the project has 
appeared in the Capital Improvements 
Program. The reduction in costs for the 
1969-70 budget will be $250,000 from 
the General Fund. 


8. Public Service Storm Sewer Project #7 
—Eureka Relief. The Planning Board 
recommends advancement of this proj- 
ect to the 1969-70 budget year to alle- 
viate inadequate drainage in the older 
inner city. This drainage area encom- 
passes a portion of Lansing which is 
experiencing an increase of physical 
blight and social problems. This is the 
third time this project has been de- 
layed. The increase in costs to the 
1969-70 General Fund will be $120,000. 


9. Public Service Streets Project #17-—— 
Pleasant Grove Road Extension. The 
Planning Board recommends this proj- 
ect be moved in the time schedule to co- 
incide with the opening of the new 
Harry Hill High School and aid in 
generating new development in the 
southwest. The High School is scheduled 
to open in the fall of 1970. Project 
easts are $405,000 under the 1966 bond 
issue. 


The Board believes that special emphasis 
should be placed on ensuring that ade- 
quate non-cash improvements are scheduled 
to tie in with Urban Renewal-Neighborhood 
Development Programs. Recent changes 
in the urban renewal program require per- 
formance by the City each year in order 
to qualify for funds in the succeeding year. 
In order that the City will have sufficient 
funds to finance its one-third share of 
urban renewal projects, it is absolutely es-~ 
sential that the North Grand Avenue Park- 
ing Ramp be undertaken in the 1969-70 
fiscal year, 


FEBRUARY 3, 1969 


The Planning Board recommends that 
emphasis be placed on financing the South 
Washington Avenue underpass at the Grand 
Trunk Railroad for fiscal year 1970-71 in 
order to provide efficient circulation to the 
Central City and utilize the project as non- 
eash credit for proposed Urban Renewal 
Project #8. Financing could be handled 
by General Obligation Bonds. 


The Planning Board also recommends a 
new grade separation project on Michigan 
Avenue at the C & O and NYC Railroad 
crossing. It is felt that project should be 
given a higher priority than the bridge 
projects now scheduled over the Grand 
River. This project would alleviate a seri- 
ous problem of traffic movement along a 
major artery leading to the Central City. 
This project could be scheduled and financ- 
ed on the same bond issue as recommended 
for the South Washington Avenue Bridge. 


These recommendations represent a net 
reduction in costs from the 1969-70 General 
Fund Budget for Capital Improvements of 
$158,000. 


The Mayor’s Capital Improvements Tech- 
nical Coordinating Committee has recom- 
mended a six-year Capital Improvements 
Program totaling $95,853,856. Federal Aid 
of $39,401,397 and monies currently funded 
in prior budget years totaling $2,938,425 
from the total amount of $46,871,680 as 
the City’s six-year cost. For the 1969-70 
fiscal year projects totaling $7,167,440 were 
recommended with $1,239,440 scheduled 
from the General Fund. The 35% of in- 
come tax revenues ear-marked for capital 
improvements over the next six years 
totals $11,441,250 of which $1,680,000 is 
available for general revenue funded proj- 
ects in the 1969-70 budget. 


The Planning Board recommends to the 
City Council that a program for 1969-70 
be adopted with the aforementioned 
changes and funded for an amount of 
$7,014,440 of which $1,086,440 is scheduled 
to be financed from general revenues. The 
$1,086,440 and $7,014,440 reflect the Mayor’s 
committee cost figures recommendations of 
$1,239,440 and $7,167,440 less $153,000 as 
recommended by the Planning Board CIP 
Committee. 


The following breakdown comprises the 
financing methods supplementing the gen- 
eral revenue fund for 1969-70: 


General Obligation Bonds _._.. $1,290,000 
Sewerage Funds 00. Ss 295,000 
Act 51 Funds 0. 743,000 
Revenue Bonds _... 0 3,600,000 


Examination of estimated revenues from 
all tax sources, sale of bonds, and special 
funds reveals that there will be sufficient 
funds available to finance the $7,014,440 
General Fund Capital Improvement Pro- 
gram for 1969-70 fiscal year. 


The Planning Board recommends to the 
City Council that they approve the 1969-74 
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Capital Improvements Program for the six 
year municipal costs of $46,871,680. 


In accordance with Section 7.20 b of the 
City of Lansing Charter, the Board has 
reviewed projected revenues and expendi- 
tures for the next six years. It is the 
eonclusion of the Board that there will 
not be sufficient funds from present tax 
sources to finance general fund capital 
improvements. The Board believes that 
these general fund projects are essential 
if Lansing is going to continue its pro- 
grams of rehabilitation and updating of 
facilities as well as provide sufficient funds 
for encouraging new growth at the City’s 
fringe, 


Lansing has the ability to raise approxi- 
mately $74 million in the ensuing six years. 
Of this amount, $33.7 million could be ob- 
tained by increasing the City’s tax sources 
to their maximum limits; the remaining 
$41 million could be raised by the issuing 
of general] obligation bonds. 


It is the contention of the Board that 
the citizens of Lansing have been sufficient- 
ly harassed with new taxes at all levels 
of government that an increase in property 
tax rate is unadvisable. 


Therefore the Planning Board recom- 
mends to the City Council that greater use 
of bonding as a source of revenue be uti- 
lized for financing capital improvements.

PROCEDURES

Whereas it has been called to the atten- 
tion of the undersigned by Thomas C. 
Walsh, a Lansing Attorney, that various 
technical problems have arisen in the prep- 
aration and filing of the Lansing Income 
Tax Returns under the Uniform City In- 
come Tax Ordinance adopted by the City 
of Lansing and approved by Referendum 
to be effective July 1, 1968, and 


Whereas the problems involve the proper 
dividing of total 1968 income to compute 
the Lansing City Income Tax on only in- 
come for the last 4% of calendar year 1968, 
among them being the fact that many em- 
Ployees received from their employer a 
statement of earnings reflecting the full 
year of 1968, and 


Whereas the Lansing City Income Tax 
Administrator has endeavored to simplify 
the reporting of income for the initial six 
month period of the tax by issuing rulings 
to facilitate the filing of returns which 
should be made known to all taxpayers. 


Therefore Be It Resolved, that the Coun- 
cil of the City of Lansing endorse anu 
adopt the following rulings made by the 
Income Tax Administrator regarding City 
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Income Tax returns for the period July 1 
to December 31, 1968: 


(A) When a statement or statements of 
earnings prepared by an employer re- 
fleet the total of earnings for the en- 
tire year 1968, the individual tax payer 
has the option of: 


(1) Computing the exact amount of 
compensation both earned and re- 
ceived for the period July 1 
through December 81, 1968, or 


(2) Reporting % of the total 
amount shown on the statement or 
statements of earnings, as long as 
the total amount is the amount re- 
ported as income for the full year 
in his Federal Income Tax Return. 


(B) In reporting earnings from a business 
or profession for this same period, the 
taxpayer shall have the option of: 


(1) Computing the exact amount of 
business or profession income for 
the period July 1 through Decem- 
ber 31, 1968, or 


(2) Attaching to his Lansing City In- 
come Tax Return a copy of the 
Schedule C filed with his Federal 
Income Tax Return and reporting 
\% of the net profit shown in the 
Schedule C in his Lansing Tax 
Return, 


(C) In reporting income from rents and 
royalties the tax payer shall have the 
option of: 


(1) Computing the exact income from 
rents and royalties for the period 
July 1 through December 81, 1968, 
or 


(2) Attaching a copy of the Rents and 
Royalties Schedule filed with his 
Federal Income Tax Return for 
calendar year 1968 and reporting 
on his Lansing Income Tax Return 
1% of that net income. 


(D) In reporting income from Dividends, 
Interest, and Mutual Fund type Capi- 
tal Gains, the tax payer shall have the 
option of: 


(1) Computing the exact amount of 
such income received for the period 
July 1 through December 31, 1968, 
or 


(2) Reporting such income for the full 
calendar year 1968 either on the 
form or by attachment and show- 
ing 1% of such sum as his income 
subject to the City of Lansing In- 
come Tax for the second half of 
1968.

WHEREAS, in said Annual Contribu- 
tions Contract the Local Authority has 
agreed to issue its Bonds and Notes and to 
designate a Fiscal Agent for the payment 
of such Bonds and Notes, all as more par- 
ticularly described in said Annual Contri- 
butions Contract; 


NOW THEREFORE, in consideration of 
the mutual covenants hereinafter set forth, 
the parties hereto do agree as follows: 

1. The Fiseal Agent has trust powers 
and is and shall continue to be a member 
of the Federal Deposit Insurance Corpora- 
tion as long as this Agreement is in force 
and effect. 


2. The Fiscal Agent hereby accepts the 
powers, duties and obligations conferred 
and imposed upon it as Fiscal Agent by 
the Annual Contributions Contract and by 
the Bond Resolutions which may be adopted 
from time to time by the Local Authority 
pursuant to the Annual Contributions Con- 
tract and which confer and impose upon 
the Fiscal Agent the same or similar 
powers, duties and obligations with respect 
to additional issues of Bonds as the Bond 
Resolution authorizing the issuance of the 
first issue of Bonds pursuant to said Con- 
tract. 


3. The Fiscal Agent shall, as provided 
in the Bond Resolution, establish and main- 
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tain a Debt Service Fund and an Advance 
Amortization Fund for the recipt, deposit 
and disbursement of monies. The Local 
Authority shall deposit with the Fiscal 
Agent in the respective Funds and the Fis- 
cal Agent shall accept for deposit all 
monies (including annual contributions pay- 
able to the Local Authority by the HAA) 
which are deposited with the Bank as Fiscal 
Agent pursuant to the Annual Contribu- 
tions Contract and the Bond Resolutions. 
All monies so deposited with the Fiscal 
Agent shall be held by the Fiscal Agent 
in trust in the respective Funds and ap- 
plied by the Fiscal Agent as provided in 
the Annual Contributions Contract and the 
Bond Resolutions. 


4, The Fiscal Agent shall purchase, with 
monies from the Debt Service Fund and the 
Advance Amortization Fund, and sell in- 
vestment securities as the Local Authority 
with the approval of the HAA may direct. 
The Fiscal Agent shall in any event sell 
any such securities to the extent necessary 
to provide cash in the Funds to make any 
payments or transfers required to be made 
from said Funds pursuant to the Annual 
Contributions Contract and the Bond Reso- 
lutions, Such securities shall be held by 
the Fiscal Agent in safekeeping for account 
of the Funds and interest on such securities 
and the proceeds from the sale thereof shall 
be deposited in such Funds upon receipt. 


5. All monies held by the Fiscal Agent 
in the Debt Service Fund and in the Ad- 
vance Amortization Fund shall be secured 
at all times by the Fiscal Agent with 
either direct obligations of the United 
States of America or obligations of a pub- 
lic housing agency as required by and as 
described in the Bond Resolutions which 
may be adopted from time to time by the 
Local Authority pursuant to the Annual 
Contributions Contract. 


6. On or before each date of maturity of 
the principal of and interest on the Bonds 
authorized under the Bond Resolutions, the 
Fiscal Agent shall make provision for the 
transfer of monies from the Debt Service 
Fund to the bank or banks (herein collec- 
tively called the ‘‘Alternate Paying Agent’’) 
specified in the Bond Resolutions as the 
alternate place or places for the payment 
of the principal of and interest on any such 
Bonds in amounts sufficient to pay such 
principal and interest as the same mature 
or become due and are presented to the 
Alternate Paying Agent for payment, 


7. The Local Authority shall pay to the 
Fiscal Agent for its services and the ser- 
vies of the Alternate Paying Agent the 
following fees and charges: 


a. Annual administrative charge of $100 
for the first one million dollars principal 
amount of bonds plus 1/100 of 1% of 
the principal amount of bonds in ex- 
cess of one million dollars, but in no 
event to exceed $350 for all bonds issued 
pursuant to a single Annual Contribu- 
tions Contract. 


b. For registration of bonds: an initial 
fee e 50¢ for the registration of each 
bond. 
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ec. For sorting, listing, cremating, and fur- 
nishing certificate of cremation: 
1¢ for each coupon and 114¢ for each 
bond or minimum of $10 for each semi- 
annual cremation. 


d. For the payment of Permanent Notes, 
Temporary Notes, and interest on reg- 
istered bonds: 25¢ per check disbursed. 


e, With respect to Bond issues in $1000 
denominations: For the payment of 
coupons of each issue by either the Fis- 
cal Agent or Alternate Paying Agent or 
Agents: 5¢ per coupon with a minimum 
of $5.00 for each interest maturity. For 
the payment of bonds (registered or 
coupon) of each issue by either the Fis- 
eal Agent or Alternate Paying Agent 
or Agents: $1.00 per bond for the first 
100 bonds of each maturity: 50¢ per 
bond for all in excess of 100 bonds of 
each maturity. 


f. With respect to Bond issues in $5000 
denominations: For the payment of 
coupons by either the Fiscal Agent or 
Alternate Paying Agent or Agents: 10¢ 
per coupon. For the payment of bonds 
{registered or coupon) by either the Fis- 
cal Agent or Alternate Paying Agent 
or Agents: $1.25 per bond. 


The Fiscal Agent agrees to pay all fees 
and charges of the Alternate Paying Agent. 


8. The rights and duties of the Fiscal 
Agent under this Agreement shall not be 
transferred or assigned nor shall this 
Agreement be terminated by either party 
except that upon the assignment or termi- 
nation of the rights, powers, and duties 
of the Fiscal Agent pursuant to the terms 
of the Bond Resolution, this Agreement 
shall be similarly assigned or terminated. 


9. This Agreement may be executed in 
several counterparts, each of which shall 
be deemed to be an original and such 
counterparts shall constitute one and the 
same instrument.

ORDINANCE NO. 17A 
ORDINANCE AUTHORIZING 
ISSUANCE OF PERMANENT NOTES 


WHEREAS, the City of Lansing (herein 
ealled the ‘“Borrower’’?) and the United 
States of America, Housing Assistance Ad- 
ministration (herein called the “HAA’’) 
entered into a certain contract as of the 
29th day of February, 1968, (which con- 
tract as now, or at any time hereafter may 
be, modified or amended, is herein called 
the ‘Annual Contributions Contract”) pro- 
viding for a loan and for annual contri- 
butions to be made by the HAA to assist 
the Borrower in developing, and in achiev- 
ing and maintaining the low-rent character 
of any Project which at any time now or 
hereafter is incorporated under the terms 
of the Annual Contributions Contract; and 


WHEREAS, the Borrower has determined 
to issue and sell its Permanent Notes to 
the HAA as may be necessary to finance 
a part of the Development Cost of each 
Permanently financed Project ; 


NOW, THEREFORE, the City of Lan- 
sing ordains: 


Sec. 1. Definition of Terms 


Whenever the following terms, or any of 
them, are used in this Ordinance, the same, 
unless the context shall indicate another or 
different meaning or intent, shall be con- 
strued, are used, and are intended to have 
meanings as follows: 


(1) The term “Ordinance” shall mean 
this Ordinance.

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Sec. 2. Incorporation of Annual Contri- 
butions Contract in this Ordinance 


The Annual Contributions Contract is 
hereby declared to be a part of this Ordi- 
nance and all applicable provisions thereof 
shall be deemed incorporated herein to the 
same extent as if the provisions thereof 
were expressly set forth in full herein. 


Sec. 3. Permanent Notes, Authorization 
and Description 


{A) In order to provide monies to 
finance the Development Cost of each Per- 
manently Financed Project and to refund, 
renew, extend or substitute for any Per- 
manent Notes by this Ordinance authorized 
to be issued (or any Permanent Notes by 
any other ordinance authorized to be issued 
and which are outstanding, or on deposit 
for delivery pending payment therefor, as 
of the date this Ordinance becomes effec- 
tive), or for any Temporary Notes issued 
by the Borrower in anticipation of the 
delivery of Permanent Notes, there are 
hereby authorized to be issued, from time 
to time, Permanent Notes of the City in 
an aggregate principal amount outstand- 
ing at any one time (whether authorized 
by this Ordinance or any other ordinance 
authorizing the issuance of Permanent 
Notes) equal to the Maximum Development 
Cost (or the Actual Development Cost if 
such amount has then been determined) of 
each such Project, less the sum of (1) the 
principal amount of Bonds issued to finance 
such Development Cost and (2) the princi- 
pal amount of Permanent Notes or Tem- 
porary Notes issued to finance such Devel- 
opment Cost and which has then been 
retired from funds other than the proceeds 
of any loan obtained by the Borrower. 


(B) Each Permanent Note shall bear in- 
terest, and shall be payable, in the form 
and manner as prescribed by the Annual 
Contributions Contract and this Ordinance ; 
shall be signed in the name of the Borrower 
by the Mayor; shall have the official seal 
of the Borrower impressed thereon attested 
by the City Clerk; and shall otherwise be 
in substantially the following form: 


(C) Each Permanent Note, together with 
all other Permanent Notes issued pursuant 
to this Ordinance, shall be secured by (1) 
a first pledge of the annual contributions 
payable to the Borrower and authorized to 
be pledged to such payment pursuant to 
the Annual Contributions Contract and (2) 
by a pledge of and lien on the Residual 
Receipts of all Permanently Financed Proj- 
ects after providing for the payment of 
the Bonds. In no event shall any Perma- 
nent Note be payable out of other funds 
of the Borrower or from taxes. 


(D) As additional security for the equal 
and ratable payment of the principal of 
and interest on each Permanent Note is- 
sued with respect to any permanently Fi- 
nanced Project, together with each other 
Permanent Note issued with respect to 
such Project, the Borrower, to the fulest 
extent permitted by the laws of the State, 
hereby pledges, mortgages, conveys and 
grants, unto the United States of America 
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all property described in Sec, 812 of the 
Annual Contributions Contract constituting 
such Permanently Financed Project, in- 
cluding that certain real property relating 
to each such Project and more particularly 
described in the trust instrument or any 
amendment thereto as executed and record- 
ed by the Borrower pursuant to Sec. 420(B) 
of the Annual Contributions Contract: 
Provided, That the lien of such pledge and 
mortgage and the rights granted and con- 
veyed pursuant to this paragraph shall (1) 
be junior to the Bonds and junior to the 
Pledge of Residual Receipts securing the 
Bonds, and (2) not be foreclosable until 
all Bonds shall have been paid and dis- 
charged in the manner provided in the 
Bond Ordinances.

All accuring Annual Contributions au- 
thorized by the Annual Contributions Con- 
tract to be pledged to the payment of Per- 
manent Notes as provided by the Annual 
Contributions Contract, shall be paid or 
applied as provided in the Annual Contri- 
butions Contract. The Fiscal Agent, upon 
upon receiving any checks for payments on 
account of Accruing Annual Contributions, 
shall endorse the same in the name and 
on behalf of the Borrower and cause the 
same to be presented for collection in due 
course and deposit the proceds thereof in 
the Debt Service Fund, and is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered so to do. Any 
Accuring Annual Contributions which may

of the loan provided for Permanently Fi- 
nanced Projects in the Annual Contribu- 
tions Contract, and the proper officers of 
the Borrower shall prepare, execute and 
deliver to the HAA Permanent Notes and 
shall accept payment therefor from the 
HAA in cash and/or exchange for Ad- 
vance Notes of the Borrower, and such per- 
sons are authorized to do and perform all 
other things and acts required to be done 
or performed in order to obtain such ad- 
vances.

Because of the dry weather we are un- 
able to obtain burning permits for forestry 
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wastes at the Creitz Road site and quite 
possibly will not be able to burn again 
this season.

We are being forced to 
mechanically chip all brush and small 
limbs in our forestry operations. 


Fortunately we have found a site for 
disposal of tree logs and pole wood through 
a private contract on private property.

The City Market’s 
role in the redevelopment plan for Urban 
Renewal Project No. 2 has necessitated that 
ae decisions be made as soon as pos- 
sible. 


The Board believes that cost estimates 
are necessary and forwards the following 
recommendations : 


1. That the City of Lansing continue to 
provide facilities for Market operations, 
and that Lansing capitalize on the mar- 
kets support for the retail functions of 
the Central business district, and its 
maintaining a maximum opportunity to 
generate human activity necessary for 
vitalizing downtown Lansing. 


2. That the market ryles be revised to 
improve the market operations in line 
with markets across the country. 
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3. That the city market facilities be relo- 
cated to a new site, The market should 
remain in continuous operation during 
construction of a new facility. 


4. That the Lansing Municipal Market 
Study be received with commendation 
and that we recommend to the City 
Council that, in order to expedite a final 
decision on a market location, profes- 
sional consultants be employed to pre- 
pare cost estimates and to supplement 
the staff report by preparing schematic 
diagrams illustrating the manner in 
which new market facilities might be 
provided in the proposed new Grand 
Avenue Ramp, in the proposed Shiawas- 
see Street Ramp and at some other 
feasible open location.

The Planning Board recommends that the 
petition by Kenneth W. Hand to rezone 
property at 912, 922, 924 S. Pennsylvania 
Avenue from C-2 family to E-2 drive-in 
district be denied. 


The property in question has been con- 
sidered twice by the Planning Board and 
City Council, once in 1967 (Z-76-67) and 
again in 1968 (Z-142-67). In both cases 
the requests were denied. 
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The Board is of the opinion that the 
reasons for denial on the previous requests 
are valid at this time, due to the fact that 
conditions have not changed that would 
warrant further consideration. 


The petitioner’s application submission 
is more extensive than previous petitions. 
In his application several reasons are given 
for substantiating in the opinion of the 
applicant the rezoning of this property. 
We believe it is necessary to directly reply 
to these comments. 


Item No. 1 suggests that the service 
station will provide a visual and sound bar- 
rier between the “small’’ pocket of houses 
and the expressway. It also makes refer- 
ence to the estimated 18,000 vehicles per 
day which will be using the ramp adjacent 
to the subject property. We take issue with 
this contention for the following reasons: 


1. We don’t know the source of the peti- 
tioners figures, but our records indicate 
a projected 1988 volume of 13,900 ve- 
hicles. Needless to say the volume for 
the next 10 to 15 years will be con- 
siderably lower than that. 


2. With respect to the remarks about a 
service station being a buffer, we find 
this difficult to imagine for many of the 
same things the applicant finds unde- 
sirable about expressways also char- 
acterize service stations, i.e., auto pol- 
lution, vehicle noises, cars and trucks 
stopping, starting and shifting gears. 
Add to this the most flagrant abuse of 
view by streamers, blinking lights, old 
tires and rusted remains of exhaust sys- 
tems and many people would suggest 
that the buffer is worse than that which 
is being buffered. 


Item No. 2 takes a cursory glance at 
existing land uses in the area and then 
suggests that if we reduce the size of 
the “small pocket’ of homes by four, by 
permitting a service station then blight 
of the neighborhood will be arrested. 


We find that the “small pocket’? consists 
of forty (40) housing units which is ad- 
mittedly small. But this neighborhood is 
stable and any erosion of edges could de- 
stroy this stability. 


The CRP housing study found that the 
housing in this area is basically sound. 
They further suggest conservation and 
minor rehabilitation. A service station does 
not fall within either of these treatment 
proposals. 


Item No. 3 consists of a long list of 
justifications which we will reply to sepa- 
rately. 


Petitioner’s claim: The site has 160 foot 
frontage with ingress and egress from 
Pennsylvania Avenue only. A prime safety 
factor for ingress and egress. 


Board rejoinder: Studies show that ser- 
vice stations generate tremendous numbers 
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of turning movements which are conges- 
tive and cause accidents. 


Petitioner claim: (Plan provides for) a 
fifteen foot built in clear vision slot be- 
tween curb line and sidewalk where usual 
service station paraphernalia is prohibited. 


Board rejoinder: This would be nice if 
it occurred however, past history has dem- 
onstrated that these areas invariably be- 
come filled with small free standing signs 
calling out current prices, brand names or 
foil wrapped tires. At any rate this issue 
is not relevant to the issue of whether or 
not to rezone this site. 


Petitioner claim: Facilities to meet the 
total needs of the motoring public at a 
major freeway off ramp location—where 
national authorities and urban planners 
suggest they should be located. 


Board rejoinder: We suggest that these 
claims with reference to national authori- 
ties and urban planners are taken out of 
context. No reference as to which national 
authorities or which urban planners are 
being cited, therefore, we fail to see the 
merit in this contention. In addition we 
find no great scarcity of service stations 
in the area, There are two stations im- 
mediately north of the expressway and four 
others within one mile to the south. 


Petitioner claim: (A_ service station) 
will meet the need to provide additional tax 
revenue base. 


Board rejoinder: We believe that the 
social costs generated by this development 
in the form of traffic congestion, erosion 
of housing stock and more importantly 
neighborhood values, will more than offset 
any temporary gains made by increased 
property taxes. 


Petitioner claim: (Rezoning will) cor- 
rect a personal injustice to the present 
owners caught in the path of progress 
and physical change. 


Board rejoinder: An attempt to correct 
purported abuse of someone’s property 
rights should never be a reason for re- 
zoning. We in this country have a judicial 
system to correct these problems and the 
Zoning Ordinance should not be used in 
an attempt to provide relief to an alleged 
injustice. 


There was an objection to the proposed 
rezoning at the public hearing.

At its meeting of March 4, 1969 the Plan- 
ning Board considered the petition filed by 
Frank J. Lud for Laverne H. Curtis to 
rezone property at 422 Beech Street from 
“D” Apartment District to “H’ Light In- 
dustrial District. The planning Board did 
not recommend this rezoning for approval 
in view of the fact that it lacked (6) affirm- 
ative votes. The actual voting position of 
the Board was (1) yea, (4) nay, and (1) 
abstention. 


The Zoning Committee report to the 
Board was as follows: That the petition 
as filed be denied and that the property 
be rezoned from “D” Apartment District 
to “G” Business District. 


The site under consideration is located 
at the southeasterly boundary of the Cen- 
tral City Development Plan. 


The Plan as proposed does not address 
itself to any specific development for this 
site, but does indicate the land to the west 
would be set aside for commercial expan- 
sion, 


This proposal along with the industrial 
development and zoning to the east leaves 
a very narrow corridor of residential de- 
velopment, The adjacent industrial devel- 
opment, and major arterial (Larch Street) 
has created a blighting influence on this 
area to the point where redevelopment will 
be occurring in the very near future. 


The question at this time, is what is 
the most desirable type of land use which 
would be advantageous to both the Central 
City and the area to the east? 


Future development to the east is strong- 
ly influenced by existing industrial activi- 
ties. These uses reflect direct access to 
major thoroughfares and rail facilities. 


Due to the fact that Larch Street is one 
of the major arterials to downtown Lan- 
sing, the Committee believes that steps 
should be taken to improve the aesthetics 
qualities. 


The Committee further believes that re- 
development of this nature would create a 
more compatible land use relationship and 
provide a service which will compliment 
development in the Central Business Dis- 
trict. 


Other factors which support re-develop- 
ment along these lines are: 


1. Ease of access to a major arterial. 


2. Availability of rail facilities. 
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3. Desirable location in relation to overall 
plan. 


4, The site size does not lend itself to 
redevelopment of a residential nature.

On March 18th a special meeting of the 
Planning Board was called to resolve the 
matter of a rezoning petition namely 
Z-15-69, 5400 S. Cedar Street. A _ special 
meeting was made necessary by Council’s 
setting of a public hearing on March 17th. 
Pursuant to Act 207, P.A. 1921, the Coun- 
cil shall not hear a petition for rezoning 
unless it has received a report from the 
Planning Board, 


The Board's position relevant to this re- 
zoning petition is as follows: 


Not so very long ago this Planning Board 
considered two zoning petitions for prop- 
erty lying immediately east of the land in 
question, (June, 1968), (Nov., 1968), The 
earlier petition acted as a catalyst for sub- 
sequent petition which if granted will in- 
troduce another 6.8 acres of commercial 
land into this area. If you will recall the 
Planning Board opposed both prior peti- 
tions. The original petition in 1968 which 
opened up the proverbial box was premised 
upon the need for a small “steak frye” 
restaurant. It has since turned out that 
this property will be included in what is 
now proposed to be a very intensive land 
use namely a proposed bargain type de- 
partment store (K Mart). 


To recapitulate the Board’s position, 
denying rezoning south of the existing 
shopping center was premised upon the 
following : 


1. The effect of these subsequent zonings 
departed from the contiguous shop- 
ping center theme creating ribbon com- 
mercial development with all of its at- 
tendant problems. Apparently only the 
Planning Board is concerned about this 
situation as in all cases the Board’s ad- 
verse position was waived. 


2. -It was pointed out that the commercial 
land area being made available based on 
nationally accepted standards consti- 
tuted over zoning again introducing at- 
tendant problems. These include: 
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(a) a weakening of existing centers and 
the potential of approved centers. 


(b) fragmentation of commercial uses. 


(c) deterioration of areas just hanging 
on with consequent physical decay 
constituting a real and social cost 
to the public at large. 


(d) jeopardizing central city renewal 
Plans. Example: what incentive is 
there for a major department store 
when bargain basement type stores 
can proliferate the suburban areas 
at will? 


(e) creating traffic conditions which re- 
quire the expenditure of public 
funds when some could have been 
avoided by heeding Master Plan 
philosophies in which public in- 
vestment can be made and pre- 
served, 


Are these problems only the concern of 
the Planning Board? 


Specifically in regards to this petition 
we can only say that in addition to all 
prior arguments this land if zoned com- 
pounds all of those prior arguments since 
it will permit even greater intensity of use 
and therefore greatly increases all attend- 
ant problems. 


We are particularly concerned over the 
effect a K-Mart Store (100,000 to 150,000 
sa. ft.) will have upon S. Cedar Street, 
recognizing that in addition to this, the 
future development of Kahres Farm must 
be anticipated. Before a decision should 
be made on this rezoning, Council should 
be assured that it is not planting the seed 
for a costly program of widening S. Cedar 
Street, or creating conditions which can 
only be rectified by Urban renewal in the 
future with respect to the existing older 
strip commercial development on S. Cedar 
Street. We have asked the Tri-County 
Planning Commission Staff to review this 
matter and we shortly hope to receive a 
report from them in regards to this matter. 


What would it cost the City of Lansing 
to deny this petition? We are convinced 
that it would not cost this city one cent 
to deny this rezoning since there is avail- 
able land for this proposed use. As one 
example we cite that Kahres Farm which 
in our opinion is more desirably situated 
in that it has better regional access, 


On the contrary we believe the City 
would save money by denying this petition 
in that there are hidden costs involved in 
the grant of this petition which we have 
described above. One of those hidden costs 
incidentally is the effect it will have on the 
Junior High School under construction im- 
mediately west of the land in question. It 
is not reasonable to permit a school facility 
to inherit a commercial environment as the 
two uses are entirely incompatible. 


The last question we pose and perhaps 
the most relevant and which should be 
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asked in all zoning cases may be stated 
as follows: 


Is this private interests so paramount as 
to take precedence over a public interest 
given the availability of land in other lo- 
eations for this use and given a realistic 
and rational market demand consideration ? 


‘We maintain this question can only be 
answered with a negative response. 


In view of the above comments we 
strongly urge Council to deny this petition. 


While there was no formal opposition to 
this rezoning some concern was expressed 
by a representative of the Board of Edu- 
ation. Eight members of the Board were 
present for this vote and six voted to deny 
the petition, one voted for granting the 
petition and one abstained.

By direction of Ramona Bretz, Chair- 
man of the Lansing Planning Board, a 
special meeting was held on March 18, 
1969. The purpose of the meeting was to 
consider the Levine property annexation 
proposal and make a recommendation to 
City Council. 


Annexation report to Lansing City Coun- 
cil, this report consists of three main 
parts: 


1. A summary of the Staff Report, and 
the department recommendation on the 
Levine property annexation. 


2. The full Staff analysis and 


3. An outline of items to be considered in 
evaluating any future subsequent an- 
nexation proposals. 


Report Summary and Department Recom- 
mendation on Levine Property 


The area proposed to be annexed to the 
City of Lansing consists of 44.69 acres 
now in Delta Township of Eaton County. 
The parcel has 1,856 feet frontage along 
the northern edge of right-of-way align- 
ment for Holmes Road extended. The 
northern and eastern boundaries abut land 
remaining in Delta Township, Eaton 
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County. The Grand River forms the west- 
ern boundary (see map at back of report). 
This analysis does not include a school re- 
port because of the short time allotted for 
preparation of the report. However, the 
school in Rivers Edge is new and may be 
adequate to handle school requirements 
from a medium density (7-12 units per 
acre) development. 


A summation of development costs versus 
tax revenues done on short notice would 
indicate that when fully developed, only 
a relatively few years would be required 
to offset the development costs. Long 
range, considerations should not however 
ignore costs of operation. 


Orderly, compact growth is the basis for 
sound urban development, Acquisition of 
the Levine property could be an additional 
step toward effectuating a growth pattern 
that would add to the strength of Lansing 
while providing a satisfying, efficient en- 
vironment to many of its residents, 


The sewers and sewage pumping station 
adjacent to the area are sufficient to han- 
dle the development on the proposed an- 
nexation. Extension of any Lansing utility 
should be of and for the benefit of Lan- 
sing’s citizenry. 


Recommendation 


That the Planning Board recommend to 
Council] that the annexation of this prop- 
erty be endorsed providing that a legal 
binding agreement can be negotiated be- 
tween the party petitioning to annex and 
the City of Lansing that will assure that 
development on that land adjacent to Wav- 
erly and under control of the petitioner 
will be similar and compatible with the 
development on the annexed area, not to 
be commercial or industria] zoning. 


Staff Analysis of Levine Property North 
of Rivers Edge Annexation 


The analysis is divided into the following 
major categories: 1) political, 2) capital 
expenditures versus tax revenues, 3) public 
services, land uses and related, 4) social, 
and 5) general. 


1. Political Considerations: The fact that 
the Levine property is not a developed 
area simplifies the analysis in many re- 
spects. There is no established town- 
ship services or facilities that will be 
affected. The area is in the Lansing 
School District, the same as Rivers 
Edge and Whitmore Farms to the south. 


Future growth of this area will com- 
plicate the administration of elections 
in much the same way that Rivers Edge, 
in Eaton County, has in recent elec- 
tions. Taxing and assessing differences 
between Ingham and Eaton Counties 
have already been experienced due to 
Rivers Edge development. Municipal 
and county representation will be affect- 
ed in the future as more population 
comes into the area. 
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Judicial processes will be even more 
complicated as the City expands in two 
counties and will have more need to 
establish courts to handle cases arising 
in both counties. 


It may be noted that land in the city 
usually has more stringent land use 
controls for development than a town- 
ship or county unit of government. For 
this reason it would be desirable to sup- 
port this annexation to ensure proper 
land use development. The 200 foot 
wide strip of land between this property 
and Waverly Road would possibly lead 
to rapid mixed land uses known as 
“strip commercial.” This would further 
lead to incompatible land uses and un- 
ae traffic conditions along Waverly 

oad, 


Capital Expenditures Versus Tax Reve- 
nues: At this time it would appear based 
on previous development plans for the 
area west of Waverly that except for 
schools and parks required in various 
subdivisions, non taxable property will 
be minimal ; negligible in Levine’s prop- 
erty. Protective services, extensive util- 
ity installations usually encountered in 
new subdivisions, plus on going annual 
expenses for street lighting, paving, re- 
pairs, cleaning, signing, plus extra ad- 
ministrative personnel and police and 
firemen will be needed. The need for 
additional municipal solid waste dis- 
posal area will be augmented as the 
area develops and produces additional 
solid wastes. 


The 1969-74 Capital Improvements 
Program and budget for Lansing indi- 
cates utilities will not be available to 
this area before 1971-72 fiscal year, 
Through the process of establishing 
priorities for improvements in the city 
the position has been taken that in- 
creased financial commitment is neces- 
sary for the old, inner city. Federal 
projects currently underway in the cen- 
tral city and inner city areas are going 
to require an allocation of funds dur- 
ing the next couple of years in order to 
get Federal approval for them as the 
City’s contribution, Diversion of these 
projects in lieu of needed improvements 
at this time may be detrimental to Fed- 
eral programs in Lansing. 


Very little revenue will be derived 
from this area since it stands vacant 
and will be taxed as such. The City 
will be committed to a large expense 
in the immediate future prior to realiz- 
ing returns from development of the 
land. 


Public Services, Land-Use, Zoning, re- 
lated: Access to the area will be from 
Holmes Road extended since other al- 
ternative routes will direct township 
land between Waverly and the parcel 
proposed for annexation. Utilities would 
have to have easements along the pro- 
posed Holmes Road extension. Public 
Access is not guaranteed to the river 
which might be used as park land and 
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be of benefit to Lansing. Many question 
marks about future streets and utility 
easements would have to be determined 
in the platting process. Existing sewers 
to the area are adequate to serve the 
subject area. 


The whole tract of land is basically 
usable for development. The property 
fronts on the Grand River, but is not 
subject to flooding due to topography. 
No problems exist in relation to exist- 
ing zoning on the property, and no non- 
conforming uses will result. The area 
would be compatible with existing ad- 
jacent development if residentially de- 
veloped. 


Mass transit services will need to be 
extended to the area in the future. 


Social Considerations: Since the area is 
undeveloped at present, it is assumed 
that future development will be taken 
into consideration by the social agencies 
involved, They should consider a future 
population (characteristics) much the 
same as adjacent neighborhoods. 


Another point is the type of develop- 
ment which may enter the 200 foot strip 
between Waverly and the annexed par- 
cel. The city would have no control 
over use except through the sale of 
utility service. To illustrate: a de- 
veloper desired to build a store on Wav- 
erly in Delta Township but could not 
get an approval on septic tank or water 
well. He could petition the city to fur- 
nish these. The City in turn could re- 
fuse the request and the alternative to 
the developer would be to annex or not 
build. The City has gone on record of 
refusing townships development to use 
municipal utilities. Future types of uses 
may be incompatible along Waverly 
with development in the area to be an- 
nexed, Through the inability for this 
200 by 1,075 foot strip of land to de- 
velep forced annexation may be pos- 
sible. 


General Considerations: The size of the 
area would indicate a staged develop- 
ment over several years, based on past 
practices of similar developments. The 
subject of “‘Timing” is quite involved, 
The City will be required to expend 
many thousands of dollars as the de- 
velopment of the property progresses. 
The city is involved in redevelopment of 
certain parts of the City, and in de- 
velopment of areas long awaiting City 
services and facilities. There are also 
other areas within the City which have 
not yet been programmed for these ser- 
vises. The problem of priorities rules 
in this situation. The City is losing its 
middle income group to suburbia, and 
thus considerable tax base. Should the 
City consider approving the annexation, 
but with the understanding that de- 
velopment might be delayed until long 
standing needs in other areas of the 
City are met, or should these long stand- 
ing needs be further delayed in favor 
of meeting other priorities? 
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Finally, what are the positive reasons 
for wanting annexation? In the case 
of Levine property, the reasons seem 
obvious although not stated. 


City services and facilities are in close 
proximity to the site, and no other com- 
munity can reasonably extend needed ser- 
vices and facilities to the site. 


The City would be able to control de- 
velopment and through these controls pro- 
vide a pleasant development adjacent the 
North right-of-way of the Holmes Road 
extension to the Grand River. 


The question of what would happen if 
the annexation is opposed, and fails, is 
open to speculation to a degree. Two years 
ago a circulated petition did not receive 
sufficient signatures to put the proposals 
on a referendum ballot. Since that time 
the pressure of development has increased 
considerably and in the City taxing struc- 
ture have occured, and many other con- 
siderations have changed. Based on exist- 
ing and recent-past trends, if the annexa- 
tion is delayed, the area will most likely 
remain idle until annexation is approved 
or be developed with land use adverse to 
the residences in Rivers Edge and East of 
Waverly. 


This recommendation was by unanimous 
approval.

In accordance with the provisions of 
Section 8.2 of the City Charter, I submit 
my recommended budget for the fiscal year 
beginning July 1, 1969. Detailed estimates 
and supporting schedules covering recom- 
mended expenditures and anticipated reve- 
nues are attached to, and made part of, 
the basic fiseal document. 


For the next fiscal year, I recommend 
that an amount of $601,422 be allocated for 
employee wage and salary increases in line 
with our negotiated agreements providing 
for a general 6% improvements factor. 
These adjustments provide equity close to 
the official increase in the Consumer Price 
Index and exactly in line with the Federal 
Department of Labor statistics covering in- 
ereases for public personnel as of March, 
1969. 


My recommended budget provides $15,- 
009,627.00 for general municipal operations 
including employee wage increases and the 
sum of $200,000.00 to cover the costs of 
expanding our Police Department’s man- 
power by authorizing the creation of 
twenty additional Police Officer positions. 
I believe that such proposed expansion 
represents a sensible and reasonable opti- 
mum approach to the current law enforce- 
ment needs of our city. 


The proposed general operations budget 
in addition to employee wage improvements 
and added police officer strength, includes 
$246,423.00 for expanded Park and Recrea- 
tion; Public Service and technical and 
administrative services essential to the 
orderly progress of our growing city, This

budget represents an increase of $1,056,- 
583.00 or 714% over our current operating 
budget; it represents a balanced and fis- 
cally responsible budget geared to provid- 
ing municipal services on a sane and sen- 
sible level. 


My Capital Improvement and Debt Ser- 
vice budgetary recommendations total 
$2,426,048.00 for the 1969-70 fiscal year. 
Included here are appropriations for storm 
sewer and drains construction; a variety 
of parks improvements, rehabilitation and 
site acquisitions; and further planned in- 
stallments for the progression of our Pub- 
lie Service Garage and Police Building site 
acquisitions. The timely and orderly re- 
tirement of the city’s bonded indebtedness 
schedule will require the appropriation of 
$1,599,848.00 which is included in the above 
recommendation, 


My proposed operating budgetary plan 
for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1969, 
reflects our increased costs of providing 
for the public services during a period of 
continuing wage, material and equipment 
price increases within the general economy. 
I wish to express my appreciation to our 
citizen boards and to our operating depart- 
ment heads for their submission of budget 
requests which have been reasonable and 
sensible. I know that they will understand 
why it has been necessary for this office 
to, in some instances, reduce certain of the 
requests in conformity with the dictates 
of economy and the balancing of expenses 
with revenues. 


In summary, I recommend a balanced 
budget for fiscal 1969-70 as follows: 
I—General Operations: $15,009,627.00 


II—Debt Service— 


General Fund: 1,393,518.00 
IlI—Civie Center Debt: 206,330.00 
IV—Capital Improvements— 

General Fund: 826,200.00 
V—Emergency Fund: 200,000.00 

Total General Fund 
Budget: $17,635,675.00 


Our earlier estimates regarding revenues 
accruing from the adoption of the Uniform 
City Income Tax and the broadening of 
our tax base are now proving to be 99% 
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accurate. Accordingly, I am pleased to 
inform you that my proposed budget per- 
mits a further reduction of the property 
tax rate down to $12.60 per one thousand 
dollars of assessed valuation, This ninety 
cents per thousand reduction provides Lan- 
sing property owners with the lowest tax 
rate since 1931, or the lowest rate in more 
than thirty-five years. You will recall that 
my budgetary recommendations last year 
and your subsequent adoption of the same 
resulted in our being able to reduce the 
then existing property tax rate by $6.45 
per thousand. That reduction, together 
with my current proposal, will provide a 
total rate reduction of $7.35 since fiscal 
1967-68, I believe that this kind of prudent 
fiscal management bodes well for the city 
and that working together in this manner 
is our common goal. 


J recommend the proposed budget to your 
honorable body for your deliberation and 
consideration. I believe that your adoption 
of it will insure our city’s continuing pro- 
gressive course during the coming fiscal 
year,

This is in reference to my discussion be- 
fore you on Monday, March 10, 1969, re- 
garding a proposed County-Wide Animal 
Control Program, 


The greatest number of recorded animal 
bites at the Ingham County Health Depart- 
ment in 1968 has led to a concern for the 
present method of animal control and en- 
forcement of anti-rabies immunization pro- 
cedures within the county. Additional com- 
plaints of dogs running at large, many 
times in packs, causing property damage, 
and posing a constant threat to the welfare 
of children, and adults as well, provides 
additional documentation to the critical 
need for the development of a program 
which could resolve these problems. 


Of vital importance is the immediate 
need to eliminate strays, enforce licensing 
and immunization requirements and_ pro- 
vide adequate personnel, funds, and facili- 
ties to meet the requirements of the citi- 
zens of Lansing and Ingham County on a 
continuous uniform basis. 


The present system of enforcing animal 
licensing within the City of Lansing and 
Ingham County does not provide adequate 
revenues to support its present animal con- 
trol program nor does it provide the de- 
sired service to the citizens of Ingham 
County. It is felt that a program for ani- 
mal control established on a county-wide 
basis will provide sufficient revenues from 
animal] licensing, and redemption and sale 
of pets to operate on a self-supporting basis 
as in Kalamazoo County, once a facility 
has been constructed to meet this purpose. 
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Once an equitable way to distribute the 
cost of a new facility has been determined 
it is hoped that the City of Lansing will 
be on record supporting the development 
of the proposed agency, 


Because of the need to provide a method 
throughout the county for uniform animal 
census, licensing, control of strays, and 
enforcement of anima] regulations, it is 
requested that the Mayor and City Council 
record their support in a resolution to the 
County Board of Supervisors urging them 
to take immediate and necessary steps for 
the development of a new county animal 
control facility and a county animal con- 
trol agency to meet this need.

WHEREAS, as of the date of the adop- 
tion of this Ordinance the Annual Contri- 
butions Contract provides for the acquisi- 
tion, development and the operation by 
the Local Authority of certain low-rent 
housing in the City of Lansing, County of 
Ingham, State of Michigan, and which 
low-rent housing (amongst others) is 
known as and comprises the following: 
Project No. MICH.-58-3 (located at 3112- 
8220 Turner Street, Lansing, Michigan) 
and Project No. MICH.-58-7 (located at 
2200-2542 Reo Road, Lansing, Michigan) 
(hereinafter referred to collectively as the 
“Project’), each having approximately 100 
dwellings together with incidental facili- 
ties; and 


WHEREAS, the Housing Commission has 
caused estimates to be made of the cost of 
the Project and has determined, based on 
the estimates so made, that the amount 
below which the Development Cost of the 
Project will in no event fall is $3,440,000 
(being $1,770,000 with respect to Project 
No. MICH.-58-8 and $1,670,000 with respect 
to Project No, MICH-58-7) and the City 
and the Government have approved such 
determination ; and 


WHEREAS, the City has determined to 
issue and sell its New Housing Authority 
Bonds (First Issue) to others than the 
Government in the amount shown in Section 
5 herof to finance such Development Cost 
of the Project; and 
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WHEREAS, all acts, conditions and 
things necessary or required by the Con- 
stitution and laws of the State of Michigan 
or otherwise to exist, happen, and be per- 
formed as prerequisites to the passage of 
this Ordinance do exist, have happened, and 
have been performed, and it is necessary 
that this Ordinance be effective immediate- 
ly in order to complete the financing of 
the Project and place the Project in oper- 
ation ; 


Now, therefore, THE CITY OF LAN- 
SING ORDAINS: 


Sec. 1 Definition of Terms 


(A) In addition to the terms assigned a 
meaning in the preambles hereto, which 
preambles are incorporated in and made 
a part of this Ordinance, the following 
terms, or any of them, as used in_ this 
Ordinance, unless the context shall indicate 
another or different meaning or intent, 
shall be construed, are used, and are in- 
tended to have meanings as follows: 


(1) The term “Ordinance” shall mean 
this Ordinance and any amendatory or 
supplemental ordinance adopted prior to the 
np a of any of the Bonds Issued Here- 
under, 


(2) The term “Bonds Issued Hereunder” 
shall mean the Bonds authorized by and 
delivered pursuant to the provisions of this 
Ordinance, 


(3) The term “Holder of Bonds” or 
“Bondholder’” or any similar term shall 
mean any person who shall be the bearer 
of any Bond Issued Hereunder payable to 
bearer, or any interest coupon appertaining 
thereto, or the registered holder of any 
registered Bond Issued Hereunder. 


(4) The term “Project”? shall mean col- 
lectively the low-rent housing known as 
Projects No, MICH.-58-8 and MICH.-58-7 
and described in the preambles hereof. 


(5) The term ‘Level Debt Service” shalt 
have the meaning ascribed thereto in the 
Annual Contributions Contract, and for 
the Bonds Issued Hereunder shall be the 
amount specified in subsection (A) of Sec. 
5 of this Ordinance. 


(6) The term “Bond Service Carry-Over” 
shall have the meaning ascribed thereto 
in the Annual Contributions Contract and 
for the Bonds Issued Hereunder shall be, 
for each year, the amount set forth in sub- 
section (A) of Sec. 5 of this Ordinance. 


(1) The term “Fiscal Agent” shall mean 
the Fiscal Agent originally appointed here- 
under and any successor Fiscal Agent ap- 
pointed pursuant to Sec. 13 of this Ordi- 
nance, 


(8) The term “Bond Delivery Date” shall 
mean the date on which the Bonds Issued 
Hereunder are delivered to the purchaser 
thereof and payment of the purchase price 
therefor duly made. 
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(3) The term “Bond Date” shall mean 
the first day of September, 1968. 


(10) The term “Revenues” shall mean 
the Operating Receipts, as defined in the 
Annual Contributions Contract, for all 
aaa Financed Projects, collective- 
iy. 


(11) The term ‘Fiscal Year” shall mean 
any twelve consecutive calendar months 
commencing with the first day of July and 
ending on the last day of the following 
June, it being hereby determined that the 
Project will be operated upon the basis 
of said Fiscal Year. 


(12) The term “Annual Contributions 
Date” shall mean the 15th day of Febru- 
ary, 1970, and the anniversary thereof 
each succeeding year. 


(18) The term “Cooperation Agree- 
ment” shall mean the Cooperation Agree- 
ment as such term is defined in Section 5 
of PART ONE of the Annual Contribu- 
tions Contract insofar as said Cooperation 
Agreement relates to the Permanently 
Financed Projects, and as such Agreement 
exists at the date of the adoption of this 
Ordinance. 


(B) The following terms when used in 
this Ordinance shall have the same mean- 
ing as is ascribed thereto in the Annual 
Contributions Contract, to wit:

(C) Words of the masculine gender shall 
be deemed and construed to include cor- 
relative words of the feminine and neuter 
genders, The words “bond,” “coupon,” 
“holder,” and “person” shall include the 
plural as well as the singular number, un- 
less the context shall otherwise indicate. 
The word “person” shall include corpora- 
tions and associations, including public 


bodies, as well as natural persons, unless 
the context shall otherwise indicate. 


Sec, 2 Ordinance to Constitute Contract 


In consideration of the acceptance of 
the Bonds Issued Hereunder by those who 
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shall hold the same from time to time, this 
Ordinance shall be deemed to be and shall 
constitute a contract between the Local 
Authority and such Bondholders, and the 
covenants and agreements herein set forth 
to be performed by the Local Authority 
shall be for the equal benefit, protection 
and security of the legal holders of any and 
all of such bonds and the coupons attach- 
ed thereto all of which shall be of equal 
rank and without preference, priority or 
distinction of any of such bonds or cou- 
pons over any other thereof except as ex- 
pressly provided therein and herein. 


Sec. 8 Incorporation of Annual Contri- 
butions Contract in this Ordinance 


The Annual Contributions Contract is 
hereby declared to be a part of this Ordi- 
nance and all applicable provisions thereof 
shall be deemed incorporated herein to the 
same extent as if the provisions thereof 
were expressly set forth in full herein, 


Sec. 4, Pledge of Annual Contributions 
and Modification of Annual Contributions 
Contract 


The Accruing Annual Contributions pay- 
able by the Government under the Annual 
Contributions Contract to the Local Author- 
ity for the benefit of Bondholders are 
hereby pledged to the Bondholders and 
such Bondholders shall have the legal right 
to enforce the pledge of said Accruing An- 
nual Contributions in the manner provided 
in the Annual Contributions Contract and 
this Ordinance. Notwithstanding the fore- 
going pledge the Local Authority and the 
Government may at any time modify or 
amend the Annual Contributions Contract 
in any manner (including but not limited te 
(1) the inclusion thereunder of additional 
low-rent housing projects or (2) the ex- 
clusion therefrom of any low-rent housing 
projects which are not Permanently Fi- 
nanced Projects at the time of such ex- 
clusions): Provided, That no Permanent- 
ly Financed Project shall be excluded from 
such Annual Contributions Contract and 
Provided further, That no such modifica- 
tion or amendment shall impair in any way 
the obligation of the Government to pay 
any Accruing Annual Contributions pur- 
suant to Sec. 415 thereof which have been 
pledged as security for any obligations of 
the City; and Provided further, That no 
such modification or amendment shall 
authorize an increase in the amount of 
bonds or other obligations which may be 
issued by the City and secured by a pledge 
of or payable out of the Accruing Annual 
Contributions payable pursant to Sec. 415 
of the Annual Contributions Contract un- 
less such modification or amendment cor- 
respondingly increases the Fixed Annual 
Contribution so that the Accruing Annual 
Contribution shall in each year be at least 
equal to the amount which, together with 
the Bond Service Carry-Over on all issues 
of Bonds in connection with Permanently 
Financed Projects and such income or 
other funds as are actually available from 
such Permanently Financed Projects for 
the purpose at the time such Accruing 
Annual Contribution is made, will suffice 
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for the payment of all installments, fall- 
ing due within the next succeeding twelve 
months, of principal of and interest on all 
Bonds or other obligations of the City for 
which such Aceruing Annual Contributions 
may be pledged as security. 


Sec. 5. The Bonds, Authorization and 
Description. 


(A) Bonds Issued Hereunder are hereby 
authorized in the aggregate principal 
amount of $3,440,000. The Bonds Issued 
Hereunder shali be dated September 1, 1968, 
shall, bear interest from March 1, 1969 
at the rate of five and one-eighth per cen- 
tum (546%) per annum, payable semi- 
annually on March 1 and September 1 of 
each year, shall be numbered from 1 
consecutively upwards in order of maturity, 
each bond of the denomination of more 
than $5,000 to bear serial numbers repre- 
senting each five thousand dollars of prin- 
cipal amount of said bonds, and shall ma- 
ture serially on September 1 in each year 
as set forth below. Bonds Issued Hereunder 
in registered form shali be in the denomina- 
tion of $5,000 each, or any multiple thereof, 
not exceeding the aggregate principal 
amount of said bonds maturing in any 
year. The amount of the Level Debt Service 
for the Bonds Issued Hereunder is hereby 
determined to be $205,420.

The Bonds Issued Hereunder shall be, as 
to both principal and interest, revenue 
bonds secured by the statutory first lien 
created by the Housing Commission Law, 
payable solely from the Annual Contribu- 
tions and Revenues as provided in this 
Ordinance, and shall not be general obliga- 
tions of the City. 


Both principal of and interest on the 
Bonds Issued Hereunder in coupon form 
shall be payable at the principal office of 
the Fiscal Agent (or at the principal office 
of any successor Fiscal Agent appointed 
pursuant to the provisions of Sec. 13 here- 
of) or at the option of the holder at the 
principal office of First National City 
Bank, in the City of New York, State of 
New York.

(B) The Bonds Issued Hereunder shall be 
executed on behalf of the City by its Mayor 
and countersigned by its City Clerk, and 
the corporate seal of the City shall be im- 
pressed thereon. In case one or more of 
the officers who shall have so signed or 
countersigned the Bonds Issued Hereunder 
shall cease to be such officer or officers of 
the Local Authority before such bonds so 
signed and countersigned and sealed shall 
have been actually delivered, such signature 
or countersignature shall nevertheless be 
valid and sufficient for all purposes the 
same as if such officer(s) had remained in 
office until such delivery, and such bonds 
may be issued as though the person who 
signed or countersigned such bonds had 
not ceased to be such officer of the City. 


(C) The coupons to be attached to the 
Bonds Issued Hereunder shall be executed 
by the facsimile signatures of the Mayor

Purposes Incidental Thereto” (herein called 
the “Ordinance’’), for the financing of 
low-rent housing projects as provided in 
said Ordinance. 


This Bond and all other Bonds of the 
issue of which it is a part are secured by 
(1) a first pledge of the specific portion 
of the annual contributions payable to 
the City, and authorized to be pledged to 
the payment of the Bonds and interest 
thereon, pursuant to a certain contract be- 
tween the City and the United States of 
America (which contract is described in 
the Ordinance and is herein called the 
“Annual Contributions Contract”), and (2) 
together with other obligations of the City 
heretofore or hereafter issued in_connec- 
tion with the Permanently Financed 
Projects (as defined in the Annual Con- 
tributions Contract), by a first pledge of 
and lien on the rents, revenues, fees and 
income of the City derived from, or in 
connection with, the operation of such 
projects after providing for the payment of 
the Operating Expenditures (as defined in 
said Annual Contributions Contract) of 
such projects. The pledge of the annual 
contributions, rents, revenues, fees, and 
income described in this paragraph is 
made to the extent and in the manner more 
particularly described in the Annual] Con- 
tributions Contract and the Ordinance, to 
which Annual Contributions Contract and 
Ordinance reference is made for a de- 
scription of the nature and extent of 
such pledge and the application of such 
annual] contributions, rents, revenues, fees 
and income and of the security and the 
rights of the holders of the Bonds with 
respect thereto and the terms and condi- 
tions upon which the Bonds are issued and 
limitations upon certain remedies conferred 
upon the holders by statute. The pledge 
and other obligations of the City under 
the Ordinance may he discharged at or 
prior to the maturity or redemption of the 
Bonds upon the making of provision for the 
payment and discharge of all the Bonds and 
interest thereon on the terms and condi- 
tions set forth in the Ordinance. 


The Annual Contributions Contract con- 
tains provisions which the United States of 
America, in the Annual Contributions Con- 
tract, has determined are in accordance 
with Section 22(a) of the United States 
Housing Act of 1937. The United States 
Housing Act of 1987 solemnly pledges the 
faith of the United States to the payment 
of the annual contributions in accordance 
with the terms of the Annual Contributions 
Contract and authorizes appropriations to 
be made in each fiscal year out of any 
money in the United States Treasury not 
otherwise appropriated in the amounts 
necessary to provide for such payments. 
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This Bond may be registered in the name 
of the holder hereof in conformity with the 
provisions endorsed hereon, and unless so 
registered this Bond shall be transferable 
by delivery. 


The Bonds are issuable in the form of 
coupon Bonds in the denomination of $5,000 
each, and in the form of registered Bonds 
without coupons in the denomination of 
$5,000 each or any multiple thereof not 
exceeding the aggregate principal amount 
of Bonds maturing in any one year. Cou- 
pon Bonds, upon surrender thereof at the 
office of the Fiscal Agent with all unma-

In like manner, 
subject to such conditions and upon the 
payment of such charges, registered Bonds, 
upon the surrender thereof at the office of 
the Fiscal Agent with a written instru- 
ment of transfer duly executed by the 
registered owner or his duly authorized 
attorney, may, at the option of the register- 
ed owner thereof, be exchanged for an 
equal aggregate principal amount of cou- 
pon Bonds of the same maturity and in- 
terest rate with appropriate coupons at- 
tached or of registered Bonds of the same 
maturity and interest rate of any other 
authorized denominations. 


The Bonds are redeemable at the option 
of the City on any interest payment date 
on and after fifteen years from the date 
hereof, as a whole, or in part in the inverse 
order of their numbers, at a redemption 
price of par and accrued interest to the 
date of redemption plus a premium of 4% 
of their par value if redeemed on or before 
twenty years from the date hereof; or a 
premium of 3% of their par value if re- 
deemed thereafter, but on or before twenty- 
five years from the date hereof, or a pre- 
tmium of 2% of their par value if redeemed 
thereafter, but on or before thirty years 
from the date hereof; or a premium of 1% 
of their par value if redeemed thereafter, 
but on or before thirty-five years from 
the date hereof; and without premium if 
redeemed after thirty-five years from the 
date hereof. In the event this Bond shall 
be called for redemption, notice of redemp- 
tion shall be given by publication in a 
newspaper or financial journal published

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The Bonds are issued pursuant to the 
provisions of the Constitution and statutes 
of the State of Michigan, particularly the 
Housing Commission Law, Act No. 18, 
Public Acts of Extra Session of 1933, ap- 
proved January 9, 1934 (Michigan Statutes 
Annotated Secs. 5.8011 through 5.3056 (9) 
and laws amendatory thereof and supple- 
mental thereto, and pursuant to an ordi- 
nance of the City entitled ‘Ordinance 
Authorizing The Issuance Of New Housing 
Authority Bonds (First Issue) Of The City 
Of Lansing, County Of Ingham, State Of 
Michigan, In The Principal Amount Of 
Three Million Four Hundred Forty Thous- 
and Dollars ($3,440,000) To Aid In Financ- 
ing Low-Rent Housing And Other Purposes 
Incidental Thereto” (herein called the 
“Ordinance”), for the financing of low- 
rent housing projects as provided in said 
Ordinance. 


This Bond and all other Bonds of the 
issue of which it is a part are secured by 
(1) a first pledge of the specific portion of 
the annual contributions payable to the 
City and authorized to be pledged to the 
payment of the Bonds and interest thereon, 
pursuant to a certain contract between the 
City and the United States of America 
(which contract is described in the Ordi- 
nance and is hereby called the “Annual 
Contributions Contract’) and (2), together 
with other obligations of the City hereto- 
fore or hereafter issued in connection with 
the Permanently Financed Projects (as 
defined in the Annual Contributions Con- 
tract), by a first pledge of and lien on 
the rents, revenues, fees and income of the 
City derived from, or in connection with, 
the operation of such projects after pro- 
viding for the payment of the Operating 
Expenditures (as defined in said Annual 
Coniributions Contract) of such projects. 
The pledge of the annual contributions, 
rents, revenues, fees and income described 
in this paragraph is made to the extent and 
in the manner more particularly described 
in the Annual Contributions Contract and 
the Ordinance, to which Annual Contribu- 
tions Contract and Ordinance reference is 
made for a description of the nature and 
extent of such pledge and the application 
of such annual contributions, rents, re- 
venues, fees and income and of the security 
and the rights of the holders of the Bonds 
with respect thereto and the terms and 
conditions upon which the Bonds are issued 
and limitations upon certain remedies con- 
ferred upon the holders by statute. The 
pledge and other obligations of the City 
under the Ordinance may be discharged at 
or prior to the maturity or redemption 
of the Bonds upon the making of provision 
for the payment and discharge of all the 
Bonds and interest thereon on the terms 
and conditions set forth in the Ordinance. 


The Annual Contributions Contract con- 
tains provisions which the United States 
of America, in the Annual Contributions 
Contract, has determined are in accordance 
with Section 22(a) of the United States 
Housing Act of 1937. The United States 
Housing Act of 1937 solemnly pledges the 
faith of the United States to the payment 
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of the annual contributions in accordance 
with the terms of the Annual Contribu- 
tions Contract and authorizes appropriations 
to be made in each fiscal year out of any 
money in the United States Treasury not 
otherwise appropriated in the amounts 
necessary to provide for such payment. 


This Bond is transferable as provided in 
the Ordinance, only upon books kept by 
the Fiscal Agent, by the registered owner 
hereof in person or by his attorney duly 
authorized, and similarly noted hereon, or 
it may be surrendered in exchange for new 
Bonds of the same aggregate principal 
amount, in coupon or registered form, as 
provided in the Ordinance. 


The Bonds are issuable in the form of 
coupon Bonds in the denomination of $5,000 
each, and in the form of registered Bonds 
without coupons in the denomination of 
$5,000 each or any multiple thereof not 
exceeding the aggregate principal amount 
of Bonds maturing in any one year.

In like man- 
ner, subject to such conditions and upon 
the payment of such charges, registered 
Bonds, upon the surrender thereof at the 
office of the Fiscal Agent with a written 
instrument of transfer duly executed by 
the registered owner or his duly authorized 
attorney, may, at the option of the regis- 
tered owner thereof, be exchanged for an 
equal aggregate principal amount of coupon 
Bonds of the same maturity and interest 
rate with appropriate coupons attached or 
of registered Bonds of the same maturity 
and interest rate of any other authorized 
denominations. 


The Bonds are redeemable at the option 
of the City on any interest payment date 
on and after fifteen years from the date 
hereof, as a whole, or in part in the in- 
verse order of their numbers, at a redemp- 
tion price of par and accrued interest to 
the date of redemption plus a premium of 
4% of their par value if redeemed on or 
before twenty years from the date hereof; 
or a premium of 3% of their par value if 
redeemed thereafter, but on or before 
twenty-five years from the date hereof; or a 
premium of 2% of their par value if re- 
deemed thereafter, but on or before thirty 
years from the date hereof; or a premium 
of 1% of their par value if redeemed there- 
after, but on or before thirty-five years from 
the date hereof; and without premium if 
redeemed after thirty-five years from the 
date hereof. In the event this Bond shall 
be called for redemption, notice of redemp- 
tion shall be given by publication in a 
newspaper or financial journal published in 
the City of New York, State of New York, 
and in the City of Detroit, State of Michi- 
gan, at least twice prior to the redemption 
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date, the first of such publications in each 
such newspaper or financial journal to be 
not less than thirty days nor more than 
ninety days prior to the redemption date. 
In the event this Bond is duly called for 
redemption in manner aforesaid and pay- 
ment of the redemption price is duly made 
or provided for, interest hereon shall cease 
to accrue from and after the date fixed for 
redemption, Less than all of a registered 
Bond without coupons in a denomination 
in excess of $5,000 may be so redeemed, 
and in such case, upon the surrender of 
such Bond, there shall be issued to the 
registered owner thereof, without charge 
therefor, for the unredeemed balance of 
the principal amount of such Bond, at the 
option of such owner, either coupon Bonds 
or registered Bonds of like maturity and 
interest rate in any of the authorized 
denominations, as more fully set forth in 
the Ordinance. 


No personal responsibility or account- 
ability shall attach to any officer of the 
City or to any member of its Housing Com- 
mission or to any person executing this 
Bond by reason of the execution or is- 
suance thereof.

(G) The City covenants that it will, while 
any of the Bonds Issued Hereunder are out- 
standing and unpaid, keep at the principal 
office of the Fiscal Agent, books (herein 
ealled the “Bond Register’) for the regi- 
stration of such bonds as herein provided, 
and the Fiscal Agent is hereby appointed 
the Registrar of the City for the purpose 
of registering such bonds. The Fiscal Agent 
shall permit any Bondholder to examine 
the Bond Register and make notes of the 
eontents thereof at its office during its 
customary business hours. 


(H) The Bonds Issued Hereunder in 
coupon form may be registered as to prin- 
cipal only or as to both principal and in- 
terest in the manner set forth in the 
registration certificate herein contained 
pertaining to such coupon bonds. The bonds 
Issued Hereunder originally issued in cou- 
pon form and subsequently registered as to 
both principal and interest may be con- 
verted into coupon bonds but only at the 
expense of the registered holder. The Bonds 
Issued Hereunder in registered form shall 
be transferable only on the books kept by 
the Fiscal Agent, The Bonds Issued Here- 
under in coupon form may be exchanged at 
the office of the Fiscal Agent for an equal 
aggregate principal amount of said bonds in 
registered form of the same maturity, and 
said bonds in registered form may be 
similarly exchanged for an equal aggre- 
gate principal amount of said bonds in 
coupon form of the same maturity of the 
denomination of $5,000 or bonds in regi- 
stered form of denominations of $5,000 or 
any multiple thereof, but only at the ex- 
pense of the holder.

issued upon any such transfer, reconver- 
sion or exchange, which sum or sums shall 
be paid by the person requesting such trans- 
fer, registration, reconversion or exchange. 


Sec. 6 Sale and Delivery of the Bonds 
and Application of Bond Purchase Price 


(A) The publication of the Notice of 
Sale and offering of the Bonds Issued Here- 
under in The Bond Buyer on February 11, 
1969 and in The State Journal on Febru- 
ary 11, 1969 by the City Clerk is hereby 
ratified and confirmed as the act and deed 
of the City. 


(B) The Proposal of The Ohio Company 
and Associates (herein called the ‘Pur- 
chaser”) offering to purchase the Bonds 
Issued Hereunder at a purchase price of 
par and accrued interest to the Bond De- 
livery Date, plus a premium of Ten 
Thousand Two Hundred Thirteen Dollars 
($10,218.00) be and the same hereby is 
accepted, and such Bonds are hereby award- 
ed to the Purchaser at said price and on 
the terms stated in said Proposal. 


(C) The good faith deposit of the Pur- 
chaser in the amount of Sixty-Eight Thou- 
sand Eight Hundred Dollars ($68,800) re- 
ceived with the Proposal for the purchase 
of the Bonds Issued Hereunder shall be 
deposited in a special account within the 
General Fund and held as security by the 
Local Authority until released therefrom 
pursuant to the provisions of the aforesaid 
Notice of Sale and Proposal. 


(D) On the date and at the time of the 
delivery of any payment for the Bonds 
Issued Hereunder, such bonds shal] be de- 
livered to the Purchaser, and the purchase 
price therefor as above stated, including 
the amount of Sixty-Eight Thousand Hight 
Hundred Dollars ($68,800) heretofore re- 
ceived from the Purchaser on account of 
said purchase price as a good faith deposit, 
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together with such additional moneys in 
the General Fund lawfully available there- 
for as may be necessary for such purpose, 
which additional moneys are hereby ap- 
propriated for such purpose, shall be ap- 
plied in the following manner: 


(1) Payment to Continental Illinois Na- 
tional Bank and Trust Company of Chicago, 
Chicago, Illinois, being the paying agent 
of the outstanding Temporary Notes, 2nd 
Series, of the Local Authority, of an amount 
equal in the aggregate to that portion of 
the Development Cost which is financed 
by the Bonds Issued Hereunder and repre- 
sented by said Temporary Notes then out- 
standing, together with interest thereon to 
their maturity date, to be applied to pay- 
ment of the net unpaid principal of and 
interest on such Temporary Notes, pro- 
vided that such amount of said Temporary 
Notes has not theretofore been paid by 
issuance of Advance Notes; 


(2) Payment to the Fiscal Agent of 
Eighty-Eight Thousand One Hundred Fifty- 
Three and 44/100 Dollars ($88,153.44) for 
deposit in the Debt Service Fund in trust 
for the payment of the interest which be- 
comes due on such bonds on September 1, 
1969. 


(3) Payment to the Fiscal Agent of Ten 
Thousand Two Hundred Thirteen and 00/100 
Dollars ($10,213.00) representing premium 
on the Bonds Issued Hereunder, for de- 
posit in the Advance Amortization Fund; 
and 


(4) Payment of any remainder to the 
Leen Authority for deposit in the General 
Fund. 


(E) The proper officers of the City are 
hereby authorized and directed to execute 
the Bonds Issued Hereunder and the Mayor, 
City Clerk and Treasurer of the City, and 
any one of said officers as appropriate, are 
hereby authorized and directed to deliver 
such bonds in accordance with the terms 
and provisions of this Ordinance, and in 
connection therewith to execute and de- 
liver such instruments and to do such acts 
and things as may be necessary or conveni- 
ent to effectuate the purposes of this 
Ordinance. 


Sec. 7. Pledge of Annual Contributions 
and Revenues; Creation and Operation of 
Funds 


(A) All Accruing Annual Contributions 
authorized by the Annual Contributions 
Contract to be pledged to the payment of 
the Bonds Issued Hereunder and coupons 
appertaining thereto and all monies re- 
ceived on account thereof by the Local 
Authority, and, subject only to such right 
as the Local Authority may have to set 
aside amounts for Operating Expenditures 
as provided in subsection (B) of this Sec. 
7, all Revenues derived from and after the 
Bond Delivery Date from Permanently 
Financed Projects, and at all events all 
monies deposited or to be deposited with 
the Fiscal Agent under this Ordinance for 
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the payment of such bonds and coupons, 
are hereby pledged to secure the payment 
thereof, and all monies or other property 
so pledged shall be applied to or held for 
such payment as provided in this Ordinance. 
This pledge shall be valid and binding from 
and after the Bond Delivery Date and such 
Accruing Annual Contributions and such 
Revenues shall immediately be subject to 
the lien of this pledge without any physi- 
cal delivery thereof or further act, and the 
lien of this pledge shall be valid and bind- 
ing as against all parties having claims of 
any kind in tort, contract or otherwise 
against the City or the Housing Commission 
irrespective of whether such parties have 
notice thereof. 


(B) All Revenues derived from Per- 
manently Financed Projects shall be de- 
posited by the Local Authority in the Gen- 
eral Fund and shall be disbursed and ap- 
plied by the Local Authority as in this 
Ordinance provided. 


Monies in said General Fund represent- 
ing Revenues shall be paid out and dis- 
bursed only in the following manner and 
order : 


(1) First to the payment or setting 
aside of Operating Expenditures of Per- 
manently Financed Projects as the pay- 
ment or setting aside of said Operating 
Expenditures may be required, and 


(2) Second, not later than sixty days 
after the end of each Fiscal Year the 
Local Authority shall deposit with the 
Fiscal Agent in the Debt Service Fund all 
Revenues remaining in the General Fund 
as of the end of such Fiscal Year and not 
required to be paid out or set aside pur- 
suant to the provisions of subparagraph 
(1) above. 


(C) All Accruing Annual Contributions 
authorized by the Annual Contributions 
Contract to be pledged to the payment of 
the Bonds Issued Hereunder, as provided 
by the Annual Contributions Contract, 
shall be paid directly to the Fiscal Agent 
for the account of the Local Authority and 
deposited by the Fiscal Agent in the Debt 
Service Fund. The Fiscal Agent, upon 
receiving any checks for payments on ac- 
count of Accruing Annual Contributions 
shall endorse the same in the name and on 
behalf of the Local Authority and cause 
the same to be presented for collection in 
due course and deposit the proceeds there- 
of in the Debt Service Fund, and is hereby 
authorized and empowered so to do. Any 
Aceruing Annual Contributions which may 
be received by the Local Authority shall 
be paid over to the Fiscal Agent as re- 
ceived, and the Local Authority hereby 
covenants and agrees so to do. 


(D) From the monies in the Debt Service 
Fund the Fiscal Agent shall at all times 
provide first for the payment of the princi- 
pal of and interest on the Bonds as the 
same mature or become due and payable. 


On the first day of March, 1970, and on 
each anniversary thereof the Fiscal Agent 
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shall apply, disburse or set aside therein 
the monies in the Debt Service Fund in the 
following manner and order: 


(1) First, to the payment or provision 
for payment of all Bonds and interest there- 
on which have then become due and pay- 
able or will become due and payable on 
or before the next succeeding anniversary 
of the Bond Date; 


(2) Second, to the reimbursement of the 
Local Authority for any advance (not 
theretofore reimbursed) made pursuant to 
subsection (D) of Sec. 414 of the Annual 
Contributions Contract on account of in- 
terest on Bonds bearing a date not later 
than seventeen months and fourteen days 
prior to the last preceding Annual Con- 
tributions Date ; 


(3) Third, to provision for and setting 
aside of the Bond Service Carry-Over on 
all issues of Bonds bearing a date not later 
than seventeen months and fourteen days 
prior to the last preceding Annual Contri- 
bution Date; 


(4) Any balance of monies remaing in 
the Debt Service Fund, after providing for 
the requirements of subparagraphs num- 
bered (1) to (8), inclusive, of this sub- 
section (D), shall, unless other provision 
therefor is made in or pursuant to the 
Annual Contributions Contract, be with- 
drawn from the Debt Service Fund and 
deposited in the Advance Amortization 
Fund, or otherwise disposed of as directed 
by the Local Authority with the approval 
of the Government. 


If the Government shall have elected to 
pay the Accruing Annual Contribution in 
semiannual installments, the Fiscal Agent, 
in making provision for the payment of the 
Bonds and interest thereon which will be- 
come due and payable on or before the 
next succeeding anniversary of the Bond 
Date and for the aggregate Bond Service 
Carry-Over as required by subparagraph 
(3) of this subsection (D), shall consider 
the second installment of the Accruing An- 
nual Contribution as if it has actually been 
paid and received on the last preceding 
Annual Contribution Date. 


(E) The Local Authority may use the 
funds required to be deposited in the Ad- 
vance Amortization Fund pursuant to sub- 
section (A) of Section 417 of the Annual 
Contributions Contract for any of the pur- 
poses specified in subsections (B) and (C) 
of Section 417 of the Annual Contributions 
Contract, or, with the approval of the 
Government, for any other purpose: Pro- 
vided, That if on any interest payment date 
or date of maturity of the Bonds there shall 
be a deficiency in the funds available in the 
Debt Service Fund for the payment of the 
interest upon or the principal of the Bonds 
due upon such date, the Fiscal Agent shall 
transfer monies in the Advance Amortiza- 
tion Fund to the Debt Service Fund in an 
amount or amounts sufficient to make up 
the deficiency or deficiencies in the Debt 
Service Fund and any such transfer shall 
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be made by the Fiscal Agent prior to the 
application of the monies in said Advance 
Amortization Fund to any other purposes ; 
and, Provided further, That all monies 
transferred to the Advance Amortization 
Fund pursuant to the provisions of sub- 
section (D) of Section 405 of the Annual 
Contributions Contract shall be used or 
applied solely to the retirement of obliga- 
tions of the City issued with respect to 
the Project in the manner provided by 
subsection (B) of Sec. 417 of the Annual 
Contributions Contract. 


(F) In the event there has been a de- 
ficiency in the amount set aside or deposited 
by the Local Authority in the Debt Service 
Fund for any payment date or dates the 
deficiency shall be made up by subsequent 
payments into the Debt Service Fund in 
addition to the payment which would other- 
wise be required to be made into the Debt 
Service Fund. Such deficiency payments 
shall be made from the first available mon- 
ies applicable for such purpose. 


Sec. 8. Issuance of Additional Obliga- 
tions 


Any other provision of this Ordinance 
to the contrary notwithstanding, the City 
reserves the right to issue additional ob- 
ligations with respect to the Projects (as 
defined in the Annual Contributions Con- 
tract) payable pari passu with the Bonds 
Issued Hereunder out of the Accruing An- 
nual Contributions and Revenues under 
the conditions and in the manner herein- 
after in this Section 8 provided. No such 
additional pari passu obligations shall be 
issued by the City, however, unless the 
Annual Contributions Contract, as the 
same exists at the time of issuance of such 
additional pari passu obligations, obligates 
the Government to pay a Fixed Annual 
Contribution in such amount that the Ac- 
eruing Annual Contribution payable in 
each year shall be at least equal to an 
amount which, together with the Bond Ser- 
vice Carry-Over on all issues of Bonds 
then outstanding in connection with Per- 
manently Financed Projects and such in- 
come or other funds as are actually avail- 
able from such Permanently Financed 
Projects for the purpose at the time such 
Aeccruing Annual Contribution is payable, 
will suffice for the payment of all install- 
ments, falling due within the next succeed- 
ing twelve months, of principal of and 
interest on all Bonds and other obligations 
of the City for which such Accruing An- 
nual Contribution may be pledged as secur- 
ity and the additional pari passu obliga- 
tions proposed to be issued, and unless the 
Annual Contributions Contract, as the same 
exists at the time of issuance of such addi- 
tional pari passu obligations, requires the 
pledge of, and the ordinance authorizing 
the issuance of such additional pari passu 
obligations pledges, the revenues and in- 
come of the project or projects financed 
with the proceeds of said additional pari 
passu obligations to the payment of Bonds 
and interest thereon and to the payment 
of such additional pari passu obligations 
and interest thereon in the same manner 
and form as the Revenues are pledged to 
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the payment of the Bonds issued pursuant 
to this Ordinance. 


For the purposes of this Section 8, the 
phrase “Bonds issued pursuant to this 
Ordinance” shall be deemed to include the 
Bonds Issued Hereunder, and also any addi- 
tional Bonds theretofore issued under the 
conditions and limitations and in the man- 
ner provided in this Section 8. 


The term “additional pari passu obliga- 
tions” as used in this Section 8 shall be 
deemed to mean additional obligations 
evidenced by Bonds issued under the provi- 
sions and within the limitations of this 
Section 8 payable from the Acecruing An- 
nual Contributions and Revenues of the 
Permanently Financed Projects pari passu 
with the Bonds issued pursuant to this 
Ordinance. Such Bonds shall be deemed to 
have been issued pursuant to this Ordi- 
nanee, and all of the covenants and other 
provisions of this Ordinance (except as to 
the details of such Bonds evidencing such 
additional obligations inconsistent there- 
with), shall be for the equal benefit, pro- 
tection and security of the holders of any 
Bonds originally authorized and issued pur- 
suant to this Ordinance and the holders 
of any Bonds evidencing additional obliga- 
tions subsequently created within the limita- 
tions of and in compliance with this Sec. 
8. All of such Bonds, regardless of the 
time or times of their issuance, shall rank 
equally with respect to their lien on the 
Aceruing Annual Contributions and Re- 
venues and their sources and security for 
payment from said Accruing Annual Con- 
tributions and Revenues, without prefer- 
ence of any Bond, or coupon, over any 
other. 


No additional pari passu obligations, as 
in this Section 8 defined, shall be issued 
at any time, however, unless all of the 
payments into the Debt Service Fund pro- 
vided for in the Annual Contributions Con- 
tract and this Ordinance shall have then 
been made in full, and the Local Authority 
shall then have fully complied with all of 
the covenants, agreements and terms of 
the Annual Contributions Contract and 
this Ordinance. 


Sec. 9. Redemption of Bonds 


(A) The Bonds Issued Hereunder shall 
be redeemable, at the option of the City, as 
a whole, or in part in the inverse order 
of their numbers, and subject to conditions 
as follows: 


(1) The Bonds Issued Hereunder shall be 
redeemable on any interest payment date 
prior to maturity on and after fifteen years 
from the Bond Date at a redemption price 
of par and accrued interest to the date of 
redemption plus a premium of 4% of their 
par value if redeemed on or before twenty 
years from the Bond Date; or a premium 
of 3% of their par value if redeemed there- 
after, but on or before twenty-five years 
from the Bond Date; or a premium of 2% 
of their par value if redeemed thereafter, 
but on or before thirty years from the 
Bond Date; or a premium of 1% of their 
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par value if redeemed thereafter, but on 
or before thirty-five years from the Bond 
Date; and without premium if redeemed 
after thirty-five years from the Bond Date. 


(2) If the City shall elect to redeem all 
or any part of the Bonds Issued Hereunder, 
it shall give notice of its intention to re- 
deem such bonds on the date designated 
in such notice, specifying in case of a 
partial redemption, the numbers of such 
bonds to be redeemed and, in each case, 
stating that on said redemption date there 
will become due and payable upon each such 
bond so redeemed, at the principal office of 
the Fiscal Agent, or at the option of the 
holder, at the principal office of First Na- 
tional City Bank, in the City of New York, 
State of New York, the principal thereof 
and accrued interest thereon to the date 
of redemption, together with the redemp- 
tion premium specified in such bond, and 
that from and after such redemption date 
interest thereon will cease to accrue. Such 
notice shall be given by publication in a 
newspaper or financial journal published in 
the City of New York, State of New York, 
and in a newspaper published in the City 
of Detroit, State of Michigan, at least twice 
prior to the redemption date, the first of 
each such publications to be not less than 
thirty days, nor more than ninety days, 
prior to the redemption date. 


(3) In the event the City shall give notice 
of its intention to redeem any Bonds Issued 
Hereunder, the Local Authority shall, and 
it hereby covenants that it will, on or prior 
to the redemption date, deposit with the 
Fiscal Agent a sum of money sufficient 
to pay the redemption price of such bonds 
so called for redemption, or a sum, which 
together with any sums already held by 
the Fiscal Agent and available for such pur- 
pose, shall be sufficient therefor and upon 
the deposit of such sum with the Fiscal 
Agent, interest on such bonds so called 
for redemption shall cease to accrue from 
and after the redemption date, 


(B) In the case of Bonds Issued Here- 
under in registered form of denominations 
greater than $5,000, if less than all of the 
Bonds Issued Hereunder then outstanding 
are to be called for redemption, then for 
all purposes in connection with redemption, 
each $5,000 face value shall be treated as 
though it was a separte bond of the deno- 
mination of $5,000 bearing one of the 
numbers borne by such registered bond. 
If it is determined that one or more, but 
not all of the $5,000 units of face value 
represented by any Bond Issued Hereunder 
in registered form is to be called for re- 
demption, then upon notice of intention to 
redeem such $5,000 unit or units, the owner 
of such registered bond shall forthwith 
surrender such bond to the Fiscal Agent 
(1) for payment of the redemption price 
(including the redemption premium and 
interest to the date fixed for redemption) 
of the $5,00 unit or units of face value 
called for redemption and (2) exchange 
for a new bond or bonds of the aggregate 
principal amount of the unredeemed bal- 
ance of the principal amount of such 
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registered bond and such new bond or bonds 
shall be numbered corresponding to the 
numbers of the $5,000 units of face value 
not called for redemption. New bonds 
representing the unredeemed balance of 
the principal amount of such registered 
bond shall be issued to the registered owner 
thereof, without charge therefor. If the 
owner of any such Bond Issued Hereunder 
in registered form of a denomination great- 
er than $5,000 shall fail to present such 
bond to the Fiscal Agent for payment and 
exchange as aforesaid, such bond shall, 
nevertheless, become due and payable on 
the date fixed for redemption to the ex- 
tent of the $5,000 unit or units of face 
value called for redemption (and to that 
extent only) ; interest shall cease to accrue 
on the portion of the principal amount of 
such bond represented by such $5,000 unit 
or units of face value on and after the date 
fixed for redemption, and (funds sufficient 
for the payment of the redemption price 
having been deposited with the Fiscal 
Agent, and being available for the redemp- 
tion of said units on the date fixed for re- 
demption) such bond shall not be entitled 
to the benefit or security of this Ordinance 
to the extent of the portion of its principal 
amount (and accrued interest thereon to 
the date fixed for redemption) represented 
by such $5,000 unit or units of face value, 
nor shall new bonds be thereafter issued 
corresponding to said unit or units. 


Sec. 10. Funds Held in Trust by Fiscal 
Agent 


All monies deposited with the Fiscal 
Agent pursuant to the provisions of this 
Ordinance and pledged for the payment of 
the principal of and interest on the Bonds 
Issued Hereunder, including the proceeds of 
refunding bonds or other monies deposited 
with the Fiscal Agent for the purpose of 
paying the redemption price of Bonds Issued 
Hereunder called for redemption, or the 
principal of and interest on Bonds Issued 
Hereunder the maturity of which shall not 
then have arrived, shall be held by the 
Fiscal Agent in trust and applied for such 
purposes. All of such funds, if permitted 
by law, shall be secured at all times by the 
Fiscal Agency with obligations of a market 
value at least equal to the amount of such 
deposits as follows: (a) with direct obliga- 
tions of the United States of America, or 
(b) with obligations of a public housing 
agency (as defined in the United States 
Housing Act of 1987) as are secured by a 
pledge of annual contributions under an 
annual contributions contract between such 
agency and the Government if such con- 
tract shall contain the covenant by the 
Government which is authorized by subsec- 
tion (b) of Section 22 of the United States 
Housing Act of 1937, and if the maximum 
sum and the maximum period in such con- 
tract pursuant to said subsection 22. (b) 
shall not be less than the annual amount 
and the period for payment which are re- 
quisite to provide for the payment when 
due of all installments of principal and 
interest on such obligations ; or such funds, 
if permitted by law, shall be secured by 
the Fiscal Agency or Local Authority by 
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a surety bond or bonds of a responsible 
company or companies authorized under the 
laws of the State of Michigan to issue such 
surety bond or bonds. 


Sec, 11. Covenants of the Local Authority 


So long as any of the principal of or 
interest on any of the Bonds Issued Here- 
under shall be outstanding and unpaid, or 
until such bonds and the coupons apper- 
taining thereto shall be deemed to have 
been paid and discharged pursuant to the 
provisions of this Ordinance, the Local 
Authority covenants with the holders of 
any and all of such bonds and coupons as 
follows: 


(A) The Local Authority covenants and 
agrees that it will diligently proceed with 
the development of the Project and will 
prosecute the development of the same with 
all practicable dispatch, in an efficient and 
economical manner, at a reasonable cost, 
and in accordance with and in the manner 
required by the Annual Contributions Con- 
tract, and in conformity with all applicable 
laws, ordinances, rules and regulations of 
any governmental authorities having jur- 
isdiction in the premises. 


(B) The Local Authority covenants that 
the proceeds of the sale of the Bonds 
Issued Hereunder (exclusive of the amounts 
required to be otherwise disbursed pursuant 
to subsection (D) of Sec. 6) together with 
any other monies to be used in the develop- 
ment of the Project and the unexpended 
proceeds of any Advance Notes or Tempor- 
ary Notes, have been or will be deposited 
in and become a part of the General Fund 
established by the Annual Contributions 
Contract, and have been or shall be ex- 
pended only as provided in the Annual 
Contributions Contract for the payment of 
the Development Costs of the Project. The 
Local Authority further covenants that 
when ail Development Costs of the Project 
have been paid the Local Authority will 
withdraw any unexpended balance of the 
monies theretofore received for the purpose 
of the development of the Project (includ- 
ing, but not limited to, the proceeds of the 
sale of the Bonds Issued Hereunder) from 
the General Fund and deposit it with the 
Fiscal Agent in the Advance Amortization 
Fund for application solely to the retire- 
ment of obligations of the City issued with 
respect to the Project in the manner pro- 
vided by subsection (B) of Section 417 
of the Annual Contributions Contract. 


(C) The City covenants that it will not 
issue any other obligations, except upon 
the conditions and in the manner provided 
in Sec. 8 of this Ordinance, payable from 
the specific portion of the Accruing An- 
nual Contributions pledged to the payment 
of the Bonds Issued Hereunder or from 
the Revenues, or any part thereof, on a 
parity with the lien of the Bonds Issued 
Hereunder and coupons appertaining there- 
to. Any other obligations issued by the 
City in addition to the Bonds Issued Here- 
under, or additional obligations provided 
in Section 8 of this Ordinance, shal] be 
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junior and subordinate in all respects to 
the Bonds Issued Hereunder as to lien and 
source of security for payment from the 
specific portion of the Accruing Annual 
Contributions pledged to the payment of 
such bonds and the Revenues. 


(D) The City covenants and agrees that 
it will duly and punctually pay and cause 
to be paid the principal of every Bond 
Issued Hereunder and the interest thereon, 
on the dates and at the places and in the 
manner provided in such bonds and in the 
coupons appertaining thereto, according 
to the true intent and meaning thereof, and 
the Local Authority covenants and agrees 
that it will faithfully do and perform and 
at all times fully observe any and all 
eovenants, undertakings, stipulations and 
provisions contained herein or in any Bond 
Issued Hereunder. 


(E) The Local Authority covenants and 
agrees that it will from time to time pay 
and discharge, or cause to be paid and 
discharged, all payments in lieu of taxes, 
service charges, assessments and govern- 
mental charges which shall be lawfully 
imposed upon the Local Authority in con- 
nection with the use, operation or owner- 
ship of the Permanently Financed Projects 
or upon any part thereof, or upon the 
revenues and income thereof as well as all 
lawful claims for labor, materials and 
supplies which, if unpaid, might by law 
become a lien or charge thereon, or which 
may impair the security of the Bonds, all 
to the end that the priority and security 
of the Bonds shall be fully preserved; 
nothing in this Section contained, however, 
shall require the Local Authority to pay 
any such payment in lieu of taxes, assess- 
ments, service charges or claims which 
might be used as the basis of a mechanie’s, 
laborer’s or other lien or charge so long as 
the Local Authority in good faith shall 
contest the validity thereof. 


(F) The Local Authority covenants that 
it will not transfer, convey, assign, lease, 
mortgage, pledge, or otherwise encumber, 
or permit or suffer any transfer, convey- 
ance, assignment, leasing, mortgage, pledge 
or other encumbrance of the Permanently 
Financed Projects, any appurtenances there- 
to, any rent, revenues, income or receipts 
therefrom or in connection therewith, or 
any of the benefits or contributions granted 
to it by or pursuant to the Annual Con- 
tributions Contract, or any interest in any 
of the same, except in the manner and to 
the extent provided in this Ordinance or 
in Section 313 or Article V of the Annual 
Contributions Contract. 


{G) The Local Authority covenants that 
it will to the extent permitted by the laws 
of the State of Michigan in force at the 
adoption of this Ordinance and to such 
greater extent as may thereafter be per- 
mitted by said laws, establish, fix and 
collect rentals for dwellings in the Per- 
manently Financed Projects as such rates 
that the rentals charged for such dwellings 
will at all times be sufficient to produce 
Revenues which, together with the Accruing 
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Annual Contributions actually received by 
the Local Authority and all other available 
monies derived from or in connection with 
the Permanently Financed Projects from 
whatever source, will be sufficient (1) to 
provide for the payment, as the same be- 
come due, of the principal of and interest 
on the Bonds, (2) to meet Operating Ex- 
penditures as provided in Sec. 7 (B) (1) 
of this Ordinance, and (3) to discharge 
all other obligations upon the part of the 
Local Authority arising under this Ordi- 
nance or under the Annual Contributions 
Contract. 


(H) The Local Authority covenants that 
it will maintain and operate the Perma- 
mently Financed Projects in strict com- 
pliance with the terms of the Annual Con- 
tributions Contract. 


(I) The Cooperation Agreement, being, 
pursuant to the laws of the State of Michi- 
gan, the Resolution of Cooperation adopted 
by the Council of the City on November 
15, 1965 as amended, and each and every 
one of the covenants therein and all of the 
rights, privileges and benefits of the Local 
Authority under said Agreement, is and 
shall be deemed to be an agreement made 
for, and is hereby assigned to and pledged 
for, the protection and benefit of the 
holders from time to time of the Bonds 
Issued Hereunder and the coupons apper- 
taining thereto, and the Local Authority 
covenants that it will not adopt any reso- 
lution, ordinance or order or otherwise 
make any agreement amending or modify- 
ing the provisions thereof to the detriment 
of said Bondholders. Notwithstanding the 
foregoing provisions of this subsection (I), 
the Local Authority reserves the right, 
with the approval of the Government, to 
amend or modify the Cooperation Agree- 
ment in any or all respects so long as the 
City shall not be in default with respect to 
the payment of the principal of and in- 
terest on the Bonds; Provided, That all 
such amendments or modifications of the 
Cooperation Agreement shall contain a 
provision to the effect that it shall remain 
effective only so long as the City shall not 
be in default in the payment of the prin- 
cipal of and interest on the Bonds. 


(J) The City covenants that it will not 
refund any of the Bonds Issued Hereunder 
unless all of such bonds are simultaneously 
refunded, and will not directly or indirectly 
extend or assent to the extension of the 
maturity of any of such bonds or the time 
of payment of any of the coupons or claims 
for interest appertaining thereto by the 
purchase or funding of such bonds, coupons 
or claims for interest or by any other ar- 
rangement. 


(K) The Local Authority covenants: (1) 
That all of the insurable property and 
equipment from time to time constituting 
each Permanently Financed Project shal] 
be insured by fire and extended coverage 
insurance, and be insured against such ad- 
ditional risk with respect to which insur- 
ance is commonly carried on similar prop- 
erty and equipment in the locality of each 
such Permanently Financed Project; (2) 
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That such insurance shall be in amounts 
sufficient to prevent the Local Authority 
from becoming a co-insurer and, in any 
event, in amounts not less than eighty per- 
eent of the current insurable value of such 
property or equipment; (3) That all such 
insurance shall be obtained from financially 
sound and responsible insurance com- 
panies; and (4) That if any Permanently 
Financed Project shall be damaged or de- 
stroyed the Local Authority shall promptly 
establish and collect all insurance claims 
and if twenty-five percent or more in num- 
ber of the dwellings in such Permanently 
Financed Project as constituted at the Date 
of Full Availability (as defined in the An- 
nual Contributions Contract) thereof shall 
be destroyed or damaged so as to render 
the same untenantable, the Local Authority 
shall reconstruct, restore, and repair such 
Permanently Financed Project to the full- 
est extent possible with the proceeds of 
such insurance claims: Provided, That if 
any lesser number of dwellings shall be 
so destroyed or damaged and the Local 
Authority does not use the proceeds of such 
insurance claims to reconstruct, restore and 
repair such Permanently Financed Project 
the Local Authority shall deposit such pro- 
ceeds with the Fiscal Agent in the Advance 
Amortization Fund for application solely 
to the retirement of obligations of the 
Local Authority issued with respect to the 
Permanently Financed Projects in the 
manner provided by subsection (B) of Sec. 
417 of the Annual Contributions Contract. 


Sec. 12. Remedies of the Holders of the 
Bonds 

(a) Except as expressly limited by this 
Sec, 12, the holders of the Bonds Issued 
Hereunder and the coupons appertaining 
thereto shall have and possess all the 
tights, rights of action and remedies afford- 
ed by the common law, and the Constitu- 
tion and statutes of the State of Michigan 
and of the United States of America, for 
the enforcement of payment of such bonds 
and coupons, and of the pledge of the Ac- 
eruing Annual Contributions and Revenues 
made hereunder, and of the covenants of 
the Local Authority hereunder. 


(B) Without limiting any right of action 
Possessed by the holders of the Bonds Is- 
sued Hereunder under the common law, or 
the Constitution and statutes of the State 
of Michigan, the holders of such bonds or 
coupons appertaining thereto shall be en- 
titled to the following remedies: 


(1) The holder of any Bond or Bonds Is- 
sued Hereunder or coupons appertaining 
thereto may, whether or not default in the 
payment of any installment of the prin- 
cipal of or interest on any of such bonds 
shall have occurred, by suit, action, man- 
damus or other proceedings at law or in 
equity ; 


(a) compel the Local Authority and its 
commissioners, members, officers, agents 
or employees to perform each and every 
term, provision and covenant contained in 
the Ordinance ; 
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(b) compel the Local Authority and its 
commissioners, members, officers, agents or 
employees to perform each and every term, 
provision and covenant contained in the 
Annual Contributions Contract, default in 
the observance of which will or may affect 
the security for the Bonds Issued Here- 
under or the rights of Bondholders under 
the Annual Contributions Contract ; 


(c) compel the Local Authority and its 
commissioners, members, officers, agents or 
employees to fulfill all duties imposed upon 
the Local Authority or upon such com- 
missioners, members, officers, agents and 
employees by law; 


(d) enjoin any acts or things which are 
unlawful or in violation of any of the 
rights of the holders of the Bonds Issued 
Hereunder, 


(2) The holder or holders of not less than 
twenty per centum (20%) of the principal 
amount of the Bonds issued pursuant to the 
Annual Contributions Contract in connec- 
tion with the Permanently Financed Proj- 
ects and at any time outstanding may, 
upon default of the Local Authority in 
the payment of any installment of the prin- 
cipal of or intreest on any of such Bonds 
when the same shall become due (whether 
at the maturity thereof or by call for re- 
demption or otherwise), which default shall 
continue for a period of sixty days, by 
proper suit, action or proceeding in any 
court of competent jurisdiction, require the 
Local Authority and its commissioners, 
members, officers, agents or employees to 
account as if the Local Authority and such 
commissioners, members, officers, agents, 
and employees were trustees of an express 
trust. 


(C) Nothing in this Sec. 12 shall be con- 
strued to bestow upon the holders of the 
Bonds Issued Hereunder or coupons apper- 
taining thereto any right or right of action 
or proceeding by which the Local Author- 
ity might be deprived of title to or posses- 
sion of the Permanently Financed Proj- 
ects; the original holder and each succes- 
sive holder of any of the Bonds Issued 
Hereunder or coupons appertaining hereto 
shall be conclusively deemed to have agreed 
and consented to. the relinquishment of all 
such rights or rights of action or proceed- 
ing; and the provisions, terms and condi- 
tions hereof shall constitute limitations 
made by contract on all such rights, rights 
of action or remedies. 


(D) Nothing in this Sec. 12 shall be con- 
strued to deprive the Government of any 
rights or remedies to which it shall be en- 
titled under the provisions of the Annual 
Contributions Contract, including, but not 
limited to, the exclusive right to take title 
to or possession of the Permanently Fi- 
nanced Projects in accordance with the 
terms, provisions and conditions of the 
Annual Contributions Contract, 


(E) Nothing in this Sec, 12 shall affect 
or impair the obligation of the City, which 
is absolute and unconditional, to pay, solely 
from the sources described in Sec. 7 of this 
Ordinance, the principal of and interest 
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on each of the Bonds Issued Hereunder to 
the respective holders thereof at the time 
and place in such bonds and appurtenant 
coupons provided, or the right of any Bond- 
holder or of the holder of any appurtenant 
coupon to enforce the payment thereof 
from such sources at such time and place, 


Sec. 13. Fiscal Agent 


(A) American Bank and Trust Company, 
Lansing, Michigan, is hereby appointed and 
designated as the Fiscal Agent. Said Fiscal 
Agent, and each successor Fiscal Agent 
appointed hereunder, shall signify its ac- 
ceptance of the power, duties and obliga- 
tions conferred and imposed upon it by 
this Ordinance and the Annual Contribu- 
tions Contract by executing and delivering 
to the Local Authority a written acceptance 
thereof. 


(B) The recitals of fact herein and in 
the Bonds Issued Hereunder and in the 
Annual Contributions Contract contained 
shall be taken as the statements of the 
Local Authority or the Government or both 
as the case may be, and the Fiscal Agent 
assumes no responsibility for the correct- 
ness of the same. The Fiscal Agent makes 
no representations as to the validity or 
sufficiency of this Ordinance or of the 
Bonds Issued Hereunder or coupons apper- 
taining thereto or in respect of the Annual 
Contributions Contract or of the security 
afforded by this Ordinance, nor shall the 
Fiscal Agent be under any responsibility 
or duty with respect to the issuance of such 
bonds for value or the application of the 
proceeds thereof, except to the extent that 
such proceeds are paid to the Fiscal Agent. 
The Fiscal Agent shall be under no obli- 
gation or duty to perform any act which 
would involve it in expense or liability or 
to institute or defend any suit in respect 
to this Ordinance or of the Annual Con- 
tributions Contract or of the Bonds Issued 
Hereunder or coupons appertaining thereto, 
or to advance any of its own monies un- 
less properly indemnified to its satisfaction. 
The Fiscal Agent shall not be liable in con- 
nection with the performance of its duties 
hereunder except for its own negligence or 
default. 


{C) The Fiscal Agent shall be protected 
in acting upon any notice, resolution, ordi- 
nance, request, consent, order, certificate, 
statement, opinion, bond, coupon, or other 
paper or document believed by it to be 
genuine, and to have been signed by the 
proper party or parties. 


(D) The Fiscal Agent may become the 
owner of Bonds Issued Hereunder and cou- 
pons appertaining thereto, with the same 
rights which it would have if it were not 
the Fiscal Agent. The Fiscal Agent may 
act as depositary for, and permit any of 
its officers or directors to act as a member 
of, or in any other capacity with respect 
to, any committee formed to protect the 
rights of holders of Bonds Issued Here- 
under or to effect or aid in any reorganiza- 
tion, refinancing or other transaction grow- 
ing out of the enforcement of such bonds 
or this Ordinance, whether or not any such 
committee shal] represent the holders of a 
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majority in principal amount of such 
bonds. 


(E) The Fiscal Agent may at any time 
resign and be discharged of its duties and 
obligations hereunder by giving to the 
Local Authority and to the Government 
written notice of such resignation specify- 
ing a date (not less than sixty days after 
such notice) when such resignation shall 
take effect, and by publication of a copy 
of such notice at least twice prior to such 
date, with an interval of not less than 
seven days between publications, in a news- 
paper or financial journal published in the 
City of New York, New York, the first of 
such publications to be not less than thirty 
days prior to such date. Such resignation 
shall take effect upon the date specified in 
such notice unless previously a successor 
shall have been appointed as hereinafter 
provided, in which event such resignation 
shall take effect immediately on the ap- 
pointment and qualification of such suc- 
cessor, 


(F) The Fiscal Agent may be removed at 
any time by an instrument or concurrent 
instruments in writing, filed with the Fis- 
cal Agent, and signed by the holders of not 
less than fifty-one per centum of the prin- 
cipal amount of the Bonds issued pursuent 
to the Annual Contributions Contract in 
connection with the permanently Financed 
Projects and at such time outstanding, or 
by ordinance or resolution of the Local 
Authority duly adopted, provided, that in 
either such case the Government shall be 
promptly notified thereof. 


(G) In case at any time (1) the Fiscal 
Agent shall resign or be removed or be- 
come incapable of acting or be adjudged 
a bankrupt or insolvent, or (2) a receiver, 
liquidator or conservator of the Fiscal 
Agent or of its property shall be appointed, 
or (8) any public officer shall take charge 
or control of the Fiscal Agent or of its 
property or affairs, a successor as such 
Fiscal Agent shall promptly be appointed 
by ordinance or resolution of the Local 
Authority duly adopted. The Local Author- 
ity shall immediately give written notice of 
such appointment to the predecessor Fiscal 
Agent and to the Government, and shall 
promptly publish notice thereof at least 
twice, with an interval of not less than 
seven days between publications, in a 
newspaper or financial journal published 
in the City of New York, New York, 


(H) If in a proper case no appointment 
of a successor Fiscal Agent shall be made 
pursuant to paragraph (G) of this Sec. 13 
either (1) within forty-five days after the 
Fiscal Agent shall have given to the Local 
Authority written notice of its resignation 
or (2) promptly after a vacancy in the 
office of the Fiscal Agent shall have oc- 
eurred by reason of its removal or inability 
to act, the Fiscal Agent or the Government 
or the holder of any Bond issued pursuant 
to the Annual Contributions Contract in 
connection with the Permanently Financed 
Projects may apply to any court of compe- 
tent jurisdiction to appoint a successor 
Fisea] Agent, Said court may thereupon, 
after such notice, if any, as such court may 
prescribe, appoint a successor Fiscal Agent. 
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(I) Any successor Fiscal Agent appoint- 
ed hereunder shall execute, acknowledge 
and deliver to its predecessor Fiscal Agent, 
the Local Authority and the Government a 
written acceptance of such appointment, 
and thereupon such successor Fiscal Agent 
without any further act, deed or convey- 
ance, shall become fully vested with all 
monies, estates, properties, rights, powers, 
duties and obligations of its predecessor 
hereunder with like effect as if originally 
named as Fiscal Agent herein; but said 
predecessor shall nevertheless pay over, 
transfer, assign and deliver all monies, 
securities or other property held by it to 
the successor Fiscal Agent, and on the 
written request of the Local Authority, or 
the successor Fiscal Agent, execute, ack- 
nowledge and deliver such instruments of 
conveyance and further assurance and do 
such other things as may reasonably be re- 
quired for more fully and certainly vesting 
and confirming in such successor Fiscal 
Agent all the right, title and interest of 
the Fiscal Agent in and to any property 
held by it hereunder. 


(J) Any bank into which the Fiscal 
Agent may be merged or with which it 
may be consolidated or any bank resulting 
from any merger or consolidation to which 
it shall be a party or any bank to which 
the Fiscal Agent may sell or transfer all 
or substantially all of its corporate trust 
business shall, if the Local Authority so 
approves, be the successor Fiscal Agent, 
without the execution or filing of any 
paper or the performance of any further 
act, anything herein to the contrary not- 
withstanding. 


Sec. 14, General Provisions 


(A) When all the Bonds Issued Here- 
under and coupons appertaining thereto 
shall have been paid and discharged then 
this Ordinance and the pledges and all 
other rights granted hereby shall cease, 
determine and become void. 


(B) The Bonds Issued Hereunder and 
coupons appertaining thereto shall be 
deemed to have been paid and discharged 
within the meaning of this Sec. 14 if the 
Fiscal Agent shall hold in trust for and 
irrevocably appropriated thereto, sufficient 
monies for the payment, at their maturity 
or redemption date, of the principal there- 
of, together with the redemption premium, 
if any, and interest accrued to the date of 
maturity or redemption, as the case may 
be, or if default in such payment shall have 
occurred on such date then to the date of 
the tender of such payment: Provided, That 
if any such bonds are to be redeemed prior 
to the maturity thereof, the City shall have 
duly elected to redeem such bonds and 
notice of such redemption shall have heen 
duly given or provision satisfactory to the 
Fiscal Agent shall have been made for the 
giving of such notice: Provided further, 
That if the maturity or redemption date 
of any such bonds shall not then have ar- 
rived, provision shall have been made by 
the City for the payment to the holders of 
any such bonds and coupons, upon sur- 
render thereof, whether or not prior to the 
maturity or redemption date thereof, of 
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the full amount to which they would be en- 
titled by way of principal, redemption pre- 
mium and interest to the date of such 
maturity or redemption, and provision shall 
have been made by the City, satisfactory to 
the Fiscal Agent, for the publication at 
least twice, with an interval of not less 
than seven days between publications, in 
a@ newspaper or financial journal published 
in the City of New York, New York, and 
in a newspaper published in the City of 
Detroit, State of Michigan, of a notice to 
the holders of such bonds and coupons that 
such monies are so available for such pay- 
ment: Provided, however, That, when all 
Bonds, and interest claims appertaining 
thereto, have been paid and discharged in 
the manner provided in respect to the 
Bonds Issued Hereunder and if at such 
time the Government is the holder of all 
outstanding Permanent Notes, the Fiscal 
Agent shall promptly pay to the Govern- 
ment any and all balances (in excess of 
any amounts appropriated to the payment 
and discharge of Bonds, and interest claims 
appertaining thereto) in the Debt Service 
Fund and Advance Amortization Fund for 
application to the payment of interest and 
principal of Permanent Notes. 


(C) Any monies which at any time shall 
be deposited by or on behalf of the Local 
Authority with the Fiscal Agent for the 
purpose of paying and discharging any of 
the Bonds Issued Hereunder or coupons ap- 
pertaining thereto shall be and are hereby 
assigned, transferred and set over to the 
Fiseal Agent in trust for the respective 
holders of such bonds or coupons for the 
purpose of paying and discharging which 
such monies shall have been deposited and 
shall be and are hereby irrevocably appro- 
priated to such payment and discharge: 
Provided, That nothing in this subsection 
(C) shall affect the obligation or power of 
the Fiscal Agent to transfer monies from 
the Debt Service Fund in accordance with 
the provisions of subparagraph (4) of sub- 
section (D) of Sec. 7 of this Ordinance. 


(D) Anything in this Ordinance to the 
contrary notwithstanding, any monies held 
by the Fiscal Agent in trust for the pay- 
ment and discharge of any Bonds Issued 
Hereunder or coupons appertaining thereto 
and which remain unclaimed after the date 
when such bond or coupon has become due 
and payable, either at its stated maturity 
date or by call for earlier redemption, if 
such monies were held by the Fiscal Agent 
at such date, or which remain unclaimed 
after the date of deposit of such monies if 
deposited with the Fiscal Agent after the 
said date when such bond or coupon be- 
comes due and payable, for a period of time 
equal to the period of the applicable statute 
of limitation within which the holders of 
said bonds or coupons may institute an ac- 
tion or proceeding to recover thereon after 
such date or date of deposit, shall be free 
from such trust and shall promptly there- 
after be transferred by the Fiscal Agent to 
the Advance Amortization Fund or other- 
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wise disposed of by the Local Authority 
with the approval of the Government. 


(E) All Bonds Issued Hereunder and 
coupons appertaining thereto which are 
purchased by or for the account of the 
Local Authority, or which are redeemed, 
or which are surrendered upon payment, 
shall be cancelled by the Fiscal Agent or 
paying agent upon purchase, redemption or 
surrender upon payment thereof, and sub- 
sequently cremated by the Fiscal Agent. 
The Fiscal Agent shall periodically fur- 
nish the City with an appropriate certifi- 
eation as to such cremation and shall also 
furnish to the Government an original or 
certified copy of each such certificate. 


(F) No personal liability or account- 
ability shall attach to any member, commis~ 
sioner, officer, agent or employee of the 
City or the Housing Commission or to any 
person executing the Bonds Issued Here- 
under by reason of the execution or issu- 
ance thereof. 


(G) If any one or more covenants, agree- 
ments or provisions of this Ordinance shall 
be contrary to law, then such covenants, 
agreements or provisions shall be null and 
void, and shall be deemed separable from 
the remaining covenants, agreements and 
provisions and shall in no way affect the 
validity of this Ordinance or of the Bonds 
Issued Hereunder. 


Sec. 15. Effective Date 

This Ordinance is hereby declared to be 
an emergency ordinance necessary for the 
immediate preservation of the peace, health, 
property and safety of the City, and this 
Ordinance shall take effect immediately 
upon its adoption.

The position that this property is no 
longer suitable for residential use is very 
doubtful and unsupported. The existing 
home is set back nearly 100 feet down both 
roads, therefore the old cliche which claims 
that development of a service station will 
open up an intersection is invalid. The real 
crux of the problem is that rezoning would 
provide a great financial reward to the 
present property owner and is not related 
to the suitability of the site as a continued 
place of residence. 


This argument is akin to the highest and 
pest use concept in real estate. Obviously 
if this philosophy were to prevail no order- 
ly urban form could ever evolve onr could 
the communities physical plant be designed 
for such an unstable condition. 


With the eventual extension of Holmes 
Road West this intersection will be highly 
congested. The introduction of still an- 
other station will make a substantial con- 
tribution to the congestion. Various stud- 
ies made in Michigan and Ohio found that 
88% of all traffic entering a station cross 
opposing traffic lanes to do so. 


Given the above consideration the Board 
is satisfied that this petition should be 
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denied and we so recommend this action to 
the Council.

This request if granted would be contrary 
to the land use guidelines set forth in the 
Central City Development Plan which des- 
ignates this area for offices and services. 


The block immediately East as well as 
the block bounded by Pine, Hillsdale, St. 
Joseph and Sycamore were designated for 
expressway services such as service sta- 
tions, restaurants and motor hotels. 


Any change in the guidelines of the Cen- 
tral City Plan should be carefully justified. 
It should not be sufficient to merely show 
that a change in the plan will enable a 
property owner to gain a greater profit or 
that traffic flow will be great enough to 
economically sustain a business. Rather, 
any change must be justified on the basis 
that a needed service will be provided. 


The key word here is “needed.” Is there 
a substantial need at this location for an 
additional station? A need which cannot 
be fulfilled within the guidelines of the 
Central City Plan? 


To answer this question we must look at 
the existing situation with regard to ser- 
vice stations. 


There are at present two stations within 
two blocks of this site. If we expand the 
radius to reach Logan Street and/or Penn- 
sylvania, we find five more stations. (All 
within 3-4 minutes travel time). On this 
basis the need for an additional station is 
at best questionable. 


Alse to be considered is the aesthetics of 
our gateways to the Central Business Dis- 
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trict. This station will occupy a very 
porminent position on the path of the Cen- 
tral Business Distriet bound traveler. We 
find it difficult to imagine a service station 
which will present a pleasing vista to the 
motorist. To be fair we must point out 
some attempts to present a more attractive 
image are being made by the oil industry. 


Fo rexample, the site plan submitted as 
a part of this application suggests that a 
station with service bay entries form the 
rear will be constructed on this site. While 
the architectural style is an important ele- 
ment in the landscape, the pennants, 
streamers, stacks of oil cans, piles of old 
tires and the little signs affixed to the light 
poles and scattered along the curb lines 
destroy any gains made by architectural 
treatment of the structure. 


Given the above consideration the Board 
was not convinced that we should not fol- 
low the Central City Plan and we recom- 
mend that this petition be denied.

The continuity in community design 
makes it imperative that the subject prop- 
erty be integrated in the design and char- 
acter of the abutting projects. 


This could be thwarted by a zoning 
classification which permits conventional 
development and will increase the density 
pattern permitted in the abutting projects. 


The result of which should be to create 
a building mass out of character with the 
open space and townhouse characteristic of 
the abutting plans. 


Proposed Edgewood Boulevard which con- 
nects Pleasant Grove and consequently the 
entire western portion of the City, South 
of Mt. Hope, to S. Cedar Street at its in- 
terchange with I-96 bisects the subject 
property. The City’s bargaining position 
is considerably weakened in the event of 
rezoning in advance of platting. 


There does not appear to be any reason 
why this property could not be developed 
in a manner similar to the abutting proj- 
ects, this could only be assured under the 
Community Unit Plan method. 


The Planning Board therefore urges the 
Council to deny the petition as filed and 
to advise the petitioner to proceed with a 
Community Unit Plan which considers the 
following criteria:

Indiscriminate spot zoning of residential 
property generally creates parking and in- 
compatible land use relationships; stimu- 
lating further requests for marginal de- 
velopment, declining values in adjacent res- 
idential properties and weakens the market 
potential of logical and desirable office 
areas. 


The Board believes that by taking the

This would be in keeping with the zoning 
approach requiring setbacks in all zoning 
categories particularly along major roads. 


No one objected to the approval of this 
petition at the Board’s Public Hearing.

Honorable Members: 


The Pedestrian Ovepass Committee met 
Monday morning, March 24, to review the 
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tentative location layouts prepared by the 
Department of Public Service. Some 
ehanges were proposed and approved as to 
which side of the street the overpass should 
be erected on; changing the location of 
the proposed overpass crossing Mt. Hope 
at Beal to crossing Mt. Hope at Rundle; 
recommending that two proposed over- 
passes be stricken from the original list, 
one crossing Oakland at Logan and the 
other crossing Oakland at Grand River, as 
not being necessary; and recommending 
two new locations, one crossing Logan at 
Woodbine and the other crossing Pleasant 
Grove at Pleasant View School. 


In reviewing the tentative locations it 
was also decided to review the priority list. 
The Committee was in agreement that a 
three year construction program was the 
most realistic program to set up keeping 
in mind the need to acquire right-of-way 
for some locations, the time needed to pre- 
pare plans and specifications for bids, and 
other details connected with the financing 
and construction of these proposed over- 
passes, Further, if an accelerated time 
table, say two years, could not be met then 
the City should be severly criticized. The 
Committee can foresee possible changes in 
the school system boundaries in the next 
few years which might require additional 
changes to be made during the three year 
period,

is blighted as evidenced by the presence of 
physical and environmental factors and 
deficiencies : 


a. The City of Lansing, through its Re- 
development and Building Departments, 
caused physical inspections to be made of 
each structure within the proposed project 
area. Said physical inspection showed 58 
of 80 structures to be deficient; examples 
of deficiencies that were noted were: 


Major cracks in foundations. 


Rotted, sagging, bowed or out of plumb 
structure members. 


Inadequate original construction under- 
sized and overspaced building members. 


The following criteria was used in class- 
ifying buildings with deficiencies in the 
area: 


Major building components were exam- 
ined to determine their respective condi- 
tion and quality. Any building compo- 
nent which exhibited deterioration re- 
quiring repair over and above normal 
repairs was considered as a deficient 
building component. One or more defi- 
cient building component(s) constitutes 
a structure with deficiencies, 


Major building components are: 
Roof structure and covering. 
Wall structure and covering. 
Foundation, 


Ceiling and floor covering. 


b. Also the said physical inspection 
showed 47 of the 58 structures to be sub- 
standard. The following criteria was used 
to establish substandardness within the 
area: 


(1) TWO major structural components 
with serious deficiencies or failures. 


(2) ONE major structural and ONE 
mechanical component with serious 
failures or deficiencies. 


(8) ONE major structural and TWO 
minor structural components with 
serious deficiencies or failures. 
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A major structural defect is deterioration 
or weakening in a major structural element 
of the building. Major structural elements 
are the foundation, roof, walls, floors, and 
ceilings. 


Examples of major structural defects 
within the area are: 


Roofs—sags and shows evidence of ex- 
cessive truss deflection; worn, rotted or 
missing material over a large area of 
the roof ; 


Walls—EXTERIOR—cracked, bowed or 
out of plumb; exhibiting excessive weak- 
ening and settlement; holes, worn, rot- 
ted and missing material over large 
areas, 


Foundations—cracked, sagging, bowed 
and out of plumb; holes, worn, rotted 
and missing material over a large area 
of the foundation walls; lack of proper 
foundations. 


A minor structural defect is major de- 
terioration or weakening in a minor struc- 
tural element, or minor deterioration or 
weakening in a major structural element 
of the building. Minor structural elements 
are windows and doors, porches and steps, 
chimney or flue. 


Examples of minor structural defects 
within the area are: 


Roofs—less critical sags or weakening of 
the roof structures; holes, worn, rotted 
and missing material over small areas. 


Walls—EXTERIOR—less_ critical weak- 
ening of the wall structures; holes, 
cracks, worn, rotted and missing mate- 
rial of small areas. 


Windows and Doors—loose, worn, or 
rotted frames and sills; frames and sills 
out of plumb or separated from walls. 


Porches and Steps, Cornices, Eaves, Par- 
apet Walls—loose, worn, rotted or miss- 
ing members; porches and steps sagging, 
out of plumb and pulling away from the 
building; unsafe porches and steps re- 
quiring complete replacement. 


ce. Taxable values have been found to be 
on the decline within the project area. 


d. Vacancies of buildings were above 
normal and low average rentals persist. 


e. There exists a conglomerate and in- 
compatible mixture of land uses such as 
residential, industrial, and commercial. 


f. That parking and traffic circulation 
in the area are further day-to-day problems 
to the occupants and the community. 


g. Presently the area adjacent to the 
Grand River is non-passable with brush 
and debris and often substandard buildings 
and is a breeding place for rats and aes- 
thetically is an eyesore to the community. 
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8, The City Council further finds that 
the proposed Development Plan for said 
area will, through acquisition, demolition, 
clearance and resale to private and public 
developers, protect the health, safety, mor- 
als and general welfare of the municipali- 
ty; and preserve existing values of other 
property within or adjacent to such areas 
and shall preserve the taxable value of the 
property within such areas and will im- 
prove the character of the project area, 
the surrounding area and the entire com- 
munity by:

f. The establishment of a traffic circu- 
lation system that will relieve present con- 
gestion on existing streets and complement 
the land use patterns by providing for the 
efficient, convenient, and safe movement of 
vehicles and pedestrians. 


The Development Plan designates, among 
other things, the location and extent of 
streets, and other public facilities within 
the area, and designates the location, 
character, and extent of the categories of 
public and private land uses proposed for 
and within the area, such as recreational, 
business, schools, open spaces and others 
and includes a feasible method and plan 
for relocation of families who will be dis- 
placed from the area in decent, safe and 
sanitary dwelling accommodations and 
without undue hardship to such families. 
The plan further designates the location, 
extent, character and estimated cost of the 
improvements contemplated for the area, 
such as widening, opening, vacating or 
closing of streets, alleys, and walkways; 
location of water mains, sewers, and other 
public utilities; paving of streets; acjuisi- 
tion and construction of parks, green belts 
and other appropriate public improvements. 


The plan further includes estimates of 
the number of persons residing in the de- 
velopment area and the number of fami- 
lies and individuals to be displaced; a sur- 
vey of their income and racial composition ; 
a statistical description of the housing 
supply in the community, including the 
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number of private and public units in 
existence or under consideration, the an- 
nual rate of turnover of the various types 
of housing, and the range of rents and sale 
prices; an estimate of the total demand of 
housing in the community; and the esti- 
mated capacity of private and public hous- 
ing available to displace families and in- 
dividuals, 


4, The City Council further finds that 
the Redevelopment Department of the City 
of Lansing has compiled the prerequisite 
statistics and data relating to families and 
individuals within the project area; racial 
composition, age, income, present tenancy, 
and relocation preferences. Persons within 
the project area have been interviewed and 
a survey of available housing in the com- 
munity has been made. The Plan for Re- 
location of Families and Individuals in- 
cluded within the Development Plan ap- 
pears to be adequate for the relocation of 
the estimated six (6) families and fifteen 
(15) individuals within the proposed proj- 
ect area. Said plan further contains the 
data, statistics and estimates required by 
Act 344, Publie Acts of 1945, as amended.

is blighted as evidenced by the presence of 
physical and environmental factors and 
deficiencies : 


a, The City of Lansing, through its Re- 
development and Building Departments, 
eaused physical inspections to be made of 
each structure within the proposed project 
area, Said physical inspection showed 212 
of 328 structures to be deficient; examples 
of deficiencies that were noted were: 


Major cracks in foundations. 


Rotted, sagging, bowed or out of plumb 
structure members. 


Inadequate original construction under- 
sized and overspaced building members. 


The following criteria was used in classi- 
fying buildings with deficiencies in the 
area: 


Major building components were exam- 
ined to determine their respective condi- 
tion and quality. Any building compo- 
nent which exhibited deterioration re- 
quiring repair over and above normal re- 
pairs was considered as a deficient build- 
ing component. One or more deficient 
building component(s) constitutes a 
structure with deficiencies. 


Major building components are: 
Roof structure and covering. 


Wall structure and covering.

Ceiling and floor covering. 


b. Also the said physical inspection 
showed 118 of the 212 structures to be sub- 
standard. The following criteria was used 
to establish substandardness within the 
area: 


(1) TWO major structural components 
with serious deficiencies or failures. 


(2) ONE major structural and ONE me- 
chanical] component with serious fail- 
ures or deficiencies. 


(3) ONE major structural and TWO 
minor structural components with 
serious deficiencies or failures. 
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A major structural defect is deterioration 
or weakening in a major structural ele- 
ment of the building. Major structural ele- 
ments are the foundation, roof, walls, 
floors, and ceilings. 


Examples of major structural defects 
within the area are: 


Roofs—sags and shows evidence of ex- 
cessive truss deflection; worn, rotted or 
missing material over a large area of the 
roof ; 


Walls—EXTERIOR—cracked, bowed or 
out of plumb; exhibiting excessive weak- 
ening and settlement; holes, worn, rotted 
and missing material over large areas. 


Foundations—cracked, sagging, bowed 
and out of plumb; holes, worn, rotted 
and missing material over a large area 
of the foundation walls; lack of proper 
foundations. 


A minor structural defect is major de- 
terioration or weakening in a minor struc- 
tural element, or minor deterioration or 
weakening in a major structural element 
of the building. Minor structural elements 
are windows and doors, porches and steps, 
chimney or flue. 


Examples of minor structural defects 
within the area are: 


Roofs—less critical sags or weakening of 
the roof structures; holes, worn, rotted 
and missing materia] over small areas. 


Walls—EXTERIOR—less critical weak- 
ening of the wall structures; holes, 
cracks worn, rotted and missing material 
of smal] areas. 


Windows and Doors—loose, worn, or rot- 
ted frames and sills; frames and sills out 
of plumb or separated from walls. 


Porches and Steps, Cornices, Eaves, Par- 
apet Walls—loose, worn, rotted or miss- 
ing members ; porches and steps sagging, 
out of plumb and pulling away from the 
building; unsafe porches and steps re- 
quiring complete replacement. 


ce. There exists a conglomerate and in- 
compatible mixture of land uses such as 
residential, industrial, and commercial. 


d. That parking and treffic circulation 
in the area are further day-to-day problems 
to the occupants of the community. 


e. The City Council further finds that 
the proposed Development Plan for said 
area will, through rehabilitation, acquisi- 
tion, demolition, clearance and resale to 
private and public developers, protect the 
health, safety, morals and general welfare 
of the municipality; and preserve existing 
values of other property within or adjacent 
to such areas and shall preserve the taxable 
value of the property within such areas and 
will improve the character of the project 
area, the surrounding area and the entire 
community by:

Prior to Definite allotment of funds— 
$18,000,000 for a two year period for cities 
in Michigan over 50,000 population—Grand 
Rapids and Traverse City were selected 
as “pilot” study cities. Now, the program 
has been expanded and funded to provide 
funds for other cities that can qualify by 
showing a need to increase capacity and 
improve safety on existing City streets in 
the movement of traffic.

Whereas, all such low-rent housing proj- 
ects are for a public purpose and exempt 
from all real and personal property taxes 
under the Constitution and Statutes of the 
State of Michigan; and 


Whereas, the Municipality is desirous of 
assisting and cooperating in such under- 
takings and of complying with the pro- 
visions of Sections 10(a), 10(h), and 
15(7)(b) of the Act, as well as all other 
applicable provisions thereof ; 


Now Therefore, Be It Resolved, That: 


Section 1. Whenever used in this reso- 
lution, the following terms shall have the 
following meaning: 


(a) The term “Project” shall mean any 
low-rent housing hereafter developed 
as one operation by the Commission 
with financial assistance of the HAA 
and included within any Program Res- 
ervations issued to the Municipality, 
acting by and through the Commis- 
sion, by the HAA which in the aggre- 
gate may not exceed 300 units of low- 
rent housing. A project will generally 
be located on a single site but may be 
on scattered sites. 


(b) The term “Taxing Body” shall mean 
the State of any political subdivision 
or taxing unit thereof (including the 
Municipality) in which a Project is 
situated and which would have au- 
thority to assess or levy real or per- 
sonal property taxes or to certify such 
taxes to a taxing body or public officer 
to be levied for its use and benefit with 
respect to a Project if it were not 
exempt from taxation. 


(c) The term “Shelter Rent” shall mean 
the total of all charges to all tenants 
of a Project for dwelling rents and 
non-dwelling rents (excluding all other 
income of such Project), less the cost 
of all dwelling and non-dwelling utili- 
ties. 


{d) The term “Slum’’ means any area 
where dwellings predominate which, 
by reason of dilapidation, overcrowd- 
ing, faulty arrangement or design, 
lack of ventilation, light or sanitation 
facilities, or any combination of these 
factors, are detrimental to safety, 
health or morals. 


Section 2. The Municipality agrees that 
with respect to any Project, so long as 
either (a) such Project is used for low- 
rent housing purposes, or (b) any contracts 
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between the Municipality, acting by and 
through the Commission, and the HAA for 
loans or annual contributions, or both, in 
connection with such Project shall remain 
in force and effect, or (c) any bonds issued 
in connection with such Project shall re- 
main outstanding, whichever period is the 
longest, the Municipality will not levy or 
impose any real or personal property taxes 
upon such Project or upon the Commission 
with respect thereto. 


During such period, the Commission shall 
make annual payments toe the Municipality 
(hereinafter called “Payments in Lieu of 
Taxes”) in lieu of such taxes and in pay- 
ment for public services and facilities 
furnished for or with respect to such 
Project. Each such annual Payment in 
Lieu of Taxes shall be made after the end 
of the fiscal year established for such Proj- 
ect and shall be in an amount equal to 
either (a) ten per cent (10%) of the ag- 
gregate Shelter Rent charged by the Com- 
mission in respect to such Project during 
such fiscal year or (b) the amount per- 
mitted to be paid by applicable state law 
in effect on the effective date of this reso- 
lution, whichever amount is the lower; 
provided, however, that upon failure of the 
Commission to make such Payment in 
Lieu of Taxes, no lien against any Project 
or assets of the Commission shall attach. 


The Municipality shall distribute the 
Payments in Lieu of Taxes among the 
Taxing Bodies in accordance with applica- 
ble state law; provided, however, that no 
payment for any year shall be made to 
any Taxing Body (including the Munici- 
pality) in excess of the amount of the 
real property taxes which would have been 
paid to such Taxing Body for such year 
if the Project were not exempt from taxa- 
tion. 


Section 3. The Municipality agrees that, 
subsequent to the date of initiation (as 
defined in the Act) of each Project and 
within five years after the completion 
thereof, or such further period as may be 
approved by the HAA there has been or 
will be elimination (as approved by the 
HAA) by demolition, condemnation, effec- 
tive closing, or compulsory repair or im- 
provement, of unsafe or insanitary dwell- 
iag units situated in the locality or metro- 
politan area of the Municipality substan- 
tially equal in number to the number of 
newly constructed dwelling units provided 
by such Project; Provided, That, where 
more than one family is living in an un- 
safe or insanitary dwelling unit, the elimi- 
nation of such unit shall count as the 
elimination of units equal to the number 
of families accommodated therein; and 
Provided, Further, That this Section 3 
shall not apply in the case of (a) any 
Project developed on the site of a Slum 
Cleared subsequent to July 15, 1949, and 
that the dwelling units eliminated by the 
clearance of the site of such Project shall 
not be counted as elimination for any low- 
rent housing Project, or (b) any Project 
located in a rural non-farm area. 
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Section 4. During the period commenc- 
ing with the date of the acquisition of any 
part of the site or sites of any Project and 
continuing so long as either (a) such 
Project is used for low-rent housing pur- 
poses, or (b) any contract between the 
Municipality, acting by and through the 
Commission, and the HAA for loans or 
annual contributions, or both, with respect 
to such Project shall remain in force and 
effect, or (¢c) any bonds issued in connec- 
tion with such Project shall remain out- 
standing, whichever period is the longest, 
the Municipality, without cost or charge to 
the Commission or the tenants of such 
Project (other than the Payments in Lieu 
of Taxes) shall: 


(a) Furnish or cause to be furnished to 
the Commission and the tenants of 
such Project public services and fa- 
cilities of the same character and to 
the same extent as are furnished from 
time to time without cost or charge 
to other dwellings and inhabitants in 
the Municipality ; 


(b) Vacate such streets, roads, and alleys 
within the area of such Project as may 
be necessary in the development there- 
of, and without charge, transfer to the 
Commission jurisdiction of any inter- 
est the Municipality may have in such 
vacated area; and insofar as it is 
lawfully able to do so without cost or 
expense to the Commission and/or to 
the Municipality, cause to be removed 
from such vacated areas, insofar as 
it may be necessary, all public or 
private utility lines and equipment; 


(c) Insofar as the Municipality may law- 
fully do so, grant such waivers of the 
building code of the Municipality as 
are reasonable and necessary to pro- 
mote economy and efficiency in the de- 
velopment and administration of such 
Project; and make such changes in 
any zoning of the site and surrounding 
territory of such Project as are rea- 
sonable and necessary for the develop- 
ment and protection thereof ; 


(d) Accept grants of easements necessary 
eh the development of such Project; 
an 


(e) Cooperate with the Commission by 
such other lawful action or ways as 
the Municipality and Commission may 
find necessary in connection with the 
development and administration of 
such Project. 


Section 5. In respect to any Project, the 
Municipality further agrees that within a 
reasonable time after receipt of a written 
request therefore from the Commission: 


(a) It will accept the dedication of all in- 
terior streets, roads, alleys, and ad- 
jacent sidewalks within the area of 
such Project after the Commission, out 
of Project development funds, has com- 
pleted the grading, improvement, and 
paving thereof in accordance with 
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specifications acceptable to the Muni- 
cipality ; and 


(b) It will accept necessary dedications of 
land for, and will grade, improve, pave, 
and provide sidewalks for, all streets 
bounding such Project or necessary to 
provide adequate access thereto (in 
consideration whereof the Commission 
shall pay to the Municipality as Proj- 
ect development costs such amount as 
would be assessed against the Project 
site for work if it were privately 
owned) ; and 


(ce) It will provide, or cause to be pro- 
vided, water mains, and storm and 
sanitary sewer mains, leading to such 
Project and serving the bounding 
streets thereof (in consideration where- 
of the Commission shall pay to the 
Municipality as Project development 
costs such amount as would be assessed 
against the Project site if it were 
privately owned). 


Section 6. If the Municipality shall, 
within a reasonable time after written 
notice from the Commission, fail or refuse 
to furnish or cause to be furnished any of 
the services or facilities which it is obli- 
gated hereunder to furnish or cause to be 
furnished to the Commission or to any 
Project, then the Commission upon obtain- 
ing such services of facilities elsewhere 
shall deduct the cost therefor from any 
Payments in Lieu of Taxes due or to be- 
come due to the Municipality in respect - 
any Project or any other low-rent housing 
Projects assisted or owned by the HAA. 


Section 7. The Municipality agrees that 
so long as any contract between the Mu- 
nicipality, acting by and through the Com- 
mission, and the HAA for loans (inelud- 
ing preliminary loans) or annual contri- 
butions, or both, with respect to any Proj- 
ect shall remain in force and effect, or 
so long as any bonds issued in connection 
with such Project shall remain outstand- 
ing, this resolution shall be regarded as a 
contract and shall not be abrogated, 
changed, or modified without the conse 
of the HAA. The privileges and obligations 
of the Municipality hereunder shall re- 
main in full force and effect with respect 
to each Project so long as the beneficial 
title to such Project is held by the Munici- 
pality or some other public body or govern- 
mental agency, including the HAA, au- 
thorized by law to engage in the develop- 
ment or administration of low-rent hous- 
ing Projects, If at any time the beneficial 
title to, or possession of, any Project is 
held by such other public body or govern- 
mental agency, including the HAA, the 
provisions hereof shall inure to the hene- 
fit of and may be enforced by, such other 
public body or governmental agency, in- 
eluding the HAA. 


Section 8. No Cooperation Resolution 
heretofore entered into between the Munici- 
pality and the Commission shall be con- 
strued to apply to any Project covered by 
this Resolution. 
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Section 9. In the event any provision 
hereof is held invalid, the remainder shall 
not be affected thereby, it being the intent 
of this resolution to cooperate in the de- 
velopment and administration of the Proj- 
ect or Projects to the fullest extent per- 
mitted by law.

Subject: Forced Involuntary Retirement 


Dear Councilmen: 


For your information I will indicate by 
Roman numeral the attached references in 
the order of their inclusion in my letter. 


March 7, 1969 I applied to the secretary 
of the Board of Trustees of the City Em- 
ployees Retirement System for the exten- 
sion in my present position after I attained 
the age of 65 on April 18, 1969. Attached 
to this is my letter of transmittal to Mayor 
Murninghan. (I) 


According to the Ordinance 26-8, “All 
meetings of the Board shall be public” but 
I received no notice of the scheduled meet- 
ing of the Board on March 18, 1969. I 
quote from the minutes of this meeting on 
March 18, 1969, “It was moved by Trustee 
Bodwin, supported by Trustee Kline that 
the request for an extension of service for 
Lloyd Head, Purchasing Director, be tabled 
until the April meeting due to incomplete 
request information.” I would assume that 
when this item was placed on the agenda 
they were aware that the information was 
incomplete and, also, that it could have 
been quickly and easily obtained by a tele- 
phone call to the office of the Mayor. (II) 


I received no notice of the meeting of 
the Board of Trustees scheduled for April 
15 and I quote from the minutes of this 
meeting. “It was moved by Trustee Bod- 
win, supported by Trustee Kline that the 
minutes of the last regular meeting be 
amended in part as follows: that the re- 
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quest for an extension of service for Lloyd 
Head, Purchasing Director, be denied.” 
“The request for an extension of service 
for Lloyd Head, Purchasing Director, was 
again presented to the Board of Trustees. 
It was moved by Trustee Bodwin, supported 
by Trustee Kline that the request he de- 
nied.” You will note that the Board did 
not have the courage to pretend that this 
was a correction of the minutes of March 
18, 1969 but confirmed the fact that they 
had changed their minds after the official 
action of the Board and made their deci- 
sion with incomplete information. 


The following action by the Board as 
shown in the minutes, “The request for an 
extension of service for Lloyd Head, Pur- 
chasing Director, was again presented to 
the Board of Trustees. It was moved by 
Trustee Bodwin, supported by Trustee 
Kline that the request be denied,” was a 
foregone conclusion and merely added 
frosting to the cake. (III) 


You will note, of course, that this auto- 
cratic Board does not deign to give any 
explanation of the reason for their denial. 
I can only quote hrom heresay that the 
attached letter from Mayor Munringhan 
concerning my request for an extension 
was not accepted with the excuse that at 
the date of the meeting on April 15, the 
Mayor was Gerald W. Graves and not Max 
Murninghan, 


This reasoning is completely false as 
Max Murninghan was Mayor of the City 
of Lansing until approximately 7:30 P.M. 
on Monday, April 14, 1969, as well as on 
the date of my birthday, April 13, the date 
of the letter of April 9, 1969 and on March 
18, 1969 when the original request was 
tabled, ‘due to incomplete request infor- 
mation.” (IV) 


Attached to the Mayor’s letter are copier 
of the documents referred to. 


Attached is a copy of the notification 
from the secretary of the Employees Re- 
tirement System notifying me that I would 
have a total of 14 days to prepare for my 
retirement. (V) 


Attached is a compilation of the vaca- 
tion leave and sick leave acquired and 
used and lost during the period from June 
8, 1963 to January 1, 1969. I believe you 
will agree that this record proves the point 
that I have delivered full value for every 
dollar I received. (VI) 


To answer any unasked questions, I am 
listing below the results of my operations 
during the period from July 1, 1968 through 
April 15, 1969: 


The total value of purchase orders issued, 
$1,138,614.05. This figure does not include 
any Public Service construction. 


Bids for construction amount to $2,839,- 
407.00. 


Bids for other material and _ services 
$2,985,843.68. 
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So, during this period I was responsible 
for the commitment for expenditures 
amounting to a total of $5,825,250.68. 


During this same period we approved 
for payment with City funds, a total of 
5268 partial deliveries on blanket orders 
for a total of $1,579,131.80. Just a note 
at this juncture to advise that, had I not 
originally established a practical blanket 
order system, these same purchases would 
have required the issuance of an additional 
5268 purchase orders, 


Complete purchase orders approved for 
payment during this period total 1056, 
amounting to $809,786.46. 


I would like to call to your attention 
the fact that these figures cover only a pe- 
riod of 944 months out of a total of five 
years and 10% months. From these figures 
you can estimate the total expenditure for 
which I have been responsible during the 
tenure of my office, without any question 
or embarrassment to the Lansing City 
Council or the administration. 


The Lansine Code, Section 26-5, para- 
graph a, “The Board of Trustees shal! 
consist of 8 trustees.” 


From November 16, 1966 through April 
14, 1969 the City has never actually had 
an 8 member Board. During the total of 
86 meetings there was one meeting with 7 
present, 6 meetings with 6 present, and 
the remaining 29 meetings had only 5 
present—just sufficient for a quorum. 


From November 15, 1966 through March 
21, 1967 the City Council had no represen- 
tation because Councilman Dean was ab- 
sent from these 5 meetings. 


Councilman Anas was a member on April 
18, 1967 but did not attend a meeting until 
June 18, 1967. His next attendance was 
on March 19, 1968 in order to have a quo- 
rum of 5. Again, on May 81, 1968 to 
make the quorum of 5 and the last meet- 
ing he attended was July 16, 1968. 


During this same period Max Murning- 
han attended a meeting on Novemebr 21, 
1967 to make a quorum of 5. The next 
meeting he attended was on April 10, 1968; 
May 21, 1968 to make a quorum of 5; 
on July 16, 1968 6 present; on November 
19, 1968 to make the quorum of 5 and the 
last meeting was December 17, 1968 to 
make the quorum of 5. 


During this same period of 36 meetings 
it is very interesting to note that there 
is no record of a single dissenting vote 
which indicates a fairly tight control by 
some group. 


During this same period there were 15 
extensions granted. 


On March 21, 1967 Floyd Porter from the 
Civic Center was granted a one year ex- 
tension and May 21, 1968 he was granted 
a second extension retroactive February, 
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1968 to February, 1969 and on January 
21, 1969 this same Mr. Porter was granted 
a third extension to expire March 31, 1970, 
Custodian IT. 


On July 19, 1967 Myrtle Purdy, Munici- 
pal Court Clerk, Classification IB, was 
granted a one year extension and on Octo- 
ber 15, 1968 she was granted a second ex- 
tension, 


On May 16, 1967 the Board requested a 
ruling from the City Attorney to permit 
Mr. Glen Bodell, Public Service Depart- 
ment, Utility Man, IIIAB, to continue to 
work after his 70th birthday. 


On June 13, 1967 a one year extension 
was granted to Mr. R. J. Ingram, Munici- 
pal Court, Court Officer IVA and on May 
21, 1968 Mr. Ingram was granted an addi- 
tional extension until September, 1969. 


On November 21, 1967 extensions were 
granted Mr. Melvill Keyes, Public Service 
Department, Surveyor V, Ray Walker Pub- 
lic Service Department, Custodian II, Wil- 
liam K. Davis, Traffic Department, La- 
borer II, Lloyd Knapp, City Market, Mar- 
ket Assistant III. These extension were 
granted until November 18, 1968. I find 
no record of any further extensions but 
Mr. Knapp was not retired until March 1, 
1969 at the age of 69. 


On November 19, 1968 Mr. J. W. Epps, 
Parks Department, Laborer IIB, was 
granted an extension until December 31, 
1969. At this same meeting the Board 
granted an additional 90 day extension to 
Mr. Ken MacDonald, Parks Department, 
Shop Foreman, IVB, even though he was 
seriously ill at the time and he died before 
before the 90 days expired. 


On January 21, 1969 Mr. L. E. Heller, 
Asessor’s Department, Appraiser V, was 
granted an extension until February, 1970 
and Mr. V. P. Scavarda, Parks Department, 
Foreman, IVB, was granted an extension 
until Mareh 21, 1970. : 


' I believe the Lansing City Council has 
a duty to ‘require’ ’a complete explanation 
from the Board of Trustees of the Retire- 
ment System of the City of Lansing, as 
to why, during this period from November 
15, 1966 through April 14, 1969, the only 
request for an extension that was denied 
by the Board was the request submitted 
by Lloyd M. Head, Purchasing Director. 


Had the Board even granted me the com- 
mon courtesy of even a temporary exten- 
sion, I might not have felt it necessary to 
inform’ the Council of its action, 


At the April 15, 1969 meeting of the 
Board of Trustees of the Retirement Sys- 
tem of the City of Lansing, the Board 
approved: the request for extension of ser- 
vice for Ike Crompton, Public Service De- 
partment, Foreman, IVB.

Subject to your approval, the grant ap- 
Plication accompanying this letter will be 
submitted to the Office of Highway Safety 
Planning of the State of Michigan. After 
review by that office, it will be forwarded 
to the U.S. Department of Transportation, 
Federal Highway Administration, National 
Highway Safety Bureau for review and sub- 
sequent funding through the State Highway 
Safety Planning Office. 


This is the second of three applications 
submitted for your approval pursuant to 
the City’s letter of intent dated October 10, 
1968 to the Office of Highway Safety Plan- 
ning outlining the three areas of the City’s 
desire to apply for matching funds. This 
application is in the category of Pedestrian 
Safety. A previous application was con- 
cerned with Police Training Programs. The 
final of the three applications to be sub- 
mitted will be concerned with Traffic Rec- 
ords—Data Processing. The latter applica- 
tion is now in preparation. 


The subject grant is for use in attempt- 
ing to reduce the pedestrian accident inci- 
dence in a target group of children, ages 
0-10. This target group accounts for 57.7% 
of all pedestrian traffic injuries in the City 
of Lansing according to 1968 statistics. The 
grant would make it possible for the City 
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of Lansing to expand activities in the Po- 
lice Department School Safety Program, 
initiate new safety projects, and bring por- 
tions of the School Safety Program into 
high schools. 


Under the proposed project, the present 
two man staff of the School Safety Bureau 
(1 Lieutenant and 1 patrolman) would be 
increased to six to carry out the program. 
The total complement would then be: 1 
1 Lieutenant, 1 Sergeant, and 4 patrolmen. 
The increase in staff required by the proj- 
ect would be for the grant period only. It 
is understood that if the project is termi- 
nated at the end of the first funding year, 
(the project is designed for a three year 
period) that the additional staff so added 
would have to be either absorbed into the 
Department or terminated. 


The project will be financed 50% federal 
and 50% local. The application states in 
Part 1, 7, C, that the non-federal share 
will be provided from the City’s General 
Fund. While this is true, these funds rep- 
resent money either presently budgeted or 
well within the next fiscal budget. In other 
words, the City’s 50% matching share of 
the project would be fully paid in-kind in 
the form of already funded existing per- 
sonnel in the Pedestrian Traffic Safety Pro- 
gram. There will be no additional funds 
requested for the City’s share of the cost 
of the project.

It will utilize 
existing staff as an in-kind contribution. 
It will be matched by federal funds on a 
2/8-1/3 basis. The total cost of the two- 
year program will be $246,815. 


A successful grant application will make 
it possible for the City to continue and re- 
fine an ongoing program aimed at renew- 
ing and redeveloping our community. 


If trends continue, we can expect an en- 
largement of the present blighted parts of 
the city, residential, commercial, and in- 
dustrial. 


The Objectives of the Community Renew- 
al Program are as follows: 


1) Identify renewal needs 
2) Establish renewal goals 
3) Develop a strategy for renewal 


4) Assess and develop, both public and 
private, financial resources to make

Ideally, we are attempting to establish a 
continuing analysis of renewal and rede- 
velopment needs similar to our Capital Im-

The proposed two-year Renewal Program 
extension would include:

2) Establishing of precedures for housing 
data collection so that there is a con- 
tinual up-dating process through use 
of modern data processing techniques. 


8) A portion of the cost of the develop- 
ment of computer system designs to 
aid the City in the community-prob- 
lem-solving process.

Enclosed is a sketch depicting the rec- 
ommended alignment for the extension of 
Pleasant Grove Road and a major street 
facility to serve the area between Miller 
Road and I-96. This alignment was ap- 
proved and recommended by the Planning 
Board at their meeting on May 6, 1969. The 
Board’s recommendation was based on the 
following : 


1. The new Harry Hill High School located 
on Wise Road will generate considerable 
traffic, therefore good access is essen- 
tial. 
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2. The route will avoid division of the resi- 
dential area north of Miller Road and 
west of Logan Street. The Board is 
deeply concerned about the adverse ef- 
fects which the widening of Piper Ave- 
nue would have on many residences to 
say nothing of the loss of amenity asso- 
ciated with the high volumes of traffic 
which this route will carry. 


3. The route avoids creation of a hazard- 
ous intersection at Miller Road and 
Logan Street. 


4, The route provides for a direct connec- 
tion with the new major street serving 
the area south of Miller Road.

A site development plan shall be sub- 
mitted to the Planning Department for the 
purposes of determining the adequacy of 
parking, discharge areas for children, 
screening, and other pertinent aspects. Im- 
plementation of all aspects of the site plan 
as approved or modified by the Planning 
Department is contingent upon receipt of 
occupancy permit. 


The report of the Planning Board shall

said use: 


(1) Can the site in question be developed 
so as to not adversely affect any con- 
tiguous residential property?

(b) A site development and landscape 
plan shall be approved by the 
Planning Department as a condi- 
tion of rezoning, said plan shall 
consider the following site related 
problems : 


(1) Vehicles service should be lo- 
eated away from a residential 
lot line. 


(2) Landscape screening shall be 
employed to buffer contiguous 
land uses. Parking lots which 
are coterminous with a resi- 
dential district should be 
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screened from the residential 
district. 


(3) Access drives shall be so lo- 
cated as to not be injurious to 
a residential district. 


(4) Generally, parking shall be 
limited to the rear and side 
yards. 


(5) Adequate yard requirements 
shall be provided to assure 
light penetration to adjoining 
properties. 


(ce) The proposed site shall front upon 
a major or minor arterial street 
as designated on the Master Plan 
of the City of Lansing. 


(ad) Parking shall be provided at a 
ratio of one parking space for 
every bed space provided. 


(e) All areas not used for parking or 
building purposes shall be suitably 
landscaped, 


(1) Service drives and service ve- 
hicles shall be located so as 
not to adversely affect adjoin- 
ing residential districts.

This amendment would delete the entire 
existing sub-section and replace it with the 
following new sub-section: 


Sec. 36-5.2. REGULATIONS GOVERN- 
ING THE EXTRACTION OF_ SAND, 
GRAVEL AND/OR BORROW, THE RE- 
HABILITATION OF SAND, GRAVEL 
AND/OR BORROW PITS AND THE ES- 
TABLISHMENT OF SANITARY AND/OR 
SOLID WASTE DISPOSAL AREAS. 


INTENT: It is the intent of this sub- 
section to establish regulations governing 
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those aspects of sanitary land fills and 
solid waste disposal areas which are not 
covered by state law. Particularly the re- 
habilitation aspect of excavated areas de- 
mands regulation in which the State is 
silent. This ordinance will also provide for 
a special use permit and administrative re- 
view process as distinct from a zoning dis- 
trict process. 


1. Permitted Areas 


A. Subject to a Special Use Permit as 
herein provided a sanitary and/or solid 
waste disposal may be permitted in any 
zoning district when it is deemed that 
the public health, welfare and safety of 
adjacent areas will not be affected by 
the conduct of such an operation. The 
Council shall refer an application for a 
special use permit as provided under 
this subsection to the Planning Board 
who in making such determination as to 
the suitability of any given site for a 
use as herein described shall have re- 
gard to the following standards: 


(1) The site shall have at least one 
property line abutting a major or 
minor arterial road as shown on 
the Lansing Master Plan or have 
access to a major or minor arterial 
road across other private properties 
which abut a major or minor arte- 
rial road with the written consent 
of the owner of that property. 


(2) A sanitary land fill and/or solid 
waste disposal operation which ex- 
ceeds a duration of twelve (12) 
months shall not be permitted if the 
median density of the surrounding 
properties for a distance of one-half 
(%) mile in all directions exceeds 
one dwelling unit per acre. 


(3) Sanitary and/or solid waste disposal 
when permitted in a residential dis- 
trict shall be for the purposes of 
rehabilitating an existing excavated 
area or for the purposes of reclaim- 
ing presently unsuitable land, such 
as ravines, low swampy areas or 
slope areas. 


(4) Sanitary Land Fill technique de- 
scribed as the trench method (for 
otherwise usable flat areas) in resi- 
dential districts is not permitted. 


(5) A screen shall be erected along all 
coterminuous residential property 
lmes. Said screen shall be at least 
five (5) feet high and may consist 
of a chain link fence with redwood 
interwoven slats or as otherwise ap- 
proved by the Building Commis- 
sioner. 


B. The use of land for the removal of 
topsoil, sand or other material from the 
land, other than materials from base- 
ment excavations, common _ household 
gardening and the care and improve- 
ment of established home lawns shall be 
permitted in any zoning district subject 
to the following conditions: 
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(1) The site shall have at least one 
property line abutting a major or 
minor arterial road as shown on the 
Lansing Master Plan or have access 
to a major or minor arterial road 
across other private properties 
which abut a major or minor arte- 
rial road with the written consent 
of the owner of that property. 


(2) Not more than 50% of the total 
boundary of an area proposed for 
use as herein permitted shall abut 
a residential district. For the pur- 
poses of this subsection, municipal 
boundaries, railways, state high- 
ways, public and quasi public uses 
are deemed to constitute non-resi- 
dential boundaries. 


2. Licensing 
Where applicable and 


A. A license has been obtained from the 
Michigan Department of Public Health 
and all applicable State regulations have 
been met. The provisions of Act 87, 
P.A. 1965, shall hereby be deemed to 
apply to the operation of approved solid 
waste disposal areas. 


3. Proximity to Residence 


The natural ground elevation of any land 
or parcel for a use as herein described shall 
not be disturbed within three hundred 
(300) feet of any abutting residence prop- 
erty line, except that borrow may be taken 
from one area of the said site to be used 
in some other area of the site and provided 
such borrow is first approved by the Plan- 
ning Department who shall have regard to 
the relationship of such borrow areas to 
existing residences nearby and the possible 
destruction of any natural features which 
may desirably be preserved. In the event 
such borrow is permitted sufficient topsoil 
shall be replaced and the area seeded to 
prevent erosion and sedimentation. 


4, Dust Control on Accessways 


The operation of any use as herein per- 
mitted shall not be offensive by way of 
sedimentary conditions affecting abutting 
residential properties. Accessways shall be 
dust treated as and when required. The 
Building Commissioner shall determine 
when this problem exists and shall instruct 
the operator to take immediate steps to 
correct this problem. Failure to take cor- 
rective measures shall result in the special 
use permit being revoked. 


5. Gradient of Slopes 


Holes or excavation with slopes of greater 
ratio than one (1) to two (2) shall be 
fenced along the ridge or top of the slope, 
except that where the entire site is made 
safe and secure from access by children 
such a fence shall not be required. 


Sidewalls or slopes in areas being exca- 
vated or mined as permitted in this ordi- 
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nance shall under no circumstances have 
overhanging earth material such that a 
cave-in or collapse is possible. 


The Building Commissioner shall deter- 
mine when said areas constitute an “at- 
tractive nuisance’ and shall determine 
when such areas are safe and secure from 
access as required above. 


A fence shall herein be deemed to mean 
a chain link fence not less than five (5) 
feet high. 


6. Standing Water 


Standing water pools in excess of a 
depth of two feet shall likewise be made 
este or secure as provided in subsection (5) 
above. 


7. Rehabilitation Requirements 


Prior to the establishment of a borrow 
pit or sand and/or gravel removal opera- 
tion as permitted in this ordinance and 
prior to the issuance of a permit for same, 
the owner, person or company desiring said 
special use permit shal] submit a plan for 
rehabilitating such areas where extraction 
will occur to the Planning Board. 


Final grades and the extent of filling 
shall be subject to the approvals of the 
Planning Board who shall consult with 
other concerned public agencies, except 
that in the case of a dispute the Council 
shall make the final determination. Said 
plan will show the quantity of such ex- 
traction, the length of time it will take 
to complete said extraction and a pro- 
posal for reclaiming, rehabilitating or fill- 
ing said excavated areas and their proposed 
future use. The plan for rehabilitation 
shall not exceed two (2) years from com- 
pletion date indicated on the original sub- 
mission unless a variance is received as 
further provided in this ordinance. 


8. Revocation of Permit for Just Cause 


After the granting of a Special Use Per- 
mit under this section the Council may 
revoke said Special Use Permit, for non- 
compliance with any condition attached 
thereto or for just cause, In the event said 
Special Use Permit is revoked the owner 
of the property shall immediately begin to 
rehabilitate said areas as required in sub- 
section (7). Just cause shall include non- 
compliance with the provisions of this code. 


9. Lien for Non-Compliance 


In the event the owner does not comply 
with the provisions of subsection (7) within 
a reasonable time the City of Lansing may 
cause the work to be done in the amount 
estimated for rehabilitating said areas to 
their former condition, or as approved in 
a site development plan by the Planning 
Board, and the cost of same shall be assess- 
ed against the property on the next general 
assessment roll of the city.

The Planning Board recommends that 
the petition to rezone property in the 4200 
block of S. Logan Street (S.W. corner 
Logan and Mary Streets) from “F’’ Com- 
mercial and “J” Parking to “D-M:1”" Mul- 
tiple Dwelling District be approved. This 
is a petition to rezone a parcel of land 
owned by the Wolverine Commercial De- 
velopment Corporation consisting of ap- 
proximately two acres. The petition was 
initiated by the Planning Board and is the 
result of its adoption of a Land Use Plan 
and Policy for South Logan Street between 
Holmes Road and the I-96 expressway. 


In June, 1965, the property which is the 
subject of Z-103-68 was rezoned by the 
Council, In the intervening time, now some 
three years later this Board has taken a 
more complete look at the entire Logan 
Street Corridor and the south part of Lan- 
sing and believes it is necessary to carry 
out a program of zoning which will bring 
about a more logical relationship between 
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land uses and land uses to the transporta- 
tion system. The reason why the Board 
emphasizes deterring ribbon development 
along Logan Street are well documented. 
Support for this kind of approach to land 
use is clearly supported by people from 
Traffic and is today a universally accepted 
principle of land use planning. To imply 
that such a rezoning policy may adversely 
affect the small independent business is not 
true, It is not true because it should not 
be any more costly to develop a commercial 
subdivision in much the same manner as 
an industrial park. What the Board is 
basically saying is that in its opinion, clus- 
tering commercial activities rather than 
stringing them out along a major arterial 
street, will make a far greater aesthetic 
and economic contribution to the City of 
Lansing. The deterring of strip or ribbon 
commercial development will also eliminate 
the possibility of deterioration on abutting 
residential areas and will not reduce the 
amenities of these areas. 


The position of the Board is that by an 
assembly of land into larger parcels it 
would be more desirable to develop the land 
in the Logan Street Corridor with multiple 
housing forms with regulated access points 
to Logan Street. This kind of development 
would be more aesthetically pleasing, it 
would be economical to the City since this 
kind of development produces comparable 
tax revenues as opposed to small business 
structures. Furthermore, if mass transit 
forms of transportation are to be made 
economical it is necessary to create high 
density populations along the main cor- 
ridors. The total effect of this is unimagin- 
able and could save the City countless dol- 
lars in deferring necessary public improve- 
ments made necessary by a sprawled kind 
of urban environment. 


The development of all of the land in the 
corridor for multiple housing forms would 
of course not be possible all at one time, 
It is obvious that this land will be de- 
veloped over a longer period. It is how- 
ever, possible that such isolated and district 
parcels as the property which is the sub- 
ject of this petition can be immediately de- 
veloped with apartments without seriously 
over-burdening the market. A recent pub- 
lie statement reported by The State Journal 
would indicate that the vacancy rate for a 
middle range apartment is within reason- 
able limits. 


While a recent report of the Board 
dramatized the surplus of multiple housing 
land if all areas now zoned or earmarked 
as such through adopted policy were im- 
mediately placed upon the market, it should 
be noted that the land in the Logan Street 
Corridor was used in substantiating this 
projection. We have already pointed out 
that a great deal of this land is not readily 
available. It needs to be assembled and 
platted and its rezoning can and should be 
timed to reflect what the market will sup- 
port. The rezoning of the one parcel could 
not materially affect market conditions for 
multiple housing land. The fact that this 
land has not developed in a commercial 
nature indicates that the initial zoning 
change was premature, and was based on 
speculation. 
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There were objections to this petition at 
the public hearing.

It is not true because 
it should not be any more costly to develop 
a commercial subdivision in much the same 
manner as an industrial park. What the 
Board is basically saying is that in its 
opinion, clustering commercial activities 
rather than stringing them out along a 
major arterial street will make a far 
greater aesthetic and economic contribu- 
tion to the City of Lansing. The deterring 
of strip or ribbon commercial development 
will also eliminate the possibility of de- 
terioration on abutting residential areas 
and will not reduce the amenities of these 
areas. 


The position of the Board is that by an 
assembly of land into larger parcels it 
would be more desirable to develop the 
land in the Logan Street Corridor with 
multiple housing forms with regulated ac- 
cess points to Logan Street. 


This kind of development would be more 
aesthetically pleasing, it would be economi- 
cal to the City since this kind of develop- 
ment produces comparable tax revenues as 
opposed to small business structures, Fur- 
thermore, if mass transit forms of trans- 
portation are to be made economical it is 
necessary to create high density populations 
along the main corridors. The total effect 
of this is unimaginable and could save the 
City countless dollars in deferring neces- 
sary public improvements made necessary 
by a sprawled kind of urban environment, 


The development of all of the land in the 
corridor for multiple housing forms would 
of course not be possible all at one time. 
It is obvious that this land will be de- 
veloped over a longer period. It is, how- 
ever, possible that such isolated and dis- 
trict parcels such as the subject property 
can be immediately developed with apart- 
ments without seriously over-burdening the 
market. A recent public statement reported 
by The State Journal would indicate that 
the vacancy rate for a middle range apart- 
ment is within reasonable limits. 


While a report of the Board recently 
dramatized the surplus of multiple housing 
land if all areas now zoned or earmarked 
as such through adopted policy were im- 
mediately placed upon the market. It 
should be noted that the land in the Logan 
Street Corridor was used in substantiating 
this projection. We have already pointed 
out that a great deal of this land is not 
readily available. It needs to be assembled 
and platted and its rezoning can and should 
be timed to reflect what the market will 
support. The rezoning of this parcel could 
not materially affect market conditions for 
multiple housing land. The fact that this 
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land has not developed in a commercial 
nature indicates that the initial zoning 
change was premature, and was based on 
speculation. 


There were objections to this petition at 
the public hearing.

AMENDED BY ADDING A SUB-SECTION 
TO SECTION 9-5 TO BE NUMBERED 
203. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That the Code of Ordinances 
of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be amend- 
ed by adding a sub-section to Section 9-5 
to be numbered 203 to read as follows: 


Section 2083. DEMOLITION OF UNSAFE 
BUILDINGS, HEARING EXAMINER, 
CREATION, DUTIES, POWERS. 


It is unlawful for any owner or agent 
hereof to keep or maintain any unsafe or 
dangerous building. 


(a) As used in Sections 203 (a) to 203 
(d), “unsafe or dangerous building’’ means 
any building or structure which has any 
of the defects or is in any of the conditions 
hereinafter described. 


(1) Whenever any door, aisle, passage- 
way, stairway or other means of exit is 
not of sufficient width or size, or is not so 
arranged as to provide safe and adequate 
means of exit in case of fire or panic for 
all persons housed or assembled therein 
who would be required to or might use 
such door, aisle, passageway, stairway or 
other means of exit. 


(2) Whenever any portion has been 
damaged by wind, flood, or by any other 
cause in such a manner that the structural 
strength or stability is appreciably less 
than it was before such catastrophe and is 
less than the minimum requirements of 
the Lansing Uniform Building Code. 


(8) Whenever any portion or member 
or appurtenance is likely to fall or to hbe- 
come detached or dislodged, or to collapse 
and thereby injure persons or damage 
property. 


(4) Whenever any portion has settled to 
such an extent that walls or other structur- 
al portions have materially less resistance 
to winds than is required in case of new 
construction. 


(5) Whenever the building or structure 
or any part, because of dilapidation, de- 
terioration, decay, faulty construction, or 
because of the removal or movement of 
some portion of the ground necessary for 
the purpose of supporting such building or 
portion thereof, or for other reason, is 
likely to partially or completely collapse, 
or some portion of the foundation or under- 
pinning is likely to fall or give way. 


(6) Whenever for any reason whatso- 
ever the building or structure or any por- 
tion is manifestly unsafe for the purpose 
for which it is used. 


(7) Whenever the building or structure 
has been so damaged by fire, wind or flood, 
or has become so dilapidated or deteriorated 
as to become an attractive nuisance to 
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children who might play therein to their 
danger, or as to afford a harbor for 
vagrants, criminals or immoral persons, or 
as to enable persons to resort thereto for 
the purpose of committing a nuisance or 
unlawful or immoral acts, 


(8) Whenever a building or structure, 
used or intended to be used for dwelling 
purposes, because of dilapidation, decay, 
damage or faulty construction or arrange- 
ment or otherwise, is unsanitary or unfit 
for human habitation or is in a condition 
that is likely to cause sickness or disease 
when so determined by the health officer, 
or is likely to work injury to the health, 
safety or general welfare of those living 
within, 


(9) Whenever any building becomes 
vacant, dilapidated and open at door or 
window, leaving the interior of the building 
exposed to the elements or accessible to 
entrance by trespassers. 


(b) Whenever the health officer, build- 
ing official, or such other appropriate city 
official, as may be designated pursuant to 
this Code, determines that any building 
or structure is a “unsafe or dangerous 
building’ as defined in sub-section (a) or 
that the whole or any part of any dwelling 
is in a dangerous or unsafe condition, the 
building official shall issue a notice of the 
dangerous and unsafe condition to the 
owner of record to appear at a hearing 
before a single hearing officer, and show 
cause why the building or structure should 
not be demolished or otherwise made safe, 
The mayor shall appoint two or more hear- 
ing officers, one of whom shall be a 
registered engineer and who shall not be 
employees of the city. There shall be a 
minimum of two hearings per month and 
all notices for such hearings shall be in 
writing and shall be delivered by an agent 
of the Building Department or shall be 
sent by certified mail to the last known 
address of the owner. If the owner or 
agent cannot be found, after a diligent 
search, the notice of the hearing shall be 
posted upon a conspicuous part of the 
building or structure. 


(ec) The hearing officers shall take testi- 
mony of the health officer or the building 
official, or their inspectors, the owner of 
the property and any interested party. The 
hearing officers shall render his decision at 
the end of the hearing, either closing the 
proceedings or ordering the building to be 
demolished or otherwise made safe. When 
it is determined that the building or struc- 
ture should be demolished or otherwise made 
safe, and the owner, or agent, fails to 
appear or neglects or refuses to act within 
two weeks from the date of the hearing, 
the hearing officers shall file a report of 
their findings with the City Council, and 
request that the building be either de- 
molished or otherwise made safe, A copy 
of the findings shall be mailed to the last 
known address of the owner or record. 
The City Council will either approve, dis- 
approve or modify the request for the 
demolition or making safe of the building. 
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If the Council makes the determination 
that the building shall be demolished or 
made safe, the owner of record shall have 
fifteen (15) days within which to com- 
mence repairs or demolition. If, after 
fifteen (15) days, the Council’s order has 
not been substantially complied with, Coun- 
cil may order the building officials to pro- 
ceed with the work specified in such order. 
Any cost incurred by the city in the de- 
molition or making the building safe shall 
be a lien against the real property and shall 
be reported to the assessor who shall asses 
the cost against the property in question. 
The liens shall be enforced in the manner 
prescribed by charter or ordinance provid- 
ing for the enforcement of special assess- 
ment liens or tax liens. 


(d) An owner aggrieved by the decision 
or order of the City Council may appeal 
the decision or order to the Circuit Court 
by filing a petition for an order of super- 
intending control within fifteen (15) days 
from the date of the decision. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of 
ordinances inconsistent with the provisions 
are hereby repealed.

SUBJECT: Sunday Sale of Alcoholic 
Beverages 


Mr. Seth H. Whitmore of the Michigan 
Licensed Beverage Association recently 
wrote a letter to Mayor Gerald W. Graves 
attacking the ordinance on Sunday liquor 
sales, Section 4.11.2, as unconstitutional 
in that it violates both the first and the 
fourteenth amendments of the United States 
Constitution. 


First, it should be pointed out that this 
ordinance, Mr. Whitmore refers to, has 
been repealed as of September 3, 1968. 
Section 4.11 of the Lansing Code now 
covers the sale of alcoholic beverages for 
consumption on Sunday. 


Section 4.11 was enacted to conform 
with Act No. 813 of the Public Acts of 
1968. This ordinance is identical with the 
State law except that it includes the sale 
of beer and wine which is not included in 
the State Act. 


Even if the City Council wanted to enact 
an ordinance allowing Sunday liquor sales, 
or in the alternative, repeal the ordinance 
prohibiting Sunday sales, this would not 
have any effect because the State law is 
controlling. Act No. 8183 of the Public 
Acts of 1968 has pre-empted the subject. 


The ordinance and State law in ques- 
tion do not violate the first and fourteenth 
amendments of the United States Constitu- 
tion according to case law, which gener- 
ally holds that the restriction on Sunday 
sales is a valid exercise of police power 
and not in violation of the United States 
Constitution in that is establishes a reli- 


gion.

(ce) The proposed site shall front upon 
a major or minor arterial street as desig- 
nated on the Master Plan of the City of 
Lansing, 


(d) Parking shall be provided at a ratio 
of one parking space for every bed space 
provided. 


(e)} All areas not used for parking or build- 
ing purposes shall be suitably landscaped. 


(1) Service drives and service vehicles 
shall be located so as not to adversely 
affect adjoining residential districts. 


Section 2. AIl ordinances or parts of 
ordinances inconsistent with the provisions 
hereof are hereby repealed.

ORDINANCE NO. 193 


AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND SEC- 
TIONS 36-1 AND 36-42 OF THE CODE 
OF ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF 
LANSING. 


THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. That Section 86-1 of the Code 
of Ordinances of the City of Lansing be 
and is hereby amended to read as follows; 
Sec. 36-1. Definitions. 


For the purpose of this chapter certain 
terms and words are herewith defined as 
follows : 


Words used in the present tense include 
the future; words in the singular include 
the plural number, and words in the plural 
number include the singular number; the 
word “building” includes the word “struc- 
ture’; the word “shall” is mandatory and 
not directory. (Any word not herein de- 
fined shall be construed as defined in the 
Housing Code of Michigan, Act 167, Public 
Acts of 1917, and amendments thereto.) 


(1) Accessory building. A subordinate 
building or portion of main building, the 
use of which is incidental to that of the 
main building. 


(2) Alley. A way which affords only a 
secondary means of access to abutting 
property. 


_ (8) Apartment house. See Multiple dwell- 
ing. 


(4) Apartment, 


(a) A one-room apartment is herein de- 
fined as an apartment containing one 
livable room. 


(b) A two or more room apartment is 
one having two or more livable 
rooms, 


(5) Basement. A story having part but 
not more than one-half its height below 
grade. A basement is counted as a story 
for the purpose of height regulations, if 
subdivided and used for business or dwell- 
ing purposes by others than a janitor em- 
ployed on the premises. 


(6) Boardinghouse. A _ building other 
than a hotel, where, for compensation and 
by prearrangement for definite periods, 
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meals, or lodgings and meals, are provided 
for three or more persons, but not exceed- 
ing twenty persons, 


(7) Building, height of. The vertical dis- 
tance measured from the curb level te the 
highest point of the roof surface if a flat 
roof; to the deck line of mansard roofs; 
and to the mean height level between eaves 
and ridge of gable, hip, and gambrel roofs, 
For buildings set back from the street line 
the height of the building may be measured 
from the average elevation of the finished 
grade along the front of the building. 


(8) Building. A structure having a roof 
supported by columns or walls and when 
separated by a division wall without open- 
ings, each portion of such building shall 
be deemed a separate building, except as 
provided in section 36-54. 


(9) Cellar. A story having more than 
one-half of its height below the average 
level of the adjoining ground. A cellar 
shall not be counted as a story for purposes 
of height measurement. 


(10) Curb level. The level of the estab- 
lished curb in front of the building meas- 
ured at the center of such front. Where 
no curb has been established the city en- 
gineer shall establish such curb level or 
its equivalent for the purpose of this 
chapter. 


(11) District. Any section of the city for 
which the regulations governing the use 
of buildings and premises or the height 
and bulk of buildings or the maximum 
number of families are uniform. 


(12) Dwelling. Any building, or portion 
thereof, which is designed or used exclu- 
sively for residential purposes, 


(18) Dwelling, one-family. A detached 
building designed for or occupied exclusive- 
ly by one family. 


(14) Dwelling, two-family. A detached or 
semi-detached building designed for or oc- 
eupied exclusively by two families, living 
indepentently of each other. 


(15) Dwelling, multiple. A buliding or 
portion thereof used or designed as a resi- 
dence for three or more families living in- 
dependently of each other, and doing their 
own cooking in such building, including 
apartments, apartment hotels and group 
houses. 


(16) Family. One or more persons occu- 
pying a premises and living as a single 
housekeeping unit, as distinguished from 
a group occupying a boarding house, a lodg- 
ing house or hotel, as herein defined. 


(17) Filling station. Any building or 
premises used solely or principally for the 
storing, dispensing, sale or offering for 
sale at retail of any automobile fuels or 
oils. 


(18) Frontage. All property on one side 
of a street or place between two intersect- 
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ing streets or places (crossing or termi- 
nating) measured along the line of the 
the street or place, or if the street or place 
be deadended then all of the property abut- 
ting on one side between an intersecting 
street or place and the deadend of the 
street or place. 


(19) Garage, private. An accessory build- 
ing designed or used for the storage of not 
more than three motor-driven vehicles 
owned and used by the occupants of the 
building to which it is accessory. 


(20) Garage, public. Any premises, ex- 
cept those described as a private or storage 
garage, used for the storage or care of 
self-propelled vehicles, or where any such 
vehicles are equipped for operation, re- 
ares or kept for remuneration, hire or 
sale. 


(21) Garage, storage. A building or por- 
tion thereof designed or used exclusively 
for term storage by prearrangement of 
motor-driven vehicles, as distinguished from 
daily storage furnished transients, and at 
which motor fuels and oils are not sold, 
and motor-driven vehicles are not equipped, 
repaired, hired or sold. 


(22) Group houses. A group of dwellings 
not more than two rooms deep facing upon 
a place as herein defined. 


(28) Grade. 


(a) For buildings having walls adjoining 
one street only the elevation of the 
sidewalk at the center to the wall 
adjoining the street, 


(b) For buildings having walls adjoining 
more than one street the average of 
the elevation of the sidewalk at the 
centers of all walls adjoining the 
streets. 


(c) For buildings having no wall ad- 
joining the street the average level 
of the finished surface of the ground 
adjacent to the exterior walls of the 
building. 


Any wall approximately parallel to 
and not more than five feet from a 
street line is to be considered as ad- 
joining the street. 


(24) Home occupation. Any occupation 
or profession carried on by a member of a 
family residing on the premises, in connec- 
tion with which there is used no sign other 
than one nonilluminated name plate which 
is not more than one square foot in area, 
attached to the building entrance; pro- 
vided, no commodity is sold upon the prem- 
ises; provided no person is employed other 
than a member of the immediate family 
residing on the premises; provided, no 
equipment is used except such that is used 
normally for purely domestic or household 
purposes and no display pertaining to such 
occupation is visible from the street; and 
provided, not over twenty-five per cent of 
the total actual floor area of any story is 
used for home occupation or professional 
purposes, 
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(25) Hotel. A building occupied as the 
more or less temporary abiding place of 
individuals who are lodged with or without 
meals and in which there are more than 
twelve sleeping rooms usually occupied 
singly and no provision made for cooking 
in any individual room or apartment, 


(26) Lodging house. A building where 
lodging only is provided for compensation 
to three or more, but not exceeding twenty 
persons, in contradistinction to hotels open 
to transients. 


(27) Lot of record. A lot which is a part 
of a subdivision, the map of which has 
been recorded in the office of the register 
of deeds of Ingham County, or a lot de- 
scribed by metes and bounds, the deed to 
which has been recorded in the office of 
the register of deeds of Ingham County. 


(28) Let. Land occupied or to be occu- 
pied by a building and its accessory build- 
ings together with such open spaces as are 
required under this chapter and having 
its principal frontage upon a street or 
officially approved place, 


(29) Corner lot. A lot situated at the 
junction of two or more streets or places, 


(80) Interior lot. A lot other than a 
corner lot. 


(81) Through let. An interior lot having 
frontage on two parallel or approximately 
parallel streets. 


(32) Lot lines. The lines bounding a lot. 


(33) Nonconforming use. Any building 
or land lawfully occupied by a use at the 
time of passage of ordinance numbered 154 
or amendments thereto which does not con- 
form after the passage of ordinance number 
154 or amendments thereto with the use 
regulations of the district in which it is 
situated. 


(34) Parking space. An accessible area, 
either garage or surfaced area, not less 
than eight feet in width and twenty feet 
in length which can be used for parking 
a motor vehicle at all times. 


(35) Place. An open unoceupied space 
other than a street or alley permanently 
reserved as the principal means of access 
to abutting property. 


(36) Small animal hospital, a place where 
household pets are given medical or sur- 
gical treatment. Use as a kennel shall be 
limited to short time boarding and shall 
only be incidental to such hospital use. 


(37) Stable, private. A stable with capa- 
city for not more than two horses, provi 
however, the capacity of a private stable 
may be increased if the premises whereon 
such stable is located contains an area of 
not less than five thousand square feet for 
each horse accommodated. 
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(88) Stable, public. A stable, other than 
a private stable, with a capacity for more 
than two horses. 


(39) Story. That portion of a building 
included between the surface of any floor 
and the surface of the floor next above it, 
or if there be no oor above it, then the 
space between such floor and the ceiling 
next above it. 


(40) Story, half. A space under a sloping 
roof which has the line of intersection of 
roof decking and wall face not more than 
three feet above the top floor level, and in 
which space not more than two-thirds of 
the floor area is finished off for use. A 
half-story containing independent apart- 
ment or living quarters shall be counted 
as a full story. 


(41) Street. All property dedicated or 
intended for public or private street pur- 
oa or subject to public easements there- 
‘or. 


(42) Structure, Any thing constructed or 
erected, the use of which requires more or 
less permanent location on the ground or 
attached to something having a permanent 
location on the ground. When a structure 
is divided into separate parts by an un- 
pierced wall, each part shall be deemed a 
separate structure, 


(48) Structural alterations. Any change 
in the supporting members of a_ building 
such as bearing walls, columns, beams or 
girders, or any substantial changes in the 
roof and exterior walls. 


(44) Trailer or tourist camp. An area 
containing one or more structures designed 
or intended to be used as temporary living 
facilities of two or more families and in- 
tended primarily for automobiles transients 
or providing spaces where two or more 
tents or auto trailers can be parked pro- 
vided that no person or family occupies 
the parking or living facilities of such a 
camp for more than thirty consecutive days, 


(45) Yard. An open space on the same 
lot with a building unoccupied and unob- 
structed from the ground upward, except 
as otherwise provided herein, The meas- 
urement of a yard shall be construed as 
the minimum horizontal distance between 
the lot line and the building or structure. 


(46) Front yard. A yard extending across 
the front of the lot between the inner side 
yard lines and measured between: 


(a) The front line of the lot and the 
nearest point of the building, and 


(b) The front line of the lot and the 
nearest point of any open, unenclosed 
porch or paved terrace. 


yard extending across 
the rear of a lot measured between lot 
lines and being the minimum horizontal 
distance between the rear lot line and the 
rear of the main building or any projec- 
tions other than steps, unenclosed balconies 
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or unenclosed porches. On corner lots the 
rear yard shall be considered as parallel 
to the street upon which the lot has its 
least dimension. On both corner lots and 
interior lots the rear yard shall in all cases 
be at the opposite end of the lot from the 
front yard. 


(48) Yard, side. A yard between the side 
lot line and the nearest side line of the 
dwelling and extending from rear line of 
dwelling to the front lot line. 


Section 2. That Section 36-42 of the Code 
of Ordinances of the City of Lansing be 
and is hereby amended to read as follows: 


Sec. 36-42. Nonconforming uses. 


The use of land unoccupied by buildings 
other than advertising signs and bulletin 
boards which does not conform to the pro- 
vision of this chapter, shall be discontinued, 
and the use of land unoccupied by buildings 
other than advertising signs and bulletin 
boards which become nonconforming by 
reason of a subsequent change in this chap- 
ter shall also be discontinued. The lawful 
use of a building existing at the time of 
the effective date of ordinance number 154 
may be continued although such use does 
not conform to the provisions hereof. If 
no structural alterations are made, a non- 
conforming use of building may be changed 
to another nonconforming use of the same 
or of a more restricted classification. 
Whenever a nonconforming use has been 
changed to a more restricted use or to a 
conforming use, such use shall not there- 
after be changed to a less restricted use. 


Whenever the use of a building becomes 
nonconforming through a change in this 
chapter or the zoning ordinances or district 
boundaries, such use may be continued and 
if no structural alterations are made it 
may be changed to another nonconforming 
use of the same or of a more restricted clas- 
sification. 


In the event that a nonconforming use 
of any building is discontinued for a period 
of two years the use of the same shall 
thereafter conform to the use permitted in 
the district in which it is located. 


No existing building devoted to a use not 
permitted by this chapter in the district 
in which such building is located, except 
when required to do so by law or order, 
shall be enlarged, extended, reconstructed 
or structurally altered unless such use is 
changed to a use permitted in the district 
in which such building is located, 


When a building, the use of which does 
not conform to the provisions of this chap- 
ter, is damaged by fire, explosion, Act of 
God, or the public enemy, to the extent of 
more than sixty per cent of its assessed 
value, it shall not be restored except in 
eonformity with the district regulations of 
the district in which the building is situ- 
ated. When a building, the use of which 
does not conform to the provisions of this 
chapter, is damaged by fire, explosion, Act 
of God or the public enemy, to the extent 
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of less than sixty per cent of its assessed 
value, it may only be restored upon the 
issuance of a permit by the board of ap- 
peals. The city council may, by special 
permit after public hearing and if parking 
is provided in accordance with the parking 
regulations set forth in this chapter, au- 
thorize the location of any of the following 
buildings or uses in any district from which 
they are prohibited by this chapter: 


(1) Any public building erected or used 
by any department of the city, township, 
county, state or federal government. 


(2) Hospitals, clinies and institutions ; 
provided, however, such buildings occupy 
not over twenty-five per cent of the total 
area of the lot and will not have any 
serious depreciating effect upon the value 
of the surrounding property; and provided 
further, the buildings shall be set back from 
all yard lines a distance of not less than 
two feet for each foot of buildIng height. 


(8) Cemetery, 


(4) Community building or recreation 
field, 


(5) Airport or landing field. 


(6) Greenhouses, provided, any such 
structures shall not be less than one hun- 
dred feet from all property lines. 


(7) Trailer and tourist camps, 
(8) Riding stables. 


(9) Roadside stands and recreational ac- 
tivities for temporary or seasonable periods. 


(10) Small animal hospital; provided, 
however, such buildings occupy not over 
twenty-five percent of the total area of the 
lot and will not have any serious depreciat- 
ing effect upon the value of the surround- 
ing property; outside runs will be pro- 
hibited and provided further, the building 
shall be set back from all yard lines a dis- 
tance of not less than two feet for each 
foot of building height, but at no time 
shall the yard requirements be less than 
what is required in the zoning district in 
which the property is located. 


Before issuance of any special permit for 
any of the above buildings or uses, the 
city council shall refer the proposed appli- 
cation to the planning board which shall be 
given forty-five days in which to make a 
report regarding the effect of such proposed 
building or use upon the character of the 
neighborhood, traffic conditions, public util- 
ity facilities and other matters pertaining 
to the general welfare. No action shall be 
taken upon any application for a proposed 
building or use above referred to until and 
unless the report of the planning board has 
been filed; provided, however, if no report 
is received from the planning board within 
forty-fiive days, it shall be assumed that 
approval of the aplication has been given 
by the board. 


Section 3. All ordinances or parts of 
ordinances inconsistent with the provisions 
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hereof are hereby repealed to the extent of 
such inconsistency.

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That the Code of Ordinances 
of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be 
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amended by adding a section to be num- 
bered 36-5.2 to read as follows: 


Sec. 386-5.2 Regulations governing the 
extraction of sand, gravel and/or borrow, 
the rehabilitation of sand, Gravel and/or 
borrow pits and the establishment of sani- 
tary and/or solid waste disposal areas. 


1. Permitted Areas— 


A. Subject to a Special Use Permit as 
herein provided, a sanitary and/or solid 
waste disposal may be permitted in any 
zoning district when it is deemed that the 
public health, welfare and safety of ad- 
jacent areas will not be affected by the 
eonduct of such an operation. The Coun- 
cil shall refer an application for a special 
use permit as provided under this sub- 
section to the Planning Board who in mak- 
ing such determination as to the suitability 
of any given site for a use as herein de- 
scribed shall have regard to the following 
standards: 


(1) The site shall have at least one prop- 
erty line abutting a major or minor 
arterial road as shown on the Lansing 
Master Plan or have access to a major 
or minor arterial road across other pri- 
vate properties which abut a. major or 
minor arterial road with the written 
consent of the owner of that property. 


(2) A sanitary land fill and/or solid waste 
disposal operation which exceeds a 
duration of twelve (12) months shall 
not be permitted if the median density 
of the surrounding properties for a 
distance of one half (14) mile in all 
directions exceeds one dwelling unit 
per acre. 


(8) Sanitary and/or solid waste disposal 
when permitted in a residential district 
shall be for the purposes of rehabili- 
tating an existing excavated area or 
for the purposes of reclaiming pres- 
ently unsuitable land, such as ravines, 
low swampy areas or slope areas, 


(4) Sanitary Land Fill technique described 
as the trench method (for otherwise 
usable flat areas) in residential dis- 
tricts is not permitted. 


(5) A sereen shall be erected along all 
coterminuous residential property lines. 
Said screen shall be at least five (5) 
feet high and may consist of a chain 
link fence with redwood interwoven 
slats or as otherwise approved by the 
Building Commissioner, which may in- 
clude adequate earth mounds with 
plant material screen. 


B. The use of land for the removal of 
topsail, sand or other material from the 
land, other than materials from basement 
excavations, common household gardening 
and the care and improvement of estab- 
lished home lawns shall be permitted in 
any zoning district subject to the follow- 
ing conditions: 


(1) The site shall have at least one prop- 
erty line abutting a major or minor 
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arterial road as shown on the Lansing 
Master Plan or have access to a major 
or minor arterial road across other 
private properties which abut a major 
or minor arterial road with the written 
consent of the owner of that property. 


(2) A sand, gravel and/or borrow pit shall 
not be permitted when the median den- 
sity of the surrounding properties for 
a distance of one-half (44) mile in all 
directions exceeds one dwelling unit 
per acre. 


2. Licensing—Where applicable and 


A. A license has been obtained from the 
Michigan Department of Public Health and 
all applicable State regulations have been 
met, The provisions of Act 87, P.A. 1966, 
shall hereby be deemed to apply to the 
operation of approved solid waste disposal 
areas. 


8. Proximity to Residence— 


The natural ground elevation of any land 
or parcel for a use as herein described 
shall not be disturbed within three hun- 
dred (300) feet of any abutting residence 
property line, except that borrow may be 
taken from one area of said site to be used 
in some other area of the site and pro- 
vided such borrow is first approved by the 
Planning Department who shal! have re- 
gard to the relationship of such borrow 
area to existing residences nearby and the 
Possible destruction of-any natural features 
which may desirably be preserved. In the 
event such borrow is permitted, sufficient 
top soil shall be replaced and the area 
seeded to prevent erosion and sedimenta- 
tion. In the event insufficient vegetation 
cover exists in the area between the per- 
mitted use and adjacent residential uses to 
prohibit the emission of sedimentation, said 
areas shall be provided with additional 
vegetation cover as in the opinion of the 
Planning Department will eliminate said 
sedimentary problems, 


4, Dust Control on Accessways— 


The operation of any use as herein per- 
mitted shall not be offensive by way of 
sedimentary conditions affecting abutting 
residential properties. Accessways shall be 
dust treated as and when required. The 
Building Commissioner shall determine 
when this problem exists and shall instruct 
the operator to take immediate steps to 
correct this problem. Failure to take cor- 
rective measures shall result in the special 
use permit being revoked. 


5. Gradient of Slopes— 


Holes or excavation with slopes of 
greater ratio than one (1) to two (2) shall 
be fenced along the ridge or top of the 
slope, except that where the entire site is 
made safe and secure from access by chil- 
dren such a fence shall not be required. 


Sidewalls or slopes in area being exca- 
vated or mined as permitted in this ordi- 
nance shall under no circumstances have 
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overhanging earth material such that a 
cave-in or collapse is possible. 


The Building Commissioner shall deter- 
mine when said areas constitute an “‘at- 
tractive nuisance’ and shall determine 
when such areas are safe and secure from 
access as required above. 


A fence shall herein be deemed to mean 
a chain link fence not less than five (5) 
feet high. 


6. Standing Water— 


Standing water pools in excess of a 
depth of two feet shall likewise be made 
safe or secure as provided in subsection 
(5) above. 


7. Rehabilitation Requirements— 


Prior to the establishment of a borrow 
pit or sand and/or gravel removal opera- 
tion as permitted in this ordinance and 
prior to the issuance of a permit for same, 
the owner, person or company desiring said 
special use permit shall submit a plan fot 
rehabilitating such areas where extraction 
will occur to the Planning Board. 


Final grades and the extent of filling 
shall be subject to the approval of the 
Planning Board who shall consult with 
other concerned public agencies, except 
that in the case of a dispute the Council 
shall make the final determination. Said 
plan will show the quantity of such ex- 
traction, the length of time it will take to 
complete said extraction and a proposal for 
reclaiming, rehabilitating or filling said 
excavated areas and their proposed future 
use. The plan for rehabilitation shall not 
exceed two (2) years from completion date 
indicated on the original submission unless 
@ variance is received as further provided 
in this ordinance, 


8. Revocation of Permit for Just Cause—- 


After the granting of a Special Use Per- 
mit, under this section, the Council may 
revoke said Special Use Permit, for non- 
compliance with any condition attached 
thereto or for just cause. In the event said 
Special Use Permit is revoked, the owner 
of the property shall immediately begin to 
rehabilitate said areas as required in sub- 
section (7). Just cause shall include non- 
compliance with the provisions of this code. 


9. Lien for Non-Compliance— 


In the event the owner does not comply 
with the provisions of sub-section (7) 
within a reasonable time, the City of Lan- 
sing may cause the work to be done in the 
amount estimated for rehabilitating said 
areas to their former condition, or as ap- 
proved in a site development plan by the 
Planning Board, and the cost of same shall 
be assessed against the property on the 
next general assessment rol] of the city. 


10. Procedure— 


Before issuance of a special use permit 
for any of the above uses, the City Council 
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shall refer the proposed application to the 
Planning Board which shall be given thirty 
days in which to make a report regarding 
the effect of such use upon the character 
of the neighborhood, traffic conditions, pub- 
lic utility facilities and matters pertaining 
to the general welfare. No action shall be 
taken upon any application until and unless 
the report of the Planning Board has been 
filed; providing, however, if no report is re- 
ceived from the Planning Board within 
thrity days, it shall be assumed that ap- 
proval of the application has been given by 
the Board unless the Board shall have re- 
quested and received from the City Council 
an extension of time within which to file 
its report. 


11. Variations, Exceptions, Modifications— 


Variations, exceptions, and/or modifica- 
tions of these requirements may be made by 
the City Council in specific cases where it 
is deemed that conditions unique to the 
property proposed to be used justify said 
exceptions and/or modification.

Members of the Council: 


Many advances have been made in the 
past few years to ‘“flame-proof” decora- 
tions that are used in places of public as- 
sembly. Many decorations are made of 
materials that are ‘“‘self-extinguishing.” 
Many bear the label of recognized testing 
laboratories identifying them as ‘‘flame- 
proof.” We in the fire service suggest a 
change should be made in the present ordi- 
nance to more realistically approach the 
subject, Therefore, we ask the members 
of the Council to consider amending the 
present ordinance to read: 


(Words in brackets deleted; words in 
capital letters added) 


Sec. 14-70. Decorations, furnishings, 
drapes, stage scenery, types and kind per- 
mitted; flameproofing according to speci- 
fications. 


It shall be unlawful for any person to 
use in any building described herein, used 
or intended to be used for the purposes of 
assembly, amusement or instruction, or 
any building or portion of a building de- 
fined as a place of assembly, flimsy decor- 
ations of any type, such as: paper, paper 
streamers, cloth, artificial plants, trees, 
flowers, vines, leaves, moss, shrubs, grass, 
cotton batten or any other material or a 
combination of such materials for decora- 
tive purposes or for the covering of ceil- 
ings, walls, windows or doors or for 
soundproofing, acoustics, insulation, artis- 
tie enhancement or any other similar pur- 
pose, that will produce a quick or fast 
burning fire[, regardless of whether it is 
flameproof or not]. 


EXCEPTION: PAPER, PLASTIC, AND/ 
OR OTHER MATERIALS MAY BE USED 
IF SAID MATERIALS ARE FLAME- 
PROOFED OR FLAME RESISTANT AND 
ARE APPROVED BY THE FIRE MAR- 
SHAL. PROOF OF THE FIRE RETARD- 
ANT QUALITIES OF SUCH MATERIALS 
IS THE RESPONSIBILITY OF THE PER- 
SON OR PERSONS DESIRING TO USE 
SUCH MATERIALS. 


Nothing in this section shall prohibit the 
use of cut flowers or of natural trees, 
plants, shrubs or grass for artistic en- 
hancement or decorative purposes, provided 
such trees, plants, flowers, shrubs or grass 
are in soil and are maintained in a healthy 
condition. 


The provisions of this section shall not 
apply to table linen, chairs, tables or other 
portable incidental furniture. 


Nothing in this section shall be con- 
strued to apply to merchandise for sale or 
display for sale. 
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Combustible furnishings such as drapes, 
shall be treated with a flameproof solution, 
unless such material is of all wool and at 
least one-sixteenth of an inch thick, then 
this treatment will not be necessary. 


Any other type of furnishings, which, in 
the opinion of the fire marshal, may pro- 
duce a quick or fast burning fire, shall be 
treated with a flameproof solution in ac- 
cordance with the specifications of the fire 
marshal. 


All stage scenery, drapes and drops of 
any type shall be treated with flameproof 
solution in accordance with the specifica- 
tions of the fire marshal. 


The use of paper tablecloths is prohibited 
where smoking is permitted or where 
lighted candles are used. EXCEPTION: 
PAPER, PLASTIC, AND/OR OTHER 
TABLECOVERINGS MAY BE USED, IF 
SAID TABLECOVERINGS ARE FLAME- 
PROOFED OR FLAME RESISTANT AND 
ARE APPROVED BY THE FIRE MAR- 
SHAL. PROOF OF THE FIRE RESIST- 
ANT QUALITIES OF SUCH TABLE- 
COVERINGS IS THE RESPONSIBILITY

Specifically the fiexibility to change yard 
requirements and to provide for landscaped 
unit development was not achieved in the 
D-M:1 category when it was designed as 
had been hoped and which we believe was 
the intent of the Council. Furthermore, 
this hoped for flexibility was impeded by 
the general provisions section of the code 
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which was not the subject of amendment 
with the passage of the original D-M:1 
category. 


Accordingly, the Board believes the fol- 
lowing modifications are desirable and in 
keeping with Council’s intent when it ap- 
proved the D-M:1 category. 


Article 1, Section 36-5.1(5) should be 
amended by ading thereto the following: 


‘except in the case where the Planning 
Board as part of a site development plan 
process is given the authority to permit 
variation in development patterns and spa- 
tial relationships.’ 


Section 36-25.1(4) should be amended by 
adding thereto the following: 


‘and further provided that a satisfactory 
landscape plan is concluded with the Plan- 
ning Board.’ 


Section 36-46.1 should be amended by add- 
ing to the introduction paragraph the fol- 
lowing additional provisions: 


‘except as provided in Section 36-25.1 sub- 
section (4) in which case the yard require- 
ments will be established by the approved 
site development plan.’

Re- 
cent action by the Board and Council estab- 
lished a non-residential character along the 
east side of South Cedar Street. Based on 
the existing development in the area and 
previous actions by the Board and Council 
it seems difficult to justify denial of this 
rquest, 


The excessive depth does however, create 
a problem. The extremely poor lot pattern 
in the area cries out for assembly of the 
rear of the lots in the area. This use will 
however, create an isolated pracel measur- 
ing 132 by 96 which cannot be logically as- 
sembled with other vacant land. In addition 
a zoning line which has been established 
further north if extended would be the rear 
lot line of the subject property. 


This suggests that maybe the proposed 
restaurant should be set back further to 
utilize all of the site. The excess depth

could be lawn area located in front of the 
structure. Unless some solution like this 
is adopted we fear that the unused land will 
become an unkempt weed patch which will 
serve as a collection point for trash. In ad- 
dition we believe that the rear property 
should be screened with one of the follow- 
ing: 1. a masonry wall; 2. a chain link 
fence with interwoven redwood slats.

The change would adversely affect prop- 
erty values in the immediate vicinity, and 
may therefore deter their improvement or 
development in accord with the existing 
regulations, 


Zoning changes such as these can foster 
uncontrolled development in areas that are 
relatively stable, encouraging ribbon or 
strip commercial development along major 
streets, increasing traffic congestion, and 
most important creating an adverse infiu- 
ence on adjacent residential properties. 


It is further pointed out that Cavanaugh 
Road is proposed to be relocated to intersect 
with Dunckel Drive to the north, and the 
existing Cavanaugh Road which the sub- 
ject parcel has frontage would be used as 
a collector street and more important a 
residential collector. 


The Board believes that the existing and 
proposed service stations in this area are 
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adequate to serve the existing and poten- 
tial population. 


The Board cannot find where conditions 
have changed since the initial request was 
considered.

The Master Plan indicates that the area 
remain as part of a residential neighbor- 
hood with the development north of Main 
Street, however, the relocation of the ex- 
pressway from its original placement along 
Olds Avenue to its existing location, be- 
tween Main Street and St. Joseph Street 
has reduced the size of this area where it 
can no longer support the necessary facili- 
ties that make up a neighborhood complex. 


These changing conditions have in a 
sense changed the potential development 
of this area to industrial. However, the 
Board’s opinion regarding development or 
redevelopment is as follows: 


Any new development of the area should 
proceed in a block by block approach and 
be contiguous to existing industrial develop- 
ment. This approach would provide maxi- 
mum protection to the existing residential 
development and discourage an inter mix- 
ture of unrelated uses. 


The request at this time would constitute 
a spot zone and would encourage further 
non residential uses into the area. 


The change may adversely affect property 
values in the vicinity and adversely affect 
living conditions, principally through the 
increase of traffic and activity. 
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Lands set aside for potential industrial 
development should be protected against en- 
croachment of unrelated uses, therefore the 
same philosophy should apply to existing 
residential areas.

At its meeting of June 17, 1969, the Plan- 
ning Board considered the petition filed by 
the Boron Oil Company to rezone property 
at 328-329-333 South Pennsylvania Avenue 
and 1011 East Kalamazoo Street from D-M 
multiple dwelling to E-2 drive in shop. The 
Planning Board did not recommend this re- 
zoning. The voting position of the Board 
was: three (3) yea, two (2) nay, and 1 
abstention. 


The Zoning Committee report to the 
Board was as follows: That the petition be 
denied. 


The site under consideration is located 
on the NE corner of Pennsylvania Avenue 
and Kalamazoo Street. Zoning and land 
use changes have occurred in the vicinity 
on a piecemeal basis to the point where 
there are now service stations on the three 
opposite corners and professional office 
(Greater Lansing Safety Council) imme- 
diately to the east of the property under 
consideration. 


There are two very significant points to 
be considered when reviewing this request: 


1) The impact the change will have on 
traffic flow. In a recent study by the staff 
concerning service stations it was found 
that; an intersection of major streets in 
which all turning movements are permitted 
has 16 points where traffic crosses or merges 
into other movements. One service station 
at this intersection, with two driveways on 
each street increases the points of conflict 
to 44, 


Two stations raise the total to 72. Three 
and four stations increase the incidence of 
conflict points to 104 and 136 respectively. 
These figures provide an indication of con- 
gestion. Based on these figures the points 
of conflict would increase from 104 to 186 
at this intersection. However, the imposi- 
tion of turn controls or median dividers 
would reduce the points of conflict and 
therefore the amount of congestion. 


The Board believes that a change of land 
use development at this intersection which 
would impede the flow of traffic would de- 
emphasize the intent of the major streets, 
whose main purpose is that of moving 
traffic. 


2) Aesthetic Problems: 


The architectural design and the general 
appearance of many stations probably con- 
tributes more the public prejudices against 
service stations than any other aspect of 
service stations. The garish, porcelanized 
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steel panels which cover the very sterile 
rectangular buildings are not enhanced by 
the proliferation of advertising signs which 
proclaim the various brands of motor oil 
and accessories available nor do the multi- 
colored pennants and_ reflectorized pin 
wheels provide a pleasing appearance, Out- 
door storage of foil wrapped tires, pyra- 
mids of oi] cans and occasionally a display 
of a demolished automobile, all contribute 
to the general appearance of disorder, 


Unfortunately, the neat clean operations 
which oil companies display in convincing 
local councils that service stations are 
aesthetically pleasing more often than not 
fail to materialize under the managerial 
pressures of the lessee. The competitive 
struggle which obviously exists in this in- 
dustry because of over proliferation forces 
the lessee to increase his activity to include 
repairs and retail sales of other uses. In 
addition the lessee believes it is necessary 
to clutter the street line up with sign ad- 
vertising the price of gas, and displays 
heretofore mentioned destroying the very 
openess that was heralded by the coming of 
the station. 


The above mentioned contributes to a 
deteriorating affect on adjacent land de- 
velopment and very often opens the door 
to further changes in the vicinity which 
eventually contributes to an undesirable 
mix of land use development and an adverse 
affect on property values. 


Abandonment of service stations continues 
to be a major problem. These stations be- 
come the target of vandalism and eventu- 
ally extreme pressures are brought to bear 
on the municipality to rezone the site for 
some other use, which is oftentimes more 
intensive than that of a service station. 
Evidence of this problem is not uncommon 
in Lansing. 


The applicant professes that the change 
would allow the highest and best use of 
the land, based on the traffic characteristics 
at this intersection. The Board would point 
out that the courts have determined that 
highest and best use was ‘“‘no weighty fac- 
tor” in zoning. If it were, the whole con- 
cept of uniform zoning districts to encour- 
age the most appropriate use of land 
shopuebout the municipality would have to 
ail. 


The case reference is Barone V. Township 
of Bridgewater, Supreme Court of New 
Jersey (Highest Court) July 6, 1965, 212 
A.zd 129. This case would seem to be ap- 
plicable when considering this request, as 
we do have a responsibility to protect land 
development in the area and traffic carrying 
capacity of our major streets,

Re: Consumption of Alcoholic Beverages in 
Civic Center. 


Gentlemen : 


The question has arisen as to whether the 
activities at the Lansing Civic Center, in 
regards to consumption of alcoholic bever- 
ages, are in violation of Compiled Law 
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436.26(c), a section of the liquor law, 
which reads as follows: 


“No person shall maintain, operate, lease 
or otherwise furnish to other persons any 
premises or place which is not licensed 
under this act, wherein such other persons 
may engage in the drinking of alcoholic 
beverages, for a fee or for any other con- 
sideration, including the sale of food, 
mixers, ice or other fluids used with alco- 
holic drinks or the storage of alcoholic 
liquors: Provided, That the provisions of 
this section shall not apply to any hotel 
nor to any licensee under the provisions of 
this act: Provided further, That the pro- 
visions of this section shall not be con- 
strued to repeal or amend the provisions 
of Section 26(b) of this act.” 


This section prohibits, among other items, 
the leasing of any facility in the Civic 
Center to persons who may engage in the 
drinking of alcoholic beverages for a fee 
or for any other consideration. Please 
note that the section does not prohibit con- 
sumption, it applies only to consumption 
for considerations, 


Thus, the Civic Center is not in viola- 
tion when facilities are rented out for 
private parties, ie. receptions, conventions, 
ete., even though alcoholic beverages are 
consumed. The section does, however, pro- 
hibit a dance, for example, to which tickets 
are sold to the general public and to which 
the patron brings his own bottle and buys 
set-ups, 


To remedy the latter situation the follow- 
ing recommendation is submitted. 


The Civic Center is to engage one perma- 
nent caterer who will furnish alcoholic 
beverages only. The caterer is to be chosen 
by the normal bidding procedure and will 
apply for a regular liquor license. The 
present procedure regarding caterers, sup- 
plying food and beverages, is to remain 
the same.

It has been brought to the attention of 
this board that immediate consideration 
must be given to the great pay differential 
that exists at the present time between the 
pay seale of the city plumbing inspector 
and the journeyman plumber in the con- 
struction industry. 


As of June 1, 1969 the pay scale for a 
journeyman plumber in the construction 
industry is as follows: $6.91 per hour on 
the check, $.30 per hour insurance, $.30 per 
hour retirement, $7.51 total package. In- 
erease negotiated for, $.85 per hour as of 
the Ist of June 1970, $.85 per hour as of 
the Ist of June 1971. 


Using only the $6.91 per hour now re- 
eeived on the check and figuring a forty 
hour week a journeyman plumber will be 
paid $14,872.80 per year. Presently the 
head plumbing inspector receives approxi- 
mately $9700 per year and the assistant 
inspector $8500 per year, This will be in- 
creased by about $500 as of July 1, 1969 
and still leave a differential of approxi- 
mately $4000 and $5000 respectively below 
the wage scale of a first year journeyman 
plumber in the construction field. 


One of the requirements for the position 
of plumbing imspector is that he have a 
journeymans license for at least ten years. 


In order that we might continue to keep 
competent and well qualified personnel in 
these positions, it is imperative that we 
establish a salary scale that will come some- 
where near that of a journeyman plumber. 


These inspectors are skilled tradesmen, 
licensed by the state of Michigan and must 
deal daily with skilled professional people 
of the construction industry. 


We the members of the plumbing board 
hope the council will give this matter 
their sincere and immediate consideration.

The land area to the north of North

The 
parcel in question fronts on both Jolly Road 
and Delray Drive, limiting off street park- 
ing to the side yards of the property, This 
would undoubtedly provide a questionable 
living environment for the occupants of 
the upper level of the structure on the 
property and unless very well screened 
would have adverse effects on the adjoin- 
ing residential properties. 


Given standard zoning design this area 
would serve as a transition area from the 
mixed commercial uses along Logan Street 
to the single family residential uses to the 
east. The area was zoned C-2 family resi- 
dential for this purpose. A change to D-1 
professional office would tend to set a prece- 
dent of infiltrating the otherwise stable 
residential neighborhood with mixed uses. 


Re zoning the parcel to D-1 professional 
would not guarantee the use of the upper 
level of the structure for a dwelling unit. 
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It too could legally be converted to profes- 
sional offices, resulting in a more intense 
use than is apparently intended by the 
petitioner. The requested rezoning would 
be a spot zoning inconsistent with the 
South Logan Street Policy Plan.

The Planning Board at their meeting of 
July 1, 1969 recommended that the petition 
by Hannibal S. Abood to rezone property 
at 803-817 North Logan Street and 804-814 
Clyde Street from B-1 family to F commer- 
cial be denied. 


Documents submitted with this petition 
indicate that part of this property is cur- 
rently owned by the Michigan Department 
of State Highways who have agreed accord- 
ing to a letter submitted to lease and 
eventually sell their property to the peti- 
tioner. The Department of Highways fur- 
ther point out that they are interested in 
acquiring an additional 17 feet along Logan 
Street to provide a turning lane. The effect 
of these transactions will be to reduce the 
width of the site to 246 feet. The overall 
size of 246 ft. x 160 ft. is rather large 
for service station use, which typically find 
sites measuring 150 ft. x 160 ft. entirely 
adequate. 


Aside from the size considerations it 
would appear that the site is well located 
with respect to the flow of traffic. Only two 
conflicts with opposing flows will be pos- 
sible. This is primarily due to the fact that 
Oakland Avenue is a one way street. 


There are however, some other problems 
presented by this petition which warrant 
serious consideration by the Planning Board 
and City Council. First of all it must be 
stressed that this will be a spot zone, and 
contrary to the Board and Council’s past 
actions which have had the effect of estab- 
lishing a policy of discouraging reauests 
for non residential uses along Oakland. A 
service station will be completely out of 
character with adjoining residences and 
will adversely affect them through an in- 
erease in noise and activity. 
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Secondly, the aesthetics of service sta- 
tions leave much to be desired. We cannot 
imagine a more unattractive use contrasted 
with the very pleasing church directly south 
of the site. 


The extremely large site being requested 
suggests a third problem. If the application 
is granted as applied for, will some addi- 
tional use be included on the site or will the 
service station operator find it to his ad- 
vantage to sell boats or campers or some 
similar product? 


In conclusion we wish to emphasize that 
rezoning of this site must be justified on 
the basis that some important public need 
will be filled. We find no evidence that 
there is a lack of service stations in the 
area, therefore we cannot support this 
amendment, 


The Board also recommends that a com- 
munication be forwarded to the Admini- 
strative Section of the State of Michigan 
regarding our concern over the use of 
access right of way which will introduce 
an incompatible land use in a solidly resi- 
dential area. 


There were numerous persons in opposi- 
tion to this petition.

the subject property to F commercial and 
J parking. This change is not in accord 
with the Logan Street Development Plan as 
recommended by the Planning Board, how- 
ever the change does have a significant im- 
pact on other requests in the vicinity. 


If piecemeal zoning and development is 
allowed to proceed along this area of Logan 
Street the possibilities of full development 
of the land to the rear will become more 
difficult, 


Access could be impaired, the adverse in- 
fluences of non-residential uses along Logan 
Street could adversely affect the land de- 
velopment to the west and deter its im- 
provement, The other and most visible im- 
pact of strip development along major 
streets takes its toll as it relates to aesthe- 
tics qualities, traffic flow is reduced along 
the major street, many times to the point 
where it loses its function, to move traffic.

Board considered the following points of 
view in arriving at their decision. Sensible 
planning would have prevented the pre- 
sent disruptive land use pattern along 
South Cedar Street. The two corners of 
Syringa need not be developed into com- 
mercial uses other than the fact that their 
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value may appreciate to the benefit of their 
owners but to the disadvantage of their 
neighbors property values. 


If we consider the fact that one of the 
traditional tenets of zoning has been the 
preservation of property values and through 
this the protection of the public health 
safety and welfare then it should be obvious 
that the property in question should NOT 
be rezoned, 


The Planning Board has tried in vain 
in numerous instances to put this philosophy 
into practice and repeated failures due to 
lack of support by those charged with the 
final decision should not necessarily mean 
that one should stop trying to do their best. 


While one can agree that this land is no 
longer desirable for one family residence, 
this should not preclued a transitional type 
zoning such as an office or apartment house 
on the corner and perhaps one or two 
family structures. Proper siting and screen- 
ing could eliminate the adverse influence of 
heavy traffic on S. Cedar Street.

This Board feels that serious considera- 
tion should be given to the pay differential 
that now exists between the pay scale of 
the electrical inspectors and the journeymen 
electricians working in the industry. 


As of June 1, 1969 a journeyman elec- 
trician is paid as follows: $6.95 per hour 
on his check plus 15¢ per hour for health 
insurance and 15¢ per hour for his pension. 


The hourly rate amounts to $14,456 per 
year for full time. A job foreman is paid 
12144% above that figure and a general fore- 
man or supervisor is paid 25% above the 
journeyman scale. 


One requirement for the electrical in- 
spector position is that he be qualified as 
a master electrician or supervisor, The 
amount of time, working at the trade, to 
achieve this status is set by State Law. 


We are aware of the better retirement 
plan furnished by the City and the paid 
sick leave and vacation allowances, but we 
still feel there is too great a difference in 
the pay schedule for the City to be assured 
of qualified inspectors at all times, 


This Board sincerely hopes the Council 
will give immediate attention to this 
matter.

During the past week the crematorium 
at the Ingham County Animal Shelter was 
ordered temporarily closed by the Fire Mar- 
shal Division of the Lansing Fire Depart- 
ment for certain reasons. The crematorium 
as such is used to dispose of 1,000+ ani- 
mals monthly by the Ingham County Ani- 
mal Shelter and is not only out-dated but 
must necessarily be replaced. Presently 
my office and the appropriate Committee 
chairmen of the City Council are attempt- 
ing to work out contribution costs so that 
a new crematorium can be installed. 


Solutions to this temporary problem, 
however, will not result in the elimination 
of a far greater problem existing in animal 
control in the City of Lansing and in 
Ingham County. The control basically is 
weak, beset by problems and at best is 
only partially effective. From a study re- 
cently completed by Dean §, Tribby, Pub- 
lic Health Veterinarian, Ingham County 
Health Department, I point out the fol- 
lowing : 


During 1968 over 700 animal bites were 
reported to the Ingham County Health De- 
partment. Of the 564 dog bites identified 
only 129 were indicated as having been 
licensed and vaccinated and 55 of these 129 
did not give a license number. A more 
serious problem is that 216 owners stated 
their pets were not immunized against ra- 
bies. Probably 50% or more of all dogs 
were not protected against rabies and it is 
this suspectible population that provides 
a link between existing wildlife rabies and 
rabies in man. Rabies in wildlife has oc- 
curred in Ingham County in 1967 and in 
1968 and is endemic throughout all of 
Michigan. The United States Public Health 
Service recommends that 70% of domestic 
pet population should be rabies vaccinated 
to avert any possible serious epidemic of 
rabies in a community. From a_ public 
health point of view, Lansing and Ingham 
County are in an unhealthy situation. 


Further, it is interesting to note that for 
the first 6 months of 1968 there were only 
222 dog bites in the City of Lansing—for 
the first 6 months of 1969 this has increased 
to 547. The recent census undertaken in 
the City also reveals that only 1 out of 5 
dogs located within the corporate limits 
of the City is licensed, Basically, it can 
be said that dog wardens operating in 
animal control work 5 days a week, 8 hours 
a day, leaving tremendously long periods 
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when no control is in effect. Financially, 
the City expends directly or indirectly in 
an ineffective dog control program approxi- 
mately $70,000 annually. 


I feel that only through an effective 
animal control program with a strong cen- 
sus, enforced licensing, immunization, and 
stray control, can such a situation be cor- 
rected. Therefore, I am notifying you that 
I am in support of a County wide program 
as has been presented in the recent report 
of Dr. Tribby. I am confident that his 
proposed program would provide additional 
benefits to our community and the County 
in a more efficient use of man power, 
broader service to the public, to their pets 
and within 5 years would be self-suporting 
from license and user fees. I feel it is a 
program that we cannot afford to be with- 
out.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
LANSING, MICHIGAN, PROVIDING 
THAT THE CODE OF ORDINANCES,

AMENDED BY ADDING A SECTION TO 
BE NUMBERED 28-19. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That the Code of Ordinances 
of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be amend- 
ed by adding a section to be numbered 28-19 
to read as follows: 


Section 28-19. Same—Correcting and con- 
firming roll, warrant for collection; in- 
stallment payment; funds for payment of 
bonds. 


Every assesment, so ratified and con- 
firmed by the City Council as aforesaid, 
shall be final and conclusive, Within five 
days after such assessment is ratified, the 
Mayor shall affix to such assessment and 
tax roll his warrant for collection thereof. 
The Mayor’s warrant shall direct the City 
Treasurer to collect the assessment on or 
before the due date, which date shall be 
[sixty (60)] NINETY (90) days from the 
date of confirmation by the Council. The 
Mayor’s warrant shall further direct the 
City Treasurer to initiate special assessment 
collections on the basis of the estimated 
figure provided him by the City Assessor 
and such assessment and tax roll, with 
the warrant of the Mayor so annexed, shall 
be delivered to the Treasurer within ten 
days after such warrant is annexed to 
such roll. 


In the event the Treasurer is unable to 
collect these assessments as directed, the 
Treasurer shall be authorized to levy and 
collect the same by distress and sale of 
any personal property in the possession of 
the person chargeable with such tax, 


It is also provided, that, if a majority of 
the resident taxpayers owning property 
in any paving or sewer district wherein any 
paving, curb and gutter, tree removal, side- 
walk, building razing or sewer is ordered 
pursuant to the provisions of this article 
and liable for taxation for any such paving 
or sewer, shall, prior to the order of the 
City Council directing the Mayor to attach 
his warrant to such tax roll for the collec- 
tion of such taxes, petition the City Coun- 
cil for an extension of time of payment of 
such taxes, it shall be within the power of 
the City Council by resolution to extend 
the time of payment of any such special 
assessment so that the same may be levied, 
collected and paid in three, five, or ten in- 
stallments, as shall be determined by the 
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City Council in such resolution. It is pro- 
vided further that, the City Council may, 
by a two-thirds vote of the councilmen- 
elect, grant the extension of time for the 
payment of taxes herein provided for with- 
out any petition therefor when such action 
shall be deemed necessary, and may, by a 
two-thirds vote, upon request of any resi- 
dent taxpayer owning property in any 
assessment district, grant the extension of 
time for payment of special assessments 
in the manner hereinafter stated with the 
following provisions: 


A. If the total amount of the special as- 
sessment is less than $75.00, the assess- 
ment shall be paid in full on or before 
the due date. 


B. If the total assessment is $75.00 or 
more, but less than $150.00, it may be 
divided into three equal installment 
payments. 


C. If the total assessment is $160.00 or 
more, but less than $300.00, it may be 
divided into five equa] installment pay- 
ments, 


D. If the total assessment is $300.00 or 
more, it may be divided into ten equal 
installments. 


E. A resident taxpayer, to follow the in- 
tent of the ordinance and the policy 
of the city, shall be any Lansing resi- 
dent who, in regard to the specific 
property being assessed, is not using 
the property for a commercial, pro- 
fessional or industrial enterprise. Any 
land being subdivided or used for com- 
munity unit or multiple dwelling (ex- 
cept “C” two-family district) shall not 
be eligible for the installment special 
assessment program. 


Following confirmation of a special as- 
sessment roll, a billing of the estimated 
assessment (original estimated billing) 
shall be rendered either to the property 
owner or taxpayer as known. The words 
“estimated billing’? shall be denoted on 
the original estimated billing and the total 
assessment shall be due within [sixty (60)] 
NINETY (90) days from the date of con- 
firmation. There shall be no interest or 
penalty charged if the entire assessment 
is paid within [sixty (60)] NINETY (90) 
days from the date of confirmation. 


If the estimated assessment is $75.00 or 
more, the taxpayer may select the install- 
ment option by paying the first installment 
within [sixty (60)] NINETY (90) days of 
confirmation. Interest at seven per cent 
(7%) per annum will be collected on the 
unpaid balance from date of roll confirma- 
tion to the due date of second installment. 


If neither the total assessment nor the 
first installment is paid within [sixty (60)] 
NINETY (90) days of confirmation, the 
taxpayer, eligible for installment payments, 
is automatically obligated to pay on the 
installment basis, and is delinquent as to 
the first installment. A penalty of four 
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per cent (4%) of the installment due will 
be charged on all delinquent installments. 


Subsequent installment payments shall 
be billed with a due date of July first, 
coinciding with the City of Lansing’s due 
date for summer taxes; provided, that the 
first two installments shall not become 
due within a period of less than one hun- 
dred twenty (120) days of each other. 
Where the date of confirmation of the spe- 
cial assessment roll occurs less than one 
hundred twenty (120) days preceding July 
first of any year, the second installment 
shall be due on the first of July one year 
hence, and succeeding installments annually 
thereafter on July first. Succeeding install- 
ments in either case shall bear interest at 
seven per cent (7%) payable in advance 
on the due date with the exception of the 
final annual installment, which shall be 
interest free, If any installment, other 
than the first, becomes delinquent it will 
be processed in the same manner as a delin- 
quent tax and will acrue the same penal- 
ties and interest as does a delinquent tax. 
Payments made to the city treasurer, on 
accounts which have been kept current, 
between annual installment billings shal] be 
interest free as interest has been previously 
collected in advance on the current install- 
ment. Annual installments will be payable 
on July first of each year regardless of 
pre-payments. 


Prior to any change of ownership of 
those properties on the installment payment 
special assessment program, certification 
must be presented to the assessor providing 
all special assessment taxes have been paid. 


Administrative procedures, which require 
a deadline date for the preparation of the 
current tax roll, will require the special 
assessment being placed on that tax roll 
with interest payable in advance. Assess- 
ment balances, paid in full by the taxpayer 
between this roll preparation date and the 
date tax billings are mailed, will result in 
an interest remaining unpaid on the tax 
roll. When this situation arises, the city 
treasurer, after substantiating the tax- 
payer’s interest charge, shall request a 
warrant from the controller's office to effect 
the elimination of such interest from the 
tax roll. 


It shall be the responsibility of the city 
engineer to begin work or cause work to 
begin on a special assessment project on or 
before the first designated due date of a 
special assessment roll. If for some un- 
avoidable circumstances, the city engineer 
cannot commence this work within the 
designated sixty (60) days, he must make 
a special report to the city council stating 
these circumstances in detail. 


Once the installment option has been 
selected, the city assessor shall provide for 
the accounting function, which shall allow 
the special assessment to be paid in three 
(8), five (5), or ten (10) aproximate equal 
payments, subject to the installment pro- 
visions as stated above, 
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The city shall have a lien for the total 
amount of special assessment taxes, in- 
terest and penalties, which lien shall attach 
to the property liable for the same, from 
and after the date of the warant for the 
collection of the whole or any installments 
thereof, and shall remain until] all install- 
ments are fully paid. 


If the city council shall have borrowed 
money and issued its bonds to pay for any 
paving or sewer, for which extension of 
time of payment of taxes therefor has been 
granted by the city council, such taxes 
annually paid by the property owner bene- 
fited, together with such sum raised and 
collected by the city for that purpose, shall 
be received and kept by the City Treasurer 
in a special fund to be known as “ __. P 

5 Street Paving Fund,”’

AMENDED BY REVISING SECTION 14- 
70 OF SAID CODE. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That Section 14-70 of the Code 
of Ordinances of the City of Lansing, 
Michigan, be amended so that such section 
shall read as follows: 


Sec. 14-70. Decorations, furnishings, 
drapes, stage scenery, types and kind per- 
mitted; flame-proofing according to speci- 
fications. 


It shall be unlawful for any person to 
use in any building described herein, used 
or intended to be used for the purposes of 
assembly, amusement or instruction, or any 
building or portion of a building defined 
as a place of assembly, flimsy decorations 
of any type, such as: paper, paper stream- 
ers, Cloth, artificial plants, trees, flowers, 
vines, leaves, moss, shrubs, grass, cotton 
batten, or any material or a combination 
of such materials for decorative purposes 
or for the covering of ceilings, walls, win- 
dows or doors or for soundproofing, acous- 
tics, insulation, artistic enhancement or 
any other similar purpose, that will pro- 
duce a quick or fast burning fire (regard- 
less of whether it is flameproof or not.). 


EXCEPTION: PAPER, PLASTIC, AND/ 
OR OTHER MATERIALS MAY BE USED 
IF SAID MATERIALS ARE FLAME- 
PROOFED OR FLAME RESISTANT AND 
ARE APPROVED BY THE FIRE MAR- 
SHAL. PROOF OF THE FIRE RETARD- 
ANT QUALITIES OF SUCH MATERIALS 
IS THE RESPONSIBILITY OF THE PER- 
SON OR PERSONS DESIRING TO USE 
SUCH MATERIALS. 


Nothing in this section shall prohibit the 
use of cut filowers or of natural trees, 
plants, shrubs or grass for artistic en- 
hancement or decorative purposes, provided 
such trees, plants, flowers, shrubs or grass 
are in soil and are maintained in a healthy 
condition, 


The provisions of this section shall not 
apply to table linen, chairs, tables or other 
portable incidental furniture. 


Nothing in this section shall be construed 
to apply to merchandise for sale or display 
for sale. 
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Combustible furnishing such as drapes, 
shall be treated with a flameprocf solution, 
unless such material is of all wool and at 
least one-sixteenth of an inch thick, then 
this treatment will not be necessary. 


Any other type of furnishings, which, 
in the opinion of the fire marshal, may 
produce a quick or fast burning fire, shall 
be treated with a flameproof solution in 
accordance with the specifications of the 
fire marshal. 


All stage scenery, drapes and drops of 
any type shall be treated with flameproof 
solution in accordance with the specifi- 
cations of the fire marshal. 


The use of paper tablecloths is prohibited 
where smoking is permitted or where 
lighted candles are used. EXCEPTION: 
PAPER, PLASTIC, AND/OR OTHER 
TABLECOVERINGS MAY BE USED, IF 
SAID TABLECOVERINGS ARE FLAME- 
PROOFED OR FLAME RESISTANT AND 
ARE APPROVED BY THE FIRE MAR- 
SHAL. PROOF OF THE FIRE RESIST- 
ANT QUALITIES OF SUCH TABLE- 
COVERINGS IS THE RESPONSIBILITY 
OF THE PERSON OR PERSONS FUR- 
ee AND/OR USING SAID COVER- 
NGS. 


The use of imitation leather or other 
material consisting of or coated with a 
pyroxylin base is prohibited.

The Planning Board at their meeting on 
August 5, 1969, recommended that the 
petition by the Planning Board to rezone 
the property on the southwest corner of 
Main St. and Washington Avenue from 
“G’? Business District to “D’ Apartment 
District was affirmed. 


The property under consideration was 
the subject of a zoning change in March 
of 1969 from “C-2” Family and “D-M” 
Multiple to “G’ Business District. The 
Planning Board recommended approval 
and the City Council concurred. This 
change was based on the applicant’s intent 
to construct a Motor Hotel on the site. 


The following consideration was given 
in determining the initial change: 


In terms of the Master Plan this area 
may be described as a transitional area. In 
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other words, it is in an area that could 
functionally be an integral part of the 
central core if this emphasis is deemed 
desirable. 


Certainly its proximity and direct acces- 
sibility to the central business district, its 
availability to a fine expressway system 
would justify a high intensity use of the 
property. A hotel complex would not be 
inconsistent with the most desirable kind 
of development and should contribute hand- 
ad to the development of the Central 

ity. 


The development as proposed will not 
adversely affect development of the central 
area in view of the fact that it may be con- 
sidered an integral part of the central city 
and indeed should materially promote the 
vitality of the core and continued private 
investment therein, 


In view of the above there does not ap- 
pear to be any justifiable reason why this 
property should not be used by a high in- 
tensity use. 


Adjacent property values would not be 
adversely affected and the public health, 
safety and welfare will be maintained by 
this rezoning. 


Aesthetically the effect of a multi-story 
structure at this point with its relationship 
to the Capitol Development area should en- 
hance the overall architectural scale of the 
Central Business areas by providing a kind 
of signpost advising interurban and there- 
fore non-familiar traffic to the fact that it 
has now entered the central core of Lan- 
sing. All too often expressway type high- 
ways particularly when depressed have the 
effect of making the driver ignorant of 
where he is and where services may 
available for his pleasure. Such could be 
the purpose of a large personal service 
structure on the expressway at a pertinent 
point identifying the entry to the central 
business district. Therefore aiding in 
capturing a clientele for the Central Busi- 
ness District, 


The Board is of the opinion that the de- 
velopers have had adequate time to carry 
out their proposed plans or indicate time 
for the development. 


The most recent proposal by the de- 
veloper was to construct a gasoline service 
station on the site, with access to both 
Washington Avenue and Main Street. 


As indicated in this report the initial 
zoning change and development proposal 
was based on land use relationships, and 
ability to function at this location. 


The Board does not believe the latest 
proposal (to construct a gasoline service 
station) is in keeping with the Planning 
Board and Council’s intent.

The Planning Board considered a request 
to change the zoning of this property to 
“H” Light Industrial in March of 1969 
and recommended denial for the following 
reasons ; 


The property under consideration is lo- 
eated within an area that is subject to 
considerable controversy, as to the ulti- 
mate and desirable land use development. 


The area under consideration is within 
the boundaries of the Central City Develop- 
ment Complex, the Model Cities area, and 
Cedar-Larch Corridor Study. Any new de- 
velopment within this area would be ex- 
pected to remain, and would have a definite 
affect on the surrounding development, 
which consists of residential homes east of 
Center Street. 


The recommendation contained within 
the Cedar-Larch Corridor Study recom- 
mends that the area under consideration 
be retained for residential development. 
The granting of this request would allow 
a direct encroachment into an existing 
residential development, which is proposed 
to be retained. 


One of the criteria for the Model Cities 
grant is to retain and improve the resi- 
dential environment within the area. By 
allowing the intrusion of non-residential 
uses could lead to further deterioration of 
an area, that the Model Cities Program is 
trying to improve and retain. 


It is further pointed out that the pro- 
posed change would isolate approximately 
8 residential homes within an industrial 
environment. 


While we recognize the lack of residen- 
tial amenities at present this is not to say 
that any new physical renewal of property 
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is justified. It is all too easy to accept 
something new regardless of its long term 
desirability. Planning must look beyond 
this short term time perspective and it is 
contingent upon us to think of the physical 
city in its long term physical setting. 


This long range setting suggests that the 
Cedar-Larch Corridor particularly north 
of Saginaw Street ought to contain a resi- 
dential environment which in our opinion 
is likely through urban renewal. Individual 
unrelated developments if encouraged 
through spot rezoning at this time would 
negate this horizon view of what we be- 
lieve to be the most desirable land use in 
the area in question. These spot zonings 
are also inconsistent with the Model Cities 
effort and any changes from the status quo 
should at least be delayed pending comple- 
tion of this study. 


This could be a desirable land use within 
the urban renewal areas of the city. 


The City Council concurred with the 
Planning Board, April 1, 1969. 


A petition of 36 names in opposition to 
the rezoning was filed at the Planning 
Board meeting on August 5, 1969. 


This recommendation was by unanimous 
approval.

Section 1. That section 28-19 of the Code 
of Ordinances of the City of Lansing, 
Michigan, be amended so that such section 
shal] read as follows: 


Sec. 28-19. Same-Correcting and con- 
firming roll, warrant for collection; in- 
stallment payment; funds for payment of 
bonds. 
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Every assessment, so ratified and con- 
firmed by the city council as aforesaid, 
shall be final and conclusive. Within five 
days after such assessment is ratified, the 
mayor shall affix to such assessment and 
tax roll his warrant for collection thereof. 
The mayor’s warrant shall direct the city 
treasurer to collect the assessment on or 
before the due date, which date shall be 
ninety (90) days from the date of con- 
firmation by the council. The mayor’s 
warrant shall further direct the city treas- 
urer to initiate special assessment collec- 
tions on the basis of the estimated figure 
provided him by the city assessor and such 
assessment and tax roll, with the warrant 
of the mayor so annexed, shall be delivered 
to the treasurer within ten days after such 
warrant is annexed to such roll. 


In the event the treasurer is unable to 
collect these assessments as directed, the 
treasurer shall be authorized to levy and 
collect the same by distress and sale of any 
personal property in the possession of the 
person chargeable with such tax. 


It is also provided, that, if a majority 
of the resident taxpayers owning property 
in any paving or sewer district wherein 
any paving, curb and gutter, tree removal, 
sidewalk, building razing or sewer is or- 
dered pursuant to the provisions of this 
article and liable for taxation for any 
such paving or sewer, shall, prior to the 
order of the city council directing the 
mayor to attach his warrant to such tax 
roll for the collection of such taxes, peti- 
tion the city council for an extension of 
time of payment of such taxes, it shall be 
within the power of the city council by 
resolution to extend the time of payment 
of any such special assessment so that the 
same may be levied, collected and paid in 
three (3), five (5), or ten (10) install- 
ments, as shall be determined by the city 
council in such resolution. It is provided 
further that, the city council may, by a 
two-thirds vote of the councilmen elect, 
grant the extension of time for the pay- 
ment of taxes herein provided for without 
any petition therefor when such action 
shall be deemed necessary, and may by a 
two-thirds vote, upon request of any resi- 
dent taxpayer owning property in any as- 
sessment district, grant the extension of 
time for payment of special assessments 
in the manner hereinafter stated with the 
following provisions: 


A. If the total amount of the special as- 
sessment is less than seventy-five dol- 
lars ($75.00), the assessment shall be 
paid in full on or before the due date. 


B. If the total assessment is seventy-five 
dollars ($75.00) or more, but less than 
one hundred fifty dollars ($150.00), it 
may be divided into three (3) equal in- 
stallment payments. 


C. If the total assessment is one hundred 
fifty dollars ($150.00) or more, but less 
than three hundred dollars ($300.00), 
it may be divided into five (5) equal 
installment payments. 


D. If the total assessment is three hundred 
dollars ($300.00) or more, it may be 
divided into ten (10) equal installments. 
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E. A resident taxpayer, to follow the in- 
tent of the ordinance and the policy of 
the city, shall be any Lansing resident 
who, in regard to the specific property 
being assessed, is not using the property 
for a commercial, professional or indus- 
trial enterprise. Any land being sub- 
divided or used for community unit or 
multiple dwelling (except “C” two- 
family district) shall not be eligible for 
the installment special assessment pro- 
gram. 


Following confirmation of a special as- 
sessment roll, a billing of the estimated 
assessment (original estimated billing) 
shall be rendered either to the property 
owner or taxpayer as known. The words 
“estimated billing” shall be denoted on the 
original estimated billing and the total as- 
sessment shall be due within ninety (90) 
days from the date of confirmation. There 
shall be no interest or penalty charged [if] 
ON ANY PAYMENT OR the entire as- 
sessment [is] IF paid within ninety (90) 
days from the date of confirmation. 


If the estimated assessment is seventy- 
five ($75.00) or more, the taxpayer may 
select the installment option by paying the 
first installment within ninety (90) days 
of confirmation. Interest at seven per cent 
(7%) per annum will be collected on the 
unpaid balance from [date of roll con- 
firmation to] the ORIGINAL due date TO 
THE BILLING DATE of THE second in- 
stallment. 


IT SHALL BE THE SOLE RESPONSI- 
BILITY OF THE ASSESSOR TO MAKE 
ALL INTEREST COMPUTATIONS AND 
THE ASSESSOR SHALL DETERMINE 
THE FINAL AMOUNT TO BE PAID ON 
SETTLEMENT OF A SPECIAL ASSESS- 
MENT LIABILITY. 


If neither the total assessment nor the 
first installment is paid within ninety (90) 
days of confirmation, the taxpayer, eligible 
for installment payments, is automatically 
obligated to pay on the installment basis, 
and is delinquent as to the first install- 
ment. A penalty of four per cent (4%) of 
the installment due will be charged on all 
delinquent installments. 


Subsequent installment payments shall 
be billed with a due date of July first, 
coinciding with the City of Lansing’s due 
date for summer taxes; provided, that the 
first two installments shall not become due 
within a period of less than one hundred 
twenty (120) days of each other. Where 
the date of confirmation of the special as- 
sessment rol] occurs less than one hundred 
twenty (120) days preceding July first of 
any year, the second installment shall be 
due on the first of July one year hence, 
and succeeding installments annually there- 
after on July first. Succeeding install- 
ments in either case shall bear interest at 
seven per cent (7%). [payable in advance 
on the due date with the exception of the 
final annual installment, which shall be 
interest free.] If any installment, other 
than the first, becomes delinquent it will 
be processed in the same manner as a 
delinquent tax and will accrue the same 
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penalties and interest as does a delinquent 
tax. Payments made to the city treasurer, 
on accounts which have been kept current, 
between annual installment billings shall 
be interest free as interest has been pre- 
viously collected in advance on the current 
installment. Annual installments will be 
payable on July first of each year regard- 
less of pre-payments. 


Prior to any change of ownership of 
those properties on the installment pay- 
ment special assessment program, certifi- 
cation must be presented to the assessor 
proving all special assessment taxes have 
been paid. 


{Administrative procedures, which re- 
quire a deadline date for the preparation 
of the current tax roll, will require the 
special assessment being placed on that tax 
roll with interest payable in advance. As- 
sessment balances, paid in full by the tax- 
payer between this roll preparation date 
and the date tax billings are mailed, will 
result in an interest remaining unpaid on 
the tax roll. When this situation arises, 
the city treasurer, after substantiating the 
taxpayer’s interest charge, shall request a 
warrant from the controller’s office to 
effect the elimination of such interest 
from the tax roll.] 


It shall be the responsibility of the city 
engineer to begin work or cause work to 
begin on a special assessment project on 
or before the first designated due date of 
a special assessment roll. If for some un- 
avoidable circumstances, the city engineer 
cannot commence this work within the 
designated sixty (60) days, he must make 
a special] report to the City council stating 
these circumstances in detail. 


Once the installment option has been 
selected, the city assessor shall provide 
for the accounting function, which shall 
allow the special assessment to be paid in 
three (3), five (5) or ten (10) approximate 
equal payments, subject to the installment 
provisions as stated above. 


The city shall have a lien for the total 
amount of special assessment taxes, in- 
terest and penalties, which lien shall at- 
tach to the property liable for the same, 
from and after the date of the warrant for 
the collection of the whole or any install- 
ments thereof, and shall remain until all 
installments are fully paid. 


If the city council shall have borrowed 
money and issued its bonds to pay for any

Gentlemen: 
We have been participating in a Neigh- 


borhood Youth Corps out-of-school program 
(Agreement No. R4-8224-24), This program 
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is run by the Capitol Area Economic Op- 
portunity Office and provides 22 hours of 
work per week paid by O.E.O. and up to 8 
additional hours per week by the City, The 
City also furnishes an in-kind contribution 
by providing supervision for those positions 
within various city departments. The en- 
rollees are paid $1.40 per hour. 


The program has been extended from 
July 7, 1969 through October 15, 1969. 
There were no changes regarding the City’s 
participation, There are two decisions to 
be made by Council at this time. 


1. To continue participation in the pro- 
gram during the term of the extension. 


2. To provide aditional funds to the pro- 
gram account from which the additional 
wages are paid. 


While the program is designed to place 
15 youths with city departments the num- 
bers of enrollees vary. On the last payroll 
we had six enrollees working with Plan- 
ning, Housing, Housing Relocation, Model 
Cities. This work has been performed 
satisfactorily. 


Although the maximum amount covered 
in the agreement is $2,420.00 during the 
month of July the City paid only $156.80 
in additional wages to five enrollees. On 
this basis an estimated $500.00 would cover 
our need for extra funds. 


Without an additional appropriation into 
Account No. 300315 our own Lansing Youth 
Corps Program may be short of funds. 


It is my recommendation that the City 
continue to participate in the program as 
extended through October 15, 1969, and 
that the Council appropriate funds to cover 
the additional cash costs of the program.

Sec. 28-19. Same—Correcting and con- 
firming roll, warrant for collection; in- 
“hn pata payment; funds for payment of 
onds. 


Every assessment, so ratified and con- 
firmed by the city council as aforesaid, 
shall be final and conclusive. Within five 
days after such assessment is ratified, the 
mayor shall affix to such assessment and 
tax roll his warrant for collection thereof. 
The mayor’s warrant shall direct the city 
treasurer to collect the assessment on or 
before the due date, which date shall be 
ninety (90) days from the date of con- 
firmation by the council. The mayor’s war- 
rant shall further direct the city treasurer 
to initiate special assessment collections 
on the basis of the estimated figure pro- 
vided him by the city assessor and such 
assessment and tax roll, with the warrant 
of the mayor so annexed, shall be delivered 
to the treasurer within ten days after such 
warrant is annexed to such roll. 


In the event the treasurer is unable to 
collect these assessments as directed, the 
treasurer shall be authorized to levy and 
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collect the same by distress and sale of 
any personal property in the possession of 
the person chargeable with such tax. 


It is also provided, that, if a majority 
of the resident taxpayers owning property 
in any paving or sewer district wherein 
any paving, curb and gutter, tree removal, 
sidewalk, building razing or sewer is or- 
dered pursuant to the provisions of this 
article and liable for taxation for any such 
paving or sewer, shall, prior to the order 
of the city council directing the mayor to 
attach his warrant to such tax roll for the 
collection of such taxes, petition the city 
council for an extension of time of pay- 
ment of such taxes, it shall be within the 
power of the city council by resolution to 
extend the time of payment of any such 
special assessment so that the same may be 
levied, collected and paid in three (3), five 
(5), or ten (10) installments, as shall be 
determined by the city counci] in such 
resolution. It is provided further that, the 
city council may, by a two-thirds vote of 
the councilmen elect, grant the extension 
of time for the payment of taxes herein 
provided for without any petition therefor 
when such action shall be deemed neces- 
sary, and may, by a two-thirds vote, upon 
request of any resident taxpayer owning 
property in any assessment district, grant 
the extension of time for payment of spe- 
cial assessments in the manner _ herein- 
after stated with the following provisions: 


A. If the total amount of the special as- 
sessment is less than seventy-five dollars 
($75.00), the assessment shall be paid in 
full on or before the due date. 


B. If the total assessment is seventy-five 
dollars ($75.00) or more, but less than 
one hundred fifty dollars ($150.00), it 
may be divided into three (8) equal 
installment payments. 


C. If the total assessment is one hundred 
fifty dollars ($150.00) or more, but less 
than three hundred dollars ($300.00), it 
may be divided into five (5) equal in- 
stallment payments. 


D. If the total assessment is three hundred 
dollars ($300.00) or more, it may be 
divided into ten (10) equal] installments. 


E. A resident taxpayer, to follow the in- 
tent of the ordinance and the policy of 
the city, shall be any Lansing resident 
who, in regard to the specific property 
being assessed, is not using the property 
for a commercial, professional or indus- 
trial enterprise. Any land being sub- 
divided or used for community unit or 
multiple dwelling (except “C’ two- 
family district) shall not be eligible for 
the installment special assessment pro- 
gram, 


Following confirmation of a special as- 
sessment roll, a billing of the estimated 
assessment (original estimated billing) 
shall be rendered either to the property 
owner or taxpayer as known. The words 
“estimated billing” shall be denoted on the 
original estimated billing and ithe total 
assessment shall be due within ninety (90) 
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days from the date of confirmation. There 
shall be no interest or penalty charged on 
any payment or the entire assessment if 
paid within ninety (90) days from the date 
of confirmation. 


If the estimated assessment is seventy- 
five dollars ($75.00) or more, the taxpayer 
may select the installment option by paying 
the first installment within ninety (90) 
days of confirmation. Interest at seven per 
cent (7%) per annum will be collected on 
the unpaid balance from the original due 
date to the billing date of the second in- 
stallment, 


To cash payments made after ninety (90) 
days, seven per cent (7%) interest shall 
be added (adjusted for the number of 
monihs between the ninety-first (91st) day 
and the billing date of the second install- 
ment). There shall be no interest pro 
ration based on the number of months that 
have elapsed between the ninety-first (91st) 
day and any cash or future installment 
payment made prior to the installment 
billing date. The second and subsequent 
installments shall include a flat seven per 
cent (7%) interest rate on the unpaid 
principle balance. No interest adjustments 
shall be made once spread, unless said in- 
terest has been erroneously computed. 


It shall be the sole responsibility of the 
assessor to make all interest computations 
and the assessor shall determine the final 
amount to be paid on settlement of a spe- 
cial assessment liability. 


If neither the total assessment nor the 
first installment is paid within ninety (90) 
days of confirmation, the taxpayer, eligible 
for installment payments, is automatically 
obligated to pay on the installment basis, 
and is delinquent as to the first install- 
ment. A penalty of four per cent (4%) of 
the installment due will be charged on all 
delinquent installments, 


Subsequent installment payments shall 
be billed with a due date of July first, coin- 
ciding with the City of Lansing’s due date 
for summer taxes; provided, that the first 
two installments shall not become due 
within a period of less than one hundred 
twenty (120) days of each other. Where 
the date of confirmation of the special as- 
sessment roll occurs less than one hundred 
twenty (120) days preceding July first of 
any year, the second installment shall be 
due on the first of July one year hence, 
and succeeding installments annually there- 
after on July first. Succeeding installments 
in either case shall bear interest at seven 
per cent (7%). If any installment, other 
than the first, becomes delinquent it will 
be processed in the same manner as a de- 
linquent tax and will accrue the same 
penalties and interest as does a delinquent 
tax. Payments made to the city treasurer, 
on accounts which have been kept current, 
between annual installment billings shall 
be interest free as interest shall be col- 
lected with the next installment for the 
prior year’s principal balance at seven per 
eent (7%). Annual installments will be 
payable on July first of each year regard- 
Jess of pre-payments, 
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Prior to any change of ownership of 
those properties on the installment pay- 
ment special assessment program, certifica- 
tion must be presented to the assessor 
proving all special assessment taxes have 
been paid. 


It shall be the responsibility of the city 
engineer to begin work or cause work to 
begin on a special assessment project on 
or before the first designated due date of 
a special assessment roll. If for some un- 
avoidable circumstances, the city engineer 
cannot commence this work within the 
designated sixty (60) days, he must make 
a special report to the city council stating 
these circumstances in detail. 


Once the installment option has been 
selected, the city assessor shall provide for 
the accounting function, which shall allow 
the special assessment to be paid in three 
(3), five (5) or ten (10) approximate equal 
payments, subject to the installment pro- 
visions as stated above. 


The city shall have a lien for the total 
amount of special assessment taxes, inter- 
est and penalties, which lien shall attach 
to the property liable for the same, from 
and after the date of the warrant for the 
collection of the whole or any installments 
thereof, and shall remain until all install- 
ments are fully paid. 


If the city council shall have borrowed 
money and issued its bonds to pay for any 
Paving or sewer, for which extension of 
time of payment of taxes therefor has been 
granted by the city council, such taxes 
annually paid by the property owner bene- 
fited, together with such sum raised and 
collected by the city for that purpose, shall 
be received and kept by the city treasurer 
in a special fund to be known as “_.. __ 
Street Paving Fund,” or ‘.._. .....Sewer 
Fund,” and the taxes so collected and 
placed to the credit of such fund shall be 
used for the purpose of paying the bonds 
issued for such paving or sewer, and for 
no other purpose, and shall be applied as 
the city council shall direct. 


All ordinances or parts of 
ordinances inconsistent with the provisions 
hereof are hereby repealed.

As you will recall, the plaintiffs in this 
ease started a mandamous action in the 
Circuit Court on January 8, 1969 in which 
they sought to compel the city to adopt an 
ordinance which in effect would grant tax 
exemptions to certain qualified housing co- 
operatives. The plaintiffs paid their taxes, 
under protest, in the amounts of $51,281.94 
and $42,464.44, and asked the Court to re- 
turn these amounts. 


Judge Britten ruled that Act 346 of the 
Public Acts of 1966 did only grant the tax 
exempt status if the local municipality 
adopts an ordinance to that effect, and that 
the Act does not compel municipalities to 
adopt such an ordinance,

On Tuesday, September 2, 1969, the City 
Council was in receipt of a letter from

Lloyd M. Head, Purchasing Director, rela- 
tive to an emergency purchase for Scott Air 
Paks for fire-fighting use by the Lansing 
Fire Department (Item 6—Reports of City 
Officers and Boards). Councilman Harold 
Moore strongly objected to the purchase and 
termed it a “poor practice.” In response 
to the Councilman’s request for an explana- 
tion, I submit the following. 


1. The Lansing Fire Department has 
standardized Scott Air Pak II Masks as a 
safety feature for the fire-fighters entering 
smoke and heat filled buildings and as a 
protection from toxic gases. The Training 
Division has instructed personnel in the use 
of such masks and retraining occurs when 
new safety features are added. A different 
type of mask could present training prob- 
lems, remove standardization in repair and 
training, and possibly present confusion in 
an emergency situation, 


2. The emergency purchase of Scott Air 
Pak II Masks amounted to a savings of 
$978.75 from the total list price of $4,025.00. 
The Aden Supply Company, from whom the 
masks were purchased, did in 1967 submit 
a bid that amounted to 18.59% less than the 
next lowest bid—just recently they agreed 
to allow the original 15% discount quoted, 
to accept three worn out air paks in the 
possession of the Lansing Fire Department 
for a total trade-in of $375.00. This trade- 
in, plus the discount, reduced the total pur- 
chase cost to $3,046.25. The purchase of 
ten (10) Scott Air Pak II Masks had been 
requested by the Lansing Fire Department 
and was included by the City Council in the 
1969-70 budget. The purchase amounts to 
less than the budgeted amount. Further, we 
were not certain how long the present 
price, with discount and trade-in, would be 
available. 


3. Until the emergency purchase was is- 
sued, fire-fighters were faced with insuffi- 
cient protective masks and the possible use 
of three obsolete ones. For example, within 
the past year three members of the Lansing 
Fire Department were overcome by oxygen 
deficiency due to insufficient warning from 
obsolete masks. The obsolete masks al- 
lowed only eight minutes of working time, 
compared to a minimum of forty-five min- 
utes working time permitted by the new 
masks. The ten new units, also, came with 
several extras such as extra cylinder and 
valve assemblies—low pressure warning de- 
vices—nose cups and carrying cases. 


The fire-fighters have masks that are safe 
and efficient for emergency services. Too, 
three masks which were unsafe for use have 
been eliminated. In my opinion, the emer- 
gency purchase was sound from the fire- 
fighters and taxpayers point of view. It 
was made in accordance with the authority 
vested in my office according to the Pur- 
chasing Ordinance.

Councilman Roger May, Crairman of the 
Committee on Buildings and Properties, 
was advised by letter from the City Asses- 
sor dated July 8, 1969, that the estimated 
value of the office building was $2,650.00 
and the land $1,319.00 or in round figures 
a total of $4,000.00. The back 75 feet of 
this lot is an easement for the Holmes 
drain, which the City of Lansing will not 
relinquish, 


The sale was advertised in The State 
Journal, Sunday, July 27, Monday, July 28, 
and Tuesday, July 29, 1969, in this form: 


“S-69-305 SALE OF LOT for the Sale of 
Lot 538, Cedarbrook Subdivision, located at 
528 E. Holmes Road. Minimum acceptable 
bid is Four Thousand Dollars ($4,000.00) 
for the lot and 24’ 8” x 24’ frame office 
structure,” 


Notice was mailed to the Lansing Board 
of Realtors as well as nine other agencies 
who had asked to be listed. 


The Purchasing Director reported to the 
Council on August 21, 1969, the receipt of 
only One bid, $4,250.00 and the terms of 
the bid, $1,000.00 cash and the balance in 
60 days. No recommendation to the Council 
has been made, 


The bid for the purchase of the property 
was received from Mr. William P. Nakfoor, 
3400 Tecumseh River Drive, Lansing (Pho, 
489-7635). In submitting the bid for pur- 
chase, Mr. Nakfoor included a statement— 
“To be used for small office.” This state- 
ment did not impress Mr. Head as being 
“very startling or unusual inasmuch as 
the Council had advertised this for sale as 
an office structure and it had been con- 
sidered as such for almost twenty years.” 


This property was annexed to the City 


COUNCIL PROCEEDINGS 1043 


in November of 1949 and the aerial map 
of 1948 shows it as a vacant lot. The Build- 
ing Department could find no record of a 
building permit but the Assessor’s records 
estimate it was built in 1950. The reason 
it is now zoned A-1 residential is because 
all annexed property is automatically zoned 
in this manner. 


Mr. Nakfoor also stated that when he 
first considered the property he was under 
the impression that this property was zoned 
Professional, then later discovered that it 
was in fact zoned A-1 residential. He also 
stated that he was still perfectly willing to 
go through with the deal providing the pro- 
visions could be made for the contingency 
attached to the offer and that he would 
make every effort to pursue the needed zon- 
oe al the proper legal channels in- 
volved. 


The matter is now before the Buildings 
and Properties Committee. Despit the fact 
that the present building on the land has 
been used for office space for almost 20 
years, the property is zoned A-1 residential. 
The terms of the sale, including the words, 
“frame office structure’ has led to some 
confusion. Before the Buildings and Prop- 
trties Committee makes a final determina- 
tion on the matter, various City Depart- 
ments should be contacted according to past 
practice to determine if any need for the 
property by them exists.

Unfortunately the .Board’s recommended 
policy for Logan Street has not been fully 
accepted by the City Council, as evidenced 
by Council’s reluctance to give favorable 
consideration to Board initiated rezonings 
which would have begun to implement the 
South Logan Zoning Policy. Neither does 
it appear that Council is prepared to im- 
plement the policy with respect to the pur- 
chase of non-conforming uses. 


Within this perspective the following 
analysis is made: 


1. The present use of the property is non- 
conforming and even if zoned, the pres- 
ent building would be non-conforming 
with respect to yard requirements. 


There is no off-street parking. 


The non-conforming status of the prop- 
erty limits re-use possibilities, whereas 
rezoning would open the door so to 
speak, to the full spectrum of retail 
uses, 
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4. The existing building encroaches upon 
the Eaton Ct. right-of-way by 1 ft. 5 in. 
and covers nearly 60 percent of the 
property. 


This is one of the better examples of an 
undesirable non-conforming use and is pre- 
cisely the type which should be acquired 
and removed. As pointed out above this 
does not, however, appear likely. On the 
other hand the Board should not recommend 
that this property be rezoned. Continued 
use is permitted by virtue of the non- 
conforming status and we believe that it 
should remain non-conforming until such 
time as the present building is removed, and 
the properties in this block can be as- 
sembled.

(85-88 feet) to permit proper setbacks 
and yard areas. 


As with Z-73-69, the South Logan Policy 
plan recommends that this use be phased 
out and that the property be redeveloped 
with multi-family uses. The Board is of 
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the opinion that the principles set forth in 
the South Logan Plan namely that strip 
commercial zoning is not consistent with 
rational planning; that the life of non- 
conforming uses which lack proper setbacks 
should not be extended; are still valid and 
that that the Board should stand firm on 
its adopted policy. 


It will probably be pointed out that the 
Board has deviated from this policy in some 
cases. It should be understood that those 
instances have generally involved neighbor- 
hood serving uses and generally involved 
plans for some improvement in the uses.

The site under consideration is located 
within the boundaries of the Central City 
Development Plan, and is within the dis- 
trict proposed for multiple dwelling (two 
story townhouse type).

Gentlemen: 


On February 13, 1969 the Michigan Court 
of Appeals decided the above captioned 
ease. The Court held in essence that a 
municipal housing commission, created ac- 
cording to Compiled Laws 125.653, is not 
subject to local zoning ordinances once 
such commission has acquired the land in 
question and determined that a particular 
project was necessary to eliminate housing 
conditions which were detrimental to the 
public peace, health, safety, morals and/or 
welfare. 


In other words, a housing commission 
may determine in what areas of the city it 
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is necessary to provide proper sanitary 
housing facilities for families of low in- 
come, The commission may then go ahead 
and acquire property for the construction of 
suitable housing, and is not subject to local 
zoning ordinances. 


You have asked for an opinion as to 
whether this case has any bearing upon 
the turn key projects. 


In a turn key project the developer ac- 
quires the property, constructs the neces- 
sary housing and then turns the project 
over to the city. He has to comply with all 
ordinances applicable, including the zoning 
ordinance, therefore, the decision in ques- 
tion does not apply to turn key projects. 
The case only applies to property acquired 
by the Housing Commission and developed 
according to the Housing and Slum Clear- 
ance Act of 1933.

Dear Mayor Pro-Tem and Council Members: 


My office has received official notification 
from the State of Michigan that it is de- 
sirous of taking possession of 82 units of 
housing located to the west of the Capitol, 
no later than December first. The houses 
invelved are located in the four block area 
in the Capitol Development Complex bonded 
by Allegan, Butler, Ottawa and Sycamore 
Streets. Attached is a copy of that letter 
of notification which was received the morn- 
ing of September 9, 1969. 


Letters are presently being mailed to the 
tenants. This will give them a two and 
one-half month notice of the State’s intent 
rather than the thirty days called for by 
contract. In anticipation of this official 
State action, my staff has already held two 
meetings.

Top 
priority for permanent housing will be 
given to the families originally displaced 
by the highway corridor.

Gentlemen: 


On September 19, 1969, the Honorable 
Sam Street Hughes, Circuit Judge for the 
County of Ingham, decided the above cap- 
tioned case. 


As you recall, the case arose out of the 
following facts. On April 22, 1968 the City 
Council of Lansing, by unanimous vote, 
passed an ordinance rezoning parcels of 
land on the southwest corner of Washington 
Avenue and Main Street in the City of Lan- 
sing, from “C” two-family and “D-M’”’ mul- 
tiple dwelling to “G”’ business with a spe- 
cific provision that the rezoned property 
could be used only for a hotel-motel com- 
plex and certain accessory uses. The rezon- 
ing, with the restrictions, was the result of 
a request by the Eyde brothers for a permit 
to build a hotel-motel complex at this in- 
tersection. Due to financial and/or other 
conditions the petitioners were not able to 
proceed with their planned construction. 
Whereupon petitioners submitted building 
plans to the building commissioner asking 
for a building permit consistent with a ‘G” 
business zoning. Upon the building com- 
missioner’s refusal to issue a permit, the 
petitioners instituted the present lawsuit 
praying that the court issue an order com- 
pelling the city to issue a building permit 
in compliance with the “G” business zon- 
ing. 


Oral arguments were had and both par- 
ties submitted briefs in support of their 
respective positions. The court was in a 
position to decide this case in three dif- 
ferent ways. First, the court could decide 
that the zoning of April 22, 1968 from “C” 
two-family and “D-M” multiple dwelling 
to “‘G’’ business was valid and that the spe- 
cific conditions contained in that zoning 
were invalid. Here the city would lose since 
the permit for the gas station would have 
to be issued. Second, the court could decide 
that the rezoning with the restrictions was 
valid. Here the city would win since the 
building permit in question would not have 
to be issued. Third, the court could decide 
that the rezoning and the restrictions were 
invalid since the zoning code does not pro- 
vide for such a specific district. Here the 
eity would win since again the building 
permit for the gas station would not have 
to be issued. 


In fact the court did adopt the third al- 
ternative holding that the rezoning of April 
22, 1968, with the restrictions, was null 
and void and that the parcels in question 
revert to the zoning prior to April 22, 1968 
which is, of course, ‘‘C” two-family and 
“D-M” multiple dwelling. The court spe- 
cifically held that the city of Lansing does 
not have the authority to rezone a piece 
of property with restrictions, because the 
city would be creating a district which is 
not found in the Zoning Code. 
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In accordance with the opinion of Judge 
Hughes I advise you that any future rezon- 
ing with conditions is null and void. Per- 
haps the answer is to revise the zoning 
eode in such a manner which would allow 
council to rezone for hotel-motel purposes. 
Judge Hughes specifically pointed out that 
there is no reason why council should not 
be able to create a district which would be 
restricted such as was attempted here as 
long as such districts were propertly de- 
lineated in the code of the City of Lansing.

There has never been any question of 
the established policy to purchase only 
Oldsmobiles for Police, Fire and Depart- 
ment heads. 


The proposed specification provides for 
the purchase of Oldsmobile 88’s for all 
departments. The substitute specifications 
for Cutlass and F-85 were added at my 
request. 


The Committee proposes the purchase of 
twenty five 1970 Model Passenger Cars. 
Based on the 1969 bids the purchase of 
twenty five 1970 Oldsmobile 88’s would 
cost the City $59,490.00 The purchase of 
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passenger cars based on the 1968 revised 
specifications would cost the City $42,801.25 
or a total of $16,688.75 less. This specifica- 
tion was revised on 8-16-68 to prohibit any 
bids on economical compact cars. 


This is the Committee that Councilman 
Moore proposes will administer the purchas- 
ing function.

On May 6, 1968, the City of Lansing 
adopted a comprehensive ordinance creat- 
ing a Division of Purchasing within the 
Department of Finance. At that time, the 
Ordinance was legitimately described as 
being a model vehicle for the creation of a 
central purchasing function within the 
framework of municipal government in a 
generalized sense. There is no quarrel here 
with such description and indeed, that Ordi- 
nance may even today, be identified as a 
“Model Ordinance.”” To the extent that 
the functioning of municipal government 
may be improved by the adoption of model 
ordinances it is clearly in the best interests 
of the City and of the public to give new 
functions a fair trial through the model 
ordinance route. I believe that the City 
of Lansing has done so and after more 
than six years of such trial it now be- 
hooves us to seriously examine the results 
of that trial. 


Since May 6, 1963, the City of Lansing 
has expended approximately $172,000.00 in 
direct appropriations for the specific costs 
of a Purchasing Division. This does not 
include funds for such general operations 
as office supplies, printing and mailing 
and copy work; functions which exist in 
government with or without the auspices 
of a purchasing operation. What benefits 
has the City of Lansing derived from such 
sizeable expenditure of the public funds? 
A careful analysis has revealed that despite 
six years of sincere efforts to effect pur- 
chasing economies; purchasing efficiency ; 
and real-time savings for operating de- 
partments through centralized procedures, 
none of these benefits have been realized. 
Instead, the sad fact is that uneconomical 
purchases have been made (i.e., defective 
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fire hose); efficiency has suffered (i.e., 
lengthy delays involving the receiving of a 
host of items of equipment and supply vital 
to governmental processes) ; numerous per- 
sonnel of operating departments are spend- 
ing substantial man-hours of time on pur- 
chasing functions on a continuing and 
duplication of effort basis. I have at- 
tached written statements from our major 
operating departments attesting to the 
existing lack of purchasing economies, 
efficiency and real-time savings. 


Why has the model ordinance and the 
coordinated effort after six years of trial 
failed to achieve even minimum benefits 
to the City 


It has not been due to lack of effort on 
anyone’s part, in my opinion. It has not 
been due to lack of good intentions on any- 
one’s part, in my opinion. 


T think it is very clear now that Cen- 
tralized Purchasing for the City of Lansing 
has failed and failed miserably simply be- 
cause our municipal operations do not 
basically lend themselves to the benefits of 
such centralization. Centralized Purchas- 
ing works very well in the types of opera- 
tions which can utilize the techniques of 
mass purchases, mass warehousing, and the 
mass distribution of like and similar items 
of use. Municipal government is not, with 
rare exception, that kind of a user entity. 
Mass or car-load supplies, such as gasoline, 
are warehoused for the City by the supplier 
at car-load purchase prices. Central Pur- 
chasing provides no benefits to such pro- 
cedures. 


I believe that this is the key and the 
reason for the failures of central purchas- 
ing. I believe that this City cannot afford 
the luxury of centralization merely for the 
sake of centralization. The evidence attest- 
ing to our failure in the purchasing area 
is a matter of record, I submit that now 
is the time for this Council to deal with 
such long-standing failure. I recommend 
that the Code of Ordinances of the City 
of Lansing be amended by _ rescinding 
“Article II—Purchasing” and by adopting 
a new and appropriate section similar to 
“Section 2-28—Committee on Standardiza- 
tion and Specification,” for the purpose 
of enabling operating departments to handle 
purchases under reasonable and effective 
technical and budgetary controls. 


The time for such appropriate and sen- 
sible action is now—as I see it, the pur- 
chasing experiment has failed and to allow 
it to continue is not in the City’s best 
interest and is not in the taxpaying public’s 
best interest.

Subject: Reply to Councilman Moore 


Gentlemen : 


Councilman Moore has made a lot of 
general statements without offering any 
proof. I will prove each of my statements. 


He made only one specific reference to 
“neconomical purchases, such as faulty 
fire hose.” This statement is completely 
untrue. 


We did not buy the particular brand of 
fire hose the Fire Department wanted. 
After interviewing the fire hose manu- 
facturer representatives the Council Com- 
mittee on Public Safety approved the fire 
hose purchase. Replacement guaranteed 
for 10 years. Each and every 50 foot 
length of fire hose that was delivered had 
a complete inspection and test report fur- 
nished by the Underwriters Laboratories 
Inc. The Fire Department had required 
only a 400 pound test hose but every length 
delivered was tested for 600 pounds. 


For many years, I don’t know how many, 
prior to my establishment of centralized 
purchasing July 1, 1963, the Public Service 
Department purchased only premium Ethyl 
gasoline to operate all their trucks and 
passenger cars. This was discontinued until 
they requested the purchase of Ethyl again 
in January, 1965. See Attachment I show- 
ing the savings of $356.00 per month based 
on their average consumption at that time. 
Over the period of six years the savings 
to the City on the purchase of just one 
commodity for just one department amounts 
to approximately $25,632.00. 


We have never been granted with enough 
funds or staff to provide a public relations 
expert to compile a fancy annual report 
extolling the magnificent virtues of this 
department. I can only offer the bare sta- 
tistics of a report to the Mayor dated 12-22- 
65. Attachment II shows 101 bids for a 
total of 338 different commodities plus the 
variations in size and grade. Five hundred 
and seventeen proposals were received on 
these 101 bids. No bids for Public Service 
Construction of sewers, etc., are included 
in these figures. 


Bids accepted for immediate delivery 
amounted to $787,870.00 and 1,502 purchase 
orders were issued for a total of one 
million, fourteen thousand, nine hundred 
and seventy-one dollars. This was in addi- 
tion to deliveries made on blanket orders. 


Attachment III is a report to the Citizen’s 
Task Force on Municipal Efficiencies dated 
1-27-65. This explains our bulk purchases 
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of office supplies at an average savings of 
20 to 22%. Reduction of the rag content 
in paper stock for. a form reduced the 
printing cost by 27%. Buying forms for 
the entire year, instead of twice a year 
reduced the printing cost 11%. My sug- 
gestion to replace an obsolete thousand 
gallon gasoline tank with a ten thousand 
gallon tank not only saves the department 
about $800.00 each and every year but re- 
duces the deliveries and the invoices from 
48 to 6 per year. Replacement of a 
thousand gallon fuel oil tank with a six 
thousand gallon tank only saves about 
$55.00 each heating season but reduces the 
deliveries and billing from the present five 
or six to only ONE. 


Fringe benefits are derived from the 
authority and responsibility vested in the 
City Purchasing Agent by the Purchasing 
Ordinance. Suppliers know they can get a 
fast and definite decision from a_ single 
source and will advise us of special price 
situations. One supplier notified us of a 
surplus of top soil and fifteen minutes later 
had a purchase order for 500 yards that 
saved the City $150.00, a reduction which 
we bought at $66.15 less than the whole- 
sale price of $302.40. A customer of one 
of our chemical suppliers was unable to 
take delivery of some 2700 gallons of ferric 
chloride, which we purchased at a savings 
of $173.00. Our bid price was 55% higher. 
These purchases were of mutual benefit to 
us and our suppliers. 


Attachment IV is a report to Collins 
Thornton dated 8-7-67 showing the annual 
savings on bulk purchases of just two 
types of sulphide bond paper for our stores 
stock showing a reduction from $2.31 to 
$1.09 a ream or 111% and on the other 
from $2.85 to $1.83 a ream or 114%. These 
savings are repetitive, year after year. 


Attachment V is another report to Collins 
Thornton dated 2-2-68 showing savings on 
various items. 


Established a blanket order in May of 
1966 for all dry cell batteries, Purchases of 
ordinary ‘‘D’’-size flashlight batteries in the 
first six months saved $367.12 or a reduc- 
tion of 83%. This savings has continued 
month after month, year after year. 


I did not order the Winchester Riot Guns 
demanded by the Police Department in June 
of 1964, I asked for bids, received an alter- 
nate bid on a Remington and submitted the 
Remington specification to Captain Rain- 
water. Captain Rainwater approved the 
change at $16.40 per gun or a reduction 
of 30%. No blind insistance here on a 
single brand name. Thirty five more were 
requisitioned in August making total sav- 
ings $705.20. Another twenty five were 
purchased in August of ’67 bringing the 
total savings up to $1,115.00 for just one 
item for just one department. 


They would probably still be buying 
Winchesters if I had just filled their order 
instead of asking for competition. 
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Another department ordered 3 Visi-Bars 
at $150.00 each. I phoned the same vendor 
and was quoted $100.54 each. I reminded 
the vendor we had bought twenty less than 
6 months previous at a special price of 
$76.00. We finally bought the 3 at $89.50 
each or $181.50 less than the original de- 
partment order. Reduction 67144%. 


I did not understand why a permit form 
had to have three copies. After some dis- 
eussion it was decided there was no need. 
Result—the printing cost reduced 30% and 
one useless piece of paper was eliminated. 
Some times it pays to be ignorant enough 
to ask questions. 


Attachment VI—Report to Councilman 
Anas dated 4-26-67 showing a reduction of 
86% and 83% respectively on paper towels. 
I repeat that one of the fringe benefits of 
Centralized Purchasing is the fact that 
vendors know they can get an immediate 
and authoritative answer from just one 
source—the Purchasing Agent. They also 
know they will get paid if they do get an 
order, Any other department that inter- 
views salesmen or requests proposals are 
just wasting the salesmen’s time and the 
time of their personnel involved, because 
they cannot make any purchase! 


For this reason they will notify us of 
special sales and purchases or proposal 
price changes—either up or down. They 
would not waste their time trying to 
notify thirty + imdividual departments. 


Vandervoorts advised us of a special buy 
on 1,500 feet of garden hose that saved 
$66.15 or 28%. Probably resulted in more 
savings because Parks had been buying 
two fifty foot lengths to make a 75 foot 
length. 


An exporter notified Dave Moss of some 
excess office supplies and we paid $260.10 
for five items that would have cost us 
$123.80 more at our present discount prices 
of 47.4%, 


Councilman Moore has proposed that the 
six Member Standardization and Specifica- 
tions Committee could efficiently administer 
the purchasing operation and that this 
change was supported by the Police Chief, 
the Fire Chief and the Parks and Public 
Service Director. This would be funny if 
it weren’t for the fact that it could be 
tragic for the tax payers of the City of 
Lansing. I quote from the 1962 report of 
the Mayor’s Committee on Efficiency in City 
Government giving answers to their de- 
partment survey, 


“A meeting with representatives of the 
Department of Public Works involved pri- 
marily a discussion of apprehensions ex- 
pressed with regards to problems relating 
to centralization of purchasing authority. 
Some organizations have found that through 
political appointments of incompetent and 
inexperienced persons, the centralization of 
purchases under one authority has resulted 
in the centralizing of inefficiency and favor- 
itism.,” 
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I might interject here that perhaps Public 
Service was more familiar with the political 
instability of Lansing than I was. 


Further from the Public Service report, 
“The requirement for public advertising 
for items over the $1,000.00 should be re- 
moved. Past experience wil] indicate which 
firms should be invited to bid.” 


The Public Service Department has no 
intention of permitting open competition 
because only a select few will be invited. 


From the Parks Departments. ‘When 
written bids take the place of personal 
contact it is essential to have specifications 
that accurately interpret the needs of the 
department. The men that best know the 
needs are those closest to the operation. 
There is a danger that a system of rigid 
bidding, if supervised by a man remote 
from the actual operations will tend to 
eliminate certain materials and pieces of 
equipment whose quality has been deter- 
mined by long experience.” Based on these 
statements I’m surprised the Parks Depart- 
ment doesn’t still drive buggies instead of 
automobiles. 


From the Police Department. ‘Many 
items purchased by the Police Department 
can only be used by the Police Department 
and cannot be purchased in larger quanti- 
ties than can be used. We do not think 
the items can be purchased any cheaper 
than we are now buying them. If it be- 
comes necessary for each divisional head 
to submit requisitions to a central pur- 
chasing agency, it would seem much time 
would be lost.” 


From the Fire Department. ‘There would 
be insufficient savings in our department 
to warrant the cost of a centralized pur- 
chasing division.” The Controllers esti- 
mated Fire Department expenditures for 
materials and suppliers for 1962 was $57,- 
400.00 The Committee report indicated that 
centralized purchasing would save from 
10 to 20%. The Fire Department appar- 
ently doesn’t consider savings of $5,700.00 
to $11,000.00 a year very important. 


These were al] opinions and objections 
in 1962 before they knew anything at all 
about purchasing. They wanted no help, 
they just wanted to keep on in the same old 
way without any interference. 


Do you wonder that they would approve 
whole heartedly to return to the old way. 


In 1962 only three cities with a popula- 
tion of over 20,000 had no purchasing con- 
trol. Two were new Detroit suburbs and 
the third was Lansing, 


There are at present seventy six (76) 
cities in Michigan with populations over 
10,000 who have purchasing agents. 


Perhaps Councilman Moore could explain 
to the taxpayers of Lansing why the City 
of Lansing is so different from these other 
75. Kalamazoo 51 years, Grand Rapids 37 
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years, Jackson 55 years, Flint 41 years, 
Dearborn 27 years.

Statement by Councilman Harold A. 
Moore Relative to Centralized Purchasing. 


The Mayor and City Council have re- 
ceived a document signed by Lloyd Head 
and entitled “Reply to Councilman Moore.” 
While it is not my intention to belabor 
this matter, I feel that it is very important 
that we do not allow ourselves to be con- 
fused or misled by this individual’s per- 
fectly natural attempts to defend his re- 
cord. I have not attacked Mr. Head for 
the methods which he has utilized to 
achieve whatever record he may think that 
he has achieved. I have not attacked past 
City Officials who conceived, recommended 
or adopted the City’s “Model Purchasing 
Ordinance.” I do not intend to become 
embroiled in futile attacks and counter- 
attacks of such nature. 


Mr. Head’s record is not the question at 
issue; sadly enough Mr. Head’s crude at- 
tempts, in his document, to malign the 
Boards and Administrative heads of the 
Police, Fire, Public Service and Parks De- 
partments are not the issue either. I am 
certain that those individuals are quite 
eapable of replying to and refuting Head’s 
innuendos. 


The subject document makes reference 
to other Michigan Cities which Head claims 
have utilized some kind of centralized pur- 
ehasing function for as long as 55 years. 
I believe that we here are concerned with 
Lansing and its problems and its taxpapers. 
With all due respect to the City of Jackson 
and procedures which are good for Jackson 
taxpayers: Lansing is not Jackson, and 
very frankly I like Lansing a whole lot 
better than any other Michigan City, in- 
eluding Jackson. 


Gentlemen, we are elected to represent 
the people of Lansing and to serve those 
people to the best of our ability. We must 
direct our attention and our energies, al- 
ways and always toward what is best for 
Lansing and Lansing people. Despite di- 
versionary attempts to confuse the issue; 
desipte statistics purporting to show micro- 
scopic savings on the purchase of paper 
towels ; and desipte the alleged conveniences 
to salesmen and vendors which Head’s 
document reiterates as the “fringe bene- 
fits’ of centralized purchasing—desipte 
all of these glowing tributes to failure, let 
us remember the real issue; the unfortunate 
fact that centralized purchasing has failed 
to accomplish any measureable good for 
the City of Lansing after six long years 
of fair trial. 
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I realize that in some circles it is not 
popular to recommend economy in govern- 
ment; it is often not popular for govern- 
ment to admit that mistakes have been made 
and that corrective action should be taken 
—I have not raised this issue for the pur- 
pose of seeking popularity, The suffering 
taxpayer has been trying to communicate 
with his elected representatives for a long 
time now and his message is very plain to 
me. It says, “give us some relief from 
luxurious and costly fringes in govern- 
ment”; it says, “eliminate experiments 
which have failed in their purpose and 
which cost tax dollars to continue in their 
failure’; and it says ,“‘above all, do away 
with duplication of effort and services 
wherever they may be found.” 


Gentlemen, no individual and no single 
procedure of government can be permitted 
to attain a higher priority than the will 
of the taxpaying public. A procedure which 
is faulty and which has provided tax payers 
with nothing better than a costly six year 
record of failure after failure—such a pro- 
cedure has got to go, it must be eliminated. 
It is our job to face this task no matter 
how unpleasant that may seem to be. I 
suggest and urge that in our collective 
wisdom we do so, and that we do it now!

I had hoped that after the embarrassing 
position in which the Lansing City Coun- 
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eil was placed by the irresponsible action 
of the Board of Trustees of the Retirement 
System that your body would take some 
immediate action to correct this and pre- 
vent it from happening in the future.

I also accuse them of malfeasance in 
office because of their misconduct. 


Finally, I accuse them of misfeasance 
in office in that they performed a legal act 
in an unlawful manner and, therefore, 
denied my rights.

On June 30, 1969, a City Council Com- 
mittee on Public Safety approved a rec- 
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ommendation of the Purchasing Director 
and the Chief of the Fire Department for 
the purchase of Eureka Fire Hose from 
S. J. Spalding. This recommendation in- 
eluded the requirement for the Under- 
writers’ Laboratories inspection. 


“For the protection of the best interest 
of the City of Lansing I would like to add 
to this recommendation a requirement for 
the U. L. inspection and test report on 
each 50 ft. length of hose.” 


Our purchase order No. C-2126 issued 
July 3, 1969, included this requirement. 


“Underwriters’ Laboratories inspection 
and test report required on each length.” 


Attached is a copy of the letter from the 
Underwiriters’ Laboratories Inc. dated 
July 8, 1969, which notified the manufac- 
turer—“‘that he withhold shipment of this 
hose until we have completed all test, in- 
cluding those conducted on a sample sent 
to our Chicago Testing Station.” 


Because the personnel regulations require 
that I use my vacation time prior to my 
enforced retirement on November 1, 1969, 
I find it necessary at this time to advise 
the Lansing City Council that the fire hose 
received and accepted by the Lansing Fire 
Department does not comply with the re- 
quirements of the purchase order. This 
entire shipment of $16,400.00 worth of 
fire hose was delivered without the Under- 
writers’ Laboratories inspection and test. 


The Lansing Fire Department is at pre- 
sent in violation of the purchasing ordi- 
nance for their acceptance and approval 
for payment of fire hose that does not 
meet the requirements of the purchase order 
a the approval of the Lansing City Coun- 
cil. 


I believe the City Attorney will agree 
that this violation can be corrected by the 
return of this fire hose to the manufacturer 
for replacement with fire hose inspected 
and tested by the Underwriters’ Labora- 
tories Inc. 


On September 30, 1969, I requested a 
prompt explanation of this oversite from 
the sales manager of Eureka Fire Hose.

Gentlemen: 


The State Journal quoted Councilman 
Moore as stating that the fire hose I had 
purchased burst under pressure. I stated 
before that Councilman Moore’s statement 
on fire hose was incorrect but if the State 
Journal quoted Councilman Moore correctly, 
I will now change this statement to say 
that this is an outright lie. 


I have submitted to the Finance Director 
for safe keeping the Underwriters’ Lobora- 
tories Inc. test and inspection reports on 
each 50 ft. length of the fire hose to which 
Councilman Moore refers. I am quite sure 
that every thinking citizen would know that 
if such an occurrence had hapened the 
press, the radio and the television would 
have had it spread nation wide. Further- 
more, the Underwriters’ Laboratories in- 
spection department would have been here 
in full force to investigate thoroughly any 
such problem on hose that they had pre- 
viously inspected and tested. 


The City of Lansing must be very unique 
in many ways. Attached is a copy of the 
portion of a leter from the Underwriters’ 
Laboratories Inc. dated September 17, 1968 
which states as follows: 


“The following is a_ tabulation of the 
footage of labeled fire hose that was fur-

The fire hose specifications for the City 
of Milwaukee state: 


“to bear National Board of Fire Under- 
writers’ label’ 


On the basis of these specifications Mil- 
waukee purchased on October 31, 1967, 
from the low bidder on Blaze Guard fire 
hose 5,000 ft. of 114” at $.66 per foot. The 
City of Lansing paid $1.10 per foot for Eu- 
reka Fire Hose. Milwaukee paid $.92 a foot 
for 15,000 ft. of 214” while the City of 
Lansing had to pay $1.53 per foot. 


Perhaps Councilman Moore would like to 
explain to the tax payers of the City of 
Lansing why fire hose specifications which 
are used by these major cities are not 
acceptable to the City of Lansing. 


Councilman Moore atempted to brush off 
the small savings on a purchase of paper 
towels on the basis of a complaint that 
these were brown towels instead of white 
towels. The towels referred to happened to 
be two entirely different brands from two 
different sources and we reduced our cost 
by 36% on one towel and by 38% on the 
other, I repeat that the employees of the 
City of Lansing must be unique because 
both sources report that 70% of the paper 
towels sold in the Lansing area are brown 
and only 30% white. Councilman Moore 
also atempted to dispraage the savings re- 
sulting from the purchase of regular gaso- 
line instead of premium for the operation 
of the Department of Public Service trucks 
by asking a hypothetical question ‘Who 
knows how many engines were blown with 
cheap gas?” Apparently Councilman Moore 
does not know any more about gasoline 
engines than he does about fire hose. I am 
sure any automotive engineer would be glad 
to inform Councilman Moore that hi-test 
gasoline will burn out pistons and valves, 
particularly on a low compression engine 
much quicker than the low octane gas rec- 
ommended. Furthermore, low octane gas 
provides better fuel consumption than the 
hi-test gas. The repeated savings of ap- 
proximately $5,000.00 a year for the pur- 
chase of gasoline for one department cannot 
economically be over looked. 


I would like to remind Councilman Moore 
and the other members of the Lansing City 
Council that it has been necessary for the 
Lansing City Council to approve my rec- 
ommendations on every bid in excess of 
$1,000.0. Furthermore, the specifications 
used for bids are prepared by the using 
department and every recommendation for 
purchases is a joint recommendation with 
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the department head. Every department 
head has the opportunity to refuse to agree 
to my recommendation and publicly file his 
own recommendation with the City Council. 
They have no excuse to complain about 
purchases if they do not have sufficient 
courage to make the recommendation 
publicly.

Subject: Fire Hose 


Gentlemen : 


I was surprised by the public statements 
of the Fire Chief and feel that they require 
a public answer. 


I believe we should take the fire hose 
statements one at a time. 


First, the Fire Chief claims that the fire 
hose purchased in 1965 was defective. Per- 
haps the Fire Chief would like to explain 
to the tax payers why—if what he says is 
true, this was not reported to the television 
—or the radio—or the newspaper at the 
time it occurred, instead of some four years 
later, Why was it not reported to the 
Mayor’s office—or the City Council or his 
own Police or Fire Board, or to the Under- 
writers’ Laboratories Inc. who had furnish- 
ed a complete inspection and test report 
on each 50 ft. length? Where is the proof? 


I am even more surprised that the Fire 
Chief has admitted publicly that he had 
signed and submitted a false receiving re- 
port to the Finance Director for payment, 
The purchase order which is the only legal 
eontract between the city and the vendor 
issued on July 3, 1969, stated “U. L. in- 
spection and test report required on each 
length.” This purchase order was accepted 
by the vendor without any notice of any 
price change. 


The Fire Chief said he knew the fire hose 
had not been tested by Underwriters’ La- 
boratories when he signed the receiving re- 
port. He did not notify either the purchas- 
ing agent or the Finance Director that this 
inspection had not been made. 


Regardless of the Fire Chief’s personal 
opinion, he does not have the authority to 
change the purchase order which he had 
accepted and he did not make any request 
to have the purchase order changed, 


The Fire Chief signed the letter of rec- 
ommendation to the Council which stated 
“for the protection of the best interest of 
the City of Lansing I would like to add to 
this recommendation the requirements for 
the U. L. inspection and test report on 
each 50 ft. length of hose.” 


The Fire Chief signed this letter without 
protest and on June 30, 1969, the Council 
Committee on Public Safety ‘concurs in 
the recommendation.” 


I quote from the Sectional Committee on 
fire hose of the National Fire Protection 
Association “for assurance in obtaining 
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good fire hose meeting N.F.P.A. standards, 
we recommend that hose be tested and 
labeled_ either by Underwriters’ Labora- 
tories Inc. or Factory Mutual Laborator- 
ies.”” You will note that this organization 
does not recommend the acceptance of the 
manufacturer’s inspection report. 


From the National Fire Protection As- 
sociation fire hose protection 196-10 par- 
agraph A-18 General. 

Purchasing hose by specification does not 
alone ensure good quality hose being re- 
ceived, To assure this, there must be de- 
finite tests performed under each item of 
the specifications, as a visual inspection 
alone does not show up inferior hose. 


It is for this reason that the Standard 
has specified that hose which is intended 
to comply with the requirements of this 
Standard shall be listed by a recognized 
testing laboratory. 


This gives assurance that the hose will 
render proper service under fire conditions. 


This is the reason for my requirement for 
Underwriters’ Laboratories Inc. test and 
inspection.

Gentlemen: 


At the October 7, 1969 regular meeting 
of the Planning Board, the issue of the 
bonded Central City bridge being at Ottawa 
Street was reviewed and discussed. After 
due consideration of this issue, the Plan- 
ning Board disapproved the character, ex- 
tent, location and plans for the Ottawa 
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Street extension and bridge. The Board 
recommends that the proposed Ottawa 
Bridge project be abandoned and that the 
Bond Issue as approved be used to replace 
the Shiawassee Street bridge. And fur- 
ther, that Shiawassee Street be extended 
east from Pennsylvania to connect with the 
Aurelius Road extension or phased into 
Saginew Street in the general area west of 
the present Naval Reserve facility. The 
following rationale is the basis for this 
recommendation : 


Traffic volumes on Michigan Avenue have 
declined over the past 12 years. A projected 
trafic volume demand for 1990, developed 
by Tri County Regional Planning Commis- 
sion, reveals an increase of approximately 
6,000 vehicles per day, which does not ex- 
ceed the road carrying capacity of Mich- 
igan Avenue. The opening of [-496 is ex- 
pected to result in a greater decline on 
Michigan Avenue traffic than shown in 
the Tri County study. 


There have been no cost benefit analyses 
presented to show the financial relationships 
of the long range extension of Ottawa 
Street to that of providing a grade separa- 
tion at Michigan Avenue and the C & O 
railroad, Also, consideration for various 
aliernative solutions to the traffic move- 
ment problems at the interesections of 
Cedar and Larch Streets with Michigan 
Avenue have not been presented by bridge 
proponents. It is believed that other modi- 
fications should be sought for these traffic 
problems and for moving traffic around 
the north side of the Capitol Complex. 


By extending Ottawa Street eastward, the 
human environment goals of the Central 
City Development Plan as adopted by City 
Council in December, 1967, will not be 
achieved. 


The City has commitments to provide 
non-cash credits as the City’s one-third 
share of the total costs of urban renewal 
projects. Greater benefits and non-cash 
credits could be obtained by diverting our 
resources to replacement of the Shiawassee 
bridge. The Bond Issue funds could be 
allocated to such a bridge since the bonds 
were sold for a “New Central City Bridge.” 
Also, the City is committed to several 
Federal programs which require funding 
from local resources as well as continually 
providing funds for improvements in de- 
veloping areas. Based on a lack of justi- 
fiable facts, the proposed Ottawa Bridge 
project and its long range ramifications do 
not appear to warrant a place in the list of 
priority programs.

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Tuesday, October 7, 1969 considered the 
petition by Daisy T. Angell to rezone prop- 
erty in the 5500 block of S. Cedar from C-2 
Family Residential to F Commercial and 
Community Unit Plan. The Board recom- 
mended that the petition be granted, sub- 
ject however, to the following conditions: 


1. That a revised site plan be submitted. 
Said plan should have the following 
characteristics ; 


a. Maximum density of eight (8) dwell- 
ing units per acre, 


b. A street pattern which is in sub- 
stantial conformance with that rec- 
ommended by the Planning Depart- 
ment, 


ce. The extension of Joshua St. from the 
south, the northerly access to Arm- 
strong Road, and the extension of 
Northrup St. to connect with Joshua 
shall be public streets with 66 foot 
right-of-ways and 36 foot pavements. 
This will necessitate some re-arrange- 
ment of the parking along the ex- 
tension of Northrup, so that there is 
no direct access from parking spaces 
to the street. The balance of the 
streets may be private with minimum 
pavement widths of 25 feet. 


d. Permanent easements for emergency 
and service vehicles shall be provided 
on all private streets and on all other 
places which may be required by the 
Board of Water and Light and Public 
Service. 


e. A minimum of three acres of recrea- 
tion space should be provided. 


f. Parking spaces shall be provided at 
a rate of two (2) spaces per dwelling 
unit. 


g. Minimum setbacks from _ exterior 
property lines should be 30 feet. 


2. A landscape plan shall be submitted. 
Said plan should show in detail the type 
and size of plantings, patio screening, 
ete 


a. The south, east and west property 
lines should be durably fenced. In 
addition those boundaries which abut 
the trucking yard should be heavily 
planted with dense evergreens atop 
a rolled earth berm. 


8. The property should be platted to facili- 
tate dedication of public streets and 
preservation of private streets. 


This action was based upon the following 
analysis : 


The plan submitted by the developer pro- 
poses a planned unit development consist- 
ing of a total of 312 townhouses on 24.9 
acres of land which is a gross density of 
12.5 dwelling units per acre. At the hearing 
before the Planning Board a representative 
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speaking for the petitioner indicated that 
12 dwelling units per acre would be their 
maximum and minimum. Two parking 
spaces per unit are proposed as well as a 
minimum distance of 20 feet between 
buildings, 


This Board’s preliminary review of the 
plan submitted, identified several problems. 
For example, no direct access to Cedar 
Street is proposed, This has the effect of 
forcing all vehicular traffic to use Joshua 
St. and Armstrong Road to gain access to 
Cedar and Pennsylvania. Open space, 
even though no public parkland is avail- 
able, is limited to one small tot lot. Set- 
Rass from exterior lot lines are very mini- 
mal, 


To overcome these problems we returned 
a plan with our recommended changes to 
the petitioner, who has apparently agreed 
with them, There is one substantial prob- 
lem however with which no agreement has 
been reached and that is the question of 
density, 


The Board has taken the position that 
the density permitted by the existing zoning 
is reasonable. Our position is based upon 
the following: 


1. The site is remote from elementary 
schols, Kendon is approximately % of 
a mile to the north but would be more 
than a mile to walk. The North 
School is somewhat closer but even more 
difficult to get to from the site due to 
the erratic and sometimes dangerous 
street pattern in the area. The Lansing 
School district has recommended that 
the total number of units be limited to 
approximately 200 units due to the im- 
pact the development will have on the 
North School. 


2. There is a complete lack of park land 
within the area bounded by Cedar-Jolly, 
Pennsylvania, and Miller. Hence this 
development must provide adequate 
space for both active and passive recrea- 
tion. A density of 12 or 18 units per 
acre effectively prohibts the allocation 
of sufficient space for recreation. Ac- 
cepted standards suggest that a mini- 
mum of two to three acres should be 
provided, The Department of Parks and 
Recreation has also pointed out the de- 
ficiency of recreation space. The Con- 
sumers Power ROW can help some, but 
it will not meet open space needs, 


8. We already mentioned what we believe 
are serious access problems. 300 units 
will generate more than 1200 vehicle 
trips per day. This will severely tax 
the street facilities in the area, 


4, There is an excessive amount of multi- 
family housing in the immediate area. 
An increased density on this property 
with all of the attendant problems of 
increased traffic and activity can dete- 
riorate the environment in which the 
existing single family homes find them- 
selves. 
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With regard to the underground utilities, 
the Public Service Department has indi- 
cated that the existing storm drainage serv- 
ing the area is inadequate. This may re- 
quire that the development be staged and 
will definitely require that necessary ease- 
ments be provided. 


In regard to the portion of this petition 
which requests commercial zoning for a 
strip of land 1382 feet wide and 788 feet 
deep fronting on Cedar Street, we have no 
serious objection, with the exception of the 
extreme depth, It is difficult to conceive 
of a reasonable scheme for the development 
of the land with the possible exception of a 
miniature golf range or some similar use. 
The owner of the land has in the past 
stated that this was his intention, 


There were several objections to this re- 
zoning and this recommendation was made 
by a vote of 7 yeas and one nay.

Some time ago a petition was received 
for a traffic signal at the intersection of 
Hayford & Kalamazoo, One year ago this 
request was considered by the Traffic Board 
but was tabled for further study. As a 
result of one individual periodically in- 
quiring about it the item was placed on 
the October agenda. 


A re-check of the accident records show 
that so far this year—1969—there has been 
ONE accident at this intersection. From 
the previous report to the Board the records 
show for a 6 year period—1963 thru 1968— 
7 right angle and 5 rear end collisions. 
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There is a traffic signal two blocks west 
at Fairview & Kalamazoo where there have 
been 21 accidents in a 5 year period—i964 
thru 1968—with ONE accident so far this 
year, 


With the closing of Shepard Street at 
Main Street due to I-496 construction the 
volume of traffic in this area has been 
greatly reduced as thru traffic can no 
longer enter the area, The traffic signals 
on Kalamazoo at Shepard and Fairview are 
more than adequate to provide for safe 
entrance onto and across Kalamazoo for 
vehicles entering and leaving the area east 
of Kalamazoo, 


The accident comparison between the 
Hayford and Fairview accidents was made 
to show that traffic signals do not eliminate 
or reduce the number of accidents. 


The Traffic Board recommends for City 
Council’s consideration that the request for 
a traffic signal at the intersection of Hay- 
ford and Kalamazoo be denied.

As a result of several meetings and much 
discussion, the Council Buildings and Prop- 
erties Committee has decided to recommend 
to the City Council that the City should 
not at this time make an offer to purchase 
the Great Lakes Bible College property. 


This decision was made for a number of 
reasons. First, and of over-riding impor- 
tance, the City is not financially in a posi- 
ion to purchase the property at this time. 
chis would be true, even if fifty per cent 
matching funds could be obtained from the 
Federal government. 
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The City’s funds for park land and rec- 
reation purposes are limited and are tight- 
ly budgeted. Available funds are being very 
carefully directed toward their highest pos- 
sible productivity through closely coordinat- 
ing them with State money made available 
through the Recreation Bond Fund Act and 
Federal funds connected with the Urban 
Beautification and Open Space programs 
of the Housing and Urban Development 
Department, If under these programs, and 
tied-in with our five-year recreation plan 
there is a possibility of a municipal in- 
volvement in the Bible College property, 
we will certainly move in that direction. 
It is too early at this tme to be able to 
know this. 


The Committee feels that the property 
owned by the Bible College along the Grand 
River should be developed as a park. We 
also feel strongly that the Dodge Mansion 
has great historic value to the community 
ae if possible, should be retained on the 
site. 


In this regard, we would encourage civic- 
minded individuals and groups to examine 
ways in which they may be accomplished. 
They should do so, however, with the knowl- 
edge that financial aid from the City is not 
now possible, 


Speaking for the City Council, we should 
like to express our regret that so much 
time, energy, and talent has been spent 
in attempting to purchase the Bible College 
property, seemingly without success. 


In our meetings with the various groups 
involved, we have found them to be of the 
highest motivation. Their intentions have 
been most honorable. This is particularly 
true of the administration and the Board 
of Directors of the Great Lakes Bible 
College. 

If in the future we may eventually find 
the property used as a combination park 
and historic site, and this may well come 
to pass, it would be because of the interest 
shown by those who have so far been in- 
volved. 

Unfortunately for the time being, we as 
a City Council must consider the matter 
closed,

State law requires that all assessments 
be made uniformly at fifty per cent of 
market value.

The City of Lansing has maintained a 
forty per cent level in recent years be- 
cause this ratio was closest to our overall 
assessment average for all types of prop- 
erty when beginning our City-wide re- 
appraisal program in 1963. 


If we do not accomplish this conversion 
from forty to fifty per cent of market 
value, we will very soon be open to severe 
eriticism and suffer a subsequent penalty. 
Reviewing of our assessments through 
County Equalization and State Tax Com- 
mission auditing will take place next 
spring. We are also scheduled for a 
thorough policing through an equalization 
study by the Ingham County Equalization 
Department beginning this fall as required 
by law. 


As I have stated—I am obligated by law 
to assess all property at fifty per cent of 
market value. Please understand that the 
amount of taxes collected, based on the 
above described conversion from forty to 
fifty per cent of market value, should re- 
main approximately the same, provided 
of course that the millage remains the same. 
This is due to the fact that we now tax by 
using a factor which in effect increases our 
millage to the point of approximating a 
tax levy based on a fifty per cent assess- 
ment, 


It must be understood that after the con- 
version, some individuals and businesses 
will pay somewhat more in taxes and some 
will pay somewhat less. 


The overall tax collections, as I have 
indicated, will remain substantially the 
same, 


The cost of contract clerical labor to 
make this assessment conversion is esti- 
mated at $13,900. I am, therefore, request- 
ing this amount be transferred to the 
Assessor’s budget.

Subject: Automobile Specifications 
Gentlemen: 


I note from the official preceedings of 
the City Council of the City of Lansing 
dated October 6, 1969 that the specifications 
for the purchase of automobiles for all City 
Departments was approved. 


This specification is a direct violation of 
the purchasing ordinance Section 2-28 (7) 
“Nature of Specifications. All specifications 
shall be definite and certain and shall per- 
mit of competition.” 


Section 2-27 (3) Other Powers and Duties. 


(b) Encourage Competition. Discourage 
uniform bidding and endeavor to ob- 
tain as full and open competition as 
possible on all purchases and sales.” 


This specification limits the purchase of 
automobiles to one manufacturer and does 
not permit bids from Chrysler Plymouth, 
Dodge, Ford, Mereury, Chevrolet, Buick, 
Pontiac, Ambassador and Rebel. 


The latest reports show that about 20% 
of the present new car sales are either com- 
pact cars or foreign imports and contrary 
to the public buying this specification pro- 
hibits any bids on compact cars. 


For your information I quote from a 
legal ad published prior to the effective 
date of the Purchasing Ordinance. 


“Bids Wanted for the Furnishing of Five 
Compact Passenger Cars 


Lansing, Michigan 


Sealed proposals will be received by the 
City Clerk of Lansing up to 3:00 P.M., 
Eastern Standard Time of Wednesday the 
12th day of June 1963 for the ;.rnishing 
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of five (6) Compact Passenger Cars, Ameri- 
can Manufactured, to the Public Service 
Dept., City of Lansing,” 


Perhaps the Council should ask why, if 
compact cars were acceptable in 1963, the 
Public Service Department now thinks 
their employees should drive only 8- 
eylinder Oldsmobiles, 


Competition between agents of the same 
manufacturer cannot be construed as “full 
and open competition.” 


Please accept this as my official notifica- 
tion that this specification is a direct viola- 
tion of the Purchasing Ordinance and any 
purchase made on the basis of this speci- 
fication will therefore be in violation of the 
Purchasing Ordinance and subject to the 
penalty provided in Section 1-8 of the Code.

Subject: Acceptance of Eureka Fire Hose 
Gentlemen: 


Councilman Adado has been given some 
further misinformation about the Eureka 
Fire Hose which was accepted in violation 
of the purchase order. 


1. The Standards and Specifications Com- 
mittee did not develop the fire hose 
specifications. These specifications were 
prepared by the Fire Department and 
the Committee did not see them until the 
June meeting in 1969, more than one 
year after the bids for this fire hose 
had been received. 


3. All 14 bidders agree to provide “a 10 


year written guarantee.” 


4. No sensible person would expect any 
Fire Chief to write anything but a 
glowing testimonial to the fire hose 
that he personally purchased. 


The personal opinion of Mr, Arata, the 
Sales Manager for Eureka, regarding the 
conditions of the purchase order have ab- 
solutely no bearing on this case. Whether 
Mr. Arata liked it or not the only legal 
contract with the City of Lansing required 
this inspection. I intend to turn this matter 
over to the City Attorney to prosecute Mr. 
Arata and the manufacturer for breach 
of contract. 
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The comment concerning the Under- 
writers’ inspection label is not only a com- 
pletely false statement but is ridiculous. 


The comment regarding the 20 year life 
of fire hose means very little because the 
Inspection Bureau gives no credit for fire 
hose more than 10 years old. I don’t know 
how the Fire Department could prove the 
salvage value of Eureka Fire Hose when 
to my knowledge the first purchase of this 
brand of fire hose was in 1967 while I was 
in the hospital. All of our salvage hose has 
sold for the same price regardless of brand. 
The fire hose purchased in 1965 was Blaze 
Guard and in 1968 was Boston Woven Hose. 


We apparently must change brands of 
fire hose when we change Fire Chiefs. In 
1965 and in 1968 and prior years the only 
brand of fire hose that could be used by 
the City of Lansing was Bi-lateral. 


This specification stated ‘“E-2.2 The rub- 
ber lining shall be manufactured of one 
solid homogeneous layer of a mixture of 
natural and synthetic rubber that has been 
especially compounded to have the optimum 
age-resistance and to present the smoothest 
surface to facilitate high velocity flow of 
water.” 


The 3-ply laminated tube was not accept- 
able. 


The current only brand of fire hose ac- 
ceptable to the City of Lansing is Eureka. 
This specification reads: 


“C, Lining.” 


1. “The liner tube shall be of compounded 
synthetic rubber. No reclaimed rubber 
shall be used. A minimum of 3-ply lami- 
nated tube must be used.” 


The one piece solid extruded tube is not 
acceptable to the City of Lansing. Appar- 
ently any natural rubber is not to be used 
either. You will note that this is the com- 
plete opposite of previous specifications and 
that both are restrictive. 


I quote from the City of Detroit Fire De- 
partment specifications. 


“Rubber Lining. 


The lining shall be uniform in thickness 
and shall be made from calendered sheets 
of not less than 3-ply, lap jointed and 
vuleanized into one solid body or from a 
single ply extruded tube.” 


NFPA 196-5, paragraph 321. 
“Lining.” 


“Tt may be made from calendered sheets, 
lap jointed and vulcanized into one solid 
body; it may be a single ply, extruded or 
dipped tube, or a laytex-coated fabric 
lining.” 


I would like to call your attention to one 
other economic absurdity contained in the 
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City of Lansing, Fire Department specifica- 
tions, Paragraph F-3. 


“Each bidder is to furnish a sample of 
one 50 ft. length of 244 in. coupled fire hose 
of proposed specifications for test purposes. 
Sample to be at bidders expense.” 


I_ modified this on the bid form by a 
“NOTE: Sample may be requested.” 


Let me now illustrate what would have 
happened some sixteen months ago if the 
original specification had been enforced. 
Incidentally, this is the specification which 
the Standards and Specifications Commit- 
tee claims they approved. 


Fourteen bids for the purchase of fire 
hose were received on June 11, 1968. The 
value of a 50 ft. length of hose coupled, 
ranged from the low bid price of $62.45 to 
the high bid of $112.50. The City of Lan- 
sing would have received a total of 700 ft. 
of 214 in. fire hose representing a value to 
the bidders of $1,128.20 plus their individual 
delivery cost. The only vendor who could 
hope to recover his cost would be the one 
vendor the Fire Department decided would 
get the order regardless of bid price. The 
Lansing Fire Department has neither the 
necessary equipment or personnel to test 
700 ft. of fire hose in accordance with their 
specifications. 


From the attached information you can 
easily judge for yourself the value of the 
statements made in the defense of this pur- 
chase. With reference to the glowing testi- 
monials for Eureka Fire Hose I submit a 
copy of a letter from the Underwriters’ 
Laboratories Inc. dated September 17, 1968. 


You will note the villages of Boston, 
Phoenix, Seattle, San Diego, Chicago, Mil- 
waukee, all insist on fire hose to have the 
Underwriters’ label, which “is accepted to 
mean only a one year performance guar- 
antee,”” 


From the National Fire Protection As- 
sociation Standard for Fire Hose No, 196, 
I have copied some excerpts for your in- 
formation. 


With reference to this I would like to 
point out that the NFPA Committee on Fire 
Department equipment includes seven fire 
chiefs plus a representative of the Inter- 
national Association of Fire Fighters and 
a representative from the International 
Association of Fire Chiefs. 


From NFPA 196-1, I quote “hose listed 
by Underwriters’ Laboratories Inc., or the 
Factory Mutual Laboratories is considered 
as meeting the intent of this standard.” 


From NFPA 196-4, paragraph 13. “These 
requirements are intended for use in con- 
junction with those of nationally recognized 
and properly equipped testing laboratories.” 


“Underwriters’ Laboratories Inec., Un- 
derwriters’ Laboratories of Canada and the 
Factory Mutual Laboratories Test Devices 
and Materials for use in accordance with the 
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appropriate standards, and published list 
which are available on request,” 


From NFPA 196-5 Article 2, paragraph 21. 


“Hose shall be considered to comply with 
this standard if it has been subjected to 
the examination and test of recognized 
testing laboratories and if it bears the label 
or other distinguishing markings specified 
in the current list or report published by 
the testing or listing agency.” 


From this information it is quite appar- 
ent that the National Fire Protection Asso- 
ciation does not consider testing by the 
manufacturer, the Fire Chief, or the master 
mechanic as acceptable proof that the hose 
meets specifications. 


I doubt if any one can honestly believe 
that our Fire Department or our Stand- 
ards and Specifications Committee knows 
more about the construction, inspection and 
testing of fire hose than the National Fire 
Protection Association, the Rubber Manu- 
fatcurers Association, the Factory Mutual 
Laboratories or the Underwriters’ Labor- 
atories, 


I do not pretend to be an outhority on 
fire hose so I followed the recommendation 
of the nationally recognized authority and 
requested the Underwriters’ Laboratories 
inspection and test report on each length 
of hose. 


I don’t understand why the Fire Chief 
and the manufacturer are so afraid to fur- 
nish the City of Lansing with the required 
protection of the Underwriters’ testing 
= inspection report on each length of 

ose,

Regardless of anybodies personal opinions 
or personal likes or dislikes, there are two 
facts that cannot be denied.

Laboratories Inc. inspection and test 
report on each length of hose. 


2. The Fire Chief violated the Purchasing 
Ordinance when he signed the receiving 
report for this fire hose and did not 
notify either the Purchasing Agent or 
the Finance Director that the fire hose 
did not have the required inspection. 


This fire hose should be replaced with 
fire hose that has been inspected or both the 
manufacturer and the Fire Chief should 
be prosecuted.

Dear Mr, Mayor and Council Members: 


In December of 1968 the office of Lan- 
sing City Assessor undertook the first City 
Dog Census since the City Dog ordinance 
number 69 was enacted on October 14, 1963. 
The census cards were delivered to this 
office the latter part of August 1969. 


On September 15, 1969, following a 
matching of cards and licenses, by em- 
ployees of this office, 5,370 notices, similar 
to the attached sample, were mailed out to 
owners of unlicensed dogs within the city. 


During the period from September 15th 
thru October 27, 1969, we have written 
3,086 dog licenses which have produced 
$11,359.00 in license fees. The 1969 
licenses were put on sale on December 1, 
1968 and during the 934 months thru 
September 15th had produced $11,980.00 in 
revenue from 4800 licenses written. The 
total for the year to date stands at 7,886 
licenses producing $23,339.00 in license fees. 


The attached page shows the total of dog 
license fees for each year since 1963 when 
the City Dog Ordinance became effective. 
You will note that in spite of the fact that 
the land area and population were growing 
during these years, the revenue from this 
source was steadily declining. This points 
out the necessity for a yearly dog census. 


During this recent licensing campaign an 
average of 50 phone calls per day were 
being received from recipients of our “Dog 
License” notice and the nature of the calls 
was almost 100% complaints regarding 
lack of enforcement of the Dog ordinance 
provisions, Most people excused themselves 
from the licensing requirements because 
of the fact that dogs were running loose 
contrary to the ordinance, In fact we 
received several letters from various neigh- 
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borhoods in the City (unsigned of course) 
which listed addresses and number of dogs 
owned in a particular block or blocks, etc. 


In summary, it must be said that this 
entire Dog episode turned out to be very 
educational, enlightening, and income pro- 
ducing. It had been the intent of this office 
to come forth with several recommenda- 
tions concerning census taking, licensing 
and enforcement provisions of our present 
ordinance—however it is my understanding 
that a County-wide program may be put 
into effect in the near future, therefore 
these recommendations will be held in 
abeyance. 


Please be advised that today a list of 
2084 dog owners whose dogs are presently 
unlicensed is being submitted to the Police 
Department and to the City Attorney and 
this action concludes the licensing effort 
of the animal control program for 1969.

RE: Liability of the City of Lansing for 
damage to persons or property result- 
ing from a parade on a public street. 


Gentlemen: 


In my opinion, the City of Lansing would 
not be liable if, for example, a participant 
in a parade caused damage to property or 
injured a person along a parade route. 
Before establishing a claim against the 
city, a claimant must show that the city 
breached or failed to perform a legal duty 
owed to the injured party or to someone 
else. Therefore, it would have to be shown 
that the city acted wrongly or failed to 
act when it should have. For example, a 
claimant might show that the city failed 
to provide adequate police protection along 
the parade route. However, in order to 
recover, the injured party would also have 
to show that the city’s breach caused the 
injury. This would be difficult, if not im- 
possible, Without showing this the city 
would not be liable. 


Secondly, even if a claimant could show 
that the city’s wrongful act caused the 
damage, there would still be no liability 
against the city because of the doctrine of 
governmental immunity. In short, this 
doctrine which is established by state 
statute, holds that the city is not liable for 
negligence where it is engaged in a govern- 
mental function, i.e., police protection, fire 
proection, ete. The statute sets forth ex- 
ceptional circumstances in which the city 
would be liable, for example, damage 
caused by defects in a public highway, 
negligent operation of a public motor 
vehicle or dangerous conditions in a public 
building. Clearly, the issuance of the par- 
ade permit is a governmental function and 
would not fall within any of the excep- 
tions, Therefore, the city would not be 
liable.

It may be of minor importance to, just 
for the record, point out some of the in- 
consistencies, errors and warped judgements 
contained in a communication addressed 
to you, dated October 28, 1969, and signed 
by one Lloyd M. Head a former employee 
of the City of Lansing. The communica- 
tion appears to represent a shotgun type 
attack upon some the progress made by 
the City of Lansing from 1963 to 1969. 


In the first instance, Page 2 of 6 of the 
document in question implies that criteria 
used by the City Personnel Director when 
recommending general wage and benefit 
improvements, i.e. “significant changes in 
comparative rates and the overall economy,” 
have something to do with the decisions 
affecting specific position allocations within 
an established Compensation Plan, This 
statement is completely false and repre- 
sents the author’s lack of technical know- 
ledge in the area of wage and salary ad- 
ministration. 


In the second instance, on Page 5 of 6 
of the document the author has made at 
least eight specific errors or misrepresenta- 
tions of the facts of record as follows: 


I—There are twenty cities in Michigan 
of 50,000 and greater population, the 
document lists only five. 


IIl—The five listed cities happen to have 
City Manager and Commission forms of 
government. The document author's at- 
tempts to compare salaries of Lansing 
Councilmen with those of City Commission- 
ers, some of whom meet no oftener than 
once every thirty days, is simply not logical. 
In addition he lists Lansing City Council 
salaries at $5,000 per annum having missed 
the fact that half of our Councilmen are 
paid $4,000 per annum. 
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IlI—The document lists maximums of 
salary ranges rather than actual salaries 
being paid in most instances, which is a 
gross distortion of the actual situation. 
Even more amazing however, the documents 
listed actual maximum of the ranges is in 
error for the Cities of Kalamazoo, Saginaw 
and Wyoming. 


IV—The documents author has attempted 
to compare a listed salary of $10,000 per 
annum for the Finance Director of the 
City of Grand Rapids with the salary of 
the City of Lansing Finance Director, He 
may be unaware of the fact that the Grand 
Rapids position is a part-time elective one 
paid up to $10,000 on a fee basis. This can 
hardly be construed as comparable evidence. 


V—lIt is distressing for me to report that 
the author of the document in question has 
listed incorrect amounts purporting to be 
salaries for the Lansing Personnel Director 
and the Lansing Finance Director on Page 
5 of the document, 


VI—On Page 38, the use of the word “re- 
ducted” is puzzling unless it may be related 
to the word ‘“reductio” which is described 
on Page 718 of the Websters Seventh New 
Collegiate Dictionary thusly, ‘ad adbsur- 
dum, disprove of a proposition by showing 
an absurdity to which it leads when carried 
to its logical conclusion.” 


In view of the rather lengthy enumera- 
tion of errors described above, I have not 
attempted to check out the accuracy of 
the contents of Page 6 of the document. 
It can probably be safely assumed that the 
established pattern of distorition has been 
continued therein. 


The answer to the author of the docu- 
ments statement that his salary has not 
received regular merit increment advances 
in salary during six and one-half years 
should be quite obvious; such increments 
are based upon merit. 


Finally, the author suggests that proper 
compensation for alleged ‘‘harassment” 
would be achieved by actions one and two 
as listed on Page Three. On Page Four 
he states further that, “I will await your 
action before I release these figures to the 
papers.” This statement would appear to 
be a rather thinly disguised threat of 
some kind and not proper reason for the 
reallocation or creation of positions in 
Municipal government. 


Careful study and analysis of the docu- 
ment in question has shown a heavy em- 
phasis on errors of commission and omis- 
sion and a somewhat hysterical thread of 
unreasonable assertions and demands 
throughout its entirety. I recommend that 
it be received and placed on file for what- 
ever minimal record value that it may have.

The law of the State of Michigan now 
requires that a “peace officer’ take into 
custody all vehicles found abandoned upon 
a street or a highway, or any other place, 
whether public or private. 


In the past this responsibility has been 
that of a member of the City’s Building 
Division. I recommend therefore, that you 
adopt the attached resolution, which will 
grant the Building Commissioner, or his 
agent, the authority to designate one person 
from his division to be sworn in by the City 
Clerk as a peace officer, with limited power, 
to carry out the requirements of the State 
law. If you are in accord with this request, 
I_ would appreciate having the resolution 
adopted at an early time as possible. 


The problem of abandoned vehicles has 
many facets. To provide you with an idea 
of the magnitude of the problem, I point 
out that over 400 abondoned cars have been 
picked up in the City of Lansing in the 
past six months. 


The above suggestion for the handling 
of abandoned cars on private property is 
submitted to you on the basis of recom- 
mendations made by the City Attorney, 
Chief of Police, Public Service Director, 
Building Division Manager and the Mayor’s 
Administrative Assistant. 


It was mutually agreed and clearly un- 
derstood that the individual designated to 
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be sworn in as a peace officer would not 
be empowered with any other enforcement 
responsibilities, other than that of handling 
abandoned cars on private property in ac- 
cordance with the law.

On Monday, October 27, 1969, a Mr. 
Pete Canady appeared before the Lansing 
City Council concerning housing. In effect, 
Mr. Canady said: ‘No housing is being 
provided now and none last year or the 
year before. We need more _ housing.” 
Certainly, housing has been and will be a 
major concern in this community and 
other communities throughout this State 
and Nation. Mr. Canady’s statement has 
led this office to seek information concern- 
ing the building activity of various hous- 
ing commissions since their inception, in- 
cluding the Lansing Housing Commission. 
Please note: 


The Lansing Housing Commission has 
constructed 304 units of housing, since 
1965. Too, it is in the process of develop- 
ing or constructing 439 units of housing. 
This makes an average of 185 units per 
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year if we consider the 100 units for the 
elderly at Ionia-Seymour site, which should 
be under construction in the spring of 
1970. Even if this elderly housing were 
deducted from the above total, the Lansing 
Housing Commission would have averaged 
over 160 units per year. 


Further than this, the Lansing Housing 
Commission has 92 leased units under man- 
agement. 


The following breaks the building activ- 
ity of the Lansing Housing Commission 
down into a dollar figure. 


LaROY FROH PROJECT (MICH. 58-7) 
(Reo Road) 


This project consists of one hundred (100 
Townhouse units) on a site of approxi- 
mately 10 acres, with a density of 10 units 
per acre. Construction began in August of 
1967 and was completed in August of 1968 
at a cost of $1,600,000.00. 


SCATTERED SITES (MICH. 58-8) 


This project consists of 100 individual 
houses located on individual lots throughout 
the City. There are seventy (70) one 
story three bedroom units and thirty (30) 
two-story four bedroom units, at a cost 
of $1,711,000.00. 


HILDEBANDT PARK (MICH. 58-3) 
(Turner Street) 


This project consists of one hundred (100) 
townhouse units on a site of approximately 
8.5 acres, with a density of 11.8 units per 
acre. Construction began in March, 1968, 
and was completed in January, 1969, at a 
eost of $1,705,000.00. 


WAVERLY-GRAND RIVER (MICH. 58-2) 


This project consists of one hundred 
forty (140) townhouse units on a site of 
13.22 acres with a density of 10.6 units per 
acre, located at the intersection of Waverly 
Road and Grand River. Construction began 
in April, 1969, and should be completed by 
June, 1970, at a cost of $2,437,760.00. 


SOUTH WASHINGTON ELDERLY 
(MICH. 58-10) 


This project designed specifically for oc- 
cupancy by elderly tenants, consists of one 
hundred eighty-eight (188) units in a five 
story building on 4.32 acres with a density 
of 43.5 units per acre, located in the 3100 
block of South Washington. Construction 
began in March 1969, and should be com- 
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pleted in March of 1970 at a cost of 
$2,772,800.00. 


ACQUISITION PROGRAM (MICH. 58-4) 


This project consists of fifteen (15) in- 
dividual houses on individual lots located 
throughout the city. There are five (5) 
four-bedroom units and ten (10) five- bed- 
room units. This project is in the develop- 
ment-construction stage and 3 units have 
been purchased. The total price is $288,- 
500.00. 


PROPOSED IONIA-SEYMOUR ELDERLY 
(MICH. 58-6) 


This project consists of approximately 
one hundred (100) units designed for oc- 
cupancy by the elderly. Because it is located 
in Urban Renewal Project No. 1, the 
Housing Commission is attempting to work 
closely with the Urban Redevelopment 
Board in planning this project. Estimated 
cost—$1,400,000.00 or more. This project 
is being finalized at present and should be 
let for construction in the spring of 1970.

Because of legal problems and for other 
reasons the City of Lansing has presently

into being in 1965. It has constructed or 
under development 748 units for a per year 
growth of 185+; the City of Saginaw’s 
Housing Commission has been in existence 
for 22 years and has a per year unit 
growth of 40+ with a total number of 
units of 893 with 50 unused reservations ; 
Pontiae’s has been in existence for 21 years 
and has a per year unit growth of 39+ 
with a total number of units of 831 with 
no unsused reservations; Mt. Clemens’ has 
been in existence for 13 years and has a 
per year unit growth of 12+ with a total 
number of 160 units and no unused reserva- 
tions; Inkster’s has been in existence for 
18 years and has a per year unit growth of 
53+ with a total number of 700 units and 
150 reservations; Albion’s has been in 
existence for 8 years and has a per year 
unit growth of 31+ with a total number 
of 250 units and 100 unused reservations ; 
Jackson’s has been in existence for 7 years 
and has a per year unit growth of 38+ 
with a total number of 268 units and 182 
unused reservations; Port Huron’s has 
been in existence for 6 years and has a 
Per year unit growth of 73+ with a total 
number of 440 units and 120 unused reser- 
vations.

On October 28, 1969, the Federal Court 
of Appeals in Cincinnati announced their 
decision in regards to the Jolly-Cedar case, 
in which the City of Lansing was the de- 
fendant. On the supremacy clause, the 
Court ruled that the Housing Manual of 
HUD is not a federal law and, even if it 
were, there would be no conflict between it 
and the people’s right for a referendum. 


On the District Court’s finding that the 
petitions were racially motivated, the Court 
found that there was no evidence to sus- 
tain that conclusion. The Court also held 
that, by allowing the referendary petitions, 
the City would not be a partner in racial 
discrimination. The Court placed emphasis 
on the inherent right of the voters to peti- 
tion for a referendum and stated that such 
a right should not be enjoined. 


The Court of Appeals reversed the Dis- 
trict Court and sent the case brcox to the 
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District Court ordering it to dismiss the 
complaint. This means there will not be 
any re-trial in the District Court. 


It should also be noted that this was a 
per curiam opinion. This means that all 
three judges agreed and none of the judges 
dissented. Attached is a copy of the 
opinion (No, 19333) as handed down by 
the Court of Appeals for the Sixth Circuit. 


Please be advised that the above sum- 
mary was discussed with Mr. Oskar M. 
Hornbach, City Attorney, and that he will 
provide you with any additional details 
eoncerning this matter.

BE NUMBERED 28-19. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That the Code of Ordinances 
of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be 
amended by adding a section to be numbered 
28-19 to read as follows: 


Section 28-19. Same — Correcting and 
confirming roll, warrant for collection; in- 
stallment payment; funds for payment of 
bonds. 


Every assessment, so ratified and con- 
firmed by the city council as aforesaid, 
shall be final and conclusive. Within five 
days after such assessment is ratified, the 
mayor shall affix to such assessment and 
tax roll his warrant for collection thereof. 
The mayor’s warrant shall direct the city 
treasurer to collect the assessment on or 
before the due date, which date shall be 
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ninety (90) days from the date of con- 
firmation by the council. The mayor’s war- 
rant shall further direct the City Treasurer 
to initiate special assessment collections 
on the basis of the estimated figure pro- 
vided him by the City Assessor and such 
assessment and tax roll, with the warrant 
of the Mayor so annexed, shall be delivered 
to the treasurer within ten days after such 
warrant is annexed to such roll. 


In the event the treasurer is unable to 
collect these assessments as directed, the 
treasurer shall be authorized to levy and 
collect the same by distress and sale of any 
personal property in the possession of the 
person chargeable with such tax. 


It is also provided, that, if a majority 
of the resident taxpayers owning property 
in any paving or sewer district wherein 
any paving, curb and gutter, tree removal, 
sidewalk, building razing or sewer is 
ordered pursuant to the provisions of this 
article and liable for taxation for any 
such paving or sewer, shall, prior to the 
order of the City Council directing the 
Mayor to attach his warrant to such tax 
roll for the collection of such taxes, peti- 
tion the City Council for an extension of 
time of payment of such taxes, it shall be 
within the power of the City Council by 
resolution to extend the time of payment 
of any such special assessment so that the 
same may be levied, collected and paid in 
three (3), five (5), or ten (10) installments, 
as shall be determined by the City Council 
in such resolution. It is provided further 
that, the City Council may, by a two- 
thirds vote of the councilmen elect, grant 
the extension of time for the payment of 
taxes herein provided for without any 
petition therefor when such action shall 
be deerned necessary, and may, by a two- 
thirds vote, upon request of any resident 
taxpayer owning property in any assess- 
ment district, grant the extension of time 
for payment of special assessments in the 
manner hereinafter stated with the follow- 
ing provisions: 


A. If the total amount of the special 
assessment is less than seventy-five 
dollars ($75.00), the assessment shall 
oe in full on or before the due 
late. 


B. If the total assesment is seventy-five 
dollars ($75.00) or more, but less than 
one hundred fifty dollars ($150.00., it 
may be divided into three (3) equal 
installment payments, 


C. If the total assessment is on hundred 
fifty dollars ($150.00) or more, but less 
than three hundred dollars ($300.00), it 
may be divided into five (5) equal in- 
stallment payments. 


D. If the total assessment is three hundred 
dollars ($300.00) or more, it may be 
divided into ten (10) equal installments. 


E. A resident taxpayer, to follow the in- 
tent of the ordinance and the policy of 
the city, shall be any Lansing resident 
who, in regard to the specific property 
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being assessed, is not using the property 
for a commercial, professional or in- 
dustrial enterprise. Any land being 
subdivided or used for community unit 
or multiple dwelling (except ‘‘C’” two- 
family district) shall not he eligible 
for the installment special assessment 
program. 


Following confirmation of a special assess- 
ment roll, a billing of the estimated assess- 
ment (original estimated billing) shall be 
rendered either to the property owner or 
taxpayer as known. The words “estimated 
billing’ shall be denoted on the original 
estimated billing and the total assessment 
shall be due within ninety (90) days from 
the date of confirmation, There shall be 
no interest or penalty charged on any pay- 
ment or the entire assessment if paid with- 
in ninety (90) days from the date of con- 
firmation. 


If the estimated assessment is seventy- 
five ($75.00) or more, the taxpayer may 
select the installment option by paying the 
first installment within ninety (90) days 
of confirmation, Interest at seven per cent 
(7%) per annum will be collected on the 
unpaid balance from the original due date 
to the billing date of the second installment. 


TO CASH PAYMENTS MADE AFTER 
NINETY (90) DAYS, SEVEN PER CENT 
(7%) INTEREST SHALL BE ADDED 
(ADJUSTED FOR THE NUMBER OF 
MONTHS BETWEEN THE NINETY- 
FIRST (91st) DAY AND THE BILLING 
DATE OF THE SECOND  INSTALL- 
MENT). THERE SHALL BE NO INTER- 
EST PRO RATION BASED ON THE 
NUMBER OF MONTHS THAT HAVE 
ELAPSED BETWEEN THE NINETY- 
FIRST (9ist) DAY AND ANY CASH OR 
FUTURE INSTALLMENT PAYMENT 
MADE PRIOR TO THE INSTALLMENT 
BILLING DATE. THE SECOND AND 
SUBSEQUENT INSTALLMENTS SHALL 
INCLUDE A FLAT SEVEN PER CENT 
(7%) INTEREST RATE ON THE UN- 
PAID PRINCIPLE BALANCE. NO IN- 
TEREST ADJUSTMENTS SHALL BE 
MADE ONCE SPREAD, UNLESS SAID 
INTEREST HAS BEEN ERRONEOUSLY 
COMPUTED. 


It shall be the sole responsibility of the 
assessor to make all interest computations 
and the assessor shall determine the final 
amount to be paid on settlement of a 
special assessment liability. 


If neither the total assessment nor the 
first installment is paid within ninety (90) 
days of confirmation, the taxpayer, eligible 
for installment payments, is automatically 
obligated to pay on the installment basis, 
and is delinguent as to the first install- 
ment. A penalty of four per cent (4%) 
of the installment due will be charged on 
all delinquent installments. 


Subsequent installment payments shall be 
billed with a due date of July first, coin- 
ciding with the City of Lansing’s due date 
for summer taxes; provided, that the first 
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two installments shall not become due 
within a period of less than one hundred 
twenty (120) days of each other. Where 
the date of confirmation of the special 
assessment roll occurs less than one hund- 
red twenty (120) days preceding July first 
of any year, the second installment shall be 
due on the first of July one year hence, 
and succeeding installments annually there- 
after on July first. Succeeding install- 
ments in either case shall bear interest at 
seven per cent (7%). If any installment, 
other than the first, becomes delinquent it 
will be processed in the same manner as a 
delinquent tax and will accrue the same 
penalties and interest as does a delinquent 
tax. Payments made to the City Treasurer, 
on accounts which have been kept current, 
between annual installment billings shall 
be interest free as interest [has been pre- 
viously collected in advance on the current 
installment.| SHALL BE COLLECTED 
WITH THE NEXT INSTALLMENT FOR 
THE PRIOR YEAR’S PRINCIPLE BAL- 
ANCE AT SEVEN PER CENT (7%\. An- 
nual installments will be payable on July 
first of each year regardless of pre-pay- 
ments. 

Prior to any change of ownership of 
those properties on the installment pay- 
ment special assessment program, certifica- 
tion must be presented to the assessor pro- 
ving all special assessment taxes have been 
paid, OR IN THE ALTERNATIVE, A 
NOTARIZED AGREEMENT SIGNED BY 
THE PURCHASER MAY BE FILED WITH 
THE CITY ASSESSOR, WHICH CLEAR- 
LY INDICATES THAT THE PURCHASER 
IS ASSUMBING THE REMAINING LIEN. 


It shall be the responsibility of the City 
Engineer to begin work or cause work to 
begin on a special assessment project on 
or before the first designated due date of 
a@ special assessment roll. If for some un- 
avoidable circumstances, the City Engineer 
cannot commence this work within the 
designated sixty (60) days, he must make a 
special report to the City Council stating 
these circumstances in detail. 


Once the installment option has been 
selected, the City Assessor shall provide for 
the accounting function, which shall allow 
the special assessment to be paid in three 
(3), five (5) or ten (10) approximate equal 
payments, subject to the installment pro- 
visions as stated above. 


The city shall have a lien for the total 
amount of special assessment taxes, inter- 
est and penalties, which lien shall attach to 
the property liable for the same, from and 
after the date of the warrant for the col- 
lection of the whole or any installments 
thereof, and shall remain until all install- 
ments are fully paid. 


If the City Council shall have borrowed 
money and issued its bonds to pay for any 
paving or sewer, for which extension of 
time of payment of taxes therefor has been 
granted by the city council, such taxes 
annually paid by the property owner bene- 
fited, together with such sum raised and 
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collected by the city for that purpose, shall 
be received and kept by the City Treasurer 
in a special fund to be known as “__... 
po = _—--—. Street Paving Fund,” or 
re Ss Sewer Fund,” 
and the taxes so collected and placed to the 
eredit of such fund shall be used for the 
purpose of paying the bonds issued for such 
paving or sewer, and for no other purpose, 
and shall be applied as the City Council 
shall direct. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of 
ordinances inconsistent with the provisions 
hereof are hereby repealed.

On Tuesday, November 4, 1969, THE 


STATE JOURNAL carried a story con- 
eerning the relocation of families from 
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the site of the new Capitol Complex. The 
story was headlined RELOCATION PROB- 
LEM CALLED “VERY SERIOUS.” In 
that story, Nathan E. Eustace, President 
of the West Side Action Center’s Advisory 
Council, was quoted as making the follow- 
ing statement: ‘The apathetic attitude of 
City and State officials trying to assist 
these poor and distressed people in finding 
other homes have caused total chaos and 
havoc among the people in the area. The 
West Side Action Center’s Advisory Council 
is demanding that the Mayor, City Council 
and State officials meet with us in order 
to arrive at a solution that is feasible and 
adequate for all parties concerned.” 


I wish to advise that at no time has Mr. 
Eustace contacted this office for such a 
meeting. He still has not done so to date. 


In a communication dated September 
10, 1969, I notified you that the City had 
received official notification from the State 
of Michigan that it was desirous of taking 
possession of 83 units of housing located 
to the West of the Capitol, no later than 
December 1, 1969. The houses involved are 
located in the four block area in the Capitol 
Development Complex, bounded by Allegan, 
Butler, Ottawa and Sycamore Streets. Too, 
letters were then being sent to the tenants 
in order to give them a 24% month notice 
of the State’s intent rather than the 30 
days called for by contract. Previously, to 
receiving this letter and in anticipation of 
this official State action my office had al- 
ready held two meetings, As a result of 
these meetings and the anticipated need 
for housing, 26 units in various parts of 
the City were reserved for the families in- 
volved, Following several other meetings 
as many as 44 units were held in abeyance 
or reserved to assure that those in need of 
low rental housing would be served. In 
other words, top priority was being given 
to these families. 


During the past two months, several 
meetings have been held with State officials, 
in regard to the matter, including such in- 
dividuals as George Washington, Director 
of the Michigan Department of Administra- 
tion and Herb DeYoung, Deputy Director. 
Following those meetings it was agreed that 
relocation would be done in an orderly 
fashion and that as the need was warranted 
extensions beyond the December 1, 1969, 
established date would be granted in an 
effort of showing compassion for those be- 
ing relocated. Approximately two weeks 
ago Governor William Milliken publicly 
“cleared the air’ by informing the resi- 
dents of this area that December 1 was a 
“target date” for relocation and that no 
family would be moved out of housing un- 
less other housing was available. 


City and State personnel working on this 
matter have given long hours of time and 
consideration to guarantee that the reloca- 
tion will be done in an orderly manner 
with as little inconvenience to those in- 
volved as possible. To assure that the in- 
tent is kept another meeting of City and 
State officials concerning this problem is 
scheduled for the third week in November. 
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This meeting was discussed one month ago 
in my office by City and State personnel. 


Attached is a progress report as of 
November 5, 1969. It shows that 34 fam- 
ilies and individuals had moved out of the 
Capitol Complex area as of this date—18 
of these families were relocated tenants 
and 16 of these families were origina] ten- 
ants; 3 families are in the process of mov- 
ing; 4 families do not desire public hous- 
ing even though they are of low income; 
another 4 families have applied for 235 
Housing and are awaiting Federal Govern- 
ment approval; 7 families are still remain- 
ing of the 23 who did not need the City’s 
assistance in finding housing, so we assume 
they have already made or are making 
arrangements for relocation; the remaining 
29 have been assigned to publie housing. 
As stated earlier, reservations have al- 
ready been made for those in need of low 
rental housing and will be available around 
the December 1 date. 


It is interesting to note that nine of the 
families involved presently have delinquent 
balances with the City of Lansing for over- 
due rent payments as of October 31, 1969. 
Permission has not only been granted but 
arrangements have already been made for 
these persons to make the delinquent pay- 
ments over an extended period. 


From the above, it should be evident 
that employees of the City of Lansing have 
made every effort to provide low rental 
housing contrary to the unfortunate charge 
made by Mr. Eustace. I feel it is very un- 
fortunate that the dedicated effort of the 
City employees had to be degraded at this 
time. 


In regard to overall low rental housing 
progress in the City of Lansing, I would 
like to again point out the following: con- 
structed or under development are 1743 
units for a per year growth of 185+; too 
the City has 257 unused reservations with 
an additional 300 reservations now being 
processed for our community by the United 
States Department of Housing and Urban 
Development, In comparison, the City of 
Saginaw’s Housing Commission has a total 
of 893 units with 50 unused reservations 
and with a per year unit growth of 40-+; 
Pontiac’s has a total of 831 units with no 
unused reservations and a per year unit 
growth of 39+; Inkster’s has a total num- 
ber of 700 units and 150 reservations with 
& per year unit growth of 53+ and Jack- 
son’s has 268 units and 182 unused reserva_ 
tions with a per year unit growth of 38+. 


Certainly, housing has no easy solution 
whether it be private or public, However, 
one thing is certain non-profit corporations 
must necessarily be formed by those inter- 
ested in low rental housing to assure that 
future needs of not only this City but most 
medium and large size cities will be met. 
I would recommend that a meeting of the 
City Council and members of my staff be 
held in accordance with the request of Mr. 
Eustace in hopes that he and other in simi- 
lar positions might come forward with 
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such non-profit corporations to assist the 
less fortunate. 


Michigan and Kentucky are the only two 
states which require housing authorities to 
be established within the corporate limits 
of a city or township. The housing problem 
covers more than small areas. I would rec- 
ommend, therefore, that the Council adopt a 
resolution requesting the State Legislature 
to permit housing commissions on a County 
wide or larger basis. This would be a 
forward step towards a long range solution 
of problems being faced not only by Lan- 
sing but by other cities and some townships 
in the State of Michigan.

The Board 
interviewed, graded and statistically rated 
thirteen candidates for the position of Pur- 
chasing Agent IX and adjourned its ses- 
sion at 7:00 p.m. on the above date. The 
Board’s review and recommendations were 
forwarded to me. 


I have carefully reviewed the recom- 
mendations and accordingly forward to you 
for consideration for approval Vaughan L. 
McKinch for appointment as the City’s 
new Purchasing Agent. 


Mr. McKinch is a native of Lansing, and 
was graduated from Everett High School. 
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He has earned three hundred hours in 
night classes in General Administrative 
courses, and seventeen hundred hours in 
Accounting and Psychology. 


From 1951 to 1952, he was employed by 
the Reo Motors, Inc,, in the Shipping and 
Receiving Office.

The Planning Board at their meeting on 
November 4, 1969 considered the plans for 
the extension of Pleasant Grove Road. 
The Board believes that most logical align- 
ment for this extension is Alternative A. 
This conclusion was reached after thorough 
study of each of the alternates from the 
standpoint of right-of-way acquisition costs, 
traffic flow, housing conditions, land use, 
the opinion of the Michigan Department of 
State Highways and the opinion of the 
residents of the area expressed at the pub- 
lic hearing held on September 16, 1969. 


It should also be pointed out that a 
fourth alternative which was suggested at 
the hearing was studied by the Board. This 
new alternative proposed construction of 
the new road on Harry Hill High School 
property adjacent to the rear of the prop- 
erties which front on Picardy Street, thus 
preserving all the homes along Picardy 
Street. 


The Board is of the opinion that this new 
route, while accomplishing many of the 
same amenities as alternative “A” would 
actually create several new problems: 


1. It would provide double frontage to the 
lots along Picardy Street. Most of the 
structures on these lots are rated as 
poor by the neighborhood analysis of 
the Community Renewal Program. Pro- 
viding double frontage has not historical. 
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ly been an inducement for rehabilitation 
of structures in need of repair. 


2. A 100 ft. roadway across the east edge 
of the school property would greatly re- 
duce the area available for physical edu- 
cation and outdoor athletics, The Board 
of Education has indicated their dis- 
approval of this alignment. 


8. The Maple Grove community is severely 
lacking in recreational facilities. Harry 
Hill High School will provide many of 
these facilities. Acquisition of property 
for street purposes from that designated 
for recreational facilities would not be 
in the best interest of the Maple Grove 
Community. 


For these reasons the Board could not 
take a positive position on the alternative 
involving the Board of Education property. 


Enclosed for your perusal are copies of 
planning department staff reports, letters 
from the Board of Education and Depart- 
ment of State Highways and the minutes 
from the public hearing.

The Board’s recommendation was condi- 
tioned upon development of the recommend- 
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ed J Parking District in accordance with 
the site plan submitted with the petition. 


The Board believes that use contemplated 
by the petitioner will provide a needed 
community service while at the same time 
providing a substantial increment to the 
City’s tax base. More importantly, how- 
ever, this development proposes redevelop- 
ment of a portion of Michigan Avenue 
which has been previously occupied by a 
rather unattractive, commercial use. 


This redevelopment, however, poses some 
special problems. When Michigan Avenue 
was originally developed in the strip or 
ribbon fashion which we are left with 
today, only the north half of the block was 
utilized. The balance of these blocks were, 
in the most cases developed with single 
family homes on relatively small] lots. Con- 
sequently, the commercial uses had in- 
sufficient land areas to provide for adequate 
setbacks and off street parking and the 
residential uses adjacent to the strip suf- 
fered the ill effects of being adjacent to 
commercial activities. 


At this time, when redevelopment of this 
strip is beginning to occur it is imperative 
that sufficient depth from Michigan Ave- 
nue be provided, to permit adequate set- 
backs and off-street parking. In most 
eases, this will require that the non-resi- 
dential zoning district be extended to 
Eureka Street. Care must be taken, how- 
ever, to insure that some protection is 
afforded to the residential uses on the south 
side of Eureka Street. 


The Board believes that the setbacks, 
screening and landscaping which will be 
required if the Council concurs in the 
Board’s recommendation will provide ade- 
quate protection for the adjacent property 
owners. 


There were objections to this rezoning at 
the public hearing and this recommendation 
was by unanimous vote.

The provisions of this divi- 
sion shall govern any nursing home or 
home for the aged where one or more per- 
sons are housed, as hereinafter defined, 
and shall not include any relative, as de- 
fined in Act 139 of the P.A. of 1956, as 
amended. 


Section 9-62, Definitions. 


(1) Homes for the Aged. Shall be de- 
fined as an establishment or institution 
other than a hospital, hotel or nursing 
home, which provides room and board to 
non-transient unemployed individuals 65 
years of age or older. 


(2) Nursing Home. Shall be defined as 
an establishment or institution other than 
a hospital having as one of its functions 
the rendering of healing, curing or nursing 
care or supervision for periods of more 
than 24 hours to individuals, regardless of 
age, afflicted with illness, injury, infirmity, 
abnormality, or mental deficiencies, 


(8) Person. Shall be defined as any in- 
dividual, corporation, co-partnership or 
association, and includes any receiver, 
trustee, assignee or similar representative 
thereof. 


(4) Hospital. Shall be as defined in Act 
189 of P.A. of 1956 of the State of Michi- 
gan, as amended. 
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Section 9-63. License required. It shall 
be unlawful for any person to establish, 
maintain, operate or conduct a nursing 
home or home for the aged unless and until 
such person, shall have procured a license 
to operate said nursing home, or home for 
the aged, from the City Clerk of the City 
of Lansing. 


Section 9-64. Duration of license. Licens- 
es issued as provided in this division shall 
be renewed annually and shall in each 
case expire on the 80th day of April in 
each year. Licenses issued during the year 
and later than May ist in any given year 
shall likewise expire on the 80th day of 
April in any succeeding year. 


Section 9-65. Application for license. 
Application for license to operate a nurs- 
ing home or home for the aged, as herein 
defined, shall be made to the City Clerk of 
the City of Lansing. 


Section 9-66. Processing of application. 
Upon receipt of said application, a copy 
shall be forwarded to the fire marshal, the 
building commissioner, and the director of 
the Ingham County Health Department. 
In addition to the information contained 
in said application, the fire marshal and/or 
the building commissioner and/or the di- 
rector of the Ingham County Health De- 
partment shall have the right and author- 
ity to require such other pertinent informa- 
tion as may be necessary for the safety, 
health and morals of the public. 


The director of the Ingham County Health 
Department shall make an investigation to 
determine the fitness and qualifications of 
the applicant to operate said nursing home 
or home for the aged. If the director of 
public health determines that the person is 
fit and qualified and that the premises and 
applicant meet the requirements of the 
valid rules and regulations established here- 
under, he shall so notify the City Clerk. If 
the director of the Ingham County Health 
Department finds that the applicant and 
the premises do not meet said requirements 
he shall notify the applicant in writing, 
setting forth the reasons for his refusal to 
approve the applicant and/or the premises 
as a nursing home or a home for the aged, 
as the case may be, 


The same procedure, as set forth in this 
section, shall be followed by the fire mar- 
shal and the building commissioner. When 
all three departments certify approval to 
the City Clerk, the City Clerk shall issue 
a license to the applicant. 


Section 9-67. Application blanks, time 
to apply. Application blanks shall be fur- 
nished by the City Clerk of the City of 
Lansing. Application for the yearly license, 
in case of renewals, must be made at least 
sixty (60) days before the current license, 
held by the applicant, shall expire. 


Section 9-68. License fee. The license fee 
schedule shall be as follows:

per patient capacity beyond 20 patients, 
No license fee shall exceed $150.00. 


Section 9-69. Promulgation of rules. The 
director of the Ingham County Health De- 
partment, the fire marshal and the build- 
ing commissioner are hereby authorized to 
make necesary rules and regulations to 
earry out the purpose of this division, to 
protect the public health, safety and wel- 
fare and to insure the proper standard of 
care for persons in nursing homes and 
homes for the aged. A copy of the rules 
and regulations shall be given to each 
licensee with the license. Copies shall be 
on file with the City Clerk and be available 
to the public at all times. 


Section 9-70. Standards. The rules and 
regulations provided for herein shall be 
such as to guarantee that persons in nur- 
sing homes and homes for the aged have 
adequate sanitation facilities, rooms and 
equipment, medical and nursing care, pro- 
per food service, clean laundry and clothing, 
and said rules and regulations shall further 
provide for the standard of buildings and 
equipment of nursing homes and homes for 
the aged, of personnel to be employed in 
said homes, for a safe manner of handling 
narcotic drugs and for the maintenance of 
proper sets of records of each patient ac- 
commodated. 


The director of the Ingham County 
Health Department, the fire marshal, and 
the building commissioner are authorized 
to make distinction in the rules and regu- 
lations promulgated hereunder between nur- 
sing homes, and homes for the aged, and 
may provide that certain rules and regula- 
tions shall apply to only one, or both of 
the types of homes provided for in this 
division. 


Section 9-71. Transfer of license. Licens- 
es issued as herein provided shall not be 
transferable, as to person or place. 


Section 9-72. Inspection; right of entry, 
refusal of entry. 


The building commissioner, fire marshal! 
and the director of the Ingham County 
Health Department, or their duly author- 
ized subordinates, may enter upon any 
premises for which a license is sought or 
for which a license has been issued, at any 
reasonable time, for the purpose of inspec- 
tion and examination. Any licensee here- 
under, who shall refuse the right of entry 
to any of the persons named in this division, 
shall forfeit the license issued. 


Section 9-73. Revocation of license. 
When the fire marshal, and/or building 
commisioner and/or director of the Ingham 
County Health Department shall determine 
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that the terms of this division are not being 
complied with, they shall have the author- 
ity to suspend or revoke the license herein 
provided for, and take whatever steps are 
necessary for the health, welfare and safe- 
ty of the patient or patients. 


Section 9-74. Appeal from revocation. 
Any licensee who shall have his license re- 
voked, as provided in Section 9-73 of this 
division may, within five days thereafter, 
appeal to the Lansing City Council for a 
hearing before the Council. The decision 
of the Council shall be final. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of 
ordinances inconsistent with the provisions 
hereof are hereby repealed. 


Section 3. This ordinance shall become 
effective on the 120th day from the date of 
its adoption.

ORDINANCE NO. 214 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
LANSING, MICHIGAN PROVIDING 
THAT THE CODE OF ORDINANCES, 
CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, BE 
AMENDED BY REVISING SECTIONS 
86-5.1; 36-25 ; 36-25.1; 36-28; 36-30; 36-45 ; 
86-46; 36-46.1; 36-47; 36-47.1 AND 36-53 
OF SAID CODE. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That Sections 36-5.1; 36-25; 
36-25.1; 36-28 ; 36-30; 36-45; 36-46; 36-461; 
36-47; 86-47.1 and 36-53 of the Code of 
Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michi- 
gan, be amended so that such sections shall 
read as follows: 


Section 36-5.1 Building and land use 
eaulane Except as hereinafter pro- 
vided: 
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(1) No building shall be erected, con- 
verted, enlarged, reconstructed or structur- 
ally altered, nor shall any land be used 
which does not comply with all the district 
regulations established by this chapter for 
a district in which the building or land is 
located. 


(2) No building shall be erected, con- 
verted, reconstructed or structurally altered 
to exceed the height or bulk limit herein 
established for the district in which such 
building is located. 


(3) No building shall be erected, con- 
verted, reconstructed or structurally al- 
tered so as to intrude upon the area re- 
quired for the front, side and rear yards 
as herein established provided further, no 
yard or open space on adjoining property 
shall be considered as providing a yard or 
open space for a lot whereever a building 
is to be erected, 


(4) No lot area shall be so reduced or 
diminished that the yards or other open 
spaces shall be smaller than prescribed by 
this chapter, nor shall the density of popu- 
lation be increased in any manner except in 
conformity with the area regulations as 
hereinafter provided, nor shall the area of 
any lot be reduced below the minimum re- 
quirements herein established. 


(5) Every building hereafter erected or 
structurally altered shall be located on a 
lot as herein defined and in no case shall 
there be more than one main building and 
the customary accessory building on one 
lot as hereinafter provided, EXCEPT IN 
THE CASE WHERE THE PLANNING 
BOARD AS PART OF A SITE DEVELOP- 
MENT PLAN PROCESS IS GIVEN THE 
AUTHORITY TO PERMIT VARIATION 
IN DEVELOPMENT PATTERNS AND 
SPATIAL RELATIONSHIPS. 


(6) In the districts described in sections 
86-48 through 36-47.1 both inclusive, no 
vehicle shall be parked in the required 
front yard except that land-going motor 
vehicles may be parked on a regularly con- 
structed driveway. As used in this sub- 
section (6), ‘“‘vehicle’” shall mean and in- 
clude (but not by way of limitation) motor 
vehicles, boats and trailers, This subsec- 
tion shall not apply (a) to parking areas 
which were legally established by designat- 
ting front yard parking on plot plans in 
connection with plans submited for building 
permits which were issued prior to the date 
on which this subsection became effective, 
or (b) to parking areas which were estab- 
lished prior to the date on which this sub- 
section became effective as an accessory to 
lawful conforming uses by the development 
of hard surfaced parking areas in required 
front yards. 


Section 36-25. Same—Parking area. 


Whenever a structure is erected, convert- 
ed or structurally altered for multiple- 
dwelling purposes in any “D-M” multiple- 
dwelling district, there shall be provided 
accessible parking space on the lot, either 
garage or sufaced area, adequate to accom-

modate two cars for each dwelling unit 
provided in the structure. 


THE MINIMUM NUMBER OF OFF- 
STREET PARKING SPACES BY TYPE

HOUSING FOR THE ELDERLY: ONE

ED. 


BOARDING AND LODGING HOUSES: 
ONE FOR EACH SLEEPING ROOM.

TURE: ONE FOR EACH 300 SQUARE 
FEET OF USABLE FLOOR SPACE. 


PRIVATE CLUBS AND LODGES: ONE 
FOR EACH THREE PERSONS ALLOW- 
ED WITHIN THE MAXIMUM OCCU- 
PANCY LOAD AS ESTABLISHED BY 
LOCAL, COUNTY OR STATE FIRE, 
BUILDING OR HEALTH CODES. 


FRATERNITY OR SORORITY: ONE 
FOR EACH FIVE PERMITTED ACTIVE 
MEMBERS, OR ONE FOR EACH TWO 
BEDS, WHICHEVER IS GREATER. 


Section 36-25.1, “D-M:1” districts — 
Permitted uses. 


In the “D-M:1” districts no building or 
land, except as otherwise provided in this 
chapter, shall be erected or used except for 
one or more of the following specified pur- 
poses and shall be permitted subject to the 
review and approval of the site plan by 
the planning board. Such review of the 
site plan is required to find proper rela- 
tionships between the following develop- 
ment features as they relate to traffic safe- 
ty and, further, to minimize the possibility 
of any adverse effects upon adjacent prop- 
erties: service roads, driveways, parking 
areas, accessory buildings and uses, open 
space. 


Pursuant to the above the following uses 
are permitted: 


(1) Any use permitted in the “C” two- 
family district. 


(2) Multiple-dwellings. 
(3) Group houses. 


(4) More than one structure of the above 
types provided the lot or parcel is in one 
ownership and said structures have a yard 
in common and provided same is contingent 
upon an approved site plan as hereinbefore 
described, AND FURTHER PROVIDED 
THAT A SATISFACTORY LANDSCAPE 
PLAN IS CONCLUDED WITH THE 
PLANNING BOARD. 


(5) Accessory buildings and uses cus- 
tomarily incident to any of the above uses 
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when located on the same lot and not in- 
volving the conduct of a business includ- 
ing servant quarters, private and storage 
garages. 


Section 36.28. Same—Parking area. 


Whenever a structure is erected, con- 
verted or structurally altered for multiple- 
dwelling purposes in any “DD” apartment 
district, there shall be provided accessible 
parking space on the lot, either garage or 
surfaced area, adequate to accommodate 
one and one-half (144) cars for each dwell- 
ing unit provided in the structure. 


THE MINIMUM NUMBER OF OFF- 
STREET PARKING SPACES BY TYPE 
OF USE SHALL BE DETERMINED IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH THE FOLLOWING 
SCHEDULE: 


HOSPITALS: ONE FOR EACH BED. 


HOTELS: ONE FOR EACH OCCU- 
PANCY UNIT PLUS ONE FOR EACH 
EMPLOYEE. 


HOMES FOR THE AGED AND CON- 
VALESCENT HOMES: ONE FOR EACH 
TWO BEDS. 


Section 36-30. Same—Parking area. 


Whenever a structure is erected, con- 
verted or structurally altered for multiple- 
dwelling purposes, in any “D-1” profes- 
sional offices district there shall be provid- 
ed accessible parking space on the lot, 
either garage or surfaced area, adequate 
to accommodate one and one-half (1%) 
cars for each dwelling unit provided in the 
structure, 


Whenever a structure in such “D-1” dis- 
trict is erected, converted or structurally 
altered for office use, there shall be provid- 
ed one accessible parking space for each 
three hundred square feet of office area. 


THE MINIMUM NUMBER OF OFF- 
STREET PARKING SPACES BY TYPE 
OF USE SHALL BE DETERMINED IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH THE FOLLOWING 
SCHEDULE: 


FUNERAL HOMES: ONE FOR EACH 
FIFTY SQUARE FEET OF USABLE 
FLOOR AREA. 


CLINICS: ONE FOR EACH THREE 
HUNDRED SQUARE FEET OF USABLE 
FLOOR AREA. 


Section 36-45. “C” districts. 


In the “C” two-family districts, the 
height of buildings, the minimum dimen- 
sions of yards and the minimum lot area 
per family shall be as follows: 


(1) Height. No building hereafter erect- 
ed or structurally altered shall exceed two 
and one-half stories or thirty-five feet. 


(2) Rear yard. There shall be a rear 
yard having a depth of not less than twenty- 
five feet. (See section 386-54.) 
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(8) Side yard. [On interior lots] There 
shall be a side yard [on each side of the 
building] having a width of not less than 
ten per cent of the width of the lot, pro- 
vided such side yard shall not be less than 
four feet in width, provided that lots of 
record at the time of passage of ordinance 
number 154 that were, at such time, forty 
feet or less in width may have a side yard 
of three feet. (See sections 86-54 and 
36-7.) 


(4) Front yard. There shall be a front 
yard line of not less than twenty feet to 
the front line of the building and not less 
than twelve feet to the front line of an 
open porch or paved terrace; provided, 
however, where lots comprising forty per 
cent or more of the frontage, between in- 
tersecting streets, are developed with build- 
ings having an average front yard with a 
variation in depth of not more than six 
feet, no building hereafter erected or struc- 
turally altered shall project beyond the 
average front yard line so established; pro- 
vided, further, this regulation shall not be 
so interpreted as to require a front yard of 
more than fifty feet. 


Where a lot is located at the intersection 
of two or more streets, there shall be a 
front yard on each street side of a corner 
lot except that the buildable width of such 
lot shall not be reduced to less than twenty- 
five feet. No accessory building shall pro- 
ject beyond the front yard line on either 
street. 


(5) Lot area per family. In a “C” two- 
family district every single-family dwelling 
hereafter erected or structurally altered 
shall provide a lot area of not less than 
[thirty] SIXTY-five hundred [(3,500)] 
(6,600) square feet per family, and every 
two-family dwelling hereafter erected or 
structurally altered shall provide a lot area 
of not less than [two thousand (2,000) ] 
THIRTY-TWO HUNDRED (3,200) square 
feet per family. 


Provided, however, where a lot has less 
area than herein required and was of rec- 
ord at the time of the pasage of ordinance 
number 154, such lot may be occupied by a 
single-family dwelling, which may be struc- 
turally altered, and the usual accessory 
buildings. 


(6) OFF-STREET PARKING: THERE 
SHALL BE PROVIDED TWO OFF- 
Snes PARKING SPACES PER FAM- 


Section 36-46, “D-M” districts. 


In the “D-M” multiple-dwelling districts 
the height of buildings, the minimum di- 
mensions of yards, and the minimum lot 
area per family shall be as follows: 


(1) Height. In a “D-M” multiple-dwell- 
ing district no building hereafter erected 
or structurally altered shall exceed three 
(8) stories, or forty-five (45) feet, except 
as provided in section 36-54 hereof, 


(2) Rear yard. There shall be a rear 
yard having a depth of not less than 
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twenty-five (25) feet for interior lots nor 
less than fifteen (15) feet for corner lots, 
except as provided in section 36-54 hereof. 


(3) Side yard. On [interior} ALL lots 
and for buildings not exceeding two and 
one-half (244) stories in height the side 
yard shall be the same as required in a “C’”’ 
two-family district and this side yard shall 
be increased by two (2) feet in width for 
three (3) story buildings. (See sections 
36-54 and 36-7.) 


(4) Front yard. There shall be a front 
yard having a depth of not less than twenty 
(20) feet to the front line of the building, 
and not less than twelve (12) feet to the 
front line of any porch or paved terrance ; 
provided, however, where a lot is located 
at the intersection of two or more streets, 
there shall be a front yard on each street 
side of a corner lot, except that the build- 
able width of such lot shall not be reduced 
to less than twenty-five (25) feet. No ac- 
cessory building shall project beyond the 
front yard line on either street. 


Where lots comprising forty (40) per cent 
or more of the frontage, between intersect- 
ing streets, are developed with buildings 
having an average front yard with a varia- 
tion in depth of not more than six (6) feet, 
no building hereafter erected or structurally 
altered shall project beyond the average 
front yard line so established, provided, 
further, this regulation shall not be so 
interpreted as to require a front yard of 
more than fifty (50) feet. 


(5) Lot area per family. In the “D-M” 
multiple-dwelling district every building 
hereafter erected or structuraly altered for 
multiple-dwelling purposes shall provide a 
lot area of not less than one thousand five 
hundred (1,500) square feet per family. 


Provided, however, where a lot has less 
area than herein required and was of rec- 
ord at the time of the passage of ordinance 
number 154, such lot may be used for a 
single-family dwelling and the usual ac- 
cessory buildings, 


Section 36-46.1 “D-M:1” district. 


In the “D-M:1” multiple dwelling dis- 
tricts the heights of buildings, the minimum 
dimension of yards, and the minimum lot 
area per family shall be as follows, EX- 
CEPT AS PROVIDED IN SECTION 36- 
25.1 SUBSECTION (4) IN WHICH CASE 
THE YARD REQUIREMENTS WILL BE 
ESTABLISHED BY THE APPROVED 
SITE DEVELOPMENT PLAN. 


(1) Height. In a “D-M:1” multiple 
dwelling district no building hereafter 
erected or structurally altered shall exceed 
three (3) stories or forty-five (45) feet, 
except as provided in section 36-54 hereof. 


(2) Rear yard. There shall be a rear yard 
having a depth of not less than twenty-five 
(25) feet for interior lots nor less than 
fifteen (15) feet for corner lots except as 
provided in section 86-54 hereof. 
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(8) Side yard. On interior lots and for 
buildings not exceeding two and one-half 
(214) stories in height the side yard shall 
be the same as required in a “C” two- 
family district and this side yard shall be 
increased by two (2) feet in width for 
three (8) story buildings. (See sections 
36-54 and 36-7.) 


(4) Front yard, There shall be a front 
yard having a depth of not less than twenty 
(20) feet to the front line of the building, 
and not less than twelve (12) feet to the 
front line of any porch or paved terrance; 
provided, however, where a lot is located 
at the intersection of two or more streets, 
there shall be a front yard on each street 
side of a corner lot, except that the build- 
able width of such lot shall not be reduced 
to less than twenty-five (25) feet No ac- 
eessory building shall project beyond the 
front yard line on either street, 


Where lots comprising forty (40) per 
eent or more of the frontage, between in- 
tersecting streets, are developed with build- 
ings having an average front yard with a 
variation in depth of not more than six (6) 
feet, no building hereafter erected or struc- 
turally altered shall project beyond the 
average front yard line so established pro- 
vided further, this regulation shall not be 
so interpreted as to require a front yard 
of more than fifty (50) feet. 


(5) Let area per family. In the ‘“D-M:1” 
multiple dwelling district every building 
hereafter erected or structurally altered for 
multiple dwelling purposes shall provide a 
lot area of not less than three thousand 
(8,000) square feet per family. 


(6) Maximum coverage by main buildings 
shall not exceed 35% of the total area of 
the lot on which such main building is 
situated. 


(7) Not more than 50% of the required 
vacant area may be used for parking pur- 
poses, 


Provided, however, where a lot has less 
area than herein required and was of record 
at the time of the passage of ordinance 
number 154, such lot may be used for a 
single-family dwelling and the usual acces- 
sory buildings. 


Section 36-47, “D’ districts. 


In the “D” apartment districts the height 
of buildings, the minimum dimensions of 
yards, and the minimum lot areas per fam- 
ily shall be as follows: 


(1) Height. In a “D” apartment district 
no building hereafter erected or structurally 
altered shall exceed ninety (90) feet, except 
for elevator penthouses and other similar 
mechanical or electrical equipment which 
may extend above this ninety (90) foot 
limit, but shall not be within fifteen (15) 
feet of any street side of the building, and 
execpt further, as provided in section 36-54 
hereof. 
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(2) Rear yard. There shall be a rear 
yard having a depth of not less than 
twenty-five (25) feet for interior lots nor 
less than fifteen (15) feet for corner lots, 
except as provided in section 36-54 hereof. 


(8) Side yard. In [interior] ALL lots 
and for buildings not exceeding two and 
one-half (2144) stories in height the side 
yard shall be the same as required in the 
“©” two-family district and this side yard 
shall be increased by two (2) feet in width 
for three story buildings. (See Sections 
86-54 and 36-7). 


(4) Front yard. There shall be a front 
yard having a depth of not less than twenty 
(20) feet to the front line of the building, 
and not less than twelve (12) feet to the 
front line of any open porch or paved ter- 
race; provided, however, where a lot is 
located at the intersection of two (2) or 
more streets, there shall be a front yard 
on each street side of a corner lot, except 
that the buildable width of such lot shall 
not be reduced to less than twenty-five (25) 
feet. No accessory building shall project 
beyond the front yard line on either street. 


Where lots comprising forty (40) per 
cent or more of the frontage, between inter- 
secting streets, are developed with buildings 
having an average front yard with a varia- 
tion in depth of not more than six (6) feet, 
no building hereafter erected or structurally 
altered shall project beyond the average 
front yard line so established, provided 
further, this regulation shall not be so in- 
terpreted as to require a front yard of more 
than fifty (50) feet. 


(5) Lot area per family. The lot area 
requirements for one and two-family dwell- 
ings shall be the same as in a “C” two- 
family district. 


In a “D” apartment district every build- 
ing hereafter erected or structurally altered 
for multiple-dwelling purposes shall pro- 
vide a lot area of not less than nine hun- 
dred fifty (950) square feet per family for 
each two (2) or more room apartments and 
seven hundred (700) square feet per family 
for one-room apartments. Provided, how- 
ever, such required area may be propor- 
tioned between these two restrictions for 
any building containing both one and two- 
room apartments. Lot area regulations of 
a “C” two-family district shall apply to one 
and two-family dwellings erected in a “D” 
apartment district. 


Provided, however, where a lot has less 
area than herein required and was of record 
at the time of the passage of ordinance 
number 154, such lot may be used for a 
single-family dwelling and the usual acces- 
sory buildings. 


Section 36-47.1, “D-1” districts. 


In the “D-1" professional office districts 
the height of buildings, the minimum di- 
mensions of yards and the minimum lot 
area per family shall be as follows: 
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(1) Height. No building hereafter erected 
or structurally altered shall exceed three 
(8) stories of forty-five (45) feet, except 
as provided in section 36-54 hereof. 


(2) Rear yard. There shall be a rear 
yard having a depth of not less than 
twenty-five (25) feet for interior lots’ nor 
less than fifteen (15) feet for corner lots, 
except as provided in section 86-54 hereof. 


(3) Side yard. On [interior] ALL lots 
and for bulidings not exceeding two and 
one-half (2%) stories in height the side 
yard shall be the same as required in the 
“C” two-family district and this side yard 
shall be increased by two (2) feet in width 
for three (3) story buildings. (See sections 
86-54 and 36-7.) 


(4) Front yard. There shall be a front 
yard having a depth of not less than twenty 
(20) feet to the front line of the building, 
and not less than twelve feet to the front 
line of any open porch or paved terrace; 
provided, however: 


Where a lot is located at the intersection 
of two or more streets, there shall be a 
front yard on each street side of a corner 
lot, except that the buildable width of such 
lot shall not be reduced to less than twenty- 
five feet. No accessory building shall pro- 
ject beyond the front yard line on either 
street. 


Where lots comprising forty per cent or 
more of the frontage, between intersecting 
streets, are developed with buildings having 
an average front yard with a variation in 
depth of not more than six feet, no build- 
ing hereafter erected or structurally altered 
shall project beyond the average front yard 
line so established; provided, further, that 
this regulation shall not be so interpreted 
as to require a front yard of more than 
fifty feet. 


(5) Lot area per family. The lot area 
requirements for one and two-family dwell- 
ings shall be the same as in the ‘“‘C” two- 
family district and the same as “‘D” apart- 
ment district for multiple dwelling pur- 
poses, 


Section 36-53. “H” and “I” districts. 


In the “H” light industrial and the ‘I’ 
heavy industrial district the height of build- 
ings, the minimum dimension of yards [and 
the minimum lot area per family] shall be 
as follows: [provided, however, in the “H” 
light industrial district buildings or por- 
tions thereof, erected for dwelling purposes 
shall comply with the side and rear yard 
and the lot area requirements of the “D” 
apartment districts.] (See section 36-54.) 


(1) Height. In the “‘H’” light industrial 
district no building hereafter erected or 
structurally altered shall exceed three 
stories or forty-five feet, except as provided 
in section 36-54 hereof. 


In the “I” heavy industrial district no 
building hereafter erected or structurally

altered shall exceed a height at the required 
yard lines of three stories or forty-five feet, 
but above this height one foot may be 
added to the height of the building for 
every foot that the building or portion 
thereof is set back from the required yard 
lines, provided, however, in no instance 
shall a building exceed six stories or 
seventy-five feet. 


(2) Rear yard. No rear yard shall be re- 
quired except where the industrial district 
abuts on a dwelling district, in which case 
there shall be a rear yard of not less than 
fifteen feet. (See section 36-54.) 


(3) Side yard. Not required except on 
that side of a lot abutting upon the side of 
a lot zoned for dwelling purposes in which 
case there shall be a side yard of not less 
than four feet. In all other cases a side 
yard for a business building shall not be 
required, but if provided, it shall be not 
less than four feet, 


(4) Front yard. Where all the frontage 
on one side of the street between two in- 
tersecting streets is located in the industrial 
districts no front yard shall be required. 
Where the frontage on one side of the street 
between two intersecting streets is located 
in the industrial districts and a dwelling 
district the front yard requirements of the 
dwelling district shall apply to the indus- 
trial districts. 


(6) IN THE “H” LIGHT INDUS- 
TRIAL DISTRICT NO BUILDING SHALL 
BE CONVERTED OR ERECTED FOR 
DWELLNG PURPOSES; PROVIDED, 
HOWEVER, DWELLING QUARTERS 
MAY BE ESTABLISHED IN CONNEC-

As directed by the City Council, I have 
reviewed the vehicular accident of July 9, 
1969, involving Mr. Norman §. Wright and 
the city owned and operated Austin-West- 
ern road grader number 679. I attach 
copies of the insurance company’s accident 
report and the Police Department’s traffic 
accident report. 


These reports are somewhat less than 
conclusive stating on the one hand that 
there were no unsafe acts; no unsafe phy- 
sical conditions and no responsibility rat- 
ings involved. On the other hand, the re- 
ports state that Mr. Wright, the claimant, 
committed no violation and that the city 
driver committed an “indicated violation” 
entitled, “improper or no signal.’’ This 
matter may be further complicated by the 
fact that both parties to the action are 
covered by Auto Owners Insurance liability, 
which is further complicated by the fact 
that the city’s coverage is limited by a 
rather high $1,000.00 deductible clause. 


I recommend that Mr. Wright’s claim be 
honored and further, that all city-owned 
vehicles and equipment which may ever 
travel under their own power on any public 
roadway be equipped with approved turn- 
signal devices, state motor vehicle laws 
notwithstanding.

On August 25, 1969 the Council approved 
the purchase of a Duplicator and Master 
Maker as per attached letter dated August 
15, 1969. 


Subsequent to this time the operating 
department has found both of the items as 
bid, are unacceptable and inferior in quality. 
The Master Maker was not compatable with 
the duplicator, in fact the vendor picked 
up the machine. The department then re- 
ceived a Gestefax, Jr. to make stencils. 
This machine makes a good stencil, but the 
duplicator makes a poor copy. The dupli- 
cator also fails to meet size requirements 
for the image to be copied. Only a little 
over 7 in. wide. We use 814 in. paper. 


Further review of the bid file reveals 
that the duplicator accepted was an alter- 
nate, did not meet the specification stated 
in the bid proposal. 


Therefore, under the circumstances, I 
recommend that Purchase Order No. C-2374 
be voided and that a duplicator meeting 
the specifications and the requirements of 
the operating department be purchased.

Gentlemen: 


A number of meetings have been held 
involving Councilman Ferguson, the City’s 
Personnel Director, Finance Director, and 
a number of other Department Heads, to- 
gether with representatives of the MSU 
Office of Financial Aids. These meetings 
have been held to determine the advisa- 
bility of the City entering into an agree- 
ment with Michigan State University to 
make possible an arrangement for needy 
students to work for the City and be paid 
on a twenty percent local, eighty percent 
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federal share basis under the MSU College 
Work-Study Program. Compensation would 
not include the fringe benefit portions of 
normal City compensation. 


Students involved will range from fresh- 
men to graduate students and doctoral con- 
didates. We would hopefully be able to 
use students in areas that would make a 
contribution to their educational and pro- 
fessional growth; e.g., students working in 
the Planning Department as Planning As- 
sistants would be students working for a 
degree in planning. 


Under the College Work-Study Program, 
a student may earn only the amount he 
needs for the academic year as determined 
by the Office of Financial Aids. The stu- 
dent must be able to demonstrate financial 
need as indicated by federal guidelines. 


Students working under the Program are 
limited to an average of fifteen hours a 
week during the school year and up to forty 
hours a week during vacation periods. We 
can specify just what kinds of students and 
what kinds of skills we desire in such stu- 
dents. We will be able to interview such 
students and accept or reject them. We will 
be able to terminate students who may 
prove themselves incapable of performing 
properly. 


Four city departments have expressed a 
firm interest in cooperating in this pro- 
gram. Other departments have expressed 
an interest in the program but do not have 
funds available to become involved at this 
time. 


The Finance Department desires the use 
of Work-Study students for a specific proj- 
ect—coding for data-processing of the City’s 
Voter Registration Lists. The Department 
estimates 2,000 hours will be required and 
would want to use eight students at fifteen 
hours a week each until the project is com- 
pleted. This project would serve as an 
excellent method of obtaining a measurable 
result through utilization of the Work- 
Study Program. 


The Model Cities Office would use four 
Work-Study students at fifteen hours a 
week each. They would be used to give 
staff support to the work of the Task Force 
now engaged in the planning process. 


The Planning Department anticipates 
using four students at fifteen hours a week. 
They would be used as graphics technicians, 
as planning assistants doing preliminary 
research, writing planning reports, and cod- 
ing for data-processing of records. 


The Human Relations Department would 
use three students at fifteen hours a week 
in the detached worker program. 


Other departments have expressed an in- 
terest in the Program, but do not have 
funds available to become involved at this 
time. 


To measurably demonstrate the savings 
possible under this Program, let’s consider 
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the use of nineteen students desired by the 
four departments, as outlined above, for a 
thirteen week school term. If the students 
worked fifteen hours each at three dollars 
an hour, their total earnings would amount 
to $11,115. We would receive this amount 
of benefit for a City expenditure of only 
$2,223, twenty per cent of the total. 


The Finance Department project result- 
ing in data-processing of the voter registra- 
tion lists wil require an estimated 2,000 
man hours at three dollars an hour. This 
places a $6,000 price tag on this project. 
by using the Work-Study Program, the City 
will be able to do the job for only $1,200. 


I would, therefore, recommend that the 
City Council direct the Mayor and City 
Clerk to sign the agreement attached, to 
make it possible for the City to become 
involved in the Michigan State University 
College Work-Study Program.

The primary need is for community cen- 
ter buildings and for more open space in 
the crowded parts of the city. Our local 
tax money will go further if used to match 
state and federal funds. 


High priority projects have been selected 
to meet the standards set by the State 
Legislature and he Department of Natural 
Resources. The city plans to design these 
areas to meet the needs of the people that 
will use them. 


Using State Bond Funds on 80-20 match- 
ing basis: 
1. West Side Neighborhood Center: 4,200 
square feet to serve a neighborhood of 
12,578 people and 5387.5 acres. 


2. Gier Park Community Center: 15,000 
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(approx.) square feet to serve the north 
end community of 20,256 people and 
2,798 acres. 


Another application will be recommend- 
ed involving use of HUD funds for five 
mini-parks (four in Model Cities Neighbor- 
hoods and one in N.W.) to be located in 
crowded parts of town.

The Planning Board at their meeting on 
Tuesday, November 18, 1969 recommended 
that a competent architect be commis- 
sioned by the City to design a pedestrian 
overpass which is esthetically pleasing as 
well as functional. 


If we take a long, concerted look at the 
overpass in terms of its esthetic quality, we 
realize that there is nothing pleasant about 
it. This is not surprising if we examine 
the process by which the present design 
evolved. The primary objectives have been 
those of safety, utility and economy. We 
will certainly agree that the overpass be- 
ing used, at first glance, seems to accom- 
plish all of these goals. It is extremely 
efficient technically. It provides the pedes- 
trian with a path that is completely safe 
while at the same time protecting the 
motorist from possible danger from thrown 
objects, The ‘‘open” design permits visual 
observation inside the overpass and pre- 
vents snow accumulation, 


As far as economy is concerned, we be- 
lieve that a strong case can be made for 
the idea that overpasses as they currently 
are being constructed are not necessarily 
economic. This conclusion can be reached 
if we consider all of the costs; the initial 
construction cost; maintenance over the 
long run; depreciation; possible devalua- 
tion of adjacent residences; and the social 
costs which the community as a whole 
must pay. The first three items can be 
measured straightforwardly; the last two, 
however, are more abstract and cannot be 
definitively measured. 


Devaluation is most certainly going to 
occur whenever an overpass is constructed 
in a residential area, and the loss will be 
abscribed by the residential property own- 
ers. To suggest that a tax break be given 
is small consolation and it introduces the 
problem of attempting to measure the loss. 


The notion of social costs is even more 
abstract. How much does ugliness cost? 
How can dreary, sterile environments be 
measured in terms of dollars? Obviously 
these factors cannot be expressed in dollars, 
but they do exist and should be given con- 
sideration. The overpass occupies a very 
prominent position in the townsecape. They 
nearly always cross major traffic carriers 
and thus are highly visible to thousands 
of motorists each day. The harsh rigidity 
of the lines, the institutional colors and 
the extensive use of cyclone fencing, how- 
ever, present the viewer with an image 
which comes close to resembling a bird 
cage. 


The Board is fully aware that a more 
pleasing design may well cost more, and 
may cause administrative delays. However, 
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the Board believes that the question of 
esthetic quality should no longer be ignored.

Councilman Moore made remarks rela- 
tive to his position as General Manager of 
National Cable Co, in the City of Lansing 
and asked the City Clerk to read the 
following statement.

Statement by Councilman Harold A. Moore 


Down through the years, the eminent 
philosophers and political scientists of the 
American scene have been called upon to 
explain and sometimes to defend, the work- 
ings of the political framework upon which 
the foundations of the republic and the 
democratic system of government rest, I 
believe that Abraham Lincoln, a licesnsed 
practicing attorney of humble origin, put 
it best when he stated that American 
government was forever committed to the 
simple thesis, “of the people, by the peole, 
and for the people.” 


To this very day, I don’t feel that any 
elected official can help but pay very seri- 
ous attention to that primary thesis. Be- 
yond any selfish human interest and beyond 
any personal desires, those elected to pub- 
lic office must adhere to the basic rule that 
the public interest is the first and foremost 
interest. Any and every elected official, 
unless he happens to be a wealthy man in 
his own or an inherited right, is sub- 
jected to the possibility that whatever 
private bread and butter endeavor he en- 
gages himself in may be viewed as a so- 
called possible ‘conflict of interest.’” Since 
I am not a wealthy man and since the 
salary I receive as a City Councilman is far 
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from sufficient income upon which to sup- 
port a family, I must of necessity engage 
myself in some other income producing ac- 
tivity. It happens that I am an executive 
being paid a salary by the firm, National 
Cable Company, Incorporated, It happens 
that this firm is engaged in a relatively 
unique cable television service to the public 
on a national basis. It is no secret that I 
earn my basic living by representing my 
firm in the central Michigan area through 
promoting this service in that area. It has 
been determined by experts on a nation- 
wide basis, that the idea of CATV services 
has merit and that it has marketable value 
to the public. The service is highly com- 
petitive by its very nature and it would 
be less than honest for me to even pretend 
that I do not advocate my firm’s service 
as the best service to the public users of 
Mid-Michigan including Lansing. Again 
I repeat, I have been elected by the people 
of Lansing to represent their collective best 
interests—this I intend to continue doing 
above all and regardless of any possible 
private interests in which I am also en- 
gaged. 


For the foregoing reasons, I wish to make 
it absolutely crystal clear that I do pro- 
mote and advocate National Cable Com- 
pany, Inc. as a leader in the CATV in- 
dustry; as a strong competitor for Lan- 
sing area franchises for such services; and 
that I, Harold A. Moore, am a paid em- 
Ployee of said National Cable Company, 
Incorporated. In absolute fairness, I want 
it to be also clearly understood that I 
insist upon the full recognition of my re- 
sponsibilities and obligations as a City 
of Lansing elected official and that no 
action whether it be implied or otherwise, 
on my part, should be construed as in- 
fluencing decisions relative to the accept- 
ance or rejection of National Cable Com- 
pany, Incorporated as a franchise holder 
for services within the City of Lansing. 
If and when that competitive issue arises, 
with the Council’s permission, J will ab- 
stain from voting upon same and I wish 
to go upon record here and now of hoping 
only that the firm which offers the best 
services to Lansing shall be selected as 
the final franchise holder. 


If there may be a “conflict of interest” 
in this area, I hope that. I have clearly 
identified it. If the City of Lansing and 
the people of Lansing wish to have CATV 
services available, may the best firm, on 
its own merits, be successful.

This is in answer to your letter, dated 
December 2, 1969, in which you asked for 
a legal opinion as to any conflict of inter- 
est that you may or may not have. 


You state in your letter that you are 
the General Manager of National Cable 
Company, Inc., that the company is active- 
Iy engaged in the CATV business in neigh- 
boring communities, to-wit: the City of 
East Lansing, Delhi Township and Alaiedon 
Township. You also inform me that Na- 
tional Cable Company may, in the near 
future, apply for a franchise to operate a 
CATV system within the City of Lansing. 


As Councilman at large for the City 
of Lansing, and as the General Manager 
of National Cable Company, Inc. you would 
then be in effect sitting on both sides of 
the table. This is to say that, as Council- 
man, you would be passing upon the ap- 
plication for a franchise of National Cable 
Company, your employer, while at the 
same time you, as the General Manager 
for National Cable, are asking for the 
franchise, this means that you are both 
petitioning for a franchise and sitting in 
judgment as to whether your own fran- 
chise should be granted. This amounts to 
a conflict of interest since obviously you 
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cannot sit in fair judgment of your own 
request, 


Assuming that National Cable will be 
asking for the franchise in its own name, 
without your signature appearing at any 
Place on the request, you would still be in 
conflict of interest since obviously National 
Cable is in this business to make money 
and any benefit accruing to National Cable 
would necessarily be a benefit to you, 
especially in your position as General Man- 
ager. 


If Council discusses other questions relat- 
ing to CATV applicants, franchises, settle- 
ment of lawsuits, etc., you are also in con- 
fiict of interest. The law does not expect 
you to be able to completely forget, in your 
function as Councilman, that you are talk- 
ing and passing upon items which may be 
of financial benefit to your competitors.

The parties to this Agreement mutually 
recognize that the services performed by 
employees covered by this Agreement are 
services essentia] to the public health, safe- 
ty and welfare. The Lodge therefore agrees 
that there shall be no interruption of these 
services, for any cause whatsoever, by the 
employees it represents, nor shall there be 
any concerted failure by them to report for 
duty, nor shall they absent themselves from 
their work, stop work, or abstain in whole 
or in part from the full, faithful and proper 
performance of the duties of their employ- 
ment, or picket the City’s premises. The 
Lodge further agrees that there shall be 
no strikes, sit-downs, slow-downs, stay- 
ins, stoppages of work or any acts that 
interfere in any manner or to any degree 
with the services of the City. 


Any violation of the foregoing shall be 
made the subject of disciplinary action or 
discharge from employment, as to em-

I have also called the Police Chief's 
attention to Section 2 of Article II of the 
Constitution and Bylaws of the National 
Fraternal Order of Police, to wit: 


“The Fraternal Order of Police shall not 
strike or by concerted action cause a 
cessation of the performance of police 
duties, or induce other members or lodges 
to do likewise. The penalty for such action 
by any member, or subordinate lodge, shall 
be immediate expulsion from the Fraternal 
Order of Police.” 


I feel that it is important that this in- 
formation be printed in the record in its 
entirety in order that possible misunder- 
standings in this area may he averted. 
During recent weeks, a barrage of mislead- 
ing and irresponsible statements have been 
made by persons purporting to represent 
the members of an outstanding Police De- 
partment. This kind of unfortunate mis- 
representation has been neither earned nor 
deserved by the vast majority of dedicated 
Lansing Police officers whose primary in-

The Planning Board at their meeting on 
December 16, 1969 recommended to the

Parking be denied and that the existing 
nonconforming building be acquired under 
aia of Act 207 P.A. 1921 as amend- 
ed. 


The Board has studied this petition from 
three points of view. The results of its 
studies all point towards the impropriety of 
this petition. From an existing land use 
point of view the use proposed is complete- 
ly incompatible, If one reviews the petition 
in the context of the Central City Develop- 
ment Plan the use is out of character since 
residential uses are contemplated. Lastly, 
the location of the existing building on the 
site and the extremely small size of the 
site make rational use of the site for a 
restaurant and bar impossible. 


A more detailed discussion of these 
points follows: 


1. Land use—with the exception of a ser- 
vice station located on the S.E. corner 
of the Logan-Ionia intersection, the 
entire area is developed with residential 
uses, These residential uses are pre- 
dominately One and Two Family Dwell- 
ings with occasional Three and Four 
Family uses. The neighborhood is old 
and subjected to the adverse effects of 
high traffic volumes particularly along 
Logan Street. On the other hand, much 
of the housing is fair to good and it is 
highly unlikely that there will be any 
demand for any substantial change in 
the existing land use pattern. A coordi- 
nated effort of rehabilitation and code 
enforcement, as is suggested by the 
Community Renewal - Programs ; Neigh- 
borhood .Analysis, will do. much to im- 
prove the ‘residential_ environment. 
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2. Future Plans—The site is adjacent to 


the boundary of the Central City De- 
velopment Plan. The plan suggests that 
the area around the subject property be 
developed with low rise multi-family 
uses, Therefore in terms of future ex- 
pectations for this area, this change 
would be a spot zone and could foster 
requests of a similar nature. 


. Site Plan—The plan submitted with this 
petition indicates that the petitioner 
wishes to remodel the existing building. 
The first floor would be occupied by a 
restaurant and bar, grocery or other 
commercial use with the second story 
converted for living quarters (one unit). 
The existing building occupies 1950 
square feet and is situated adjacent to 
the property lines on Logan and Ionia 
Streets. The balance of the property 
would be used for off-street parking. 
There is a discrepancy between the plan 
and the petition. More land (an addi- 
tional 30 ft. by 68 ft. Lot) is shown 
on the plan, than has been included in 
the petition. If we consider only the 
land petitioned for approximately 6 off- 
street parking spaces can be provided. 
If all of the land shown on the plan 
is utilized, approximately 12 spaces can 
be provided. Based on our computations, 
at least 20 spaces should be provided 
for a restaurant and bar of the size 
contemplated. Therefore sufficient park- 
ing will not be provided even if the 
extra lot is included. 


In conclusion it should be pointed out 


that there are areas set aside for this use. 
For example, the block bounded by St. 
Joseph, Logan, Hillsdale and Butler would 
be a reasonable location from the Board’s 
point of view. 


There were numerous objections to this 


proposal.

The City of Lansing holds easements on 
this property for sewers and water. The 
Board of Water and Light also holds a pro- 
posed power line easement running from 
north to south on the eastern half of the 
property under consideration. 


The property is now owned by the Lan- 
sing Parks and Recreation Department and 
is used as a playground. However, it is 
no longer needed for playground purposes 
because neighborhood population in this 
area has dwindled with the growth of 
the General Motors industrial complex. 


Oldsmobile Division of General Motors 
has offered to purchase, or exchange this 
portion of Scott Park for a more suitable 
park site. The disposal of this parcel 
would be in conformity with the Park 
Board’s Land Policy and also would be in 
the public’s interest. 


Chapter 6, Section 5 (7) of the Lansing 
City Charter reads—‘the City Council shall 
not have the power to sell any park, ceme- 
tery, or any part thereof, except where 
such park is not required under an official 
Master Plan of the City or any property 
bordering on a water front, or to engage 
in any business enterprise requiring an 
investment of money in excess of ten cents 
per capita, unless approved by three fifths 
(8/5) of the electors of the city, voting 
thereon at any general or specific election.’

Re: Current Status of the Law 
Department 


Dear Mr. Mayor Pro-Tem and 
Council Members : 


As a result of the increasing demand for 
services on the City Attorney’s office by 
departments of the City of Lansing, the 
Ciuncil and the Mayor’s office, it has be- 
come extremely difficult to provide the 
counsel necessary to handle the city’s legal 
problems in a professional manner, Ac- 
companying this letter are copies of com- 
munications received from several depart- 
ment heads which have asked that more of 
the staff’s time be spent on the legal prob- 
lems of their particular departments. 


I direct your attention to a letter re- 
ceived from Marcel Elliott, Housing Direc- 
tor, indicating his intention to hire outside 
counsel, inasmuch as the City Attorney’s 
office cannot provide him with sufficient 
legal time. Further, the memo of A. L. 
Kirschenbauer, Clerk of the Municipal 
Court. makes it apparent that there has 
been a 37.3 per cent increase in the num- 
ber of ordinance cases since 1965. This 
letter should be read in conjunction with 
the traffic reports from the Police Depart- 
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ment. A summary of the reports shows 
that for the six months ending June 30, 
1969, compared with the same six months 
period for 1968, the number of arrests made 
by the Lansing Police Department in- 
creased by 1,947 (from 10,954 to 12,901), 
a 17.7 per cent increase; for the three 
months period ending September 30, 1969, 
as compared with the same period of 1968, 
an increase of 1,871 cases (from 6,412 to 
8,283), is apparent, this is an increase of 
29.2 per cent, While only a portion of these 
arrests actually come before the Lansing 
Municipal Court, nevertheless the number 
of arrests still affects the workload of the 
City Attorney’s office since many of the 
defendants come to the law department 
asking for an investigation of the matter, 
etc., before they enter a plea. It is clear 
that a 30 per cent increase in arrests is 
going to increase the workload of the law 
department. 


The Municipal Court has in the past 
scheduled trials every half hour, now trials 
are scheduled every fifteen minutes. This 
means that an attorney has to be in the 
court “full time.” In the past it was pos- 
sible for the attorney, trying traffic cases, 
to work on other matters, since the Munici- 
pal Court did not require his full time 
attention. As you can see this has changed. 
I also would like to point out to you that 
at least one trial per week in the Municipal 
Court is a jury trial, sometimes there are 
as many as eight jury trials per week. By 
its very nature a jury trial lasts much 
longer than a trial before the judge alone, 
and it is also very hard to predict how long 
a jury trial may take, This then necessi- 
tates a second attorney in the Municipal 
Court to try the non-jury cases scheduled 
for the same day. 


Next please refer to the memo from 
Gerald Ernst, City Assessor, concerning the 
increased demand for legal services, based 
on recent changes in the tax law. He notes 
the several tax cases in which the city is 
involved presently at varying levels of the 
judicial structure, With constant changes 
in the tax law and the general attention 
now being given this matter, you can well 
imagine that suits involving tax matters 
have been and will increase in number and 
complexity. 


Also attached is a letter from Bernard 
Elliott, Building Commissioner, expressing 
his need for additional legal help based on 
an increasing number of building code 
violations. 


As you know, the Income Tax Division 
of City Government is relatively new. At 
this time we are writing letters and prose- 
cuting alleged violators. This is a new 
area of work for the Law Department and 
exemplifies the increased workload. 


As a further example of the increasing 
demand for legal services, please note the 
following arrangement: As you know, Don 
Brown, the Property Manager, handles 
eviction matters for the city. Because of 
the workload, the legal department has 
made arrangements with Don Brown so 
that he can go into court without an at- 
torney and present his case according to a 
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procedure which was previously outlined to 
him by the law department, This is not 
the way the City of Lansing should conduct 
its litigation. Though an eviction is not a 
complicated matter, from a legal point of 
view, situations do arise in which an at- 
torney should be present, The fact that a 
department head of the city goes into court 
without counsel is a practice which cer- 
tainly should not be encouraged. A person 
seeking relief in a court of law, who is 
not represented by an attorney, is a person 
who, because of financial difficulty, is 
unable to afford an attorney and is, there- 
fore, in a position where he may lose some 
rights which he has due to lack of legal 
representation. I am sure that you will 
agree with me that the City of Lansing 
ought not to be put in a category with 
an indigent person as far as legal repre- 
sentation is concerned. 


There is no question that the Lansing 
Department of Law is not sufficient in size 
to provide for all legal services needed at 
this time. It is also clear that the City 
of Lansing has not maintained a law de- 
partment comparable to similar depart- 
ments of cities the same size or smaller. 
A survey was made of legal departments 
in other cities; however, in most instances 
the cities were smaller in size than Lan- 
sing. (See attached roster of cities.) 


As you know, Lansing has approximately 
135,000 residents with a law department 
of four attorneys and two secretaries. The 
assistants’ salaries range from $12,248 to 
$14,469, the City Attorney is paid $17,808. 
Compare this with Dearborn, for example, 
a city very close in size to Lansing, which 
has a staff of five attorneys. The Dearborn 
Corporation counsel receives $21,000 a year, 
his deputy corporation counsel $16,800 and 
the three staff attorneys receive a salary 
ranging from $15,287 to $16,687; they have 
three secretaries for the attorneys. The 
City of Saginaw has a city attorney and 
four staff attorneys, assisted by three sec- 
retaries. 


The City of Flint has a population of 
roughtly 200,000. The legal staff consists 
of eleven attorneys and three secretaries; 
the salary range for the assistants is 
$14,466 to $19,583. 


Grand Rapids, which is approximately 
the same size as Flint, has a staff of nine 
attorneys and five secretaries. The city 
attorney, who is a part-time employee (25 
hours per week), receives $18,500. 


The City of Kalamazoo, with a popula- 
tion of approximately 90,000, has six city 
attorneys. It should be noted, however, 
that these attorneys do not work full time 
for the city; the part-time city attorney 
is paid $18,000 per year and his assistants’ 
salaries range from $4,000 to $8,500 per 
year, 


Pontiac, a city which has approximately 
25,000 less population than Lansing, has a 
staff of four lawyers and two secretaries. 


Livonia, which has approximately 20,000 
less people than the City of Lansing, has a 
staff of four attorneys and three legal sec- 
retaries. 
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Warren, a city roughly the size of 
Livonia, has a staff of four attorneys as- 
sisted by three secretaries. 


The City of Ann Arbor, approximately 
the same size as Livonia, and probably 
about 20,000 to 25,000 less than the City of 
Lansing, has a staff of four attorneys and 
two secretaries, 


Quickly, by way of summary, the survey 
indicates the City of Saginaw and Lansing 
are paying the least amount for their city 
attorneys, next is the City of Kalamazoo, 
Paying its city attorney $18,000 per year, 
but note that he is only a part time attor- 
ney. Pontiac pays $22,200, Livonia $21,500, 
Ann Arbor $20,000, Warren $22,625 and 
Dearborn, the city probably closest in size 
to Lansing, pays $21,000. 


The chief assistant in other cities is paid 
an average of $17,500, this is about $3,000 
higher than the City of Lansing is presently 
paying. Likewise, the other staff attorneys 
receive generally two or three thousand 
dollars more than Lansing is paying at this 
time. 


Not only is it clear that the City of Lan- 
sing failed to keep pace with other cities, 
the city also failed to keep its legal staff 
in pace with other positions comparable in 
responsibility. 


The attached wage schedule, comparing 
the remuneration of the city attorney with 
the municipal judges, city clerk and the 
mayor, clearly shows that the lowest in- 
crease was given to the attorney, both in 
terms of actual dollars and percentage-wise. 
It must also be pointed out that positions 
comparable in responsibility to the City 
Attorney, such as the Ingham County 
Prosecuting Attorney, Ingham County Cir- 
cuit Judge, Probate Judge and Municipal 
Judge, have had considerable economic up- 
grading over the most recent years, where- 
as the city attorney’s office has had, quite 
frankly, a nominal increase during a period 
of time in which the demand for legal ser- 
vices increased, 


The salary of the Circuit Judges has 
more than doubled since 1960 to the level 
of $30,000 per year, The salary of Probate 
Judges has more than tripled since 1960 
and is presently set at $26,000 per year. The 
salary of the Lansing Municipal Judges has 
almost doubled since 1960 and is presently 
set at $22,500, whereas the salary of City 
Attorney has only increased, since 1965, by 
$8,300, a percentage increase of less than 
25 per cent. In 1960, when the City At- 
torney’s salary was set at $13,500, the staff 
could engage in unlimited private practice. 
The Law Department is now required to 
devote a full 40 hours per week to the legal 
problems of the city. On the other hand, 
the Ingham County Prosecuting Attorney, 
who has presently an effective salary of 
$29,500, is permitted unlimited private 
practice. 


Please note the attached communication 
from the National Institute of Municipal 
Law Officers, dated November 6, 1967, 
which recommends a salary scale for city 
chief legal officers. Note that the recom- 
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mendation for cities the size of Lansing, 
that is between 100,000 and 200,000 is 
$27,500 to $30,000 per year. 


Quite obviously, the compensation re- 
ceived by the City Attorney's staff has not 
increased commensurate with its responsi- 
bilities and further, the City Attorney’s 
office has failed to keep pace with salary 
increments of comparable public officials. 


Also, consider the completely inadequate 
layout of the Law Department as far as 
office space is concerned. At the present 
time the department consists of four offices. 
One is being used by the City Attorney, a 
second, the chief assistant’s office, also 
doubles as a library, the third is a recep- 
tion room occupied by a secretary and the 
fourth and last room is occupied by two 
attorneys and one secretary. At present 
there are no dividing walls in this office. 
When the secretary uses the typewriter, an 
attorney is immediately exposed to the 
noise, making any sort of concentrated 
thought practically impossible. If any of 
the three telephones in the room are used, 
all quietude is gone and the attorneys are 
constantly interrupted. This is not even 
to mention that an attorney-client privilege 
exists, that is when a citizen or employee 
of the city talks with one of the assistants 
the law imposes a confidential relationship 
just as exists between a doctor and his 
patient; yet anything that is said in this 
room can be over heard by anybody else 
that is present. 


I am sure that you will agree that a law 
office should have a good library, however, 
the city does not. Our so-called library 
doubles as the chief assistant’s office. When 
an attorney wishes to use the library to 
get a book or to do some research, he will 
inevitably disturb the work of the chief 
assistant. If anybody is in the chief as- 
sistant’s office, the assistant can not get 
his book, therefore, being unexcusably de- 
tained from doing his legal work. 


Finally, I submit with this letter a re- 
port, dated November 18, 1969, prepared 
by James Dowsett, accountant, showing a 
breakdown of the various legal expendi- 
tures for the past three fiscal years and the 
four months ending November 30, 1969. 
For the year ending 6-30-69 the City of 
Lansing spent $24,077.30 on outside legal 
help. This figure does not inelude pay- 
ments made to Bruce King, attorney, in 
the amount of $13,941.17. The $24,077.30 
consists of payments to attorneys who 
charge the city at the rate of $30.00 an 
hour, the result of what is commonly 
known as “farming out’? cases. It is the 
intent of the law department to farm out 
as little legal work as possible in the 
future. With an adequate staff, this can 
be done and fully achieved in the not too 
distant future. To pay an attorney $30.00 


‘an hour, assuming he works full time, and 


a forty hour week for a whole year, the 
salary would amount to approximately 
$60,000. The city, of course, only spent 
$24,000 for outside legal help, but this 
amount could easily be used for an addi- 
tional attorney, secretarial help, and other 
adjustments. 
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Should a fifth attorney be authorized, 
the city would then have his full time 
services and not just part-time, as_ out- 
side legal counsel has to be employed. In 
the past it has been the policy of the law 
department to farm out quite a number of 
eases, I believe this trend should be re- 
versed, a city the size of Lansing should 
have a law department which is capable of 
handling the city’s major problems by it- 
self. This is not saying that the city would 
not have to draw on outside counsel in 
some specialized areas of law. For example, 
the current CATV case is of such an unique 
nature as to require outside assistance. 
Other areas of law, such as workmen’s 
compensation, labor relations, condemna- 
tions, etc., do not require such specialized 
experts and it would be economical and in 
the best interest of the city to have and 
to make possible such a legal department 
which has personnel, and indeed attract 
personnel that will stay with the city for 
a longer period of time so that each at- 
torney may develop his own specialty in 
the various fields of law. 


Because of the inadequacies, the city 
attorney’s office has become strictly short- 
term employment, an office to be used as a 
springboard to a good position in a private 
law firm; this is shown by the short period 
of time that most attorneys have stayed 
with the city in the past. I believe this 
situation can and must be changed by de- 
veloping an adequate professional and sec- 
retarial staff, compensating staff personnel, 
as professionals rather than as mere tran- 
sient job-holders, providing funds for a 
respectable law library and establishing 
decent office facilities, 


With the staff at its present size, it is 
not possible to adequately represent the 
city and to take care of the city’s legal 
problems, It can be safely assumed that 
the number of legal questions will increase 
in the future, as they have in the past, 
and if the staff and the general working 
conditions remain the same over the next 
few months, that quality of legal represen- 
tation will be lacking, which a city, the 
size of Lansing, certainly deserves and 
should have, The taxpayer of Lansing is 
being short-changed with a legal staff that 
is smaller than that of cities three-fourths 
and two-thirds the size of Lansing. 


I believe it to be my responsibility to 
bring these facts to your attention, as I 
am sure you will take the appropriate 
action to remedy the completely inadequate 
conditions presently existing in the law 
department. Specific recommendations will 
be forwarded to you in the very near 
future.

Whereas, the City of Lansing has been 
granted an easement for public alley over 
land located 20 feet West of the North- 
South portion of the presently existing 
alley, which grant will enable the City of 
Lansing to maintain an alley in this area 
on a re-located site, as recommended by the 
Planning Board, as aforesaid.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE 


A. Parcels 2A and 3, High Rise for the 
Elderly Proposal—Mr. Griffin reported that 


the High Rise for the Elderly Proposal 
Review Committee had a recommendation to 
present to the Redevelopment Board. The 
criteria for making the selection was based 
on cost, how functional, and the architec- 
tural and site design. It was a unanimous 
decision of the joint committee—(3) Re- 
development Board Members and (3) Hous- 
ing Commission Members, that the selection 
would be Housing Development Company 
of Cleveland, Ohio. Johnson, Johnson and 
Roy, Consultants, and the Office of the 
Mayor concurred in the selection made by 
the Committee. At the last Board Meeting, 
it was reported that four developers were 
under final consideration ; however, two of 
the four developers were eliminated, pri- 
marily due to the high cost of the proposed 
development. 


Mr. Griffin made a motion to recommend 
to City Council the proposal of Housing 
Development Company of Cleveland, Ohio 
to develop a High Rise for the Elderly on 
Parcel 2A and 8, Project No. 1, Mich.

Mr. Zimmerman suggested that the mo- 
tion be stated as a recommendation to the 
Housing Assistance Office, as required. 


Mr. Griffin amended the motion as fol- 
lows: The Urban Redevelopment Board 
recommends that the proposal by the 
Housing Development Company of Cleve- 
land, Ohio for a High Rise for the Elderly 
on Parcels 2A and 3, Project No. 1, Mich.
